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Report of the 1963 Town Meeting 


and Election 


Annual Meeting Held March 4, 5, 6 and 7, 1963 
Annual Election Held March 12 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the voters met at the 
Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, Massachusetts 
on Monday, March 4, 1963 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. to act upon the articles 
therein:— 


The tellers appointed and sworn to office were: 


Chauncey L. Crocker Gilbert J. Noonan 
Edwin J. Donnelly, Jr. 


The officers in attendance were: 
Elmer F. White John L. Ferreira 


Mrs. Ruth E. Nelson was sworn as stenographer for the duration 
of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:10 pm. by the Moderator. 


The Town Meeting Members were counted, 147 were announced 
present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to constitute a 
quorum for this meeting being 127. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Richard G. Crowell, Rector of 
St. Barnabas Memorial Church. 


The hour of the Tuesday meeting and subsequent meetings was 
voted to be 7:30 p.m. at the same place. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant except 
Article 1 (Elections) would be called and the substance of each Article 
would be stated to the Meeting; and upon completion of the call as to 
those Articles in which there were no controversies or debates, or in- 
formation desired, there would be one vote offered which would adopt 
the recommendation of the Finance Committee and in the Zoning Art- 
icles the recommendation of the Planning Board as the action of the 
meeting.

74, Chapter 111 of the General Laws, or act or do anything else in the 
matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, that the Town does raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 
to be paid to the Cape Cod Hospital and/or Falmouth Hospital, in the 
judgement of the Selectmen, for the care of persons certified by the 
Selectmen to be residents of the Town of Falmouth unable to pay for 
such care and treatment, in accordance with Section 74, Chapter 111 
of the General Laws. 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,026.00 for the purpose of the Cape Cod Green Head Fly 
Control District under the provisions of Chapter 433 of the Acts of 1955 
amending General Laws, Chapter 252 and authorize the Town Treasurer 
to pay said appropriation into the State Treasury or take any other 
action for said purpose. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 
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Voted, that the Town does raise and appropriate the sum of $1,026.00 
for the purpose of the Cape Cod Green Head Fly Control District under 
the provisions of Chapter 433 of the Acts of 1955 and authorize the 
Town Treasurer to pay said appropriation into the State Treasury.

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Salary Admin- 
istration Plan as follows: 


SALARY ADMINISTRATION PLAN 


Preamble 


This By-Law establishes a Salary Administration Plan, hereinafter 
called the “Plan”, which classifies the several positions in the Town 
into groups, establishes salary schedules, establishes so-called “fringe 
benefits’, or “indirect pay” provisions, such as holidays and vacations 
with pay, sick leave, and the like; and establishes a Personnel Board to 
administer the Plan, as hereinafter provided, and to represent the inter- 
ests of both taxpayers and town employees. 


NOTE: The Salary Administration Plan was adopted by the Town 
Meeting pursuant to 1956 Am. 132. Approval of Atty. Gen. not required. 
Cf. G. L. c. 40 paras. 21A-21B. c. 41 paras. 108A-108C. 


SECTION 1. Classification Schedule 


The positions of all officers and employees in the service of the 
Town, whether full time, part time, temporary, seasonal, special, casual, 
Civil Service, or any others, other than those positions filled by popular 
election, those under the direction and control of the School Committee, 
and those in the Welfare Department, are hereby classified by titles 
in the groups listed in Schedule A, entitled “Classification Schedule’’, as 
set forth in Section 21 of this By-Law. 


SECTION 2. Job Descriptions and Interpretations 


The Personnel Board shall maintain written job descriptions of the 
jobs or positions in the Classification Schedule of the Plan, each con- 
sisting of a statement describing the essential nature of the work char- 
acteristics of the position that distinguish the position from other posi- 
tions. The description for any job shall be construed solely as a means 
of identification and not as prescribing what the duties or responsibili- 
ties of any job shall be, or as modifying, or in any way affecting, the 
power of any administrative authority, as otherwise existing, to appoint, 
to assign duties to, or to direct and control the work of any employee 
under the jurisdiction of such authority. 


SECTION 3. New or Changed Positions 


(a) Whenever a new position is established, or the duties of an 
existing position are so changed that a new level of work demand exists 
and in effect a new position is created, upon presentation of substanti- 
ating data satisfactory to the Personnel Board, the Board, as hereinafter 
provided, shall rate such new or changed position and allocate it to its 
appropriate group and establish the rate range therefor. 


(b) Any change in the content of an existing job shall be reported 
to the Board by the appropriate Department Head, and the Board shall 
then review and redetermine the allocation and title of that job or 
position. 

(c) Data on a changed or intended new job or position shall be 
furnished to the Board in the form required by the Board. 


SECTION 4. Combination and Multiple Jobs 

(a) For the purpose of increased efficiency, and in order to pro- 
vide the opportunity for full time employment, two or more jobs which 
can normally be performed on a part time basis may be consolidated 
into one combined job, subject to the approval of the Personnel Board. 
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If such combined job involves work for more than one department, the 
established rate of pay for the combined job auet be apportioned be- 
tween the departments involved. 


(b) If the duties of a salaried job can reasonably be performed 
within less than the established work week for the job, additional duties 
in the same or another department may be assigned, subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 3 governing new or changed positions. Unless such 
additional duties raise the average level of work demand, so that in 
effect a new job is created, there shall be no additional compensation. 
In case of any question, the Personnel Board shall hear and determine 
the matter. 


(c) No employee of the Town shall hold two or more different 
Town jobs the performance of which may conflict, or the duties of 
which are, or can be, performed in the same schedule of working hours, 
and draw full compensation for each, or additional compensation for 
the second job. In the event it should seem desirable to consolidate 
two different jobs into a combination job, the appointing authority shall 
refer the matter to the Personnel Board for its consideration as to 
whether such action is consistent with the Salary Administration Plan 
and to the best interests of the Town, and its decision shall determine 
the matter. 


(d) If the duties of an employee require working part time at a 
higher skilled job than his normal classification, he may be paid the 
higher rate while performing the job, subject to the approval of the 
Personnel Board and the Department Head and being within the ap- 
propriated funds. 


SECTION 5. Titles of Positions 


No persons shall be appointed, employed, or paid as an employee 
in any position subject to the provisions of the Salary Administration 
Plan under any title other than those of the Classification Schedule, or 
any title other than that of the job the duties of which are actually per- 
formed. The job title in the Classification Schedule of the Plan shall 
be the official title for all purposes having to do with the position and 
shall be used to designate the position in all payrolls, budget estimates 
and official reports, and in every other connection involving personnel 
and fiscal processes. 


SECTION 6. Reclassification of Employees 


No employee may be reclassified to a job in another group, either 
higher or lower, until the Personnel Board shall have determined such a 
reclassification will be consistent with the provisions of the Salary Ad- 
ministration Plan and shall have approved the reclassification. 


SECTION 7%. Salary Schedule 


(a) The Salary Schedule of the Salary Administration Plan, set 
forth as Schedule B in Section 22 of this By-Law, shall consist of the 
maximum and minimum salaries, step-rate salaries or single rate sal- 
aries for the groups and jobs in the Classification Schedule. The salary 
range of a group shall be the salary range for all positions classified in 
such group. No employee shall be paid at any other rate than the ap- 
plicable rate in Schedule B—Salary Schedule unless so authorized by 
the Personnel Board or by amendment of the Plan. 


(b) Employees in jobs for which rates are shown on an hourly basis 
shall be paid at the applicable hourly rate for all hours, or proportion- 
ately for fraction of hours, worked. 


(c) The basic work week for the employees of the various depart- 
ments shall be listed in this paragraph. If the scheduled hours for any 
job should be less than this basic work week, the Department Head shall 
so notify the Board which shall establish a proportional rate of pay.

The regular normal working hours per day and days per week 
shall be established by the respective operating departments, subject to 
the approval of the Selectmen, the Board, Committee, or Town Official 
to whom the departments are responsible as established by the Town 
By-Laws. 

(d) To be eligible for pay, all employees shall work the full time 
period for which applicable rates of pay are shown in Schedule B— 
Salary Schedule. No time off with pay shall be granted by any Depart- 
ment Head except as specifically provided by administrative policies 
and procedures established by the Personnel Board.

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(e) OVERTIME— 

(1) In case of emergency as determined by the Department 
Head, all regular full time permanent employees shall be 
paid straight hourly time for all hours worked after work- 
ing the basic hours for the week. The hourly rate for 
weekly salary employees shall be determined by dividing 
the basic weekly salary by the number of hours in the 
basic work week. 

(2) Department heads shall be deemed to have a continuous 
responsibility to the public and shall not receive overtime 
pay. 

(3) It is the responsibility of the Department Head to control 
and minimize overtime which shall be worked only when 
necessary in his judgement and shall be authorized by him 
in advance and shall be kept within the appropriated funds.

SECTION 8. Salary Rates Above Maximum 

Any salary rate which is above the maximum rate for a job, as 
established by this Salary Administration Plan, shall be deemed to be 
a personal rate, and apply only to the incumbent. When such incumbent 
leaves the employ of the Town or is transferred to another job with a 
higher maximum rate than his personal rate or when higher maximum 
rates are established, the personal rate shall disappear. No other em- 
ployee assigned to, or hired for, such job shall advance beyond the max- 
imum of the job. 


SECTION 9. Adjustment Policies 

(a) Every employee subject to this Plan who is in the continuous 
full time service of the Town, computed from the date of his latest 
employment, and who has a satisfactory performance record shall be 
eligible annually, one year from the date of the latest increase, for 
consideration for advance on a merit basis to the next higher step rate, 
but not more than one step rate in any one twelve-month period, until 
the maximum for his job is reached, subject to the approval of his De- 
partment Head and the Personnel Board. Any employee denied such 
an increase has the right of appeal to the Personnel Board which shall 
confer with both employee and the Department head, and the Board 
shall decide the matter. All adjustments shall be approved in advance 
by the Personnel Board. 

The employee’s new rate will become effective as specified on the 
request for adjustment, but no sooner than one year from the latest in- 
crease, if the new rate was approved by the Personnel Board in advance 
of the anniversary date. If the request was received after the anniver- 
sary date, the adjustment will be effective no sooner than the first 
working day of the week in which the request was received by the 
Personnel Board.

When the adjustment date falls on Wednesday or before, the ef- 
fective date of the change shall be Monday of the same week. When the 
adjustment date falls after Wednesday, the effective date of the change 
shall be Monday of the following week. 


(b) Part time employees who regularly work a substantial number 
of hours per week, and for whose jobs both rate ranges and step rates are 
provided, shall be eligible for consideration for increases on the same 
basis as provided for full time personnel in clause (a) of this section, but 
on a merit basis, provided the Personnel Board decides that an appro- 
priate number of hours has been worked. Employees who may work full 
time for part of a year only shall be eligible for consideration on a merit 
increase basis, provided that the Personnel Board decides that the facts 
of the case justify such an increase as consistent with the Plan. 


(c) Special, casual, and other part time personnel for whose posi- 
tions there is a single rate shall not be eligible for step rate increases, 


(d) The policies set forth in this paragraph (d) of Section 9 of these 
Town By-Laws shall be limited to the transition from the present job 
classifications and salary schedules to the revised schedules, and to pro- 
viding a cost-of-living increase. All persons employed after the ap- 
proved effective date of operation of this amendment (as specified in 
the By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth, Representative Town Meeting 
Act, Section 8) to the Salary Administration Plan by the 1963 Town 
Meeting will be classified and compensated in accordance with the re- 
vised regulations and schedules as outlined herein. 


Every employee who is in the full time continuous service of the 
Town except, but not limited to, those casual, probationary, special, and 
other part time employees, computed from the date of his latest increase 
in compensation, and who has a satisfactory performance record shall 
be eligible for a cost-of-living increase as outlined in this amendment, 
provided he was on the permanent payroll prior to the approved effec- 
tive date of operation of this amendment in 1963. 


Every weekly salary employee who is in the continuous full time 
service of the Town shall be eligible after the approved effective date 
of operation of this amendment (as specified in the By-Laws of the 
Town of Falmouth, Representative Town Meeting Act, Section 8) to 
be transferred and advanced in accordance with Section 9 (d) to the 
nearest higher rate in the revised schedule, except a new employee, who 
shall be advanced in accordance with Section 11 (b); or unless the 
Board, as a result of its study, reeommends a promotion of an additional 
step increase. Should the change to the new schedule result in an in- 
crease of less than $1.00, he shall be advanced to the next higher step 
in this new schedule. 


*An exception to the above process shall be made in the case of the 
patrolmen, firefighters and ranking officers in the Police and Fire De- 
partments who shall be transferred on the date of approval of this 
amended plan from their present group and step to the same step in the 
new group. 


An eligible weekly salary employee shall receive a total amount 
equal to not less than $1.82 per week during the period from the effec- 
tive date of operation of this amendment and December 28, 1963, provided 
his anniversary date for consideration for an increase occurs during the 
twelve month period following this effective date and provided the max- 
imum rate of his new classification is not exceeded thereby. If insuffi- 
cient weeks remain in 1963, this date (hereinafter called the calculated

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date) may be advanced sufficiently to provide the cost-of-living increase 
or he may be given a special rate as outlined below. 


Any employee whose anniversary date occurs between December 
28, 1963, and the date of the Annual Town Meeting of 1964, may be given 
a special rate on the approval date of the amendment at the 1963 Annual 
Town Meeting, by adding $1.82 to his weekly compensation until his 
anniversary date, at which time he shall be reclassified in the revised 
schedule in accordance with Section 9 (d). 


Any eligible weekly salary employee who has been in the top step 
of his group over one year shall be given a cost-of-living increase when 
reclassified in the new schedule provided the maximum rate of the new 
classification is not exceeded. 


An eligible hourly salary employee shall be given a four cents (4c) 
per hour increase on the first Monday after the approved effective date 
of this amendment in accordance with Section 9 (d). 


SECTION 10. Promotion and Transfers 

(a) When an employee is promoted to a job with a higher rate 
range, or rate of pay, he shall enter it at the minimum of the job rate 
range or at his own rate, whichever is higher, but in no event at a rate 
in excess of the maximum for such job. He may also receive at the time 
a one-step rate increase, provided the maximum for the job is not ex- 
ceeded, if the Department Head recommends that qualifications and per- 
formance warrant it, and the Personnel Board approves. If the Depart- 
ment Head should feel that there should be a trial period before recom- 
mendation of the promotional one-step rate increase, on recommenda- 
tion of the Department Head the Personnel Board may approve such 
a deferred promotional increase at the conclusion of the trial period. 


(b) If an employee is transferred to a job with a lower rate range, 
or rate of pay, he shall enter it at his own rate or at the maximum rate 
for the job, whichever is lower, providing the Personnel Board approves. 
The employee shall have the right of appeal to the Personnel Board and 
to be heard thereon, and the Personnel Board shall decide the matter. 


SECTION 11. New Personnel 

(a) The hiring rate shall be the minimum of the rate range of the 
job for which the new employee is hired, unless otherwise authorized 
by the Personnel Board. Department Heads shall notify the Personnel 
Board of the hiring of all new personnel and their hiring rates. 


(b) For new regular full time personnel commencing employment 
at the minimum rate, the first six months of employment shall be a pro- 
bationary period, at the end of which the employee may advance one 
step rate, provided the Department Head recommends that qualifications 
and performance warrant it, and the Personnel Board approves. Other- 
wise, he shall be eligible for consideration after one year of continuous 
service. This probationary step rate increase shall apply only at the start 
of employment, and shall not apply in case of transfer or promotion or 
other change from one job to another. 

(c) All employees hired after the approved date of operation of 
the amendment to Section 9 shall be classified and compensated under 
the new revised schedules adopted at the 1963 Annual Town Meeting. 

(d) Medical Examinations of Job Applicants. 

Every applicant for employment by the Town in a position coming 
under this By-Law after the effective date of this By-Law shall be certi- 
fied by a practicing physician designated by the Town, as to his or her 
physical fitness to perform the duties of the position to which such ap- 
plicant seeks appointment, and as to any physical condition of the 
applicant which might adversely affect the insurance coverage of the 
Town under Chapter 152 of the General Laws or the group insurance 
coverage of other Town employees.

SECTION 12. Department Budgets 


Each Department Head shall include in the annual budget a pay 
adjustment section to provide funds for anticipated pay adjustments 
during the ensuing year, expenditures to be made only in accordance 
with the Salary Administration Plan with the approval of the Person- 
nel Board and provided funds are available. 


SECTION 13. “Fringe” Benefits 


The Salary Administration Plan shall also cover all so-called 
“Fringe” benefits, such as holidays and vacations with pay, sick leave, 
and other such matters, both those included in the Plan at its adoption, 
and any others which may be included in the future. 


A. Holidays 


(1) Regular, full-time permanent Town employees shall be paid at 
regular straight-time pay for the following State legal holidays—New 
Year’s Day, Washington’s Birthday, Patriots’ Day, Memorial Day, Inde- 
pendence Day, Labor Day, Columbus Day, Veterans Day, Thanksgiving 
Day, and Christmas and the half days before Christmas and New Year’s 
Day (if these half days fall on working days) which fall on, or are ob- 
served on, regularly scheduled work days provided the employee has 
worked his last scheduled work day before the holiday and his first 
scheduled day after the holiday, or has been excused by the appropri- 
ate authority, or has an acceptable excuse for which the appropriate 
superior may require proof. Thus, if a State legal holiday shall fall on 
a Sunday but shall be observed on the following Monday, it shall be 
paid for. If a holiday falls on a Saturday which is not a regular sched- 
uled work day, it shall not be paid for. 


(2) In the case of the Police, Fire, Water and Sewer Departments 
and the Department of Public Works whose personnel are subject to duty 
seven days a week, those employees performing their official duties on 
the holiday shall receive an extra day’s pay; provided 


(a) that if an employee assigned to work on a legal holiday shall 
not report for duty because of illness, he shall not be entitled to an 
extra day’s pay as provided above; and provided 


(b) that if an employee working on such legal holiday shall be un- 
able to complete a full day’s work because of injuries sustained by him 
in line of duty on such legal holiday, he shall nevertheless be entitled to 
the full amount of such extra day’s pay; and provided 


(c) that if an employee reporting for duty on a legal holiday shall 
be taken ill in the course of the day’s work and shall have to be relieved 
of duty, he shall be entitled to that portion of an extra day’s pay which 
is in proportion to the number of hours that he worked out of a full 
work day; and provided 


(d) that the provisions of this paragraph (2) shall not be construed 
to authorize holiday pay for employees absent on vacation; and provided 


(e) that the provisions of this paragraph shall not apply to the 
jobs listed under Section 7 (f); and provided 


(f) that if an employee shall work more than one shift, watch 
or tour of duty on the same legal holiday, he shall receive an extra 
day’s pay for the first full shift, watch or tour of duty, but shall not 
be entitled to holiday pay for each subsequent shift, watch or tour of 
duty undertaken by him on that same day. 


(g) Details as to administrative policies and practices relative to 
holidays with pay shall be as prepared and established under the direc- 
tion of the Personnel Board. 
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Group Insurance 


Town employees are eligible for Group Insurance in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 32B of the Massachusetts General Laws, 
which was accepted by the Town at the 1958 Annual Town Meeting. 


Retirement 


All regular employees are included in the Contributory Retire- 
ment System in accordance with the provisions of Section 7, Chapter 
318 of the Acts of 1936 which amends Chapter 32 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws, Chapter 32B having been accepted by the Town at its 
1941 Annual Town Meeting. 


B. Vacation 


(1) In accordance with Section III of Chapter 41 of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts which were accepted by the Town in 1941, em- 
ployees shall be granted two weeks of vacation without loss of pay, if 
they have actually worked for the Town for thirty weeks in the aggre- 
gate during the twelve months preceding the first day of June in 
such year. 


(2) Vacations shall be granted by the Department Heads at such 
times as, in their opinion, will cause the least interference with the 
performance of the regular work of the departments. Vacations must 
be taken in the year in which they are due, and shall not accumulate 
from year to year. 


(3) In the event of termination of employment which is caused 
through no fault of the employee, provided the employee has been in 
the continuous full time service of the Town for at least one year; or 
by reason of retirement; the employee shall be paid, or entitled to time 
off with pay for each full month since the employee’s preceding vaca- 
tion, not to exceed two weeks’ pay. In the event of the death of an 
employee, any such accrued vacation pay shall be paid to his estate. 


(4) Administrative vacation policies and practices shall be as 
prepared and established by the Personnel Board. Department Heads 
shall identify all pay for vacations on the payroll in which such pay 
occurs. 


C. Sick Leave 


(1) In accordance with Section IIIB of Chapter 41 of the Gen- 
eral Laws of Massachusetts, which was accepted by the Town in 1950, 
regular full time employees shall be entitled to fifteen days of sick- 
ness or accident leave per calendar year credited on January 1 of 
each calendar year starting on January of the year following employ- 
ment, exclusive of Sunday and holidays without loss of pay. If such 
sick leave allowance is not used in any particular year, it shall accumu-=) 
late for a period of six years, up to a maximum of ninety (90) days, for 
use in any subsequent year. The date from which accumulated sick 
leave shall be computed for all present regular full time employees 
shall be the starting date of the employee’s current period of full time 
continuous service with the Town. Sick and accident leave shall be 
payable only in cases of bonafide illness or accident not covered by 
Workmen’s Compensation. Maternity leave of absence shall not be 
considered sick leave. 


(2) All new regular employees shall be credited with 1% days of 
sick leave on the first day of the calendar month following employ- 
ment and will accumulate thereafter 1% days for each full month worked 
during the first calendar year of their employment. 


(3) A deduction of 1% days from sick leave credits shall be made 
for each fifteen days in the aggregate of absence from work without 
pay during a calendar year. 
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(4) When an employee finds it necessary to be absent because 
of sickness or accident, he or his agent shall report the fact to the em- 
ployee’s immediate supervisor, if possible before starting time, but not 
later than one hour after starting time. 

(5) For the protection of the Town, employees who are absent 
because of such sickness or accident for a period of more than two 
full days shall be required to present a doctor’s certificate to their 
Department Head stating the reason and the period of time the em- 
ployee will be absent from work. In order to control abuse of sick 
leave benefits, the Department Head may in his discretion send a de- 
partment representative or visiting nurse to investigate any absence 
alleged to be caused by sickness or accident. 


(6) Seven days off duty may be charged against sick leave with 
full pay at the discretion of the Department Head in case of death or 
serious illness in the immediate family. The seven days shall be with- 
in a calendar year with an allowance of not more than three working 
days for each case. Immediate family shall include husband, wife, 
children, parents, brothers or sisters, or members of the immediate 
household of an eligible employee. 

(7) Upon termination of service, employees shall not be en- 
titled to compensation in lieu of any accumulated sick leave nor shall 
accumulated sick leave be taken immediately prior to retirement un- 
less properly chargeable to sick leave under these rules and regula- 
tions. 

(8) No allowance for sick leave may be granted unless an ade- 
quate register showing records of sick leave, both accrued and granted 
in such form as may be approved by the Personnel Board, is maintained, 
in each office, which records shall be available to the Board of Select- 
men and the Personnel Board upon request. Each department shall 
keep a uniform record on the approved form “Individual Record of 
Attendance.” In addition to sick leave, the form shall show in code— 
vacations, time off without pay, periods of suspension, military leave, 
leaves of absence, family death, and time off on account of accidents 
whether or not subject to Workmen’s Compensation. The processed 
forms shall be approved by the Department Head and reviewed periodi- 
cally by him for his information and such action as he may wish to 
take. 

(9) This section is not to be construed by any employee or Depart- 
ment Head as a subterfuge for time off, nor shall it apply in the case of 
any sickness or accident caused by over-indulgence in alcohol or nar- 
cotics, or by the employee’s misconduct. Department Heads shall 
clearly indicate on their payrolls all payments for sick leave. Admin- 
istrative policies and practices shall be prepared and established by 
the Personnel Board. Each Department Head is responsible for the 
control of sick leave in his department. 


D. Workmen’s Compensation 


Present practices now followed by the Town relating in Workmen’s 
Compensation shall continue unchanged. 


E. Military Leave 


Employees shall be entitled, during the time of their service in the 
Armed Forces of the Commonwealth, under Sections 38, 40, 41, 42, and 
60 of Chapter 33 of the General Laws of Massachusetts, or during their 
annual tour of duty of not exceeding fifteen days as a member of a re- 
serve component of the Armed Forces of the United States, to receive 
pay therefor, without loss of their ordinary remuneration as an em- 
ployee or official of the Town; and shall also be entitled to the vaca- 
tion with pay to which they are entitled under the vacation provisions 
of this Plan. The foregoing provisions are in accordance with Section 
59 of Chapter 33 of the General Laws of Massachusetts. 
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F. Jury Duty 

If an employee is called to jury duty, he shall receive an amount 
equal to the difference between his normal compensation and the 
amount (excluding any travel allowance) received for such duty, 
upon presentation of evidence of the amount so paid. 


G. Longevity Increments 


(1) Every employee in full time service of the Town in perman- 
ent status occupying a position subject to the Salary Administration 
Plan shall be paid, in addition to the compensation received under the 
present Plan, annual increments determined as follows: 


Length of Service Amount 
Over 10 but not over 15 years $100.00 
Over 15 butnot over 20 years 150.00 
Over 20 but not over 25 years 200.00 
Over 25 years 300.00 


(2) Full time service as defined in the preceding paragraph may 
consist of continuous service or total service. If the latter type of serv- 
ice is interrupted by resignation of the employee or discharge for 
cause, the period of service, after the return of the employee, must 
equal the period of service prior to the resignation before the em-~ 
ployee is eligible for longevity increments. If the service is inter- 
rupted by lay-off or other reason not resulting from the employee’s 
own action, total service will be considered as continuous service. 


(3) The annual longevity increment shall be paid from one pay- 
roll at the end of the year and will be pro-rated for the year in the case 
of employees becoming eligible for payments pursuant to the above 
schedule during the year, employment terminations, or death of the 
employee. In the case of the latter, the amount of longevity compen- 
sation due will be paid to the deceased employee’s estate. The basis of 
the proration shall be the first day of each calendar month. 


Section 14. Leaves of Absence 


Leaves of absence may be granted for valid reasons by a Depart- 
ment Head, but shall be without compensation. In no event shall leave 
of absence be granted for the purpose of seeking or trying out an- 
other job except as provided by law. 


Leaves of absence of over three months duration, except military 
leave, shall be considered a break in employment and on return to 
work, the employee shall have the status of a new employee, unless 
an extension of leave beyond three months has been recommended by 
the Department Head and authorized by the Personnel Board. 


Section 15. The Personnel Board 


There shall be a Personnel Board to administer the Salary Ad- 
ministration Plan, said Board to be appointed by the Moderator, con- 
sisting of five voters who are not employees of the Town or serving 
the Town regularly in any elective or appointive capacity other than 
Town Meeting Members. Members of the Board shall serve without 
compensation. 


When the Personnel Board is first constituted, the Moderator shall 
appoint two members to serve until May 31, 1959, two to serve until 
May 31, 1958, and one to serve until May 31, 1957. All subsequent 
appointments shall be for three years. Any vacancies shall be filled by the 
Moderator. All members shall continue to hold office until their suc- 
cessors have been appointed and qualified. The Personnel Board may 
employ assistance and incur expenses as it deems necessary, subject to 
appropriation of funds therefor. 
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Section 16. Duties of the Personnel Board 


(a) The Personnel Board shall administer the Salary Administra- 
tion Plan and shall establish such policies, procedures, and regulations 
as it deems necessary for the administration of such Plan. 

(b) The Board shall annually in June, meet and organize by the 
choice of a Chairman and Clerk. A majority of the Board shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business. The votes of the majority 
of all the members of the Board shall be necessary on any matter upon 
which it is authorized to, or required to, pass under the Salary Ad- 
ministration Plan. 

(c) The Personnel Board shall maintain records of all employees 
subject to this Plan, including therein such information as it deems de- 
sirable, said records to be kept by the Town Accountant, under the 
direction of the Board. Except when prohibited by law, the Town De- 
partments shall provide the Personnel Board within reason with such 
facts, figures, records and other information which will assist the Board 
in performing its duties as required by the By-Law. The Town Account- 
ant shall also check on matters covered by the Plan and shall bring any 
deviations to the attention of the Board prior to payment. 


(d) The Personnel Board, from time to time, shall review the 
work of all positions subject to the Salary Administration Plan. Such 
reviews shall be so scheduled as to cover all such positions at intervals 
of not more than three years. The Personnel Board may tentatively 
add a new job to the Classification Schedule or reclassify an existing! 
job to a different group either higher or lower, or make or authorize 
other interim changes when necessary, subject to the subsequent ratifica- 
tion of its action by formal amendment of the Salary Administration 
Plan at the next Annual Town Meeting; but if the Town Meeting shall 
fail to ratify an interim change made or authorized by the Board, it 
shall have no retroactive effect, and the individual members of the 
Board shall not be held financially responsible. 


(e) The Personnel Board shall, from time to time, review the 
Salary Schedule “fringe” benefits, and administrative policies of the 
Salary Administration Plan. It shall keep informed as to pay rates and 
policies outside the service of the Town, and shall recommend to the 
Town any action which it deems desirable to maintain a fair and equi- 
table pay level. 


(f) Upon recommendation of a Department Head, supported by 
evidence in writing of special reasons and exceptional circumstances 
satisfactory to the Personnel Board, said Board may authorize an en- 
trance rate higher than the minimum rate for a position, and such 
other variances in the Salary Administration Plan as it may deem 
necessary for the proper functioning of the services of the Town, and 
to effectuate the basic intent of the Plan. 


(g) The Personnel Board shall make an annual report to the Town, 
including recommendations on any matters related to the Plan which 
it feels should be considered by the Town. 


(h) The stipulations of the Board’s powers shall not be con- 
strued to limit its powers within its jurisdiction where its powers have 
not been stipulated. 


(i) Nothing herein shall be construed to give the Board any 
power or authority to alter or direct the duties of employees other than 
those who are directly employees of the Board itself. 


(j) The Personnel Board, in consultation with Town Officers, 
Supervisors, and others concerned, shall have the authority to stand- 
ardize the administrative forms and records used in Town personnel 
administration, other than those whose format is regulated by statute 
or by the State Agencies supervising municipal or town administra- 
tion. 
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SECTION 17. Employees and the 
Personnel Board 


All employees shall have the right to request an appointment to 
confer with the Personnel Board on any matter which is of interest or 
concern to them and which is covered by the Plan. In addition, to 
foster mutual understanding and good personnel practices, the Person- 
nel Board shall also function as personnel relations review board, and 
as such shall be empowered to adjust the grievances of all employees 
of the Town covered by the Plan; provided however, that any such ad- 
justment shall not involve the Town in any expenditure of money in 
excess of an available appropriation. As used in this section, the word 
“Grievance” shall be construed to mean any dispute between an em- 
ployee of the Town and his appointing authority arising out of an ex- 
ercise of administrative discretion by some such authority under the 
agreement between the employee and the Town, except a dispute con- 
cerning a change in one or more of the terms of such agreement, and 
except also a dispute which is, or under proper appeal would be, within 
the jurisdiction of the Civil Service Commission or the Contributory 
Retirement Appeal Board. 

As the first step, any employee who may feel aggrieved shall discuss 
the matter with his Department Head, in a mutual effort to clear up 
any problems or misunderstanding. 

If two weeks after such a conference, a satisfactory understand- 
ing and solution of the problem has not been reached, then either the 
Department Head or the employee may take the matter to the Board. 
The Board shall hear the parties not later than its next regular meet- 
ing. There shall be no discrimination or prejudice by any Department 
Head against any employee who may take a matter to the Board. 


SECTION 18. Amendment of the Plan 


The Salary Administration Plan may be amended in the same man- 
ner in which the Town By-Laws may be amended; provided, how- 
ever, that no amendment to the Plan shall be made until it has been 
presented by signed petition addressed to and submitted to the Person- 
nel Board not less than forty-five (45) days before the date of the 
Annual Town Meeting, and acted upon by the Board. Upon receipt of 
such a written petition, the Board, after giving the petitioners, the 
heads of departments, and employees affected at least three (3) days’ 
written notice, shall hold a hearing of the parties interested to consider 
the proposed amendment. If the Personnel Board shall disapprove any 
such proposed amendment, and failure to act thereon within fifteen 
(15) days after the hearing shall be deemed disapproval, the petition 
may then be presented to the Town Meeting for its consideration and 
action, if so desired. The Board, of its own motion, after a similar 
hearing and/or conference with parties interested, may propose an 
amendment to the Plan. Hearings shall be held not later than twenty 
(20) days before the closing of the warrant. 


SECTION 19. Civil Service Law 

Nothing in this By Law, or in the Salary Administration Plan, shall 
be construed to conflict with Chapter 31 of the General Laws, which is 
the Chapter dealing with the Civil Service Laws. 


SECTION 20. Separability Provision 

In the event that any provision of this By-Law, or application 
thereof, shall be held to be invalid by the proper authority, this shall 
not be construed to affect the validity of any other provision, or applica- 
tion thereof, of this By-Law. 

For a discussion of the history and the principles involved in the 
Salary Administration Plan, reference is made to the report of the 
Salary Study Committee, 1955 F.T.R. 360-386.

c) Marsh—Any essentially flat, frequently wet and occasionally 
flooded area adjoining open water along the shores of a pond or the 
banks of a stream and lying between such open water and the adjacent 
natural or artificial upland. 


d) Tidal Marsh—Any marsh area in which action of the oceanic 
tide causes a change in the water level from time to time, exclusive of 
hurricane tides or tidal waves and any marsh area developed and 
maintained by incursion of oceanic salt water or by action of the oceanic 
tide. Such area shall include all of the originally contiguous area geo- 
logically indefinable as tidal marsh, irrespective of the presence of 
artificial dykes, causeways or the like which may have divided the 
original marsh area into two or more sections, 


e) Swamp—Any depressed area of poor drainage in which the 
water table is generally at or above the ground level, not caused or ef- 
fected by salt water or action of the oceanic tide. 

f) Pond—Any body of open water, other than a stream or the ocean, 
habitually more than 5000 square feet in area. 

2. Any person wishing to perform, or cause to be performed, any 
of the following acts or operations shall first obtain a special permit 
from the Board of Appeals after a duly advertised public hearing. 

a) Obstructing, filling, dredging, excavating or changing the course 
of any stream or tidal river. 

b) Filling or excavating within any part of any marsh or tidal marsh 
or in or along the shore of any pond so as to alter the shore line. 
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3. In granting a permit for any of the foregoing, the Board of Ap- 
peals shall be guided by current State and Federal laws, regulations or 
recommendations pertaining to such acts or operations.”

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. 
The recommendation was for the adoption of Article 61 for the follow- 
ing reason: 


There was presented to the 1962 Annual Town Meeting a resolution 
calling upon the Selectmen to take such steps as were necessary to 
adopt a by-law to protect our wetlands. This resolution was adopted 
by a unanimous vote of the meeting. 


To carry out the wishes of Town Meeting, the Planning Board 
proposes the above amendment to the Zoning By-Law, which should 
give reasonable control over and protection to some of our most valu- 
able natural assets. 


The proposed amendment does not attempt to prohibit all filling or 
excavating of wetlands. A by-law which did would be not only un- 
reasonable, but for this very reason probably illegal. All that the pro- 
posed amendment will do, or can do, is to ensure that before anyone 
may disturb or alter any of these priceless natural features in any way, 
there will be a public airing of the matter and the various interested 
parties will have an opportunity to consider, discuss and advise to what 
extent such activities should be permitted without irrevocably dam- 
aging the area. The decision will then be made by the Board of Ap- 
peals. An appeal from such decision can, of course, be made to the 
Court. 


The Planning Board, in proposing this amendment, has conferred 
with the Selectmen, the Conservation Commission, the Board of Appeals 
and others, and all are agreed that it is a necessary and desirable one 
and will carry out the intent of the 1962 resolution. A number of Towns 
have already adopted generally similar regulations, and others are in 
the process of doing so.

“Section 36. WETLANDS REGULATIONS.

For this purpose, the following terms 
shall have the meanings herein ascribed to them.

b) Tidal River—Any stream in which action of the oceanic tide 
causes the water to ebb and flow or the water level therein to rise 
and fall with some regularity, exclusive of hurricane tides or tidal 
Waves, irrespective of any actual incursion or admixing of oceanic salt 
water.

A PROCLAMATION 


WHEREAS the basketball team of Lawrence High School of Falmouth 
has won 21 games without defeat, and on March 8 will play in the 
finals of the Eastern Massachusetts State Basketball Championship 
Tournament at Boston, and 


WHEREAS in this day the citizens of the community will pay tribute 
to this unprecedented accomplishment by journeying en masse to the 
game in Boston Garden, and 


WHEREAS the Falmouth School Committee has voted to dismiss the 
school system at 11:30 o’clock on this day so that all youngsters may 
also attend the game, and 


WHEREAS arrangements have been made to transport safely both the 
adult citizenry and children of the town via a convoy of busses and 
automobiles under police escort— 


NOW, THEREFORE, we the Board of Selectmen, in accordance with 
the expressed wishes of the citizens of Falmouth, do hereby proclaim 
Friday, March 8, 1963, as 


FALMOUTH CLIPPER DAY 


and urge all citizens to join in observing this occasion in honor of a 
truly great sports team, and herewith request town meeting assembled 
to approve officially this proclamation so that the heartfelt congratu- 
lations of the town will become a part of the permanent records for 
all posterity.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or transfer from available funds in the treasury, a sum of money for 
the permanent construction of Katharine Lee Bates Road, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


A motion was made that Article 84 be indefinitely postponed. 


By a counted vote of: 77 in favor, and 103 against, the motion to 
indefinitely postpone did not prevail. 


Voted, that the sum of $30,000.00 be appropriated for the perma- 
nent construction of Katharine Lee Bates Road, and to meet said 
appropriation the sum of $30,000.00 be transferred from the proceeds 
received or to be received from the State under the provisions of Chap- 
ter 782 of the Acts of 1962.

Article 85. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, 
or transfer from available funds in the treasury, a sum of money for 
the permanent construction of the Menauhant Road at Bristol’s Corner, 
or take any other action in relation thereto.

Voted, that the sum of $4,000.00 be raised and appropriated and in 
addition, the sum of $12,309.22 be transferred from the proceeds received 
or to be received from the State under the provisions of Chapter 782 of 
the Acts of 1962, for the permanent construction of Menauhant Road at 
Bristol’s Corner.

Article 86. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Public Works to make minor extensions of water mains at a cost of not 
over twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) annually, and to accomplish 
this, amend Section 2 of the By-Law regulating water main extensions 
by striking out the amount $15,000.00 and inserting in place thereof 
$20,000.00, so that the By-Law will read as follows:— 


Section 2. The Board of Public Works is authorized and directed 
to make minor extensions of water mains when in the judgment such 
action would be for the interest of the Town, the cost of such extensions) 
to be paid from the funds in their hands, provided that not more than) 
twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) be expended on such extensions 
in any one year.

than twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) be expended on such exten- 
sions in any one year.

or pedestrian traffic, they may require that such growth or structure 
be trimmed, altered, moved or removed so that the view shall be un- 
obstructed within the area between the center of the intersection and 
.@ Straight line passing through the ends of an arc of twenty feet radius 
‘at their points of tangency with the sides of the layout of such inter- 
section. Such view shall be determined at a height of three feet above 
the center line surfaces of the intersection streets, and shall continue 
to be unobstructed to a height of seven feet above such surfaces.

as amended, or act or do anything else in the matter.

Voted, that the Town does create a special unpaid committee to be 
known as a regional vocational school district planning committee, to 
consist of three members, including one member of the school commit- 
tee, to be appointed by the moderator in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 14 of Chapter 71 of the General Laws, as amended.

Article 94. To see if the Town will vote to establish and pay the 
following amounts for salaries and wages of the several classifications 
of the members of the Falmouth Police Department: For Patrolmen 
$5200.00 per year; for Sergeants an annual amount equal to $13.37 addi- 
tional per week over the present compensation; for Captains an annual 
amount equal to $13.37 additional per week over the present compen- 
sation; for each Deputy Chief an annual amount equal to $13.37 addition- 
al per week over the present compensation; and for Chief an annual 
amount equal to $13.37 additional per week over the present compen- 
sation, thereby designating the additional sum of $13.37 as the increase 
for each different classification of the members of the Falmouth Police 
Department and making the increase the same additional amount for 
each such classification; or take any other action for the purpose of 
granting increases to the members of the Falmouth Police Department; 
and raise and appropriate such additional funds as may be necessary 
therefor, or take any other action in said matter, or act or do anything 
else in the matter.

To see if the Town will vote to instruct and empower 
the Beach Committee to improve Beach and /or Parking Areas at various 
Town Beaches, and raise and appropriate the sum of $4,700. for sueh 
work, such amount to be expended under the supervision of the Beach 
Committee, or act or do anything else in this matter.

Voted, that the Town does instruct and empower the Beach Com- 
mittee to improve Beach and/or Parking Areas at various Town Beaches, 
and raise and appropriate the sum of $4,700.00 for such work, such 
amount to be expended under the supervision of the Beach Committee.

To see if the Town will vote to install a water main 
on Morse Pond Road and Lantern Lane, Falmouth, a distance of 1100’, 
more or less, of 6” to 2” pipe, with hydrants and appurtenances, said 
installation to be subject to a 9% guarantee and the usual easements, 
and raise and appropriate the necessary amount of money therefor, or 
take any other appropriate action.

Road and Lantern Lane, Falmouth, a distance of 1,100 feet, more or less,

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sufficient sum of money to install a water main in Terry Lou Avenue 
and adjacent Starfish Lane, off Davisville Road, East Falmouth, a dis- 
tance of 2,383 feet, more or less, subject to the granting of the usual 
easement, and guaranty of water revenue, or take any other action on 
this matter.

Article 107. To see if the Town will vote to extend the water main 
in Brick Kiln Road a distance of 1600 feet, more or less, and to raise 
and appropriate a sufficient sum of money therefor, or take any other 
action in this matter. 

On petition of Christ Lutheran Church, George Tinker, Pres., and 
others. 


Voted, indefinitely postponed. 
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Article 108. To see if the Town will vote to construct a sidewalk 
and the necessary curbing along the southerly side of Clinton Avenue, 
from Sheridan Avenue to the public landing at Simson’s Corner, and to 
raise and appropriate such sum as may be required therefor. 

On petition of Robert A. Dana and others. 

Voted, that the Town does raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 
for the purpose of constructing a sidewalk and the necessary curbing 
along the southerly side of Clinton Avenue, from Sheridan Avenue to 
the public landing at Simson’s Corner, said amount to be expended 
under the supervision of the Department of Public Works. —

Articie 109. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to construct a sidewalk on the Southerly side of Route 28, 
Waquoit, from the Old Main Road to Martin Road, a distance of 1500 
feet, more or less, or take any other action in the matter.

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 


Article 110. To see if the Town will vote for the purpose of provid- 
ing adequate police protection to have a police officer patrol the Tea- 
ticket area from Falmouth Plaza to and including a point near the 
Teaticket School during the hours 10:00 am. to 1:00 a.m. daily, during 
the period from June 15 to the Saturday following Labor Day, inclusive, 
and raising and providing the sum of $1500.00 therefor, or to pass any 
other votes or take any other action for such purpose. 

On petition of Arthur W. Corey and others. 


Voted, indefinitely postponed. 


Article 111. To see if the Town will vote the following provision 
be incorporated in the By-Laws governing town meeting. 

“No resolution on a controversial subject shall be offered for vote 
by Town Meeting unless it has been published in the Warrant for the 
Town Meeting, or act or do anything in the matter.”

To see if the Town will vote to request the School Com- 
mittee to remove the gates on Katharine Lee Bates Road and fence the 
remainder of the playground, and vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,000.00 for this purpose to be spent under the supervision of the 
School Committee or take any other action in the matter. 

On request of the Chamber of Commerce. 


Voted, indefinitely postponed. 


Article 113. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the purpose of developing a section of the Intermediate 
School Grounds to be used as a part of the School Playground and as a 
Baseball Field for Falmouth Little League, such appropriation to be ex- 
pended by the School Building Needs Committee, or pass any other votes 
or take any other action for said purpose. 

On request of Falmouth Little League Committee. 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Voted, by a motion duly made, that the School Building Needs 
Committee develop a portion of the srounds at the new Intermediate 
School on Jones Road as an all-purpose playground—with a diamond 
suitable for use by Little League and others—it being understood that 
sufficient funds are available for this purpose in the appropriation for 
the school project.

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Article 114. To see if the Town will vote to direct the Selectmen to 
inform the State of the Town’s desire to have part of Route 28, that is 
presently routed along Palmer Avenue from South of the Jones Road- 
Ter Heun Drive intersection and along the lengths of North Main, West 
Main, Main Street, and East Main Street and Davis Straits to the Jones 
Road-Worcester Court extension intersection, rerouted along Jones Road 
from the Palmer Ave.-Ter Heun intersection to the Worcester Court ex- 
tension-Route 28 intersection, in order to direct through trucks and other 
traffic from Main Street, and shorten the route for summer guests un- 
familiar with Falmouth Roads.

The time being 11:59 o’clock p..m it was voted that the meeting ad- 
journ until the following evening, March 7, at 7:30 o’clock p.m., at the 
same place.

The meeting was called to order at 7:35 o’clock p.m. A count of the 
Town Meeting Members showed 144 present and a quorum declared, the 
necessary number to constitute a quorum being 127. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Franklin M. Bass, Pastor of the 
John Wesley Methodist Church, Falmouth. 


Article 116. To see if the Town will vote to recommend that the 
Department or Office charged with authorizing/or installing traffic 
meters abstain from authorizing /or installing traffic meters along Grand 
Avenue South between Melrose and Gertrude Avenues in Falmouth 
Heights.

Mrs. Ruth E. Nelson was sworn as stenographer for the duration 
of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:38 o’clock p.m., by the Modera- 
tor George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members were counted; 174 were announced 
present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to constitute a 
quorum for this meeting being 127. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. James E. Gleason, Pastor of 
St. Patrick’s Church, Falmouth. 


Article 1. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Falmouth 
Zoning By-Law by adding to Section 6 Public Use Districts 2, the fol- 
lowing, viz:—‘“or by associations or corporations not conducted for 
profit” so that “2” of said Section 6, Public Use Districts as hereby 
amended shall read as follows:— 


2. All municipal purposes of the town, county or commonwealth, 
including the administration of government, parks, playground recrea- 
tion buildings, town forests, water shed, water towers and reservoirs, 
beaches, wharfs, landings, fire and police stations, armories and housing 
projects for elderly persons as authorized by statute or by associations 
or corporations not conducted for profit, or take any other action in said 
matter. 


On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of Article 1 for the following 
reasons: 


The Board is of the opinion that the proposed amendment merely 
spells out a permitted use which is within the scope and general intent 
of those already more specifically permitted under the provisions of 
Section 6 of the Zoning By-Law. The Board feels that such amend- 
ment is reasonable, and will not materially alter the intent and re- 
strictions of the amended section.

The Board believes that the phraseology of the proposed amend- 
ment would be more appropriate in paragraph 3 of Section 6 than in 
paragraph 2, although the intent is clear, and if this article is adopted 
by Town Meeting, the Board expects to propose such change in posi- 
tion to a future Town Meeting. However, the Board feels that this 
article can, and should be, debated on its merits at this time. 


Voted, indefinitely postponed. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to amend its Zoning By- 
Laws and so note on the Zoning Map by changing from a Residential 
District to a Pubic Use District that property located on the Easterly 
side of Locust Street in Falmouth and extending to the waters of Siders 
Pond, consisting of six (6) acres more or less and owned by First Con- 
gregational Church of Falmouth or take any other appropriate action 
for said purpose. The said property is more particularly bounded and 
described as follows: 


NORTHWESTERLY by Locust Street by two courses and distances, 
a total distance of two hundred seventy-nine and 64/100 (279.64) feet;

SOUTHWESTERLY by Lot B by the terminus of Siders Pond 
Road, a private Way and by Lot C, all as shown on said plan, a total 
distance of three hundred sixty-one and 31/100 (361.31) feet, more or 
less; 


SOUTHEASTERLY by said Lot C, one hundred forty-eight and 
10/100 (148.10) feet; and 


SOUTHWESTERLY by land now or formerly of Jenkins, five hun- 
dred twenty-eight and 18/100 (528.18) feet; 


SOUTHEASTERLY by land of said Jenkins, now or formerly ten 
and 94/100 (10.94) feet; and 


SOUTHWESTERLY by land of John P. Sylvia, Jr., ninety-nine and 
23/100 ((99.23) feet. 


Being LOT NO. 1 as shown on plan entitled “Subdivision Plan of 
Land in Falmouth,” Scale fifty feet to an inch, drawn by Charles A. 
White, C.E., dated March 16, 1963, being a subdivision of land shown 
on Land Court Plan No. 12484-A, which plan is to be recorded at the 
Land Court at Boston, Massachusetts, a copy of which as modified and 
approved by the Court will be filed with Barnstable County Land Court 
Records, or take any other action in said matter. 


On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recom- 
mendation to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. 
The recommendation was for indefinite postponement, for the following 
reasons: 


This article seeks a change in district zoning for the expressed pur- 
pose of accommodating a particular, allegedly non-profit, church-affili- 
ated corporation, so as to permit the construction, by them, within the 
tract it is proposed to re-zone, of a group of apartment buildings for 
elderly persons. 


The Board is of the opinion that such reason is not within the over- 
all purpose and intent of the Zoning By-Law, whereby the convenience 
and welfare of the inhabitants (generally) of the Town will be promoted. 
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The Board is of the opinion that such a development, in the pro- 
posed location, would result in a density of population on the land sub- 
stantially greater than that now permitted, and substantially greater 
than that desirable or intended by the Zoning By-Law. 

While the area it is proposed to re-zone is presently in a district in 
which two-family houses are permitted, very few of these, in fact, exist, 
and the area generally is one of single-family dwellings. To establish, 
within such area, a different zoning district for the avowed purpose of 
erecting a group of large apartment buildings would, in the opinion of 
the Board, result in the creation of an enclave of structures and uses 
incompatable with the character and appearance of the existing neigh- 
borhood, and could very probably be considered spot zoning. 


Voted, postponed to the next Annual Town Meeting. 


During debate on Article 2, at 10:27 p.m., the Town Meeting voted 
to continue after 11:00 p.m. 


At 11:04 p.m. it was voted that the meeting adjourn until the fol- 
lowing evening, Wednesday, October 2, at 7:30 p.m., at the same place.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Your Board of Selectmen is happy to report marked im- 
provement in a number of areas that are of vital concern to 
the Town. 


The problem of noisy parties and rowdyism during the 
summer months showed very definite signs of improvement. 
The unfortunate publicity that goes with a crack-down of this 
sort is not good, but it is necessary if anything is being ac- 
complished. As a result of additional study of this problem, it 
is expected that continued improvement will be forthcoming. 


Through the joint efforts of the Selectmen, Assessors, Ac- 
countant, Treasurer, Collector, and the Finance Committee 
the financial status of the Town is probably at its all time 
high. Because sound judgement is estimating receipts and 
expenditures in the tax recapitulation sheets, getting tax bills 
out earlier each year, cutting temporary borrowing and sound 
investing, together with good use of the Stabilization fund, 
the Town will probably be able to carry out its capital expen- 
diture program faster than expected. . 


At the 1964 Annual Town Meeting we are asking the 
voters to approve construction of a new Town Hall. This pro- 
ject can be paid for this year without borrowing. It will result 
in the various departments working with greater efficiency, 
place all departments under one roof, and greatly cut down 
on the expenses of running two old buildings that are badly 
in need of repair. Over a period of years the savings should 
go a long way toward paying for the new Town Hall. 


The traffic congestion at Falmouth Heights has almost 
been eliminated by a street parking ban, and through the 
assistance of the Steamship Authority, and discussion with 
the Traffic Division of the State DPW we hope that improve- 
ment will be noted in Woods Hole. We would like to thank 
the residents of Woods Hole for their interest and work on 
this problem. 
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After a slow start the Department of Public Works is be- 
ginning to show its value to the Town. It is now demonstrat- 
ing that it can accomplish the objectives that it was set 
up to do, namely to more efficiently coordinate the work of 
the departments included in it, and as a result do more work 
and complete more projects with the money allotted to it. 


Although there are other areas that deserve mention, the 
ones listed show that 1963 was a successful year for the Town 
and that additional gains should be made in the year ahead. 


In closing we wish to thank the various committees, offi- 
cials, and the citizens of the Town for the cooperation that 
we have received for the past year.

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Throughout the year, restaurants, stores and school cafe- 
terias were inspected several times by the County Sanitary 
Inspector and the local health officer. 


Acting under the Sanitary Code—Article XI adopted in 
1962, this department issued 350 sewage permits. 


Corrective action will be continued regarding the prob- 
lem of refuse strewn along our highways by vehicles trans- 
porting refuse to the disposal area with improper covering. 
The cooperation of the D.P.W. Dept. and the Police has been 
exceedingly helpful in improving this situation.

To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Personnel Board met and held twelve regular meet- 
ings and five special meetings during 1963, during which time 
many: requests for step-rate increases and job reclassifi- 
cations were acted upon. Within the past year the Board 
has also created the following positions: Leadman & Heavy 
-Equipment Operator (Department of Public Works—Highway 
Division), Tractor-Trailer Operator (Department of Public 
Works—Highway Division). 


Several employee grievances were brought before the 
Board during 1963. All were the result of a desire to be re- 
Classified and upgraded. Employees were asked to consult 
with their department heads first, as the by-law stipulates, 
following which an appointment would be granted with said 
employees after two weeks if a satisfactory solution had not 
been reached. After reviewing evaluations, adjustments of 
some classifications were made where justified. 


An Area Wage Survey was also issued by the Personnel 
Board, said survey having been based on findings of the 
Board as well as Sumner D. Charm & Associates, Inc. 


A new booklet of the Salary Administration Plan was 
published in May 1963 so as to reflect the results of the 
salary survey which had been completed the latter part of 
1962. 


Mr. Stanley O. Fisher was appointed a new member of 
the Board to fill the vacancy created by the resignation of 
Mr. Chester W. Sater. 


The Board has submitted an article in the 1964 Annual 
Town Meeting warrant requesting formal amendment of the 
Plan to incorporate various changes and reclassifications 
which had occurred during the past year. In order to main- 
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tain uniformity of working hours, the article also requests 
establishment of a work week consisting of forty-four hours 
for the laboring groups. In addition, the article requests 
liberalization of the vacation plan to allow three weeks of 
vacation without loss of pay to employees after ten continu- 
ous years of service with the Town.

The Mayflower apartments will soon be equipped with an 
up-to-date emergency alarm system, similar to that already 
in use at Salt Sea Homes.

2, The Salt Sea, were consolidated and are now known as 
Project 667-C to facilitate Administrative purposes.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1963. 


A total of 1,983 Family and Commercial Permits were 
examined. 


A total of 18,896 miles were patrolled by boat and car. 
Arrests were made and first offenders were logged in my 
daily report. 


The valuation of the Shellfish Industry this year will ex- 
ceed One Hundred and Fifty Thousand Dollars. All early 
reports from the wholesale buyers indicate this figure. 


We had a very successful Scallop season, the crop was 
not too abundant but plentiful enough to demand a record 
breaking price. The family permit holder also enjoyed a 
good season. All indications show a good crop for next year. 


I am pleased to report that Clams are plentiful in most 
all areas and heavy sets of seed clams can be found in many 
Ponds. 


I have reseeded Eel Pond, Menauhant, with 1,181 bushels 
of seed Quahogs that were taken from the Falmouth Harbor. 
All of the Quahogs taken from the Harbor were planted in 
this area. 


Due to the acute shortage of Oysters in Falmouth, I 
would like to recommend to the Board of Selectmen that no 
further taking of oysters by family or commercial permit 
holders be allowed until further notice. I have planted 219% 
bushels of oyster seed in several good growing areas through- 
out the town. These areas will be closed for at least two 
years to allow for propagation. 
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Last Spring, one hundred Oyster traps were taken to 
Wellfieet by the Dept. of Natural Resources to catch Oyster 
spat. If the experiment is successful they will be returned 
to Falmouth this Spring and placed on our experimental 
raft. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth for 
their cooperation during the past year.

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Report of the Civil Defense Agency 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sirs: 


The Civil Defense program carried on as usual this year, 
although it became extremely subdued from 24 April to 23 
July, when the Post Office Department instructed its person- 
nel to resign appointive and elective town positions. 


Your Director made several contacts at the State and 
National level, finally managing to get a favorable ruling in 
July. “Employees who are holding State, County or Munic- 
ipal positions not listed in Part 742.427 of the Postal Manual 
will not be required to give up their positions unless they do 
in fact conflict with their postal employment. However, they 
may not renew entry in such positions through elections or 
appointments when present terms expire. 


*If the holding of the State, County or Municipal position 
is without term, the employee may continue to serve in the 
absence of a conflict with postal duties.” 


Activity was then resumed, various CD courses were re- 
instated and operations were returned to the ‘Ready basis’. 


One hurricane threat and one coastal storm put the 
Agency on ‘Alert’ but thankfully the severity of these inci- 
dents was not grave enough to require all out participation, 
and the town departments managed to cope with the situ- 
ations until normalcy was restored. 


Quite a loss was felt in May by the resignation of Deputy 
Director James Wynne. Deputy Wynne cited the conflict of 
interest law for his action. Mr. Wynne is to be commended 
for his contribution to CD officially and ‘Jim’ has promised 
to do his CD bit unofficially, as plain citizen. 


Inasmuch as CD is basically a local organization, certain 
requirements are requested by the Federal Government; this 
in order to insure continued operation. One of these is the 


162 


annual program paper. This is an annual report of the pro- 
eram and progress of CD locally. It spells out the improve- 
ments and the progress of the organization annually. Actually 
this is good, for it prevents complacency, and is really for 
the community’s own good. 


If and when this annual program report is unsatisfac- 
tory, benefits under the Surplus Property Act, the Matching 
Fund Program; and other Federal assistance is immediately 
terminated. These annual benefits are highly necessary in 
the operation of the agency, and are a boon to the various 
town departments, and truthfully speaking, when these bene- 
fits get cut off, the Director then stands alone with his unit, 
no longer.a part of the Federal and State Pian, it then would 
be better that he resign, for continuing on alone becomes a 
farce and hypocracy, only to end up in total failure. 


During the summer the thought of a new town hall was 
discussed by the Board of Selectmen. The following letter 
was sent them on this subject on 22 July 1963 and goes as 
follows: 


“With reference to the proposal by the Board of Select- 
men to build a new town hall in the community center park- 
ing area, I would like to request consideration for space in 
the new building, for Civil Defense and Faimouth Emergency 
Headquarters. 


In the past plans tentatively incorporating the town hall 
in the Hall School building, Mr. Ferris was consulted, and in- 
cluded space for a CD Control Center (Shelter Type) between 
concrete vaults in the building. As you Know this has yet to 
materialize. 


I now wish to bring you up to date on the following re- 
quirements and may I suggest that these plans be explained 
to the architects when they are making their primary plans 
and therefore incorporating this in the new building will be- 
come merely part of the overall plan. 


When and if this new town hall is built, the Community 
Center will be razed leaving Civil Defense with no Control 
Center, Central Hdq., and the emergency stockpile room; and 
I think this will bring about many embarrassing moments. 
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1. I request at this time one room, or two adjacent ones, 
covering a working floor space of approximatey at least 30x 
60 ft. This area is for emergency operations of Civil Defense 
(plus a regular every day office) and also to be used by key 
town department personnel and town officials, should the 
need arise for them to operate from a shelter area. This 
space for architectural purposes should be a sub-basement or 
basement area, with walls and ceiling meeting the proper re- 
quirements,—PFC—, ventilation, etc., allowing the operation 
of the town from this “Shelter Area” for possibly a two-week 
duration. 


2. Another room approx. 40x40 feet floor space, with a 
good access (loading door) to the outside is also requested. 
This need not be of the shelter category, just a room with 
immediate outside access, for the purpose of storing emer- 
gency disaster equipment (now in the Community Center 
basement). With this room, the Control Center, and the 
available parking lot at this new site, disaster operations 
could be handled first rate. 


3. The third request is for light and power. There is a 
28 kw gasoline generator at the High School that the Supt. 
neglects to put to use. There is an automatic switch in the 
present CD Control Center for automatically turning on the 
juice when the regular power fails. When the initial con- 
struction is made, this generator and the electrical portion 
of the new town hall could be adjusted and this generator 
could be installed at the site. I’m sure that 28kw would 
be more than substantial to handle anything this building 
might require, disaster wise and otherwise. 


Finally, after due consideration of these proposals, and 
their insertion in the early architectural planning phase, 
and if the space requirements of the Control Center and 
Disaster Center and Disaster Operating Hdq., meet the re- 
quired specifications, I am sure that the Federal Govern- 
ment under its Federal Matching Funds Plan will assist with 
one-half the cost of this portion of the facility; again only 
if it meets with the necessary requirements of CD Depart- 
ment of Defense. 


This in my opinion deserves your full consideration and 
I feel that for just a little more money (Govt. pay % share) 
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the town will be finally set up to realistically handle the 
situation, and also be entitled to receive all sorts of reim- 
bursement items from the Matching Fund Program, because 
necessary disaster requirements will have been met. 


I beg your serious consideration in this matter at this 
time, while it is time for its adoption in your plans. 


(Signed) 


Subsequent meetings were held with Selectmen, CD Offi- 
cials, and the architects, all these in the preliminary stages. 
The final analysis remains for action by the town meeting. 


In my opinion the building of a new town hall necessi- 
tates the insertion of this Disaster Control Headquarters. 


The town hall houses the seat of the local government 
including the allied town departments, and in order to in- 
sure the CONTINUITY of GOVERNMENT, so necessary to 
the community, also a primary prerequisite of the federal 
annual Civil Defense Program report; it is vital that this 
Shelter Distaster Control Headquarters be constructed with- 
in this building. 


Should this proposal be defeated, the town unfortunate- 
ly will lose all claim to any and all Federal Aid, Surplus 
Property (some $86,048.62 for only $2,903.79 since its re- 
organization), Matching Funds, and will also face expulsion 
in the State and Federal CD plans. 


We would then become an ‘orphan’ in the over-all Plan, 
and I for one feel that at this stage, my services would no 
longer be required and I would unhesitatingly turn over the 
Agency to a successor, or return the office to the Board of 
Selectmen. 


If Falmouth is not to go forward—it is not to go at all.

The following report of the Committee indicated above is 
submitted for the calendar year 1963: 


The restoration of the entire ground area of the Free 
Burying Ground has been completed. The replacement and 
resetting of upright tablet memorials practically finished 
except for a few instances where committee decision has not 
been made with regard to the removal or repair of such 
memorials as have deteriorated beyond legibility of inscrip- 
tion or have been broken. Such replacement or repair will 
be attended to during the calendar year 1964. 


The main responsibility of the committee in calendar 
year 1964 will be supervision of the maintenance of the ceme- 
tery grounds. Most of the appropriated funds for 1963 were 
used for mowing grass, raking, weed control, loaming and 
other needs attendant to satisfactory grounds maintenance. 
It is expected that most of the requested 1964 appropriation 
will be used for continuing grounds maintenance. 


The appropriation of $1,200.00 voted at Town Meeting in 
the General Budget as recommended by the Finance Com- 
mittee for the calendar year, 1963, was expended as follows: 


a. For maintenance of the whole Free Burying 
Ground area — mowing grass, clipping, rak-

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


During 1963, the Board held twelve regular and three 
special meetings. There were twenty-two hearings on sub- 
division plans, and hearings on proposed zoning changes. 
One hundred and forty-two other plans were submitted to 
the Board for action. Members of the Board have met with 
other groups and Town bodies on various occasions. 

Soil removal and wetlands regulations proposed last year 
by the Board were unanimously adopted by Town Meeting. 

The Board has undertaken a number of significant 
changes in the Zoning By-law. These include provisions for 
larger size lots in some agricultural districts, a modification 
of the right to use undersize lots of record, revision of Sec- 
tion 27-h relative to life-of-use exceptions, special new pro- 
visions relating to permission of apartments in residential 
districts, and new provisions to permit so-called cluster zon- 
ing. These, and other, minor matters will be presented to 
the forthcoming Town Meeting. 

Various road construction projects in which the Board 
is interested are still stalled for one reason or another. It is 
hoped that before another year, successful completion can 
be reported. 

During the year the Barnstable County planning study 
has been completed, and copies of the several separate re- 
ports involved delivered to the Board. These reports have 
been, and should continue to be, of help to the Board in 
planning for the orderly future growth and prosperity of the 
Town.

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Report of the Beach Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Falmouth Beach Committee is pleased to report 
another very good season at all eight of the town’s beaches. 
There was a slight increase in both beach attendance and 
use of beach parking areas during the summer. 


The season, with the exception of one near tragedy at 
Silver Beach, was a very safe one, due to a well trained, 
alert staff. Lifeguards Gordon Miller Jr. and William Adams 
each received the American Red Cross Life Saving certifi- 
cate for their part in this very near tragedy. 


Credit for carrying out the successful beach program 
each year can be attributed to our experienced, hardworking 
beach personnel. Heading the staff is James J. Kelley, beach 
superintendent and director; with Fred Toran, assistant and 
maintenance supervisor. There are about 46 employed each 
year to carry out and maintain the beach program. Com- 
pleting the beach staff are 29 Lifeguards, 4 maintenance 
guards, 8 parking attendents, 3 special police and 2 clerks. 


The swimming classes had an enrollment of 1,150 mem- 
bers this year. Among the 736 participating in the Red Cross 
swimming tests, 639 were awarded certificates. The usual 
end of July and August swimming meets between the vari- 
ous sections of town were held at the Otis Air Force Base 
swimming pool. These swimming meets and contests are 
looked forward to by all the boys and girls with great en- 
thusiasm and prove to be very competitive. We are very 
much indebted to the Otis Air Force Base and all those who 
have made the Otis pool available to us. 


To improve the cleanliness of the beaches, a late after- 
noon and early evening trash pickup schedule was tried. 
This pickup schedule proved to be a big improvement, in 
results and time saved, over the early morning trash runs. 
The old system of lifeguards picking up the debris in late 
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afternoons, and leaving over 100 trash barrels overnight, 
caused much repeat pickup work for the morning. The trash 
barrels proved to be too inviting to the hungry gulls. We 
have found the sea gulls to be real “litterbirds”’.

For the past several years it has been possible for the 
committee to turn back various amounts of unused money, 
and this past year because of less maintenance and salary 
costs we were able to return $3,395.99 to the town. 


We feel Falmouth is very fortunate to have the type of 
beach program it has, with a net average cost to the town 
of only $20,000 a year, considering how important beaches 
are to the town’s economy. 


The Beach Committee wishes to express its appreciation 
to Mr. Ellis of the Department of Public Works, the Board 
of Selectmen for their cooperation, Mrs. Stowers of the 
Chamber of Commerce for her very kind assistance given 
our clerks at the sticker booth, to Mr. John Tulis of the 
American Red Cross Chapter for his weekly lifeguard drills 
and excellent instructions, and all others aiding our beach 
program.

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Report of the Town Engineer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The Town Engineer submits herewith a report of the 
work done during the year 1963. 


Surveys were made in the field and plans prepared in 
the office for the twenty-one roads laid out by the Select- 
men. Fourteen of these layouts were accepted at the an- 
nual town meeting. Duplicate tracings were made for re- 
cording and permanent monuments were set on the ground. 
Surveys were made for Ways to Jenkins Pond, Crooked Pond 
and Coonamessett Pond. Field work was continued on the 
new layout for Gifford Street, Thomas B. Landers Road and 
Turner Road. Abandonment plans were prepared for the 
County on sections of the Sandwich Road layout. 


Plans and profiles were made for the hardening of 
Chestnut Street, Garrison Road, James Street and Wild Har- 
bor Road. Contract drawings were prepared and lines and 
grades set on the Menauhant Road, between Great Bay 
Street and the Bridge, and on Ter Heun Drive. Profiles 
were made for water main extension on the Acapesket 
Road, for drainage studies on Silver Beach Avenue, Robin- 
son Road, Lowry Road, Sandwich Road, Palmer Avenue at 
Ter Heun Drive, and for raising a section of the Old Barn- 
stable Road at Backus River. Lines and grades were set 
for the installation of a drainage system on Siders Pond 
Road. Curb grades were given for new installations. 


Drainage and slope easement plans were prepared for 
the new Chapter 90 construction on the Brick Kiln Road 
and for a drainage line from Walker Street to Siders Pond. 
A topographical survey and plan was made for the new 
Town Hall site on Siders Pond. Plans were made of the 
land on Gifford Street and Bates Road that was sold at 
auction.

Kenneth C. Smith has been assigned to work with 
the Welfare Department on non-support cases. This assign- 
ment has proved its worth. Through his handling of these 
cases it was possible to relieve the Taxpayers of a $9,195.76 
burden. Also handled were cases under the Uniform Deser- 
tion and Non-support Act which again represents several 
thousands of dollars saved. 


Our training program is making steady gains. Officers 
are attending inservice classes provided for them. 


Firearm classes are being conducted at our outdoor 
range on Locustfield Road on Saturday mornings. Major 
effort is being stressed on the firing of the practical pistol 
course as prescribed for all Police Officers. 


Advanced first aid classes were also conducted to insure 
that all men possess current first aid cards. These classes 
were instructed by Mr. John Tulis and Dr. Philip I. Wessling. 


Patrolmen James Lino and Daniel Cunha attended the 
Spring session at the Framingham State Police Academy for 
six weeks and Patrolmen George W. Crocker and Ahmed A. 
Mustafa, the Fall session. All four graduated with marks 
in the high nineties. 


Arthur W. Robichaud was promoted to the rank of Cap- 
tain on April 25, 1963. Leonard E. Martin was promoted to 
the rank of Captain on September 27, 1963. Richard L. Corey 
was promoted to the rank of Sergeant on July 22, 1963. 
Joseph F. Costa, Jr. was appointed Detective First Grade 
on June 2, 1963. 


Captain Robichaud and Captain Martin were appointed 
as a result of having taken a Civil Service examintion where- 
by both men scored in the nineties on their examinations. 
Currently Captain Martin is in charge of the Investigation 
section of the Department and as the reports show this sec- 
tion more than justifies itself under his leadership. 


Captain Robichaud is in charge of the Uniform branch 
of the Department and under his leadership the type of 
enforcement and prosecutions are a credit to the Depart- 
ment and the Town. 
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Sergeant Corey, since his promotion, has showed that 
he is an able and capable shift commander. 


Detective First Grade Costa was elevated to his pres- 
ent rating due to his years of experience and ability to ex- 
cel in this particular field. 


With the above promotions being completed, the chain 
of command is working so well that it is not necessary to 
establish a rank of Deputy Chief. 


Ahmed A. Mustafa, Robert Teixeira and Robert A. Reposa 
were appointed Patrolmen on February 11, 1963. 


Three Policewomen were added to the School crossing 
detail due to the building of the new Intermediate School 
on Jones Road. This brings the Policewomen complement up 
tO Six. 


The total arrests for the year, 1,746, shows an increase of 
562 over last year. 


Drunkenness again topped the list with 521 males and 27 
females being arrested. Two hundred fifty-two arrests were 
made of aiding and abetting in disturbing the peace and 
thirty-two for keeping a noisy and disorderly house. 


Traffic accident summary for the year showed that 
there were 158 accidents involving personal injury and dam- 
age to vehicles more than $200.00. Operating after drinking 
and speeding were the major causes. 


Personal injuries involved amounted to 244 with 5 fatals. 
Only one of the fatals involved a local resident, a pedes- 
trian. We also had ten pedestrians injured, with one fatal, 
which is included in the above total. Most of these injuries 
occured during the day time. 


Report of the House Inspection Division showed that 
during the Winter months 13,180 Summer homes were in- 
spected, a substantial increase over last year. Over 2,200 
postal cards were sent to property owners notifying them 
as to the condition of their homes. Letters were sent to 390 
owners of Summer Properties where doors and windows were 
found open and other damage done by the weather. 
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Routine house inspections start the week after Labor 
Day and continues through May 15th the following year. 


This is a service which we are very happy to provide to 
the citizens and which we expect to continue indefinitely. 
From the amount of mail received from property owners 
within the Township they all agree that this should be 
continued. 


Report of the Parking Meter Division shows that there 
were 70 meters installed in Falmouth Heights from the Ter- 
race Gables Hotel to the Yacht Club on the beach side. 


Total parking meter fees increased $2,818.90 over last 
year. 


Meters were removed and no parking signs installed on 
Water St., Woods Hole, across from the Post Office. 


Thornton E. Davis replaced Leonard M. Brabrook who 
reached the age limit. Davis assists on parking meters and 
house inspection. 


Parking meters in Falmouth Center are out of opera- 
tion at the present time pending action by the annual Town 
Meeting. 


Patrolman Clement Lino retired on November 30, 1963 
after completing thirty years of service with the Falmouth 
Police Department. 


In closing, I wish to express my most sincere thanks and 
appreciation for all the cooperation and assistance I re- 
ceived from the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Committee 
and the Personnel Board. Last, but not least, the citizens of 
the Town of Falmouth who have made our forward strides 
possible by their whole hearted support of myself and the 
entire Falmouth Police Department.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Opening of the East Falmouth branch library was the 
most evident change this year in the town’s lbrary system. 
The handsome facilities located in the East Falmouth school 
were opened in October, and daily circulation of books there 
already approaches that of the main library ten years ago. 
The wholehearted cooperation of the school authorities, par- 
ticularly of Mr. Howard Barrows and his staff, is most ap- 
preciated. 


We hope the current year will see the expansion of li- 
brary facilities in North Falmouth. It is overcrowded even 
in winter; on summer evenings there is a line outdoors wait- 
ing to enter. We hope the tiny firehouse will be replaced by 
the much larger quarters at the village’s recreation building. 


Physical changes have also improved the main library. 
The remodeled and relocated charging desk just to the left 
of the entrance has provided for more efficient service to 
borrowers. The interlined drapes at the windows in both 
wings of the building have resulted in reduction of noise. 
The acoustical tile originally considered was judged impract- 
ical in the high ceilinged rooms. The glass main door re- 
placing a damaged oak one adds light to the entry, handles 
more easily, and gives a picture window prospect over the 
handsome grounds which the Park Department maintains so 
well. Sturdy colonial lamp posts have replaced the bent and 
rusted ones on Memorial Lane in front of the library. 


More space, new lighting, and drapes are never, of course, 
the measure of a library. Increased resources and use are. 
The librarian’s report which follows indicates continued in- 
creases in both. However, even statistics can never complete- 
ly measure the use of a library. Use of reference materials 
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is not recorded, nor the number of questions asked and an- 
swered both in person and by telephone. A look at the activ- 
ity in the reference room is convincing support of the use 
made of these facilities. 


Conversations between the local and state library boards 
have continued on the possibility of Falmouth becoming a 
sub-regional library with increased reference resources and 
services which would be located in Falmouth, but paid for 
by the state. 


The trustees are particularly proud of the staff and the 
head librarian who have made arrangements to take a 10- 
week extension course in use of reference sources and ma- 
terials on their own time and at their own expense. We feel 
this is an indication of excellent spirit and intense profes- 
sional interest.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
The role of the public library is service to the entire 
community. From the youngest of children to the oldest 
senior citizen it offers free educational, informational, cul- 
tural, and recreational reading. Its services include refer- 
ence and readers’ advisory assistance, vocational guidance, 
and children’s story hours. 


At the end of each year, we examine the compiled 
statistics as an aid to evaluating our services and the use 
being made of them. It has been most gratifying to see the 
response of the community to the services of the public 
library and its branches over the past five years. Registered 
borrowers in 1958 numbered 4,483 at the main library; De- 
cember, 1963 records 8,563 at the main library, 651 at the 
North Falmouth branch, and 481 new registrations at the 
Fast Falmouth branch which has only been open ten weeks. 
Circulation of books for home reading at the main library 
in 1958 totaled 40,241; in 1963 the total was 104,072 ...a gain 
of 158% in the five year period. 


I wish to thank members of the Board of Trustees for 
the hours of time willingly given to library problems. The 
continued enthusiastic cooperation of the Board of Trustees 
and of our loyal staff have made this growth possible.

Gentlemen: 

The Woods Hole Public Library has completed the year 
1963 very successfully. The Trustees accepted Mrs. Karl 
Schleicher’s resignation as President in February, and with 
the greatest pleasure appointed her permanent librarian. Mr. 
James Gifford, vice president, was elected to be president 
and Mr. Paul Ferris Smith to be vice president. At the an- 
nual meeting in July, Mr. Gifford and Mr. Smith were re- 
elected to their respective positions, to serve for three years. 
Dr. Alfred Redfield and Mr. Prince Crowell retired as trustees, 
both gentlemen having faithfully served this Library for 
Many years, and it was with the greatest regret that the 
trustees accepted their retirement. 

The Library is exceedingly grateful for the memorial 
gifts which were received in 1963. A special book fund was 
established in Elaine S. Rockstein’s memory which enables 
the Library to provide extra fiction and non-fiction over and 
above the budgeted book money. The third edition of Web- 
ster’s New International Dictionary was given in memory of 
Dorothy D. Berg. Three excellent books on sailing were given 
in memory of L. Hilliard Barbour. Besides these memorial 
gifts, we are very fortunate in having been given by Mr. Win- 
terton Curtis, a collection of 40 books on ships, sailing, whal- 
ing and related subjects.

Sabin Oral Poliomyelitis Vaccine is now available to 
every resident in Barnstable County through purchase by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health. This health 
department is storing all three types in 10 dose vials and is 
available to you on request. 


Added child psychiatric services have been approved by 
the Massachusetts Department of Mental Hygiene. The Barn- 
stable County Health Association, Barnstable County Hos- 
pital, and this department, are working out the plans to 
start the program. 


A primary recommendation of the Harvard Survey, 1957- 
58 was the organization of a county-wide health and welfare 
planning group. The result is The Cape Cod Community 
Council incorporated in June of this year. The purpose of 
this organization is to promote the general welfare of the 
community through such activities as: (a) interpretation 
and promotion of better understanding of community prob- 
lems, (b) coordination of existing resources, (Cc) study and 
evaluation of health and welfare needs, (d) promotion of 
social improvements, (e) planning and initiation of pro- 
grams where needed. 


August 31, 1963, Dr. Fred L. Moore retired as County 
Health Officer after 17 years of dedicated service. Through 
his knowledge, wisdom, and hard work, he has set a high 
standard in public health practice for all health workers in 
Barnstable County.

I herewith submit my third annual report as Dog Officer 
for the year 1963. During the past twelve months I have 
picked up 66 stray dogs, 64 dogs were disposed of, 2 dogs 
were sold and the money turned over to the Town of Fal- 
mouth, Clerk and Treasurer. 


497 dogs were returned to their owners 

73 dogs were killed by automobiles 

28 dogs were injured by automobiles 

16 wild (or stray) dogs were destroyed 

164 dogs were turned over to the Mass. S.P.C.A. 
721 complaints were answered 


A total of 11,103 miles were travelled in answering com- 
plaints, dog pick-ups, wild dog patrols and investigations. 


The dog situation in this town still needs a great deal 
of attention, even though most of our citizens have ac- 
cepted the year around restraining order. There are a 
number of citizens who pay absolutely no attention what- 
soever to the restraining order. It appears that court 
action will have to be taken on a large scale. I would 
like to thank all of our citizens, the Police Department and 
the Board of Selectmen for their patience, help, and under- 
standing.

I wish to thank the Police Department, and my deputies 
for their wonderful cooperation, and call to your attention 
the many hours that were given to the policing of Falmouth 
Inner Harbor by C. Kenneth Smith, who served so effectively 
without recompense.

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Report of the Fish and Game Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my ninth annual report as Town 
Fish and Game Warden for the year ending December 
31, 1963. 


A total of one thousand, three hundred and nineteen 
hunting, sporting, trapping and fishing licenses were ex- 
amined by me. , 


One hundred and nine abandoned house cats and fifty 
two woodchucks were disposed of. Four hundred and fifty 
pheasants, all cock birds were liberated prior to, and during 
the hunting season. Fifty adult hen pheasants were re- 
leased earlier in the Spring. Two hundred and fifty rain- 
bow trout, and two hundred and fifty brown trout, nine to 
fourteen inches in length, were stocked in Little Pond, just 
prior to open season on fresh water fishing. 


Fifteen hares, eight females and seven males, all adult, 
were stocked for the sixth consecutive year in the Town 
Forest. This is the final stocking in the Town Forest be- 
cause a fairly decent hare population has been established 
there. During the month of February, 1964, fifteen adult 
hare will be released in another area of our town to con- 
tinue our program of establishing a good hare population, 
which will provide another game species for the local 
hunters. 


Deep Pond was reclaimed in the late Summer and will 
be restocked with trout just prior to the opening of fresh 
water fishing in 1964. We now have four reclaimed and re- 
stocked trout ponds in Falmouth, Mares Pond, Grews Pond, 
Ashumet Pond, and Deep Pond. It is hoped that the rights 
of ways will be available for possible reclamation of Crooked 
Pond, Flax Pond, and Jenkins Pond, during 1964, and that 
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a legal right of way be made available to the Coonamessett 
Pond, which will not be reclaimed, although it will be 
managed. Our Town has excellent trout, bass, and pickerel 
waters and we should continue on with the rights of ways 
to the ponds so that they can be reclaimed and restocked 
with whatever game fish species that are best suited for 
their waters. 


We are Still attempting to get permission for our wild 
turkey stocking program. The State Conservation Depart- 
ment has certain requirements for a program such as this, 
which must be met before approval is granted. 


Three deer were killed by vehicles, two does and one 
buck. The fawn crop was much better this year, however 
our deer herd is at an extreme low. Hunting pressure was 
very light during the 1963 open season, and it is my belief 
that the herd will be in better shape come next hunting 
season. 


I travelled a total of 10,119 miles on deer dogging, deer 
jacking patrols, pheasant and hare releases, wildlife and 
water fowl surveys, wild bird feeding, investigations, lec- 
tures, and complaints. 


Twenty-six violations were recorded, all first offenders. 
Five cases of illegal hunting were taken to court and all 
were found guilty and fined. One hundred and forty-three 
investigations was completed, sixty-four legitimate com- 
plaints were answered. 


One class of 22 students, 14 to 18 years of age, gun 
safety course was graduated. This course is sponsored by 
the Division of Law Enforcement and conducted by me. All 
students who successfully complete this course and meet 
other requirements receive a certificate of competency from 
the State and are permitted to hunt without an adult. An- 
other class is scheduled for February of 1964. 


Twenty six lectures and conservation movies were con- 
ducted for various organizations in our Town which help 
to promote a more active interest in conservation by all the 
citizens. 
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Our bird food planting was highly successful this year, 
which by the way, is the eighth year that this program has 
been in effect. All in all we have had a very successful 
year conservation wise and for this we should be deeply 
erateful. Falmouth has much to offer all of its citizens 
and its visitors, however, we must keep moving to meet the 
increasingly heavy pressures that are placed on our wildlife, 
fish and shellfish. 


~I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen and the citizens of our Town for their splendid 
and continued cooperation during this past year. I would 
like to add that the cooperation of our sportsmen has been 
very much in evidence this past year, this is very en- 
couraging and gratifying.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


I hereby submit my report as Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment for the year 1963: 


The Department shows a considerable amount of in- 
creased activity along with a larger fire loss for the year. 
This increase is not too alarming, but it does show that 
certain types of property can increase the loss very rapidly 
if a fire does occur in an unoccupied building. 


The Community Bowl fire of September 1, at 4:40 A.M. 
was the most serious, due to the late discovery and the proxi- 
mity of adjoining properties. This fire was contained almost 
entirely to the Community Bowl which was quite heavily 
damaged inside and in the rear section where the fire 
originated in one of the pin setting machines. 


There were two incidents which could have been dis- 
astrous, involving life—one a fire and the other a Liquified 
Petroleum explosion where a young man was burned over 
40% of his body with first, second and third degree burns. 
He was confined to the hospital for some period of time, 
where he did recover. 


Civil Service examinations were held this year for Fire 
Fighters and Captain. Seven Fire Fighters were appointed 
from the list submitted. The results of the last Captain’s 
exam are not known as of this writing. | 


Members of the Department attended the two-day 
seminar at the County Fire Training School held October 
5 and 6, where an excellent course was presented in all 
phases of fire fighting, rescue and first aid, ladder work, law 
enforcement, pumps and hydraulics. This annual seminar 
was conducted by the Barnstable County Fire Chiefs Asso- 
ciation in cooperation with the Massachusetts Institute of 
Drill Instructors and the Cape and Islands Drillmasters In- 
stitute. 


Each Company also attended the training school at 
other times during the year and received training under the 
direction of the Department Drillmaster Deputy Chief James 
Rogers, Deputies Joseph Goudreau and John H. Howe, and 
the Company officers. There has been requested in the 
budget for 1964, additional funds to cover a reasonable 
amount of additional drilling. Previous programs have been 
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adequate, but with the rapid growth of our Town, and the 
many new products being placed on the market today, it 
becomes necessary to expand such training wherever it is 
most needed, for greater efficiency. 


A drill was conducted on July 1 on the Hall property in 
North Falmouth, which has been purchased by the Town for 
school purposes. This drill was an actual house fire which 
had been purposely ignited, and personal observations were 
made of this company in operation, and it was determined 
that there was little which could be improved upon. This 
drill was not announced in advance but was handled as 
though it were a routinely reported fire. This building 
was to be torn down, and the Fire Department was offered 
the opportunity to use it for drill purposes, which offer was 
accepted. 


Several frozen sprinkler systems thawed on January 
1, transmitting alarms. Negligible damage was done by 
the flow of water discharged before the Fire Department 
arrived to shut off the water to the sprinkler systems. 

On March 6, due to very heavy rains, the Department 
was kept busy pumping cellars that had flooded due to 
frozen ground. 


Several phone calls were received during the year re- 
porting house fires, and it appears some of these were pos- 
sibly made by children. I bring this to the attention of all 
parents—a State law, Chapter 269, Section 13 provides up to 
a one hundred dollar fine or imprisonment for not more than 
six (6) months, which can be assessed on anyone found 
guilty. 

A standard Red Cross First Aid course was held for 
members of the Fire Department, followed by the Advanced 
Red Cross First Aid Course, which was taken by all perman- 
ent members, along with several call members who wished 
to take advantage of this training. Both courses were held 
under the direction of John R. Tulis, Director of the Cape 
Cod Chapter. Dr. Edwin P. Tripp, Jr. attended in order to 
assist in answering questions after a film was shown on 
“Normal Delivery of a Child.” I take this opportunity to 
thank Dr. Tripp, Jr. and Mr. Tulis for their time and inter- 
est in helping the Fire Department to possibly do a better 
job when an opportunity requires our help. 
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A contract was awarded to the Maxim Company of 
Middleboro to furnish a pumping engine for West Fal- 
mouth, which the Town approved at the annual Town 
Meeting. 


On the morning of November 30, with little or no warn- 
ing, winds of hurricane force struck many areas in town. 
Two families were evacuated from New Silver Beach and 
one family from Surf Drive area. All areas where con- 
siderable damage was being done by the heavy seas and 
wind were closely watched. 


One major vehicle breakdown occurred in March, when 
it was necessary to replace a cracked block in Ladder I 
from Headquarters. 


Children playing with matches this year shows an in- 
crease involving buildings. This is not a good sign, and I 
urge all parents to keep matches out of reach of children 
and to take every possible means to correct this situation, 
aS I fear something very serious or disastrous may happen 
to some child, which would be absolutely unnecessary if 
proper steps were taken before hand. The National figure 
showing the loss of children’s lives from fires is increasing, 
and every one of us should do everything possible to pre- 
vent all fires, and especially fires from this source. 


All members of the Fire Department are to be com- 
mended for jobs well done, with very few injuries. Fire 
Fighter Russell Robbins was hospitalized for smoke in- 
halation while working at the Hamilton Sweet fire at Rac- 
ing Beach on May 16. 


At this time I would like to thank the Board of Select- 
men and their staff, Colonel Walters and Chief Cahoon of 
Otis Air Base, Chief Peters of Mashpee, Lt. Shay and Lt. 
Killen of the Fire Marshall’s office, Chief Ferreira and the 
members of the Police Department, and all Department 
heads and members who have assisted the Fire Depart- 
ment in any way during 1963. Their continued cooperation 
and assistance has been excellent and greatly appreciated, 
which no doubt makes for a much better Town which can be 
enjoyed by all. 
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FIRE PREVENTION BUREAU 


The Fire Prevention Bureau took in the following per- 
mit applications during 1963: 


345 Oil 1 Flammable Liquids 
9 Dynamite 1 Gasoline 


The above applications were made at a fee of 50c each, 
and a total of $178.00 was turned over to the Town Treasurer. 


There were also 191 Incinerator Permit applications 
made and issued on a no-fee basis. 


A total of 286 Oil Storage permits, 9 Dynamite, 1 Gaso- 
line, and 1 Flammable Liquids permits were issued. Many 
times the Inspectors cannot find the owner or occupant 
home so that they may inspect the equipment, and for this 
reason several calls may be necessary before a permit can 
be issued upon inspection, in compliance with the Rules 
and Regulations of the Department of Public Safety. 


Inspections were made in the schools, nursing homes, 
hotels, and public buildings as required by law. Fire exit 
drills were held, weather permitting, in all schools. 


The Junior Fire Marshal program was given again this 
year as in the past, to all sixth grade pupils. This program 
is designed to interest the pupils in finding fire hazards and 
having them corrected. 


During Fire Prevention Week, the Fire Department had 
a display of fire alarm equipment and materials and items 
found in connection with past fires. The display area was 
again made available to the Fire Department through the 
courtesy of the Stop and Shop and was greatly appreciated 
as a public service. Fire prevention material was distri- 
buted here as well as throughout the school system during 
this particular week. 


I want to thank Deputy Rogers, Officer in Charge of 
the Fire Prevention Bureau, Lt. Inspectors Costa, Hewins 
and Engel for their excellent work in 1963, as it is through 
their work and observations and the resultant corrections 
that our Town is Kept safe from fires.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit the report of the Forest Warden for 
the year 1963: 


There was a considerable increase in the number of 
brush and grass fires during 1963, and it is gratifying to 
report there were no major fires within the Town, even 
under the conditions with which we were faced for such a 
long period of time. 


Conditions were so serious in the New England area 
that all the States finally closed the woodlands to help pre- 
vent forest fires which were becoming very serious. 


It is noted in statistics made available to members of 
the Massachusetts Forest Fire Council, of which I am a mem- 
ber representing Barnstable County, that this county has 
the best record in the State of Massachusetts, whereas not 
too many years ago the County was near the top for the 
greatest number of fires and largest areas destroyed by fire 
in this State. 


The records show there were 147 runs during 1963, two 
of which were out of town calls for assistance. In the 145 
runs in Town a total of only twelve acres of grass were 
burned over and eight acres of brush. 


It is noted that many calls were for permit fires left 
unattended and permit fires out of control. These causes 
are inexcusable in all respects, as a permit requires the fire 
to be attended at all times until totally extinguished. The 
requirements are that sufficient help shall be on hand with 
the necessary manpower, tools and equipment to control the 
fire at all times until totally extinguished. 
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We have had the usual number of fires in grass and 
brush caused by children and matches, and I urge all par- 
ents with children in the younger group to be very careful 
to keep all matches and lighters out of reach and possession 
of these youngsters. 


The fire break on the north side of Landers Road was 
continued and completed this year. A considerable amount 
of clearing was done around the Town Disposal Area by the 
Health Department and its personnel, giving this Depart- 
ment a reasonably good fire break to work from if it should 
become necessary. 


It is understood that the Department of Natural Re- 
sources will, in the very near future, replace the present fire 
tower with a new one, at the same location. 


The Tower personnel in the Falmouth Tower—prin- 
Cipally Mrs. Ida Sylvester, and Clyde Tripp, State Patrol 
Truck operator for this area, are to be commended for a 
job well done, and I thank all those concerned for their 
excellent cooperation and assistance during the 1963 season. 


The pilots who fly the County Patrol plane do a remark- 
able job patrolling and observing at fires and passing the 
information on to those working on the fire. It is through 
the excellent cooperation and efforts of all that the acreage 
burned was kept to a minimum in Falmouth.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


With the opening of the Falmouth Hospital, there has 
been a substantial reduction in mileage of ambulance runs— 
only 17,826 this year as compared with 22,065 in 1962, al- 
though there were twenty more trips in 1963. 


Ambulance service rates were revised effective June 1s 
1963, establishing a minimum rate of $10.00 for residents 
transported, and $20.00 for non-residents. 


Due to the number of calls requesting an additional 
man to ride with the patient, it was decided to make a charge 
per hour for the assistant. Often when an extra man ac- 
companys the patient, it reduces the fire department person- 
nel to a point where it becomes necessary for the fire pro- 
tection of the Town, to hire an off-duty man as standby. 
It is noted that from June of 1963, to December, there were 
161 requests out of 278 trips, for an additional man to ride. 
The Fire Department provides, without cost to a patient, a 
man to help load or unload in Falmouth. 


An adjustable All-Level Ambulance Cot was purchased 
this year, which greatly facilitates the moving of a patient 
from the stretcher to the bed and vice versa. 


Upon the resignation of Dr. Donald Bullock, who has 
served on the Ambulance Committee since 1951, Dr. W. 
Robert Clements was appointed to fill the unexpired term 
until the annual Town Meeting in 1964. 


Included in the total number of trips in the table here- 
with, were twenty-three emergency calls for oxygen ad- 
ministration, when no patient was transported, and four 
in which more than one patient was transported. 
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An ambulance was again provided as standby at the 
Barnstable County Fair and at the local football games.

The Town Advertising Committee hereby submits its 
annual report for the year 1963. 

From January 1, 1963 to May 30th, the Information 
Booth was open from 8:30 a.m. to 4:50 p.m. Monday thru 
Friday. From June 3rd to September 14th, 1963 it was open 
from 8:30 a.m. to 4:50 p.m. Monday thru Saturday. Fridays 
and Saturdays proved to be the busiest days practically 
every week during the summer. 

The Chamber of Commerce received 5927 letters of in- 
quiry, and they were all answered by this office. In addi- 
tion there were 93 requests from Travel Agencies and 
Libraries for the Falmouth Brochure and Directory, which 
were also answered. 

During June 973 visited the office, July 2019, August 
2123 and 1210 in September seeking information about Fal- 
mouth and Cape Cod. 

As in past years the Brochure and DIeaen have proved 
most helpful to our visiting guests. 

Mr. Donald Durell has drafted up an excellent map of 
the town showing all the main arterys and public beaches, 
which we hope to have printed up for distribution during 
the summer months. 

The Chamber of Commerce spent approximately 
$1,800.00 from their treasury to supplement the town ap- 
propriation to advertise the town. 

In closing the committee wishes to thank the various 
town departments for any and all information they so will- 
ingly gave our office, that we were able to pass on the 
correct information to the inquirer.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, 
Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


During 1963 the Commission has held regular meetings 
on the third Wednesday evening of each month. We have 
established cordial working relations with Town commis- 
Sions, committees and department heads whose responsi- 
bilities relate to conservation matters. 


Growing public interest in the preservation of the Town’s 
natural resources is evidenced by the large number of in- 
quires we have received, especially regarding proposed dredg- 
ing or filling of marshlands. 


These inquiries have come from individual property 
owners, developers, the Appeals Board, the Building Inspec- 
tor and various organizations interested in conservation. 
Members of the Commission have inspected all the areas 
where questions have been raised, have consulted with and 
advised the property owners or others concerned, and have 
kept appropriate Town and State officials informed of de- 
velopments. We have also attended hearings of the Appeals 
Board relative to granting special licenses for dredging and 
filling and have assisted the board in its investigations. 


The Commission prepared a statement in cooperation 
with the Planning Board entitled “New Town and State 
Regulations Protect Wetlands.” This article, which appeared 
in the local press was designed to give the public more in- 
formation about the recent amendment to our Zoning By- 
Laws entitled “Wetland Regulations,” and also regarding 
Chapter 426, enacted by the General Court, and made effec- 
tive last May. This Chapter deals somewhat more extensive- 
ly with wetlands protection. We also distributed copies of 
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the complete text of the Town and the State regulations 
to parties interested. 


We sponsored, with the Falmouth Garden Club, a high- 
ly successful public meeting on conservation, held on May 
23rd at the St. Barnabas Parish Hall. State conservation 
officials, and speakers of national reputation assisted in the 
program. We also cooperated with the Salt Pond Areas Bird 
Sanctuaries, Inc. in organizing a similar meeting held on 
June 28th. These meetings were both well attended. Those 
present showed enthusiastic interest in the subjects dis- 
cussed by the speakers, and the plans for preservation of 
our resources. 


We expect to hold meetings of this kind in the current 
year, and to cooperate with the Falmouth school system 
and with the Salt Pond group in promoting conservation 
education along lines proposed by the State Supervisor of 
Conservation Education. 


The Falmouth schools now have Audubon group dis- 
cussions monthly in grade 6, nature and related studies in 
the Science classes, grades 7 and 8 and similar work on an 
informal basis in grades 3 and 4. The school property in- 
cludes a five acre cedar swamp located near the new Inter- 
mediate School. It is planned to preserve this in its natural 
state for use as a laboratory in nature studies. 


The Salt Pond group has set up committees on Science 
and Education and Land and Wildlife Management. It is 
anticipated that the Salt Pond Bird Sanctuary, the Sip- 
pewissett Marsh areas and properties acquired by the Con- 
servation Commission may also be used in nature studies. 


The Commission has purchased approximately two acres 
of marshland located on the Herring River, near Silver 
Beach, and is negotiating for the acquisition by gift or pur- 
chase of several additional parcels in the Town. We are 
also consulting with appropriate State officials regarding 
possible assistance by the Commonwealth in acquisition of 
other parcels. 


Deep Pond, to which a right-of-way was donated by 
Sidney Moore and John McGowan has been reclaimed and 
will be available for fishing in April of this year. 
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With cooperation of the Falmouth Rod & Gun Club and 
the Department of Fisheries and Wildlife, the Childs River 
herring run has been cleared of obstructions as far as the 
Mashpee line. 


Three articles presented to the 1963 Town Meeting pro- 
posed the taking by the Town of rights-of-way into Jenkins, 
Crooked and Coonamessett Ponds. These articles were re- 
ferred to the 1964 Town Meeting for action. They will be 
presented by the Commission, and favorable action is strong- 
ly recommended. It is our conviction that their approval 
will be in the best interest of the Town.

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Report of the Falmouth Airport Commission

Gentlemen: 


The Falmouth Airport Commission submits the following 
report for 1963: 


Meetings were held as necessary during the year to take 
care of pending business. 


The following expenditures were made in 1963 from the 
annual appropriation of $4,500.00

This Commission attended the legislative hearing in Bos- 
ton on the bill authorizing the Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Game to sell the eighty (80) acres of airport 
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land to the Town of Falmouth. The Committee on Natural 
Resources voted to wait until the courts have acted on the 
suit between the Town and the Division of Fisheries and 
Game on the legality of the Division’s purchase of the so- 
called Coonamessett Ranch property which includes the air- 
port. 


The activities of the airport were accelerated this past 
Summer by the confinement of the late President’s wife at 
Otis Air Force Base Hospital. The airport was used by all of 
the news media as a base of operations for the transportation 
of films and personnel. 


Members of this Commission made individual visits to 
the airport and talked to people using the facilities. It was 
the general consensus of opinion that the airport had one 
of the longest and smoothest sod runways in this part of the 
country and that the Radio, Radar and Navigation Aids at 
Otis Air Force Base would be hard to match anywhere around. 


A number of trips were made to Boston by members of 
the Commission (at their own personal expense) on Town 
airport matters, and, as of this writing, are arranging a meet- 
ing with a local airline interested in starting a scheduled air 
service between Falmouth, the Islands, Boston and New York 
if, and when, we get this airport situation settled. This would 
be a big stride in the transportation problems facing our 
community. 


The Commission, as the past Committees and Commis- 
sion, is unanimously in favor of retaining the present Coona- 
messett Airport site for a municipal airport—that the present 
Site is the only one in town for practical, safe and economical 
operation.

Recipients of Old Age Assistance and Disability Assist- 
ance received increases of $1.00 monthly for Leisure Time 
Activities effective September 1, 1963. 


The elimination of legal settlement on the categories 
of Old Age Assistance and General Relief will become effec- 
tive January 1, 1964. 


The Town will receive 20% State reimbursement on all 
General Relief cases on that date. 


The director wishes to thank all personnel of the Wel- 
fare Department for their cooperation in upgrading of the 
department. 
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We also wish to thank Dr. Nathaniel Faxon our Medical 
Consultant for his invaluable advice and guidance on medi- 
cal problems.

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Report of Veterans’ Services

Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Veterans’ Service De- 
partment for the year 1963. 


During the year Veterans, Dependents, Dependent Par- 
ents, Widows of the Spanish War—World Wars One, Two 
and the Korean Conflict were aided in accordance with 
Chapter 115 of the General Laws of Massachusetts and with 
the Laws of the Veterans’ Administration. 


Seven World War One, Six World War Two and Two 
Korean Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. The 
Widows and Dependent Parents were assisted in preparing 
the necessary forms for Pensions, burial assistance claims, 
Social Security claims and Government Head Stone Mark- 
ers. Fifteen Government Head Stones have been applied for, 
Eight have been received and emplaced. Twenty-four bronze 
flag markers were set or replaced during the year. 


W.W. I Veterans over 65 years (average is 68 yrs.) who 
are seeking non-service connected pensions are required to 
have one disability ratable by the V.A. at 10% or more. 
This office assisted ten W.W. I Veterans during the year 
in obtaining this pension. 

Reimbursement by the State Department to the E. & D. 
Fund is made for fifty percent of all approval expenditures 
except for administration. Veterans Laws are being con- 
stantly revised and this office keeps the veterans concerned, 
notified of the changes applicable to each one. 

A summary of money expended for Veterans Services is 
listed and compiled by the Town Accountant and can be 
found in his report; therefore, will not be repeated here.

Gentlemen: 


Following is the Annual Report of the Social Advisory 
Committee for the year 1963: 


Committee Meetings: 


Regular Meetings were held in the Recreation Building 
on the first Monday of each month during the past year. 
Special meetings were called when necessary, and meetings 
were held by the various sub-committees. 


Personnel: 


Mr. Agustus Canty continues as an able Recreation 
Building Director, assisted by Mrs. John Radcliffe. The pro- 
gram offered has continued, under Mr. Canty’s direction, to 
aim to meet the recreation needs of the youth of the Town, 
as well as serving as a meeting place for many worthwhile 
groups and activities. 


Any public non-profit organization may use the Build- 
ing free of charge. This includes youth groups and benefit 
shows and dances. 


There is a schedule of rents for adult clubs or organiza- 
tions with closed memberships who wish to use the whole 
Building or individual rooms and another schedule which 
applies to activities on a profit basis renting the whole 
Building or individual rooms. There is a 20% rate reduction 
if the Building or any part is used at least once per week 
for a period of at least three months. 


Condition of the Building and Grounds: 


During the past year, the Committee has continued the 
Successful program of renovation of the Building and re- 
modeling needed facilities. The lobby, ladies’ room, Room 
4 and the entrance ways to the lavatories were retiled.

The School Department had Rooms 1 and 2 painted. These 
rooms were used by the school during the school year 1962- 
63. During this coming year the boiler will have to be re- 
tubed and repaired. An addition to the recreation facilities 
in the Building are a small pool table and a large pool table, 
which were donated to the Town for use in the Building.

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of Falmouth 


The New Intermediate School building on Jones Road 
Was occupied in September and turned over to the School 
Committee in November. Except for a few minor details, 
the building and grounds are complete, and there remains 
a balance in excess of $220,000 in the building account. 


The School Building Needs Committee will ask Town 
Meeting’s approval for constructing an additional play field 
at the rear of this school. The field will be useful now and 
will ultimately be necessary. If it is built now, as part of 
the school construction expense, the Town will be eligible 
for State reimbursement of 40% of the cost. 


Construction of the North Falmouth School is fiffally 
underway. First bids on the project exceeded the appro- 
priation. The plans were, therefore, reviewed; revisions 
agreed upon; and new bids sought—in December, a more 
opportune time. The new bids being safely within the esti- 
mates, a contract was signed with the low bidder, Franchi 
Bros. Construction Corp. Contractor and Committee hope 
that the school may be occupied by late fall. 


The School Committee has presented persuasive evidence 
that elementary school enrollments continue to outrun 
available classroom space. It seems imperative, therefore, 
that the next step in the long-range building program—the 
construction of a new school in Teaticket—be started at 
the earliest possible date. 


This Committee has inspected available sites for the 
Teaticket School and recommends that Town Meeting acquire 
a site of 15 acres, more or less, on the westerly side of Mara- 
vista Extension near Route 28—as being the most suitable 
as to location and size. This site is owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
George DeMello. 
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The Committee has explored the possibility of extending 
the site of the present Teaticket School and enlarging the 
old building. This entails the acquisition of a half dozen 
different parcels of property on which there are houses ana 
a business. The cost would be high. Furthermore, the con- 
ditions of receiving State Aid for School Construction are 
such that no State reimbursement would be forth-coming 
for an addition to the old school. 


Your Committee is therefore persuaded that it would 
be more economical and educationally satisfactory to con- 
struct a complete new building on a new site—using the old 
site and building for temporary school or other uses—pend- 
ing a decision as to the ultimate disposition of the old 
school. 


The need is for a school of 20 to 24 classrooms. Your 
Committee intends to ask Town Meeting to appropriate funds 
for plans for such a school to be constructed on the pro- 
posed Maravista site.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee 
Town of Falmouth 


My annual report to you is in two parts: first, this state- 
ment about the changes that have occurred in the schools 
during 1963; and second, the usual Statistics which are 
appended to this statement. 


This report is amplified by the principals’ and super- 
visors’ reports, which will be mimeographed and distributed 
to interested persons. 


Rising Enrollment—and the Need for Schools 


The event of the year of greatest significance to the 
schools was the opening of the New Intermediate School— 
culmination of more than four years of planning by a great 
many people. It provides improved opportunities for chil- 
dren, not only in this school but in every other area and 
level of the school system. 


The advantages to the elementary schools, however, will 
soon be dissipated by the continuing rise in the number of 
children. This year 3,701 children have enrolled in the 
schools—150 more than were expected. As a result, elemen- 
tary pupils were moved from various sections of the Town to 
fill the Intermediate School to capacity on opening day. 
There is now no doubt that enrollment will be more than 
3,800 in 1964 and 4,200 by 1967. 


The New North Falmouth School, now under construc- 
tion, will absorb the overload next year. But by 1967, the 
elementary schools will again be ten classrooms (or space 
for nearly 300 children) short of needs. This is why it is 
imperative that the next step in the building program—an 
enlarged school in Teaticket—be provided at the earliest 
possible date. 
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Personnel 
Appointments, 1963 


Of the present teaching and administrative staff of 155, 
thirty-seven were appointed in 1963. Of these, sixteen were 
to fill new classrooms or newly created positions. The re- 
maining twenty-one were to fill vacancies created by resigna- 
tions or retirements. The position of School Adjustment 
Counsellor, vacant for nearly a year, was again filled. The 
opening resulting from resignation of Speech Therapist re- 
mains vacant. 


Openings, 1964 
With eleven new teachers to add to the staff, we may 


expect, in the usual course of things, to recruit thirty to 
forty teachers in 1964. 


Policies 
Salary Schedule 


The new Salary Schedule which you have adopted to 
take effect, September, 1964, will have powerful effect upon 
the quality of these teachers and of those we manage to 
get and to retain in future. 


Your statement addressed to the teachers concerning 
these matters is an explanation to the public as well about 
the Committee’s processes as well as about the nature of its 
concerns, and I, therefore, include it here. 


“As you understand,” the statement says, ‘“‘the School 
Committee’s primary responsibility is to secure the condi- 
tions of quality education which the people of Falmouth 
demand and deserve. In discharging this trust, the School 
Committee has tried to keep in balance a number of con- 
siderations. It has had before it, of course, your F.T.O. 
Salary Committee proposals of October, 1963. It arranged 
a public hearing on this proposal at which testimony was 
given by members of your committee and by other interested 
staff members. The discussion was reported in the press. 
Letters from interested citizens have been considered. 


“The School Committee has had in mind also that in a 
community of rapidly expanding population, there is unusual 
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need not alone to increase the number and improve the 
quality of staff but also, at the same time, to provide more 
buildings and grounds and materials without which a Staff, 
however competent, cannot properly function. This means 
rising expenditures—both for operation and for capital out- 
lays. These are matched by further demands for more and 
better services by other divisions of local government. All 
these demands are inter-related, and each must be attached 
to a long-range financing plan that takes account of the 
present and future ability of the Town to meet its obliga- 
tions. 


“In this context the School Committee has consulted 
about salary policy and about other recommendations to 
the Town for 1964. 


“Thus, the new salary schedule is intended to facilitate 
recruitment of new teachers; to be just to teachers who 
have committed their careers to the Falmouth Schools; and 
finally, to be within the range of financial commitment 
which the School Committee is prepared to defend at Town 
Meeting as prudent fiscal policy. 


“The new schedule provides salaries to teachers which 
are in the upper third of the range of salaries paid to teach- 
ers by Massachusetts cities and towns. The salaries are 
comparable with those paid by the more able towns of the 
area. This is justified, the School Committee thinks, because 
of cost of living in this area and because Falmouth is in 
competition for teachers, not only with Massachusetts towns, 
but with towns in other states, which pay higher salaries.” 


Provisions for Up-Grading Staff: Leaves of Absence 
With Pay for Study 


In addition to the changes in the salary schedule as a 
means of up-grading the schools, the School Committee has 
made provision also in the 1964 budget for certain staff 
members to be given leave of absence with pay for advanced 
study—according to the provisions of the General Laws, 
Chapter 71, Section 41-A. The Committee encourages the 
teachers to apply for foundation fellowships—in the assur- 
ance that the Town of Falmouth would consider supple- 
menting grants thus awarded. 
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The grants of leave (not more than two in one year) 
will be given to qualified persons who have committed their 
careers to the Falmouth Schools, and whose further study 
would strengthen the Falmouth School program. The recipi- 
ent will sign a contract with the school—as prescribed in 
the General Laws—to return to the system for a period of 
not less than two years. 


We are impressed by the possible benefits that could 
accrue to the Falmouth Schools from this kind of program 
and believe that investment in it should be no longer delayed. 


Additional Pay for Extra Assignments 


A study was also made of the effects upon the school of 
paying teachers extra for assignments in addition to the reg- 
ular school work carried on after regular school hours—as 
in coaching of athletics teams. As a result of this study, 
the School Committee has adopted a definition of tasks in- 
tended to encourage leadership of certain cultural activi- 
ties—as well as athletics—and a system to relate the com- 
pensation to the size and importance of the task. 


Changes in Administration 


There have been changes during the pean in the admini- 
strative order of the system. 


The Intermediate School 


A principal, Mr. Henry A. Frank, and an assistant prin- 
cipal, Mr. Paul M. Wasseth, were appointed from within the 
system to the Intermediate School. Under their leader- 
Ship the building has been furnished and equipped, a pro- 
gram for junior-high-school-age pupils has been developed, 
and a Staff recruited and assigned. The program is varied 
—including the usual academic subjects as well as foreign 
language, art, shop and household arts, music and science. 
It is facilitated by library, laboratory, stage and shop—in 
addition to the usual complement of classrooms. 


Athletics and Physical Education 


There have been changes also in the supervisory arrange- 
ments for physical education—athletics, an area formerly 
blighted by lack of adequate spaces in which to grow. 
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The new organization is intended to point up the im- 
portance of the required physical fitness education pro- 
gram; to define competitive athletics, whether interscho- 
lastic or intramural, as a voluntary extension or supple- 
ment to the basic required program; and to declare that 
both are governed by the same purposes and rules. 


To promote this concept there is one director of phy- 
Sical education and athletics. Relieved of Major teaching 
assignments, he is made director in fact as in name, with 
responsibility for coordinating the work of the five full-time 
teachers of physical education and a score or more of part- 
time teacher-coaches. 


Director of Summer School 


The intention to establish a summer school in Falmouth 
led to appointment of Director of the Summer School, De- 
Witt C. Jones, III, a member of the high school faculty. 
Under his leadership, the school prospered, attracting 237 
tuition-paying students (ranging from primary-age chil- 
dren to adults) in 17 different courses. The net cost to the 
Town for this service was $1,373.00. 


Curriculum Changes 


The school principals have reported continuing effort 
to improve the quality of instruction. 


In the high school, the removal of the junior high school 
pupils has helped raise the level of maturity to which the 
school may be geared; and the extra classroom space has 
seemed to encourage a number of educational innovations. 
The English department claims to have made progress, not 
only in devising harder and more exacting courses for the 
most able students, but also in adapting instruction to the 
abilities of students at all other levels. The Science de- 
partment has arranged for laboratory for all in biology. 
Chemistry, equivalent to first-year college chemistry, is 
being given to a number of students after regular hours and 
Saturdays. Calculus and analytic geometry have been added 
to the mathematics curriculum. The foreign language de- 
partment looks toward the time when four years’ language 
will be completed in three years by those who have taken 
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foreign language in junior high school. The art department, 
which has expanded to occupy three rooms instead of one, 
now has 125 pupils deeply involved (five to ten periods a 
week) in art education. Participation in the required phy- 
sical fitness program is now a condition of attendance at 
school. For 60% of the pupils in the high school, this re- 
quired program is supplemented by voluntary but non-the- 
less rigorous participation in one of 23 interscholastic ath- 
letic teams. 


The Continuance Progress Plan 


The School Committee has encouraged continued study 
by Administration and Staff Council of ways of liberating 
teacher and pupil from restrictive, lock-step administrative 
practices, so that children may be allowed to advance in 
learning at their own speed—regardless of grade designation. 
As a result, new policies have been enunciated for the elemen- 
tary schools and adopted by the School Committee as 
follows: 


1. That minimum entrance age for admission to school 
(Kindergarten) in Falmouth remain, as it now is, 5 years 
on or before September 15 of year of entrance. 


2. That administrative practices continue to be de- 
veloped for the system and for individual schools, each ac- 
cording to its special opportunities, so that children may 
progress in learning to the fullest possible extent of their 
abilities. 

3. To facilitate consideration of this, we think of the 
schools as having five major levels as follows: (1) Kinder- 
garten, for children aged 5 to 6; (2) Primary level, chil- 
dren 6 to 9; (3) Middle level, children 9 to 11; (4) Inter- 
mediate level, children 11 to 14; (5) High, youth aged 14 
to 19. 


4. That at each of these levels, continued encourage- 
ment be given to administrative and teaching practices 
appropriate to the maturity of the pupils, which provide for 
each child’s learning at his own speed. 

5. That further to facilitate adaptation to individual 
needs, the primary level be set up on a kind of “continuous 
progress” plan (for what is now designated grades 1 to 3) 
providing that children be advanced (as they are able and 
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ready) without particular regard to grade designations in 
sequentially organized subjects. 

Nearly all children would be expected to complete the 
learnings of this primary level in three years (as they now 
do). 

However, to provide for further acceleration, the un- 
usual child might complete the level in two years. Such 
children would be eligible to be advanced to the middle level 
upon satisfactory passing of tests developed by the school, 
upon recommendation of teacher and principal and concur- 
rence of parents—all having carefully considered the im- 
plications of the move in relation to the child’s best interest. 


6. That in addition to this opportunity for accelera- 
tion, kindergarten children be evaluated (after opening of 
School but not more than a month thereafter) by teacher 
and principal and by reference to prescribed tests and other 
criteria as to maturity and ability to excell, and if any are 
found who would rank high among first graders that these 
children be advanced to the primary level. 


The implications of these policies are being felt in many 
ways—notably in the system of non-graded instruction in 
arithmetic and spelling—which is patterned after our suc- 
cessful experiences in the teaching of reading in the middle 
grades, and the advancement of a number of children from 
kindergarten as their growth of accomplishments warranted. 


The form of mathematics and the ways of teaching it, 
which are called “Modern Mathematics,” are becoming an 
accepted part of the program, as teachers are added to the 
Staff, who have had special training in these concepts. 


Improvement of School Plant 


Besides the new school, there have been other modifica- 
tions and improvements to the school plant. 


Steps have been taken to convert the Junior-Senior 
high school to use as a high school. Rooms have been re- 
shuffled among the departments for more efficient instruc- 
tion and better communication between staff. The library, 
the art department and the science areas have been en- 
larged and improved. This has entailed the breaking down 
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of walls, the installation of plumbing and, in some cases, the 
addition of more appropriate furniture. 


The playgrounds at the high school have been com- 
pleted by the installation of diamonds, backstops, and pits 
for track field games. 


New scoreboard and lockers and cabinets have been 
installed in the gymnasium area. 


At Fuller Field the baseball diamond has been re- 
built and resodded, the bleachers extended, and the running 
track re-cindered. 


A library room has been created in one of the abandoned 
classes at the Hall School, and the room which was long ago 
a music room and library at the Mullen School has been 
converted to its original purpose. 


Maintenance of Plant 


Major maintenance projects have been completed dur- 
ing the year as follows: 


1. Replacement of the Hall School roof. 
2. Painting exterior and part of interior—High School. 
3. Painting exterior—East Falmouth School. 


4. Construction of cesspools and leaching at Mullen 
School—and High School. 


5. Construction of roof drain dry wells at Hall School. 


Per-Pupil Costs 1964 


The proposed budget, which is part of this report, pro- 
poses an expenditure for operation of day schools of about 
$390 per pupil enrolled. ‘This includes fixed charges and 
estimated cost of services provided by other Town de- 
partments for the schools. 


This per-pupil cost is about average for our State— 
in which expenditures for education range from $300 to 
more than $700 per pupil. 


In addition to the costs of operation, Falmouth expends 
about $28 per pupil for transportation of pupils to and 
from school. This is nearly double the average expendi- 
ture for transportation. 
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The Budget 


The budget proposes a total expenditure for operation, 
outlay, and all related services of $1,563,879.00 This is an 
increase of $134,568.49 over the amounts allocated for the 
Same purposes in 1963. 


On the other hand, the total receipts to the Town on 
account of Education will be $356,479.00. The net increase 
attributable to the local tax will be about $110,000.00. 


The proposed budget is to provide instruction for an 
estimated 3,808 children, 274 more than the 1963 budget 
was prepared for—nearly 350 pupils more than were en- 
rolled in 1962. 


To take care of these new pupils, to man the new facili- 
ties for enriching the program provided by the new Inter- 
mediate School, and to try to make some headway in re- 
ducing class size—sixteen teachers were added to the staff 
in 1963, and eleven more will be added in 1964. The pro- 
posed budget provides for this. 


The stimulus of additional compensation has been given 
during the year to teachers working intensively with pupils 
beyond the school day, in a wide variety of activities—like 
athletics, dramatics, publications, etc. This is provided for 
in the budget. 


The teacher salary schedule adjustments are included 
—first those of September, 1963, compulsory to meet the re- 
quired State minimum salary, and secondly, a salary scale 
Which will place Falmouth in a position comparable with 
the better towns in the State and in this area, for the re- 
cruitment and retention of teachers. These salary schedule 
modifications as well as the normal increments are pro- 
vided in this proposed budget. 


_ Also, the additional cost of operating the new Inter- 
mediate school is reflected in this budget. 


The improved supervision of the academic subjects in 
the High School by department leaders; the more active 
leadership and supervision by principals and supervisors, 
and special teachers, in the same areas in the elementary 
Schools; as well as the exciting new programs in art and 
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music and physical education—the cost of these is reflected 
in this proposed budget. 


As for the rest—books, supplies, materials, equipment, 
transportation—for the most part, the increasing cost is 
the result of providing more for larger numbers. 


Special Mention 


There is space to refer here to only a few of the special 
things which principals recalled in their reports as having 
helped make the year memorable: 


The wonderful community expression of affection and 
respect for Mrs. Pingree upon her retirement as principal 
of the Woods Hole School; 


The evidences of high student accomplishments in 
many fields—the spirit and substance of which are evoked 
in the School Yearbook—the 1963 Lawrencian, which it- 
self sets a notable standard of excellence, 


The many other expressions of public interest, which 
have taken many forms: scholarships and pupil aids, con- 
tributions of money, equipment, books, transportation, 
banquets, special programs, and, not least, words of 
encouragement. 


The principals have all acknowledged, as I do, the co- 
operation of their co-workers. All join me in expressing 
appreciation to you for your efforts in the causes of educa- 
tion.

Report of the Finance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The Finance Committee herewith submits its report 
coverings its activities for the year ended December 31, 1963. 


The Committee held 30 meetings during the year to con- 
sider and make recommendations on articles in the war- 
rant for the Annual Town Meeting and for the Special Town 
Meeting held in October. 


Value of the early submission of departmental budgets 
has been amply proven. Department heads have shown 
tremendous cooperation in readying and submitting their 
budgets for the following year in September and October, 
rather than at the statutory deadline in late December. AS 
a, result subcommittees and the full Finance Committee have 
had time to make thorough study of the budgets, consult 
with the department heads and complete recommendations 
without the last minute rush which leads to hasty and ill- 
considered decisions. Help of the departments in this is 
much appreciated. 


The Stabilization Fund, which Town Meeting has es- 
tablished and financially nurtured in recent years, is show- 
ing its worth. It enabled the Town, this year, to appropriate 
$545,000 for a North Falmouth Intermediate school without 
resort to borrowing. Savings in interest charges will be con- 
siderable. It is hoped that regular transfers to the Stabiliza- 
tion Fund will be continued. Interest on it this year added 
$13,972 to the total. 


Requests for transfers from the Reserve Fund for emer- 
gency or unforeseen expenses, initiated by Town depart- 
ments and approved by this committee, virtually wiped out 
the $20,000 appropriated to the 1964 Reserve. 
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From its own budget, the Finance Committee has made 
the following payments: $423.44 for stenographic services; 
$810 for printing and forms; $25 for Massachusetts Associa- 
tion of Finance Committees dues.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


February 5, 1964 
To the Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


I submit the following report for the calendar year 1963 
of the claims and suits against the Town of Falmouth. They 
are set forth in the usual order, namely, the suits which have 
been disposed of in 1963 and those disposed of up to date of 
this report including those new suits which were brought in 
1963 and which have been disposed of up to this date; and 
finally the suits which remain pending, with the present 
Status up to date of these pending cases. 


1. John R. Augusta et al vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #26398 


This was a Bill in Equity which had been brought against 
the Town of Falmouth and in which the petitioners ques- 
tioned the validity of a taking by the Town of Falmouth of 
an Easement of a 15-foot Strip of land extending from Main 
Street to Nye’s Pond for drainage purposes. This case had 
been fully heard before J oseph Beecher, Esquire, Master. It 
has now been disposed of by the action of the Town by its 
vote in the October 1963 Special Town Meeting to abandon 
this 15-foot strip of land, after which papers were filed in 
the Court terminating this case. 


It has been reported that a different plan of drainage 
of the streets in this (Kast) Main Street area will eventually 
be put into effect whereby the drainage of the area will 
empty into Falmouth Inner Harbor. 


2. Hazel F. Harding vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Middlesex Superior Court #23075 
S. Hale Harding vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Middlesex Superior Court #23079 
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Hazel F. Harding claimed severe and permanent injuries 
suffered by her when she was walking on the Town of Fal- 
mouth wharf and dock at West Falmouth Harbor caused by 
a hole in the surface of the dock into which she stepped and 
thereby was violently thrown causing severe and permanent 
injuries. 

S. Hale Harding, her husband, claimed reimbursement 
for hospitalization and medical expenses. There were also 
cases for the same accident brought against the Forbes Mac- 
Gregor Corporation, lessees of a part of this dock. Francis 
W. Keating, Esquire was retained as trial counsel of these 
cases on behalf of the Town. Damages claimed by Mrs. Hard- 
ing were set at $100,000.00, and by her husband for medical 
expenses were $25,000. 


Trial of these cases took place on February 25 and 26, 
1963 before the presiding Judge and a jury at East Cam- 
bridge. During the trial discussions took place as to a unit 
settlement of all of these Harding cases with the insurance 
company representing the Forbes MacGregor Corporation 
participating in these discusisons. It was agreed by Attorney 
Keating, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen and 
Town Counsel that the Town of Falmouth would pay the sum 
of $2800. as its share which with the amount to be paid by 
said insurance company would and did settle these cases. 

Trial of these cases were then suspended, the usual Set- 
tlement Agreements prepared and filed and the cases so dis- 
posed of. 


3. Philip Stathe vs. George D. Sylvia 
First District Court of Barnstable #19732 


The Plaintiff in this case had brought an action of Tort 
against George D. Sylvia, operator at the time of the Fire 
Department ladder truck which was being driven out of the 
Fire Station on Main Street, Falmouth, into Main Street. 
The Plaintiff had been proceeding in his automobile easterly 
on Main Street and had collided with the Fire Department 
ladder truck. 


The case was fully tried at Barnstable before Henry L. 
Murphy, Judge of the First District Court, and the Judge 
found in favor of George D. Sylvia, whose defense had been 
undertaken by the Town. 
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4. Charles L. Patrone et al vs. Albert Jennings, Building 
Inspector 
Barnstable Superior Court #27202 
Albert C. Jennings, Building Inspector vs. Joseph V. 
Falcone 


These cases involved a zoning controversy between ad- 
joining owners of property at Silver Beach, North Falmouth. 
There were hearings before Judge Gourdin at Boston, from 
whom a restraining order was obtained by the Building In- 
spector pending final decision of these cases which cases were 
then ordered to be placed on the trial list at Barnstable for 
the week of June 17, 1963. The trial took place at Barnstable 
before Judge Taveira on June 23, 24 and 26 (part day), at 
which time, as the result of several conferences by Judge 
Taveira with counsel for the various parties involved and 
the Building Inspector an agreement of settlement was en- 
tered into as the result of which on June 28, 1963 a Decree, 
approved by the Judge, was filed, thus terminating these 
cases. 


5. Falmouth Finance Committee vs. Falmouth Board of 
Public Welfare 
Barnstable Superior Court #25617 
Massachusetts Supreme Court #6269 Equity 


This case involved for its main issue a determination by 
the Massachusetts Supreme Court whether an outside agency 
employed by the Falmouth Finance Committee had the right 
to make an investigation of the Falmouth Welfare Depart- 
ments of General Relief, Aid to Dependent Children and Aid 
for Old Age Assistance and Disability. The Falmouth Board 
of Public Welfare had refused to allow such an outside agent 
employed by the Falmouth Finance Board to make such in- 
vestigations. The attitude taken by the Falmouth Board of 
Public Welfare was the same as taken by the District Direc- 
tor of the State Public Welfare Department. This case had 
been fully tried before Judge George E. Thompson of the 
Superior Court at Barnstable who sustained the Demurrer 
filed on behalf of the Falmouth Board of Public Welfare. 
However, after a considerable period of time, Judge Thomp- 
son succeeded in having a Statement of Agreed Facts drafted 
and assented to by both counsel and thereupon the case was 
appealed to the Full Bench of the Massachusetts Supreme 
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Court. Briefs were filed and the case was finally argued be- 
fore the Massachusetts Supreme Court. The decision of the 
Court was in substance that the Falmouth Finance Commit- 
tee was legally entitled to make its investigation by an out- 
side agency of these various departments. 


This decision established a precedent for further investi- 
gations of Public Welfare agencies. However, as the State 
had, in the meantime, at the request of the Falmouth Public 
Welfare Department, made a State investigation of the rec- 
ords of these various agencies in Falmouth and had reported 
thereon, no additional investigations were made after the 
Court decision. 


Cameron Smith et al vs. Falmouth Board of Appeals 
et al 
Barnstable Superior Court #25867 


This is a Zoning appeal from a variance granted to use 
a barn on the owners property in North Falmouth for the 
display of a collection of dolls. 


Since the variance was granted, the owners of the prop- 
erty on which the barn in North Falmouth was located, ob- 
tained in the center of Sandwich a location where their 
antique dolls and dolls from various countries throughout 
the world have been displayed. The case presently remains 
as undisposed of. 


William G. Welsh vs. The Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #27015 


This is a petition for assessment of land damages of two 
parcels of land bordering on Salt Pond, Falmouth, which 
were taken under Eminent Domain proceedings by the Con- 
servation Commission for Conservation purposes. 

Because of the recent death of Mr. Welsh it is indefinite 
as to when further action will be taken in this case. 


Town of Falmouth vs. Massachusetts Division of Fish- 
eries and Game. 
Barnstable Superior Court #26259 Equity 


This is the case in which the Town of Falmouth is seek- 
ing to obtain a Court decision that it is entitled to continue 
- to maintain the Falmouth Municipal Airport located at Coon- 
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amessett, Hatchville. Originally the Town obtained an Ad 
Interim Restraining Order from J udge Frank E. Smith 
against the Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Game. 
This was followed by a hearing in Boston before Judge Ed- 
ward O. Gourdin of the Superior Court at which hearing an 
Assistant Attorney General sought to have the Restraining 
Order dissolved but he was unsuccessful and the Judge 
granted a Restraining Order at that time to continue until 
final determination of the case. A Demurrer had been filed 
by the office of the Attorney General. This Demurrer was 
heard and argued before Judge Wilfred J. Paquet of the 
Superior Court sitting at Barnstable. After consideration of 
the case and the briefs filed on behalf of the Town and by 
the Attorney General, Judge Paquet over-ruled the Demurrer. 
The case was then referred to J oseph Beecher, Esq. as Master. 


Hearings were held before the Master at Falmouth where 
many witnesses testified. A view of the Falmouth Municipal 
Airport was then taken by the Master at Coonamessett with 
both Counsel present. 


Counsel on both sides were granted further time in which 
to file Briefs on the law and with Requests for Findings and 
both parties filed the same. Later after the Master filed a 
Draft Report a hearing before him was held at Barnstable 
with Counsel for both parties attending and arguing. There- 
after the Master submitted copies of his Final Report to 
Counsel. Objections to his Final Report were filed by Counsel 
on both sides, and also in addition the Assistant General filed 
a Request For a Report of the evidence on certain matters 
and Counsel for the Town likewise filed Objections to certain 
matters in the Master’s Report, and filed a Motion to recom- 
mit the Master’s Report. 


These matters were not heard before the Court until 
January 6, 1964 at which time the J ury Waived Session of the 
Superior Court was held at Barnstable. Counsel for the Town 
and from the Attorney General’s office were before Judge 
Sgarzi on these matters on that date. Judge Sgarzi allowed 
the Motion to Recommit the Master’s Report to the Master. 
The Report has been so re-committed and is now before the 
Master for further consideration and hearings. It is expected 
that further hearings may be held at any time according to 
the dates to be assigned by the Master. 
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While this case is still undecided it seems that it should 
be called to the attention of the voters that the evidence on 
behalf of the Town showed, and the Master so found in his 
Report which has been recommitted, that from 1929 during 
almost all of the time except during the second World War, 
the Town of Falmouth has maintained its Municipal Airport 
in the same location at Coonamessett either by direct lease 
with the Coonamessett Ranch Company or by valid sub-lease 
with the Executive Air Service Incorporated. 


It should be added that in the Master’s Report which has 
been recommitted to him, the Master’s findings were favor- 
able to the contentions of the Town of Falmouth, namely:— 
That the Town had a right to continue to use as its Munic- 
ipal Airport the 80 acre area devoted to such use under the 
Lease which will not expire until sometime in 1965, which 
Lease was originally given by the Coonamessett Ranch Com- 
pany to the Executive Air Service, Inc. in 1955; and that at 
no time had there been an approval at a regular meeting of 
the Board of Selectmen of Falmouth of the use of the entire 
parcel of the land at Coonamessett including the 80 acre 
Airport, by the Division of Fisheries and Game as required 
by the Statute. 


It is expected that the Master’s Report on Recommittal 
will soon be filed so that the final Master’s Report will then 
be in order for a Motion to Confirm the same, Entry of Decree 
thereon, and Appeal to the Full Bench of the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court if either side decides to appeal. 


Marguerite S. Weidner vs. The Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #26565 


Marguerite S. Weidner claims damages from the Town of 
Falmouth because, as she alleges, on July 21, 1961 while walk- 
ing on the sidewalk opposite #555 Woods Hole Road, she 
stepped into a depression in the sidewalk and was thereby 
caused to fall and suffer severe injuries. She is a resident of 
Reading, Pennsylvania and was temporarily at Woods Hole. 


This case is on the Barnstable Superior Court Jury Trial 
list, the next session of which will be in April 1964. 


The matter of a settlement of this case is under con- 
sideration. 
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Cesar Miranda et ux vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #26625 


The Plaintiffs in this case are seeking land damages for 
three parcels of land taken by Eminent Domain from them 
by the Town of Falmouth for the Widening of Brick Kiln 
Road in 1961. The awards were $1.00 or a total of $3.00 for 
the three parcels of land so taken which are considered to be 
nominal awards only. 


It is expected that discussions for the purpose of settle- 
ment of these land damages will take place soon. 


John F. Ferreira vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #26634 


The petitioner claims that his land was damaged by the 
construction of the concrete wall built on the water side of 
the Menauhant Road for road protection purposes from the 
Salt water. The case remains on the Barnstable Superior 
Court Jury Trial list. On account of the unfortunate acci- 
dent to Mr. Ferreira nothing definite has been ascertained 
at this time as to this case. 


RECENT COURT CASES AND DISPOSITION OR 
PRESENT STATUS OF THE SAME 


George W. Davis and Annie M. Davis 
vs. 
Building Inspector of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #2'7313 

This is a petition which the owners of the so-called “de- 
lapidated house” at Silver Beach brought against the Build- 
ing Inspector of the Town of Falmouth to prevent him from 
removing their uninhabited house which was, and had been 
for a number of years, supported several feet above ground 
on a cradle of building-movers’ piling, and which had been 
condemned as a dangerous structure. 

After hearings in Suffolk County the Court granted the 
request of the owners and ordered the Building Inspector, or 
those acting under him, not to remove said building. 

Also a hearing was had in Suffolk County on the Demur- 
rer of the defendants and the Demurrer was sustained but 
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opportunity was given to counsel for the owners, within a 
time specified, to file a motion to amend their Bill of Com- 
plaint, which was done. The case will be moved to Suffolk 
County for further hearings so as to obtain a decision if 
possible on the merits of the case. 


Albert Jennings, Building Inspector 
vs. 
Ellen D. Heilbrunn 
Barnstable Superior Court, Equity #27090 


The defendant in this case is the owner of premises in 
Woods Hole, located on the Westerly side of School Street, 
in a Residential District. She has for some time maintained 
thereon a structure which was originally used as a school 
bus. This former bus is located in an open lawn area and is 
an eye-sore to the neighborhood. Efforts to get this owner 
to remove the same were fruitless, and promises made by her 
that the same would be removed were not carried out. 


Proceedings were started in the Barnstable Superior 
Court for the purpose of compelling this owner to remove the 
old bus. The case was referred to Joseph Beecher, Esq., 
Master. Hearings were held before him as Master, and also 
a view of the premises was taken by him with Counsel of 
both parties present. Later a further hearing was had on his 
Draft Report as Master, after which he filed his Master’s 
Report. This Report appears to have been favorable to the 
contentions of the Town’s Building Inspector, that the plac- 
ing and maintaining of the former bus in that location was 
a violation of the Zoning By-Law of the Town of Falmouth 
and should be removed. 

Further proceedings will be had to confirm the Master’s 
Report and to request a Decree of the Court ordering the 
removal of the same. 


Carriage House Club, Inc. 
VS. 
John DeMello et als as Licensing Board of Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #27345 


Because of complaints about disturbances, after a hear- 
ing, the Selectmen, as the Licensing Board, had ordered cer- 
tain Carriage House Club or “Banjo Room” activities to close 
avil p.m: 
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Under date of August 22, 1963 this Club thereupon filed 
@ Suit in Equity against the Licensing Order of the Selectmen. 

The Carriage House Club in this suit sought a preliminary 
injunction to prevent the Selectmen as the Licensing Board 
of Falmouth from enforcing the 11 o’clock closing hour. 

On August 26, 1963 this matter was heard in the Equity 
Motion Session at Boston before Judge Sgarzi who, after 
hearing both sides, refused to issue the preliminary injunc- 
tion sought by the Carriage House Club, Inc. and the 11 
o'clock closing hour prevailed for the remainder of the 1963 
season. 


Stephen L. Hughes vs. Arthur A. Monteiro 
Middlesex Superior Court #246151 


In this case it was claimed that on or about September 
6, 1962 the plaintiff, Stephen L. Hughes, was injured by Ar- 
thur A. Monteiro, a Police Officer of the Town of Falmouth, 
as a result of being hit by officer Monteiro; that as a result 
the plaintiff claimed he had sustained personal injuries, and 
to recover for these alleged injuries he brought suit in the 
Middlesex Superior Court. The Writ states that the damages 
claimed were in the sum of $25,000.00. 


It was unfortunate for Officer Monteiro that proceedings 
were brought against him personally, particularly as a real 
estate attachment of $25,000.00 was made on his home on 
Maravista Avenue in Falmouth. The 1963 Town Meeting 
authorized the Town to assume the defense of this case on 
behalf of Officer Monteiro. 


Interrogatories had been filed on behalf of the plaintiff, 
Stephen L. Hughes, and Answers thereto prepared and filed 
on behalf of the defendant, Arthur A. Monteiro. 

This case was called for jury trial at East Cambridge 
before Judge Beaudreau. Attorney Francis W. Keating was in 
charge as trial counsel retained by the Town to defend Officer 
Arthur A. Monteiro. When the case was called Attorney 
Keating was in Court with his Falmouth Police Officers as 
witnesses ready to proceed with the trial. Counsel for Ste- 
phen L. Hughes, the plaintiff, was present but without his 
Client, or without any other witnesses. 


The presiding Judge, Robert L. Beaudreau, after hearing 
both counsel, ordered a Non-Suit to be entered. Thus this 
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case with its claim for substantial damages has been success- 
fully terminated without the payment of any damages. It is 
however, an illustration to the citizens of the Town of what 
additional personal responsibilities are assumed by our Police 
Officers in their attempts to enforce compliance with law 
and order, particularly during our summer seasons. 


Elva C. Fay vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court, Equity #270381 


The Town of Falmouth is the owner of a parcel of vacant 
land on the Northerly side of Main Street which adjoins the 
property of the plaintiff, Elva C. Fay. The Town land has 
been and is now being used for the purpose of taking the 
street drainage from that part of Main Street. 


This parcel of land was purchased in 1946 from John F. 
Donaldson, a former Selectman, and his daughter, Ruth 
Donaldson, for that very purpose. 

The plaintiff in her suit now claims that there are times 
when so much drainage water accumulates on this parcel of 
low land that it overflows upon her land and that she is 
damaged thereby. 

This case was not reached for trial in the 1964 January 
Court session although both sides expected it would be 
reached and tried. It will now have to go over until the next 
session of the Barnstable Court without Jury which, as now 
scheduled will occur in the latter part of June 1964. 


William G. Metcalf et al 
vs. 
Town of Falmouth et al 
Suffolk County Equity #69087 
Supreme Judicial Court 


On December 16, 1963 this Bill in Equity was filed in the 
Supreme Judicial Court in Suffolk County (Boston) by Will- 
iam G. Metcalf and twenty-eight (28) others describing them- 
selves as taxable Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth. It 
named as defendants the Town of Falmouth, John DeMello, 
Jr., J. Edward Nickerson and Francis L. Hankinson, the 
Selectmen, and Felicio M. Franco, Jr., the Town Treasurer. 

The petitioners as tax payers sought to have the Board 
of Selectmen and the Town Treasurer temporarily restrained 
from transferring or expending any of the funds which had 
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been voted under Article 84 of the March 1963 Town Meeting, 
and also requested that the Court construe the provisions of 
Section 8 of Chapter 349 of the Acts of 1935. 


The funds referred to under said vote were intended to 
designate the appropriation made for completing the work 
of constructing the remainder of the Katharine Lee Bates 
Road, and the reference to Chapter 8 of the Acts of 1935 
referred to that part of the Act establishing Representative 
Town Meetings in Falmouth which states that “no action of 
the Representative Town Meeting shall be reversed unless at 
least twenty (20) percent of the registered voters shall so 
vote.” 


The Court at first set the date of December 26, 1963 for 
hearing, which later the Court of its own action changed to 
January 15, 1964. 


At the hearing in Boston on that date before Judge 
Spalding he ordered that the pleadings be completed on or 
before Monday January 27th and he denied the request of 
the petitioners for a Restraining Order against the Town and 
its Officials. Judge Spalding also stated that if an Agreed 
Statement of Facts was entered into, that as each counsel 
had stated, that in the event of an adverse decision there 
would be an Appeal to the Full Bench of the Supreme Judicial 
Court, he would report the case to that Court. 


The Answer on behalf of the Town and its Officials was 
filed on January 27, 1964. The next proceedure will be to 
submit an Agreed Statement of Facts to J udge Spalding and 
request him to report the case to the next sitting of the Full 
Bench of the Supreme Judicial Court. 


Celia White et al 
vs. 
Board of Selectmen et als 
Barnstable Superior Court #27530 


Albert W. Lawrence, on behalf of his wife, Marie Law- 
rence, the owner of a vacant parcel of land between the rail- 
road location of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road Company on the West and a low open area of land 
Owned by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, said to be 
used for drainage from Palmer Avenue on the Fast, filed ap- 
plication with the Board of Selectmen for their approval of 
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the use of said land for an Ice Skating Rink, in a building 
to be built on said land. This type of Ice Skating rink which 
permits its use both in the summer as well as in the winter, 
is now used in some other locations in this State. 

This parcel of land is in a Light Industrial District, in 
which District a Skating Rink is one of the permitted 
uses, but the Zoning By-Law provides that a use of this 
kind requires the Approval of the Board of Selectmen after 
a public hearing. Such a public hearing was duly held 
after which the Board of Selectmen approved the uses ap- 
plied for and ordered the issuance of a permit by the Build- 
ing Inspector therefor. 

Objectors, through Counsel filed a Petition for Writ of 
Certiorari in the Barnstable Superior Court. The Writ of 
Certiorari is principally used to determine whether there 
were any substantial procedural or record defects or viola- 
tions of law in the proceedings before the tribunal, in this 
case the Board of Selectmen, the action of which is con- 
tested. 

In a Writ of Certiorari proceeding members of the Board 
whose action is questioned are required to prepare and file 
a Return, and may also file an Answer. The word “Return” 
in this proceeding means a true and accurate statement of 
the action taken by the Respondent Board, in this case the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Such a return was prepared, signed by all of the Select- 
men, and, with documents or copies of documents attached, 
filed within the time specified; Also an Answer was filed with 
this Return. 

The case was reached for hearing at the January sit- 
ting of Barnstable Superior Court, but Judge Sgarzi, after 
having read the pleadings and discussed the case with 
Counsel, decided that the time left for the January sitting 
was too short a period for hearing the case. However, as 
requested on behalf of the Board of Selectmen, he ordered 
the case transferred to Suffolk County in the Advanced Sec- 
tion of cases for trial, which was done. The case was ad- 
vanced so rapidly in Suffolk that it came on for trial on 
January 27th at which time Counsel and their Witnesses on 
both sides were ordered to be ready to proceed, and the 
Selectmen with Witnesses and Counsel were there when 
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Court opened. The presiding Justice, Judge Pecce, after 
Studying the records in the case and conferring with both 
Counsel, decided that in view of the provisions in the Town 
of Falmouth Zoning By-Law that appeals from the decisions 
of the Board of Selectmen the case would have to first be 
heard by the Falmouth Board of Appeals before they could 
be heard by the Superior Court, declined to hear the case and 
referred it back for Appeal to the Falmouth Zoning Board of 
Appeals. Judge Pecce stated that as the parties appealing 
had not exhausted all of their remedies (by appeal from the 
Selectmen to the Board of Appeals) he could not go forward 
with the Writ of Certiorari proceedings 


Because of the expiration of time since the decision 
of the Selectmen allowing the (Petitioner) to use this land 
for an indoor Ice Skating Rink, there is now a doubt 
whether at this late date it can be heard by the Falmouth 
Zoning Board of Appeals. A decision will have to be made 
on that point. 


Herbert W. Graham et als 
vs. 
Falmouth Zoning Board of Appeals et al 
Barnstable Superior Court # 


Philomena Paine formerly operated a “peauty shop” 
in the Business District on Main Street, Woods Hole. She 
recently had built for herself a dwelling on land owned 
by her on Huettner Road, Woods Hole, in a Single Residence 
“C” District. She applied to the Building Inspector for a 
permit to allow her to use as an “Accessary Use,” one room 
in her said dwelling for a “peauty shop” to be conducted by 
her personally. 


The Building Inspector declined to issue a permit to 
her. She then appealed to the Falmouth Zoning Board of 
Appeals. After notices duly given a full public hearing on 
her application was had before the Board of Appeals. Fol- 
lowing this hearing the Board of Appeals filed its decision 
whereby it granted to said Philomena Paine a permit to use 
a room in her new dwelling for a “peauty shop” to be con- 
ducted only by a person resident on the premises, without 
signs or advertising, that provision for parking of not more 
than three (3) cars be provided; and that there be no 
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additional employment of other persons, subject as penalty 
for violation the revocation of the permit; and with other 
conditions. 

The plaintiffs filed an Appeal from this decision of the 
Board of Appeals. This appeal is now pending in the Barn- 
stable Superior Court. 


State Street Bank & Trust Company, Trustees 
VS. 
The Town of Falmouth 


Land was taken by the Conservation Commission of 
Falmouth which land formerly belonged to the Estate of 
Edward Nicoll Fenno of whose Estate the State Street Bank 
é& Trust Company are Trustees. This land borders on Salt 
Pond where the Conservation Commission already has other 
land. It appears to be what we might term as a “friendly 
suit” in that being Trustees, the Bank felt obligated to 
change its claim for land damages into a Court proceeding 
for the assessment of its damages.

This is another recent case in which Joshua Murphy, 
and Robert Rapoza, two Town of Falmouth Police Officers, 
and Roger Blake, manager of the Gulf Filling Station on 
East Main Street, are together sued in a case of contract or 
tort in the Barnstable County Superior Court, in which 
case damages are claimed in the sum of $25,000 for goods 
had and received and/or conversion. 


The Plaintiff in this case was involved on June 26, 
1963 in a night disturbance which took place in the vicinity 
of the Gulf Station on East Main Street and he also was 
defendant on some complaints made in the First District 
Court of Barnstable. He claims to have been in possession of 
a sum of money, namely $20,000.00, that evening. 


In the Plaintiff’s Declaration now on file in the Clerk’s 
Office of the Barnstable Superior Court there are two counts 
each against the Falmouth Police Officers Joshua Murphy 
and Robert Rapoza and in which counts each of these 
Officers is alleged to have had and received money of the 
Plaintiff or to have converted to himself the money of the 
Plaintiff. 
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This is an additional civil case with damages claimed by 
a very large amount in which Police Officers of the Town of 
Falmouth are Defendants. The Town of Falmouth should 
of course assume the defense of this case as these officers 
were, during the period involved, performing their duty as 
police officers of the Town. This case like the Hughes case 
is indicative of the additional risks and responsibilities of 
police officers. 


CONCLUSION :— 


It should be noted that the number of cases in the year 
1963 up to the present date is larger than in any previous 
year. This increase is in large part of two kinds, namely, 
cases having to do with Zoning and cases having to do with 
claims for land damages. 


Some of these land damage cases are brought in order 
to come within the time allowed for bringing cases of this 
kind and to secure the claims of the owners for the land 
taken by Eminent Domain. Almost all of these land damage 
cases are settled without Court trials. 


Almost all of the Zoning cases, on the other hand, 
require complete Court trials for the reason that property 
rights rather than money are at issue. 

There have been no verdicts against the Town during 
1963 up to this date and the payments of the two settle- 
ments were moderate, particularly in view of the serious 
injuries of the women plaintiffs. 

There are several accident and personal injury claims 
and cases which were taken care of by the Insurance 
companies now covering the Town in such matters.

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Report of the Department of Public Works

Gentlemen: 


Enclosed herewith is the third Annual Report of the 
Department of Public Works, covering the operations of the 
Department for the calendar year 1963. This report includes 
those of the Superintendent, Water and Sewer Division, 
Highway Division, Park Division and Forestry Division. 

During the past year Mr. John Pena was elected to the 
Board of the Department of Public Works, filling the va- 
cancy left by Mr. George Fonseca, who chose not to run 
for re-election. 

Also, in May the Board appointed Nathan S. Ellis, III, 
former Superintendent of the New Bedford Water Depart- 
ment, as Superintendent of the Falmouth Department of 
Public Works, filling the vacancy left by Mr. Louis Wise 
who resigned his duties in October of 1962. 

During the short existence of the Falmouth Department 
of Public Works, several individual departments have been 
combined. It is further intended to reduce the number of 
operating divisions to four, namely: (1) Administration and 
Engineering, (2) Water and Sewers, (3) Forestry and Parks, 
and (4) Highways. 

During this Department’s infancy, four factors have 
lent themselves to the difficulties of the Department: 

1. The extremely rapid growth of the Town over the 
last three to five years, causing a great increase in the 
demands upon the Public Works Department. 

2. The lack of an engineering section within the De- 
partment to plan and execute contractual work and to 
help coordinate the activities of the divisions. 

3. The difficulty in operating the various divisions of 
the Department from four separate out-moded and in- 
efficient garaging facilities. 

4. The turn-over of Department Superintendents with 
the resultant loss of time due to adjustment and orientation. 

A beginning has been made, and although all of the 
aims and accomplishments desired of a Public Works De- 
partment over the last three years have not been fully 
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realized, the potential is there. The interchange of equip- 
ment and men between divisions of the Department, the 
utilization to the maximum of Town equipment and man 
power in emergencies, such as snow work, and the coordina- 
tion of divisions in the Department’s regular work, should 
indicate to the Town that Public Works deserves to be con- 
tinued for at least an additional three year’s trial period.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT—Nathan S. Ellis, II 
To the Board of the Department of Public Works: 


Gentlemen: 


The Annual Report of the operations of the Department 
for the year 1963 and on the general conditions of the 
Works is respectfully submitted. 


Included as part of this report is a section on the High- 
way Division, Park Division, Forestry Division, and the Water 
and Sewer Divisions. 

Highways—The report of the Highway Division appears 
in a separate section of this report. | 

This Division’s budget during the course of a normal 
calendar year represents about a nickle out of each tax 
dollar that is spent in the Town of Falmouth. 


It appears to be the will of the Town that the Highway 
Division of the Department of Public Works becomes, pri- 
marily, that of a maintenance division, with most of the 
new work involving streets, drains, sidewalks, etc., being let 
to competitive bid by private contract. This is the direction 
in which the Public Works Department is now attempting 
to proceed, limited and hampered only by the lack of means 
by which to get the majority of this work to private 
contract. 


_Parks—The report of the Divisional Superintendent of 
Parks appears in a separate section of this report. 
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The greatly expanding acreage of the Town schools cre- 
ated by the construction of new facilities is forcing an ex- 
pansion of this Department’s Park Division. This added 
acreage of lawns and shrubbery, together with new parks 
and baseball diamonds being added yearly, cannot help but 
force the Park Division’s costs to rise 


Falmouth’s parks are a great asset to the Community. 
Both from a business and asthetic point of view, it would 
appear that good maintenance of the Town’s public parks 
is money well spent. 


Forestry—The report of the Divisional Superintendent 
of the Forestry Division appears in a separate section of 
this report. 

Part of the duties of this Division is to prolong the life 
of and otherwise maintain the roadside trees of Falmouth. 
No other factor can cause a Town to lose its attractiveness 
more quickly than the loss of the stately trees along its 
roadsides. 

Unfortunately, the Dutch Elm Disease is infecting a 
few of the Town’s great trees each year. This disease, which 
has devastated areas off the Cape, is slowly edging its way 
into our elms despite the best preventative measures we are 
able to take. 

One of the trees removed was located on the south side 
of Queens Byway across from the Historical Society. This 
elm measured approximately 11’ 8” in circumference, and 
was planted about 124 years ago. How unfortunate it is 
that a giant tree such as this can be destroyed by a disease 
transmitted by an insect no larger than the head of a pin. 


Every reasonable measure of tree sanitation known to 
the Forestry Division that will hold this blight in check is 
now being taken. The continuation of this action, together 
with the progress being made by the Town’s annual tree 
planting programs, are the best measures that this Depart- 
ment is able to employ at this time. 


Water—The report of the Divisional Superintendent of 
Water and Sewers appears in a separate section of this re- 
port. It will be noted in his report that substantial increases 
are noted in many of the normal activities of this Division, 
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particularly with regard to water services, water main ex- 
tensions, and water consumption. 


This Division’s work load reached a point where house 
services and the barest essentials of maintenance of the 
water system occupy most of the Division’s work time, leav- 
ing water main extensions, except in the case of some 
minor installations, a matter for private contract requiring 
plans, contract documents, and inspection. 


Serious problems will confront this Division in the near 
future, namely, improvements in elevated water storage 
facilities, further increases in water consumption and in- 
creased needs and demands for water mains and services. 


Engineering—I sincerely believe, that in street drain- 
age problems alone, an Engineering Section within the De- 
partment could save the Town of Falmouth more than its 
annual cost to the taxpayer This savings would not occur 
in the correction of drainage problems once these problems 
exist, but rather, in the avoiding of the problem before it 
occurs. 


In many parts of Falmouth, but more particularly in 
the more expensive (cost of a building lot) areas, people 
are buying and building on, or filling in areas that have 
served as street drainage dumping sites for years. Once the 
flow of water from the street is blocked, the area becomes 
a problem to the Town. In order to correct these problems 
(if possible at all), it then becomes necessary for the Town 
to pipe the drainage water to a new dumping area or to 
change the street grade. These problems, once created, 
often require a good deal of Town money to correct. 

I chose to elaborate on drainage, not because it is the 
most important, but rather because it is something that 
can be easily shown. Other problems, many and varied, 
would make an Engineering Section in the Public Works 
Department of great value to the Town. 


My predecessor, according to his writings while here in 
Falmouth, and I are in complete agreement on this as I be- 
lieve would be any other trained Public Works Administrator. 


Engineering in Public Works is the key to a successful 
department. Without adequate engineering under its con- 
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trol, I do not believe a Public Works system of size can be 
completely successful. 


Bridges—Our inspection of the Eel Pond Drawbridge in 
Woods Hole during the summer of 1963 indicated to us that 
Structural steel repairs and a thorough sandblasting and 
repainting was urgent to keep this bridge in good order. 


At this Department’s request, the Bridge Division of 
the State Department of Public Works thoroughly inspected 
this structure and confirmed our observation. 

Because of the condition of this structure, and with 
the approval of the Board of Selectmen, the 1963 Chapter 
90 Maintenance funds were diverted to the repair of this 
bridge. The State Public Works Department has agreed to 
Supply the necessary engineering and inspection for this 
project. 

This proposed contract will be let early in 1964 after 
the State Public Work Department completes contract docu- 
ments and drawings for the project. 


Herring Rivers—Herring rivers are maintained in Fal- 
mouth by the Highway Division of the Falmouth Department 
of Public Works. 

Two rivers in Falmouth require a good deal of effort 
to keep open. One of these rivers is the so-called Fresh 
River outlet on Surf Drive. Fresh River outlets from Siders 
Pond, which in turn serves as an outlet to Shivericks Pond 
in Falmouth Center. The outlet of this river has been pro- 
tected by two poorly engineered stone groins, which are 
either too short, too low, or both. This river blocks with 
Sand on every on-shore wind and becomes almost complete- 
ly buried, thus requiring crane service after each storm. 


The second problem river is the so-called Trunk River, 
which outlets from Oyster Pond and sometimes requires the 
services of a crane plus a high capacity jet pump to clean 
the river and unplug the culvert beneath the railroad tracks 
at the river’s entrance to the Sound. 


With the limited funds available in the 1963 budget, 
the Department constructed two rough stone groins at the 
entrance to the Trunk River. I believe the work done will 
greatly reduce the cost of keeping this river open in the 
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future, but the problem with Fresh River will still be with 
us in 1964. 


With the exception of problems caused by severe storms, 
the remaining rivers are maintained at little effort and 
therefore small cost to the Town. 


Garage Facilities—The need for central garaging and 
storage facilities for the Public Works Department has 
often been mentioned and need not be elaborated on here, 
except to summarize on a few statements already made. 


Quote from Economic Development Associates, Inc., a 
report to the Finance and Planning Boards in 1961, follows: 


“For the Public Works Department to operate efficient- 
ly, to promote the highest degree of integration between its 
operating divisions, to insure the maximum coordination 
and/or interchange of the use of personnel and equipment, 
adequate and modern, centralized housing and yard facili- 
ties would prove most desirable. The need for such exists 
in Falmouth.” 


Economic Development Associates, Inc. estimated a sav- 
ing of approximately $20,000 a year would be realized by 
central facilities. My predecessor estimated a saving of 
$15,000 a year would be realized. The only disagreement 
seems to be in the amount of savings that could be realized 
by such a facility. 


I can only add that better maintenance and care of 
the Town’s large investment in equipment, improvement of 
stock handling and purchasing of materials, and better dis- 
position of manpower could be realized by such a central 
garage and storage facilities. 


Street Drainage—One major street drainage contract 
was let to bid in the latter part of 1963, which included 
1716 feet of concrete pipe on Sandwich Road, 158 feet of 
concrete pipe on Lakeshore Drive, and four leaching basins 
in various locations in Town. Completion of this project 
was halted by cold weather and will have to be finished 
in the spring. Engineering on this project was by a private 
survey party hired for the purpose. Inspection on the pro- 
ject was provided by the loan of a member of the Town 
Engineer’s Department. 
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At the Special Town Meeting in the fall of 1963, funds 
were made available for further outside engineering work, 
and as a result of this, the Department was able to com- 
plete plans and profiles for future drainage projects on a 
number of additional streets. The drainage projects on 
said streets will be let to private contract when funds are 
available, providing easements, where necessary, are obtain- 
able. 


Street grade changes on Gifford Street, north of Jones 
Road, and on Nobska Road, near the railroad underpass, 
helped to alleviate serious drainage problems in these areas. 
Structures and piping will still be required on the Gifford 
Street problem, but by changing the street grade, approxi- 
mately 500 feet less of piping will be required. 

This Department hopes to greatly increase drainage 
construction in the coming year. 

Reports of the Superintendents and Foreman of the 
Highway, Park, Forestry, and Water and Sewer Divisions 
follow. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION—Manuel Pacheco, Jr., Foreman 


During the year routine maintenance work, street clean- 
ing, patching highways and sidewalks, cleaning of catch 
basins, snow removal and sanding have been carried on 
by the Highway Division. Part of this program included 
mowing brush along the roadsides, painting and repairing 
fence railings, renewing and replacing street signs, the 
painting of approximately 80 crosswalks, and the mainten- 
ance of six herring rivers. 

The following is a resume of programs accomplished 
by the Highway Division during 1963. All distances are 
approximate.

PARK DIVISION—Newcomb Cassick, Superintendent 


During the year routine maintenance and care has con- 
tinued on all properties under the jurisdiction of the Park 
Division. This work includes, but is not limited to, grass 
mowing, weeding and mulching flower and shrub beds and 
traffic rotaries, the pruning of shrubs, roses and small trees, 
painting of all equipment, small carpentry, masonry and 
plumbing work, small repair of machines and trucks, and 
rubbish pickups several times a week during the summer 
season. 

This year the new Intermediate School grounds and the 
additional ten acres of land purchased for Lawrence High 
School have been placed under the care and maintenance 
of this Division. 

The School Department and its accelerated athletic pro- 
gram increased the Division’s man hour capacity to its limit, 
sometimes being responsible for its falling behind when a 
principal machine breaks down or more than two succes- 
Sive days of rain occur. 

Five new baseball diamonds have been constructed this 
year, bringing the total diamonds available for public use 
in the Town to fourteen. A considerable amount of man 
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hours are devoted to the preparation, care, lining and rak- 
ing of these diamonds, since they are in use at least twice 
a week during the baseball season. We expect this activity 
to increase in the future. 


In conjunction with Department of Public Works policy, 
the Park Division has continued to take an active part in 
snow removal operations and the mowing and planting of 
all traffic islands and rotaries. The equipment and person- 
nel of this Division is always at the disposal of the Super- 
intendent of the Department. 


The following is a resume of projects completed during 

the year: 

Cleared and filled new access road to Grews Pond at 
Goodwill Park. 

Finished excavation, regrading and re-seeding of 
Fonseca Park. 

New recreational equipment assembled and installed 
at Goodwill Park, Lewis Park, Woods Hole Park, 
West Falmouth Park. 

New fencing installed at Falmouth Harbor Entrance 
Park, Nye Park, West Falmouth Park, Woods Hole 
Park, Central Park and Goodwill Park. 

Increased storage area at Goodwill Park by one and 
one-half acres. 

Installed a new flagpole at Goodwill Park. 

Constructed a new Little League Baseball diamond at 
Central Park. 

Planted evergreens and flowering annuals at both ends 
of Falmouth Heights Road. 


Utilizing Park Division personnel and School Depart- 
ment funds. sod was removed, the area regraded and sod 
replaced on the infield of the Fuller Field baseball diamond. 
Also, selective clearing of the area immediatey behind the 
new Intermediate School was commenced. 


The Park Division wishes to express its thanks to Mr. 
O. D. Garland for his gift of a carved wood eagle that orna- 
ments the flagpole at the Village Green. Mr. Garland’s con- 
cern in preserving the historic quality and beauty of the 
Village Green area is appreciated by the entire Department 
of Public Works and the citizens of the Town of Falmouth. 
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TREE DIVISION—Joseph Figuerido, Superintendent 

State legislation enacted in 1963 to control and qualify 
Superintendents and employees in spray techniques and 
Safety practices was initiated by the newly appointed Com- 
monwealth Pesticide Board. 

Special educational conferences were organized and held 
at the University of Massachusetts and Waltham Experi- 
mental Station for all responsible personnel handling pesti- 
cides and insecticides throughout the Commonwealth. Two 
men from the Tree Division of the Department of Public 
Works attended the fall session of these State Educational 
Conferences. 

Complete evaluation of the success of this advent and 
future directives to be undertaken are now under examina- 
tion by the Board. 

The Tree Division, under the Department of Public 
Works, after three years of consolidation, has expanded and 
broadened its Scope and ability in all phases of tree work. 
This is evidenced in the fact that no contractual services 
were necessary in 1963. All work loads were handled ade- 
quately by Tree Division personnel. 

A long range pruning and sanitation program has been 
scheduled to encompass all sections of the Town. 

Cultures from 37 elm trees suspected of Dutch Elm 
Disease were forwarded to the Shade Tree Laboratory in 
Amherst. Seven of the 18 confirmed cases of Dutch Elm 
Disease were Town-owned trees and 11 were privately owned 
trees. Legal and proper notices were sent to the property 
owners, and in all cases, the removal and destruction of 
these trees was complied with in accordance with applicable 
laws. Falmouth has kept the effect of this serious disease 
to a minimum. 

Four spray application programs were scheduled at pest 
peak reproduction incidence with satisfactory results. Some 
concern in 1963 was the increase of tent caterpillars in all 
sections of the Town. This condition can be traced to the 
increase of the food ratio of the host plant throughout the 
Town, namely, wild cherry and other fruit bearing species. 
Property owners are therefore urged to remove this nuisance 
host plant and to destroy egg clusters and tents containing 
larvae during early spring. 
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A total of 34 trees were taken down. Twenty-eight 
stumps were cut back below ground level with the stump 
cutter acquired in 1961. Public safety, disease, or distorted 
growth prompted removal of all these trees. 

Tree planting appropriation was reduced to $500 in 
1963. A total of 72 trees were planted throughout the Town; 
many flowering trees were included in this program. 

Pruning and sanitation work, cavity repairs, extensive 
fertilizing and many public requests were processed and 
completed during the year. 

Town Forest maintenance work continued as in the past 
three years, including the clearing of roadways in the Forest. 
A reforestation program is being carried on and the nursery 
replanted, cultivated, and fertilized as necessary. The Christ- 
mas and Fire Patrols continued. 


One aerial spray, north of Route 151, was completed in 
conjunction with the State Department of Natural Re- 
sources. This area will require an additional spray in 1964. 


The Tree Division wishes to acknowledge the assistance 
of the Cape & Vineyard Electric Company in carrying out 
its program for the year. 


WATER & SEWER DIVISION—John W. Hughes, Supt. 


A substantial increase was noted in all of our activities 
and we were unable to complete all of the construction 
work scheduled. Several water main projects and service 
connections were carried over to 1964. Requests for water 
main extensions under the Minor Extension account were 
greater than could be done with the funds available. Al- 
though the Town voted to change the by-law to increase 
the maximum expended for Minor Extensions from $15,000 
to $20,000, it will not be effective until funds are voted at 
the next Town Meeting. In an effort to accommodate as many 
requests as possible, the Board required the petitioners to 
provide for digging and backfilling of trenches. The Board 
is reviewing the financing of extensions and will no doubt 
revise existing policies. 

Final cleanup of 1962 construction projects in the East 
Falmouth area was Satisfactorily completed early in the 
spring. The Woods Hole water mains improvements project 
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was advertised and the contract awarded to P. Gioioso & 
Sons of Dorchester, Massachusetts. The work progressed 
satisfactorily and was substantially complete late in June. 
These improvements have increased the fire flows in the 
area considerably and although final flow tests have not 
been made to date by the insurance rating bureau, the 
amount of water available will no doubt meet their require- 
ments. A total of 31,007 feet of water mains were installed 
during the year and 36 hydrants were added. 


A total of 251 new services and 19 renewal services were 
installed, a substantial increase over the previous year. It 
appears this trend will continue and it obviously will be 
necessary to add additional personnel to cope with this 
increase. 


Cash receipts for the year increased to $231,733.51 and 
the Department continued to pay all operating expenses, 
debt and interest payments with the exception of the princi- 
pal payment of $25,000 on the 1959 Water Mains Loan. 


Regular maintenance was again limited to essentials 
due to the increase’in construction work and lack of trained 
help. All hydrants were inspected and maintained in good 
operating condition and some progress was made in raising 
and adjusting hydrant valve boxes to grade. 


A 1956 one-ton truck was replaced during the year and 
all other equipment was maintained in good condition. 


We recorded 36.41 inches of rainfall; which is consider- 
ably below normal. The prolonged dry spell experienced 
early in the summer resulted in a substantial increase in 
demand. On July 27th we pumped 4,852,400 gallons, the 
largest day on record. During this period of high demand 
we experienced difficulty maintaining tank levels high en- 
ough to provide adequate reserves for fire protection. This 
is not a new problem; however, the steady growth of the 
system indicates a study should be made to determine the 
best solution and we are requesting funds in our 1964 bud- 
get for this purpose. The total amount pumped for the 
year amounted to 670,318,500 gallons, an increase of 43.7 
million gallons over the previous year. 

Corrosion of non-ferrous metals continues to be a prob- 
lem and to date, no satisfactory solution has been found. 
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If better progress is not made during the coming year, we 
will no doubt request funds to engage professional assistance. 

Seven new sewer connections were installed, which 
makes a total of 117 now in use. Sewer rental receipts for 
the year amounted to $4,392.90. A new body for the com- 
minutor was purchased; however, it was not delivered until 
late in the year and will be installed at the first opportunity.

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Report of the 1964 Town Meeting 


and Election 


Annual Meeting Held March 2, 3, 4 and 5, 1964 
Annual Election Held March 10, 1964 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the voters met at the 
Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, Massachusetts, 
on Monday, March 2, 1964 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. to act upon the Articles 
therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to office were: 
Chauncey L. Crocker Herve C. Houde Walter T. Malley 


The officer in attendance—Elmer F. White. 


Mrs. Doris M. Weeks was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:10 p.m. by the Moderator. 


The Town Meeting Members were counted and 180 were announced 
present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to constitute a 
quorum being 125. 


The invocation was offered by the Rev. Francis S. Tucker, Pastor of 
the Congregational Church, North Falmouth. 


The hour of the Tuesday meeting and subsequent meetings was 
voted to be at 7:30 p.m. at the same place. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant except 
Article 1 (Elections) would be called and the substance of each Article 
would be stated to the Meeting; and upon completion of the call as to 
those Articles in which there were no controversies or debates, or in- 
formation desired, there would be one vote offered which would adopt 
the recommendations of the Finance Committee and in the Zoning Art- 
icles the recommendations of the Planning Board as the action of the 
meeting. 


The Moderator further stated the articles were the same as shown 
in the printed booklet constituting the report of the Finance Committee, 
a copy of which was in possession of every Town Meeting Member. 


The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member de- 
siring to have any article debated or subject to inquiry or explanation 
it would be marked for further consideration by having a Town Meet- 
ing Member call out the word “hold” when such Article was called. 


The Moderator stated that even on those Articles not marked “hold” 
the Chairman of the Finance Committee would give notice of reconsider- 
ation so that the action on those could be reconsidered later by a motion 
to reconsider. 


The Moderator thereupon called all the Articles in their order in 
the Warrant, and stated the substance of each Article and the recom- 
mendation of the Finance Committee and/or the Planning Board.

The Town Meeting Members extended a vote of thanks to outgoing 
members of the Finance Committee, Edward DeWitt and Arthur P. 
Vidal, Jr., and outgoing members of the Waterways Committee, George 
H. Bigelow and Arnold H. Burrough. 


The following is the report read by David D. Ketchum, Falmouth 
member of the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational-Technical High 
School District Planning Committee. This report was accepted by the 
meeting. 


2 March 1964 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


At the last annual town meeting the Town of Falmouth, together 
with seven other neighboring towns—Bourne, Marion, Mashpee, Matta- 
poisett, Rochester, Sandwich and Wareham—voted to establish a plan- 
ning committee to study the advisability of establishing a Regional 
Vocational-Technical High School. The Upper Cape Cod Regional 
Vocational-Technical High School District Planning Committee was ac- 
abirrpen! formed, with three members appointed by the Moderator of 
each town. 


Dr. Arthur E. Greenberg of Bourne was elected chairman and Mr. 
Linwood C. Lewis of Mattapoisett was elected secretary-treasurer. The 
Committee was assisted by an Educational Advisory Committee com- 
posed of the Superintendent of Schools of several towns, and by officials 
of the State Department of Education School Building Assistance Com- 
mission and Division of Vocational Education. 
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The Committee also profited from visits to the New Bedford Voca- 
tional School and the South Shore Regional Vocational-Technical High 
School in Hanover, Mass. Correspondence was also carried out through- 
out the year with officials of these schools and others both in Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut. 


An exhaustive survey of the area was conducted by the State De- 
partment of Education, resulting in valuable data regarding projected 
enrollments, occupational patterns. and vocational needs of the partic- 
ipating towns. Surveys of parents with children in schools in the areas 
indicated a high percentage were in favor of sending their children to 
such a school. 


Your Committee found that in order to comply with the require- 
ments for state aid as well as best to serve the community’s needs, it 
must plan within a well-defined framework laid down by the State 
Department of Education Division of Vocational Education. Conse- 
quently every step was checked with the State, and we are assured 
that the resulting proposal will meet with all requirements and in 
effect receive the State’s blessing, if the towns in the Region authorize 
construction of the school. 


A detailed proposal, describing curriculum, size, enrollment, and 
best estimate of costs has been prepared. Nearly one thousand copies 
of this document have been distributed to officials, businessmen, and 
educators in the region, including the boards of selectmen and school 
committees. 


In brief, the school will be designed for an enrollment of 372 pupils 
in grades 9 through 12 plus 110 in the two post-graduate years, for a 
total of 482. Courses in eleven different trades will be taught in the 
four year high schoool, and five trades will be taught in the two year 
post graduate program. It is also proposed that evening and summer 
courses be provided for adults and students at academic high schools. 

The school will be centrally located within a five mile radius of 
the Bourne bridge and will require a building of approximately 100,000 
square feet. It will be administered by a committee composed of two 
representatives each from Bourne, Falmouth, and Wareham, and one 
representative from each of the other towns. 

Capital costs will be assessed on the basis of the ration of each 
town’s total school enrollment to the total enrollment of the district. 
Falmouth’s share will be approximately 30%. Operating costs will be 
assessed each town on the basis of the proportion of students it sends 
in a given year. 

It is estimated that the total building costs, exclusive of the site, 
will be as follows: 


Total Estimated Cost $1,875,000.00 
Planning Cost Reimbursement 93,750.00 
1,781,250.00 

Estimated State Grant (40.09%) 714,103.00 
1,067,147.00 

Interest at 3.5% for 20 years 581,109.00 
$1,648,256.00 


Initial year costs are therefore estimated at $103,700.00, of which 
Falmouth’s share would be approximately $31,000, exclusive of Chapter 
70 aid. If the proposal is successful, these costs would not be incurred 
before 1965. 

Operating costs are expected to be about $600 per pupil. While this 
figure is somewhat higher than the operating cost of our High School 
in Falmouth, it will be reduced by at least one-half by State and Fed- 
eral aid. Transportation costs will be entirely paid for by the State. 
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There is strong likelihood that the costs estimated above will be 
reduced still further by Federal funds made available under recent 
legislation. Hence, the net operating cost after State and Federal re- 
imbursement can conservatively be expected to be $250 to $300 per 
pupil. 

In order to make this school possible the first step is to create the 
Vocational School Region. This can only be accomplished if all of the 
towns ratify an agreement which has been drawn up and signed by the 
members of the Planning Committee. Special State legislation was re- 
quired to permit Mashpee to participate because Mashpee’s finances are 
controlled by a State Advisory Commission. Unfortunately, the bill 
which finally emerged from committee was not acceptable to the School 
Planning Committee or to bond counsel, since it would have given 
Mashpee’s Advisory Commission veto power over financial decisions 
of the Region as a whole. Your Committee therefore regretfully voted 
to exclude Mashpee from the District. 


A new agreement has been drawn, including only the seven remain- 
ing towns of Bourne, Falmouth, Marion, Mattapoisett, Rochester, Sand- 
wich, and Wareham. Copies of this agreement, signed by the Committee 
members, have been transmitted to the Selectmen of the several towns. 
Since the Warrants were closed by the time this action was taken, 
special town meetings will be called in about one month for the voters 
to decide whether to ratify the agreement. A special election will be 
held in Falmouth, since the question must be decided by a ballot of all 
the voters. The question on next week’s ballot is therefore invalid. 


After establishment of the Region the School Committee will be 
appointed by the Town Moderators to serve until 1966, after which date 
members will be elected. 


Assuming that the region is established, the new Committee will 
then come before the various towns for authorization to incur debt to 
cover planning cost of approximately $93,000, which will be reimbursed 
by the State if the school is built. After detailed plans are completed, 
the Committee will return to the towns for authorization to float a 
bond issue for the necessary construction costs. Consent from all of the 
towns is required at each step. 


Your Committee enthusiastically recommends the establishment of 
the School Region and the subsequent construction of a Vocational- 
Technical High School. This plan has also been endorsed by the School 
Committee and the Superintendent of Schools. We feel that there is a 
pressing need among the large percentage of our students who are not 
college-bound for education that will train them in vocational and 
technical skills. There is little room in today’s competitive world for 
the unskilled worker. High School drop-outs and graduates with no 
specific training represent a disproportionately large. segment of our 
unemployed population. The proposed school will afford the young 
people of our community an opportunity not only to fill the needs of 
Cape Cod’s labor market, but by virtue of its curriculum will enable 
them to compete for jobs off the Cape in cities throughout the country.

“2. Lumber, fuel, feed and ice establishments, contractors yards, 
plants engaged in the manufacture of electronic products parts and 
services, and automobile repair shops subject to the provisions of Sec- 
tions 20 and 21,”—and that paragraph 3 of said Section 9 be amended 
as requested so that said paragraph 3 shall then read as follows: 


3. Converting, fabricating, manufacturing, altering, finishing or as- 
sembling, provided that not more than one person shall be so employed 
for each thirty-five (35) square feet of floor area and in no case shall 
a total of more than ten thousand (10,000) square feet of floor area of 
a building be devoted to such use. Boat yards and buildings thereon 
and electronics plants and buildings shall be exempt from the provi- 
sions of this paragraph.” 


Explanation: The Board considers that this article, as inserted in 
the warrant, is ineptly worded, although its intent is clear. The Board 
feels that electronics plants, and almost any inoffensive manufacturing 
operations are already permitted under the broad wording of the by- 
law, but does not wish to oppose the article on these technical grounds. 
Regarding the second part of the article, the Board is of the opinion 
that the floor space and employee limitations imposed by paragraph 
3 of Section 9 have no proper place in the by-law at all, since they are 
not really related to zoning, and are certainly archaic in nature, but 
since the article, as inserted, does not ask to eliminate these restrictions 
entirely, the Board cannot now so recommend, and to accomplish the 
purpose of the article must agree to the proposed particular exemption. 
It will be the Board’s intention to recommend to a future Town Meet- 
ing the scrapping of such floor space restrictions entirely. 


Voted, that paragraph 2 of Section 9 of the Zoning By-laws be 
amended as requested so that said paragraph 2 shall then read as 
follows: 

“2. Lumber, fuel, feed and ice establishments, contractors yards, 
plants engaged in the manufacture of electronic products parts and 
services, and automobile repair shops subject to the provisions of Sec- 
tions 20 and 21,”—and that paragraph 3 of said Section 9 be amended 
as requested so that said paragraph 3 shall then read as follows: 

3. Converting, fabricating, manufacturing, altering, finishing or as- 
sembling, provided that not more than one person shall be so employed 
for each thirty-five (35) square feet of floor area and in no case shall a 
total of more than ten thousand (10,000) square feet of floor area of a 
building be devoted to such use. Boat yards and buildings thereon and 
electronics plants and buildings shall be exempt from the provisions of 
this paragraph.” 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 38. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
Law by striking out, in its entirety, paragraph (h) of Section 27 thereof 
and substituting therefor the following new paragraph: 


“h, Permit non-conforming uses and structures for indefinite periods, 
to continue for the life of such use, provided that: 


(1.) Except as may be otherwise specifically set forth in this sec- 
tion, no permit shall be issued in any residence or historical district for 
any building or structure which is not harmonious in character and 
appearance with the neighborhood. 
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(2) Any permit for any non-conforming structure or use shall be 
issued only to the owner or prospective owner of the premises affected, 
and shall automatically become void upon subsequent lease or trans- 
fer of title of the premises other than by bequest, however, this shall 
not prevent any such subsequent lessee or owner from reapplying for 
such permit on his own behalf. 

(3) No permit shall be issued in any residence, historical or agri- 
cultural district for any outside display of goods or for any sign greater 
in area than four (4) square feet accessory to a permitted non-conform- 
ing use. 

(4) ‘The scope and limits of any such non-conforming use or struc- 
ture permitted shall be clearly and fully set forth in the permit, and 
such use or structure shall not be further varied or extended without 
further permission from the Board of Appeals after a public hearing. 
Any such unauthorized variance or extension shall constitute grounds 
for revocation of the permit. 

(5) Any such permit may be revoked by the Board of Appeals upon 
complaint of any aggrieved party after notifying the holder of the per- 
mit, a public hearing, and finding that the permit has been violated. 

(6) Any such permit shall automatically expire whenever a non- 
conforming use authorized under this section has been discontinued for 
a period of two consecutive years.” or act or do anything else in the 
matter. 

On petition of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation and said report was read to those assembled. The recommen- 
dation was for the adoption of Article 38 as printed in the Warrant for 
the following reason: 


The revisions of Section 27-h proposed in this article have been 
drafted at the request of the Board of Appeals for clarification and 
limitations of this necessarily rather broad and discretionary section 
of the Zoning By-law. The Board of Appeals has approved the changes 
proposed herein. 

Paragraph 1 would give the Appeals Board guidance in determining 
whether a proposed use or structure would be compatable with the 
neighborhood. 

Paragraph 2 would specify that an exception shall be issued to a 
particular party, and that it not be transferable (except by bequest 
upon death) without a new hearing and a new permit being issued to 
the new owner or lessee. 

Paragraph 3 would prohibit any outside display of goods in con- 
nection with any exception granted in residence, agricultural or histor- 
ical districts, and would limit the size of any signs permitted as acces- 
sory to an exception in such districts. 

Paragraph 4 is essentially the same as a corresponding provision 
in the present section, but is stronger and clearer in language and 
would make any violation of the conditions of a permit grounds for its 
revocation. 

Paragraph 5 is identical to a provision of the present section. 

Paragraph 6 would cut the presently permitted period of grace for 
non-use of a permit (the time during which it may automatically be 
reestablished after temporary discontinuance) from five to two years. 


The Planning Board believes that these suggested changes will be 
improvements over the present section, that they will assist the Appeals 
Board and clarify for all what is permissable and under what condi- 
tions, and that the Town will benefit from these revisions. 

Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Law by striking 
out, it its entirety, paragraph (h) of Section 27 thereof and substituting 
therefor the following new paragraph: 
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“h. Permit non-conforming uses and structures for indefinite periods, 
to continue for the life of such use, provided that: 


(1) Except as may be otherwise specifically set forth in this sec- 
tion, no permit shall be issued in any residence or historical district 
for any building or structure which is not harmonious in character and 
appearance with the neighborhood. 


(2) Any permit for any non-conforming structure or use shall be 
issued only to the owner or prospective owner of the premises affected, 
and shall automatically become void upon subsequent lease or transfer 
of title of the premises other than by bequest, however, this shall not 
prevent any such subsequent lessee or owner from reapplying for such 
permit on his own behalf. 


(3) No permit shall be issued in any residence, historical or agri- 
cultural district for any outside display of goods or for any sign greater 
in area than for (4) square feet accessory to a permitted non-conforming 
use. 


(4) The scope and limits of any such non-conforming use or struc- 
ture permitted shall be clearly and fully set forth in the permit, and 
such use or structure shall not be further varied or extended without 
further permission from the Board of Appeals after a public hearing. 
Any such unauthorized variance or extension shall constitute grounds 
for revocation of the permit. 


(5) Any such permit may be revoked by the Board of Appeals 
upon complaint of any aggrieved party after notifying the holder of the 
permit, a public hearing, and finding that the permit has been violated. 

(6) Any such permit shall automatically expire whenever a non- 
conforming use authorized under this section has been discontinued for 
a period of two consecutive years.” 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 39. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-law so as to provide for different types of Agricultural Districts 
with varying minimum lot sizes by adopting the following changes: 


1. In Section 3 (Districts) strike out the existing designation “Agri- 
cultural District,’ and substitute therefor three new designations, as 
follows: 

Agricultural District A 

Agricultural District B 

Agricultural District C 


2. In Section 14, Schedule A (Minimum Lot Areas) strike out the 
words and numbers “Agricultural District—10,000 square feet,’ and 
substitute therefor three new sets of words and numbers as follows: 


Agricultural District A—40,000 square feet 
Agricultural District B—20,000 square feet 
Agricultural District C—-10,000 square feet 


3. In Section 14, Schedule B (Minimum Average Width) strike out 
the words and numbers “Agricultural District—75 feet,’ and substitute 
therefor three new sets of words and numbers, as follows: 

Agricultural District A—150 feet 

Agricultural District B—100 feet 

Agricultural District C—75 feet 


4. On the Zoning Map legend, strike out the designation ‘“Agri- 
cultural District—AG” and substitute therefor three new designations, 
as follows: 

Agricultural District A—AGA 

Agricultural District B—AGB 

Agricultural District C—AG (AGC) 
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5. On the Zoning Map, change the designation of all areas now 
shown as “AG” to “AGC,” or act or do anything else in the matter. 
On petition of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation and said report was read to those assembled. The recommenda- 
tion was for the adoption of Article 39 as printed in the Warrant for 
the following reason: 


There are presently in the Warrant articles asking to increase the 
minimum lot size in certain Agricultural Districts without changing the 
uses permitted. In order to make favoable action on these articles pos- 
sible, the Planning Board, in this article proposes to establish two new 
types of Agricultural Districts, in which the uses remain unchanged 
from the present, but the minimum area and average widths would be 
changed as set forth in the article. This is identical in nature to the 
change that was made in 1957 setting up different types of residence 
districts. This article does not change any land; it merely makes it 
possible for land to be so changed if voted by Town Meeting under 
other articles. Otherwise all Agricultural Districts remain unchanged, 
at 10,000 square feet minimum. The Planning Board believes that these 
proposed new type districts will improve the Zoning By-law. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-law so as to pro- 
vide for different types of Agricultural Districts with varying minimum 
lot sizes by adopting the following changes: 


1. In Section 3 (Districts) strike out the existing designation “Agri- 
cultural District,” and substitute therefor three new designations, as 
follows: 

Agricultural District A 
Agricultural District B 
Agricultural District C 


2. In Section 14, Schedule A (Minimum Lot Areas) strike out the 
words and numbers “Agricultural District—10,000 square feet,’ and sub- 
stitute therefor three new sets of words and numbers as follows: 


Agricultural District A—40,000 square feet 
Agricultural District B—20,000 square feet 
Agricultural District C—10,000 square feet 


3. In section 14, Schedule B (Minimum Average Width) strike out 
the words and numbers “Agricultural District—75 feet,” and substitute 
therefor three new sets of words and numbers, as follows: 

Agricultural District A—150 feet 
Agricultural District B—100 feet 
Agricultural District C—75 feet 


4. On the Zoning Map legend, strike out the designation “Agricul- 
tural District—AG” and substitute therefor three new designations, as 
follows: 

Agricultural District A—AGA 
Agricultural District B—AGB 
Agricultural District C—AG (AGC) 


5. On the Zoning Map, change the designation of all areas now 
shown as “AG” to “AGC.” 
Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 40. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
law so as to permit apartment and cooperative apartment buildings in 
residence and certain other, districts by adopting the following changes: 


1. In Section 2 (Definitions) add and insert the following new para- 
graph: 
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“o. Apartment or cooperative apartment building: A multiple dwel- 
ling containing three or more dwelling (apartment) units, designed 
and/or used for occupancy on the basis of a lease or outright purchase 
of equity.” 


2. In Section 4 (Single Residence Districts) add and insert the 
following paragraph: 

3a. Apartment or cooperative apartment buildings, subject to the re- 
quirements of Section 15A.” 


3. In Section 6 (Public Use District) at the end of paragraph 3, 
after the word “institution,’” add and insert the following new clause; 

“« ...and that all apartment buildings shall conform to the re- 
quirements of Section 15A.” 


So that the said paragraph 3 shall then read as follows: 


“3. Churches, parish houses, schools, libraries, museums, hospitals 
and sanitoria, educational, research and philanthropic institutions, pas- 
senger stations and cemeteries; provided that dormitories, lodging 
houses, apartments, cafes, lecture rooms and research laboratories shall 
be only such as are owned or operated by a duly chartered educational 
or research institution, and that all apartment buildings shall conform 
to the requirements of Section 15A.” 


4. In Section 6 (Public Use District) in the second line of the 
final unnumbered paragraph, after the word “buildings,’ add and in- 
sert the words: 


“.. other than dwellings .. .” so that the said unnumbered para- 
graph shall then read as follows: 


“All buildings shall conform with this by-law and with other laws, 
except that buildings, other than dwellings, may be three stories and 
not over fifty feet high.” 


5. In Section 8 (Business District) at the end of paragraph 2, after 
the word “by-laws,” add and insert the following phrase: 


“,.. but not subject to the provisions of Section 15A of this by-law.” 
So that the said paragraph 2 shall then read as follows: 


“2. Apartment houses, subject to the provisions of Section 21 and 
of other laws and by-laws, but not subject to the provisions of Sec- 
tion 15A of this by-law.” 


6. In Section 11 (Height Regulations) in paragraph (a) strike out 
the words “excepting hotels,’ and strike out existing paragraph (b) in 
its entirety, and change the designation of the present paragraph (c) 
to “b”, so that the said Section 11 shall then read as follows: 


“(a) The limit of height in all residence districts shall be two and 
one-half stories, not to exceed thirty-five feet. 


(b) The limitation of height in feet shall not apply to chimneys, 
ventilators, skylights, tanks, bulkheads, penthouses, and other necessary 
features usually carried above roofs, nor to towers or spires of churches 
and other buildings, if such features are in no way used for living pur- 
poses.” 


7. In Section 14 (Minimum Lot Sizes) at the end of paragraph 2, im- 
mediately following schedule B, add and insert the following new 
sentence: 


“This shall not apply to buildings erected under the provisions of 
Section 15A.” 


So that the said paragraph 2 shall then read as follows: 
“2. Not more than one building for dwelling purposes shall be 


erected on single lot. This shall not apply to buildings erected under 
the provisions of Section 15A.” 
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8. After Section 15, add and insert a new section, as follows: 


“Section 155A. REGULATIONS FOR APARTMENT BUILDINGS: 

A. Apartment and cooperative apartment buildings permitted under 
paragraph 3A of Section 4, and lots therefor, shall conform to the fol- 
lowing requirements and conditions: 


1. For every such structure, or group of structures, there shall be 
provided a specifically defined lot, not more than 10% of the area 
of which shall be marsh, tidal marsh or swamp as defined in Section 
36 of this By-law, which shall have a minimum total area in relation 
to the number of apartment units which may be permitted to be erected 
thereon in terms of the minimum lot areas for the various districts as 
set forth in Section 14, as follows: 

For the first apartment unit: 100% 

For each of the next three apartment units: 75% or 10,000 sq. ft. 
whichever is greater. 

For each of the next eight apartment units: 50% or 17,500 sq. ft., 
whichever is greater. 

For each apartment unit over twelve: 40% or 6,000 sq. ft. whichever 
is greater. 


2. For each apartment unit in any such structure or group of 
structures, there shall be provided not less than 300 sq. ft. of parking 
space, open or enclosed, exclusive of the driveways. 


3. Any such structure containing over three apartment units shall 
be located not less than 75 feet from any street line, nor less than 50 
feet from any adjoining lot line, and any such structure containing over 
eight apartment units shall be located not less than 100 feet from any 
such street or lot line. 


4. For each such structure or group of structures there shall be 
permitted not more than one sign for each entry driveway from an 
adjoining street; such signs shall be not more than 10 sq. ft. in area, and 
may be illuminated by not more than 100 watts of fixed, incandescent 
light only; any such illumination shall be so arranged that the light 
source is not directly visible from any adjacent street or dwelling. 


B. This section shall not apply to two-family houses permitted 
under Section 5, nor to apartments permitted under paragraph 2 of 
Section 8, nor to alterations of existing dwellings where permitted under 
Section 27a.” 


9. In Section 16 (Yards) at the end of paragraph (e) add and in- 
sert the following new sentence: 

“This paragraph shall not apply to apartments and cooperative 
apartment buildings permitted under paragraph 3A of Section 4, and 
to be constructed under the provisions of Section 15A.” 

So that the said paragraph (e) shall then read as follows: 

“(e) HOTEL YARDS. 

A hotel, apartment hotel or apartment house containing over two- 
and one-half stories shall have a front yard of not less than fifty feet 
in depth, a back yard of not less than one hundred feet in depth, and 
side yards equal in width to the distance of the highest point of the 
roof above the average grade at the building. This paragraph shall 
not apply to apartment and cooperative apartment buildings permitted 


under paragraph 3a of Section 4, and to be constructed under the pro- 
visions of Section 15A.” 


10. In Section 21, at the end of the first paragraph add and insert 
the following new sentence: 


“This section shall not apply to apartment and cooperative apart- 
ment buildings permitted under paragraph 3a of Section 4 and to be 
constructed under the provisions of Section 15A.” 
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So that the said first paragraph of Section 21 shall then read as 
follows: 


“No permit for an apartment house, billboard, boarding or lodging 
house, hotel, apartment hotel, or for the place of business of any 
blacksmith, builder, carpenter, contractor, ice house, mason, plumber, 
roofer, tinsmith, telephone exchange, upholsterer, undertaker, or for 
any mentioned use under heads 8, 9 and 10 of Section 8 and para- 
graphs 5 and 6 of Section 17, or for anything permitted only under 
Section 9, shall be granted by the Building Inspector except with the 
written approval of the Selectmen as provided in this section. This 
section shall not apply to apartment and cooperative apartment build- 
ings permitted under paragraph 3a of Section 4 and to be constructed 
under the provisions of Section 15A,” or act or do anything else in the 
matter. 

On petition of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation and said report was read to those assembled. The recommenda- 
tion was for the adoption of Article 40 as printed in the Warrant for 
the following reasons: 


Over recent years, there has been developing in this country an 
increasing demand for the suburban or rural apartment house or co- 
operative apartment building. This trend seems now to have arrived 
on the doorstep of Cape Cod, and the Town should face this apparent 
tendency toward change in dwelling habits and desires and decide how 
best to cope with it. 


The development of zoning in residential areas in Falmouth over 
the years has been toward increasing rather than decreasing, the area 
of land required for a dwelling unit, and to look less and less favorably 
upon multi-family housing. This has been for the purpose of preventing 
overcrowding of the land and preserving open space. 


Under the present zoning, apartment houses are permitted in Busi- 
ness and Industrial Districts, and have occasionally been allowed by 
variances in other districts. In all such cases, the only basic limitations 
are the 50% maximum coverage of the lot and the usual residential set- 
back and yard restrictions. 


It seems to the Planning Board that multiple housing is not, in it- 
self, necessarily objectionable, provided that it is controlled as to height 
and proximity to adjoining property, and that such housing is set on 
enough land to avoid overcrowding, to maintain a country atmosphere, 
to provide parking and to allow for adequate sewage disposal. The pro- 
posed amendments would accomplish all these things, and seem to the 
Board to be reasonable. 


Under this multi-paragraph article, which attempts to make all the 
substantive and technical changes necessary to accomplish the broad 
purposes of the article, the numbered paragraphs would accomplish the 
following purposes: 


1. Defines the type of structure intended to be covered. 


2. Permits such structures in Single Residence districts (and hence 
in all other districts) subject to certain conditions to be set forth in a 
new section. (Section 15-A). 

3. Includes “institutional” apartments among those which must 
conform to the proposed density requirements. 

4. Provides that dwellings (including apartments) in Public Use 
districts be not more than two and one half stories. (Three stories pres- 
ently permitted.) 

5. Exempts and excludes apartment houses in Business (and In- 
dustrial) districts from the Special “residential” density requirements 
for apartments in other districts. 
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6. Eliminates special height permission now existing for hotels 
(four stories). The Planning Board now believes that four stories is too 
high for any residential district building in town. 


7. Exempts apartments built under proposed Section 15-A from the 
prohibition against more than one dwelling on a single lot. Since this 
prohibition is intended to prevent overcrowding of land, and such over- 
crowding by the type of buildings considered by this article is ade- 
quately prevented by the provisions of the proposed Section 15-A, there 
should be no objection to placing more than one such apartment build- 
ing on the same lot. 


8. The proposed new Section 15-A, which sets forth in detail the 
areas, set-backs, etc. required for apartment and cooperative apartment 
buildings, is the real meat of this article. It would require, in substance, 
that most of the total area of the apartment lot be usable land, that a 
certain land area be provided for each apartment unit within the 
structure of structures in accordance with a precise formula, that ade- 
guate parking space be provided, and that signs and their illumination 
be controlled. Two-family houses and conversions of existing dwellings 
into apartments, where now permitted under the by-law, are exempted 
from all of the above special density requirements. 


9. Exempts yards and set-backs of apartments constructed under 
the provisions of Section 15-A from the more general requirements of 
existing Section 16-e, since such matters are adequately and specifically 
covered by Section 15-A. 


10. Provides that apartments to be erected under the provisions 
of Sections 3-a and 15-A need not be considered by the Selectmen. 


The Planning Board believes that in proposing the amendments set 
forth in this article it is looking to the future, and that the Town should 
act on this matter now, before pressure for change may result in the 
hurried adoption of less favorable regulations which might work to the 
ultimate detriment of the Town. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-law so as to per- 
mit apartment and cooperative apartment buildings in residence and 
certain other, districts by adopting the following changes: 


1. In Section 2 (Definitions) add and insert the following new 
paragraph: 

“o, Apartment or cooperative apartment building: A multiple dwell- 
ing containing three or more dwelling (apartment) units, designed and/ 
or used for occupancy on the basis of a lease or outright purchase of 
equity.” 

2. In Section 4 (Single Residence Districts) add and insert the fol- 
lowing new paragraph: 

3a. Apartment or cooperative apartment buildings, subject to the 
requirements of Section 15A.” 


3. In Section 6 (Public Use District) at the end of paragraph 3, 
after the word “institution,” add and insert the following new clause; 

« ..and that all apartment buildings shall conform to the require- 
ments of Section 15A.” 

So that the said paragraph 3 shall then read as follows:

6. In Section 11 (Height Regulations) in paragraph (a) strike out 
the words “excepting hotels,” and strike out existing paragraph (b) in 
its entirety, and change the designation of the present paragraph (c) to 
“b”, so that the said Section 11 shall then read as follows: 

“(a) The limit of height in all residence districts shall be two and 
one-half stories, not to exceed thirty-five feet. 

(b) The limitation of height in feet shall not apply to chimneys, 
ventilators, skylights, tanks, bulkheads, penthouses, and other necessary 
features usually carried above roofs, nor to towers or spires of churches 
and other buildings, if such features are in no way used for living 
purposes.”

“Section 15A. REGULATIONS FOR APARTMENT BUILDINGS. 

A. Apartment and cooperative apartment buildings permitted under 
paragraph 3A of Section 4, and lots therefor, shall conform to the fol- 
lowing requirements and conditions: 


1. For every such structure, or group of structures, there shall be 
provided a specifically defined lot, not more than 10% of the area of 
which shall be marsh, tidal marsh or swamp as defined in Section 36 of 
this by-law, which shall have a minimum total area in relation to the 
number of apartment units which may be permitted to be erected there- 
on in terms of the minimum lot areas for the various districts as set 
forth in Section 14, as follows: 

For the first apartment unit: 100% 

For each of the next three apartment units: 75% or 10,000 sq. ft., 
whichever is greater. 

For each of the next eight apartment units: 50% or 17,500 sq. ft., 
whichever is greater. 

For each apartment unit over twelve: 40% or 6,000 sq. ft. whichever 
is greater. 


2. For each apartment unit in any such structure or group of struc- 
tures, there shall be provided not less than 300 sq. ft. of parking space, 
open or enclosed, exclusive of the driveways. 


3. Any such structure containing over three apartment units shall 
be located not less than 75 feet from any street line, nor less than 50 
feet from any adjoining lot line, and any such structure containing over 
eight apartment units shall be located not less than 100 feet from any 
such street or lot line. 
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4. For each such structure or group of structures there shall be 
permitted not more than one sign for each entry driveway from an ad- 
joining street; such signs shall be not more than 10 sq. ft. in area, and 
may be illuminated by not more than 100 watts of fixed, incandescent 
light only; any such illumination shall be so arranged that the light 
source is not directly visible from any adjacent street or dwelling. 


B. This section shall not apply to two-family houses permitted un- 
der Section 5, nor to apartments permitted under paragraph 2 of Section 
8, nor to aiterations of existing dwellings where permitted under Sec- 
tion 27a.” 


9. In Section 16 (Yards) at the end of paragraph (e) add and in- 
sert the following new sentence: 


“This paragraph shall not apply to apartments and cooperative 
apartment buildings permitted under paragraph 3A of Section 4, and 
to be constructed under the provisions of Section 15A.” 

So that the said paragraph (e) shall then read as follows: 

“(e) HOTEL YARDS. 

A hotel, apartment hotel or apartment house containing over two 
and one-half stories shall have a front yard of not less than fifty feet 
in depth, a back yard of not less than one hundred feet in depth, and 
side yards equal in width to the distance of the highest point of the 
roof above the averagé grade at the building. This paragraph shall not 
apply to apartment and cooperative apartment buildings permitted under 
paragraph 3a of Section 4, and to be constructed under the provisions 
of Section 15A.” 


10. In Section 21, at the end of the first paragraph add and in- 
sert the following new sentence: 


“This section shall not apply to apartment and cooperative apart- 
ment buildings permitted under paragraph 3a of Section 4 and to be 
constructed under the provisions of Section 15A.” 


So that the said first paragraph of Section 21 shall then read as 
follows: 

“No permit for an apartment house, billboard, boarding or lodging 
house, hotel, apartment hotel, or for the place of business of any black- 
smith, builder, carpenter, contractor, ice house, mason, plumber, roofer, 
tinsmith, telephone exchange, upholsterer, undertaker, or for any men- 
tioned use under heads 8, 9 and 10 of Section 8 and paragraphs 5 and 6 
of Section 7, or for anything permitted only under Section 9, shall be 
granted by the Building Inspector except with the written approval of 
the Selectmen as provided in this section. This section shall not apply 
to apartment and cooperative apartment buildings permitted under 
paragraph 3a of Section 4 and to be constructed under the provisions 
of Section 15A.” 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 41. To see if the Town will vote to change from a Gen- 
eral Residence District to a Single Residence C District and so record 
on the Zoning By-law Map the following described parcel of land in 
Falmouth Village on the westerly side of Shore Street, more partic- 
ularly bounded as follows: 

Easterly by Shore Street; 

Southerly by Surf Drive; 

Westerly by Walker Street; 

Northerly by Ludlam Street; 

Westerly again by Fresh Pond and the present Public Use District, 
and 

Northerly by the present Business District, or act or do anything 
else in the matter. 

On petition of James H. Smith and others. 
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The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation and said report was read to those assembled. The recommenda- 
tion was for the adoption of Article 41 for the following reason: 


The territory both East and West of the subject area is now zoned 
Single Residence C. Although there exist within the area a number of 
houses renting rooms, several doctors’ offices and,some large houses 
converted into apartments (all uses conditionally permitted in a Single 
Residence District) the area is primarily in single residence use and so 
appears. This proposed change is strongly supported by the area res- 
idents, generally, who wish to ensure that further two-family houses 
will not be built in the area in the future. The Planning Board concurs 
in this view and believes that the proposed change will improve the 
area, will protect or enhance property values and will be good for the 
‘Town. 


Voted, that the Town does change from a General Residence Dis- 
trict to a Single Residence C District and so record on the Zoning By- 
law Map the following descibed parcel of land in Falmouth Village on 
the westerly side of Shore Street, more particularly bounded as follows: 

Easterly by Shore Street; 

Southerly by Surf Drive; 

Westerly by Walker Street; 

Northerly by Ludlam Street; 

Westerly again by Fresh Pond and the present Public Use District, 

and Northerly by the present Business District. 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Voted, that this meeting continue after 11:00 o’clock p.m. 
Passed by a unanimous vote. 


Article 42. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-law by numbering the first paragraph (“In residence . . .” etc.) of 
Section 14 thereof “1,” and by numbering the second paragraph (“Not 
more than...” etc.) of said Section 14 “2”, and further, by striking 
out, in their entirety, the third and fourth (next to last and last) 
paragraphs of said Section 14 and substituting therefor the following 
new paragraphs: 

“3. Any lot shown on a plan duly recorded at the Registry of 
Deeds prior to May 3, 1926, and any lot of less than 7,500 square feet 
shown on a plan so recorded prior to October 27, 1952 may be used, 
after due notice and public hearing before the Board of Appeals, pro- 
vided that there is no contiguous open lot (lot without dwelling) under 
the same ownership. If there is such contiguous open lot (or lots) 
under the same ownership, the Board of Appeals shall require that 
such lots be merged, so as to provide the maximum possible area up to 
10,000 square feet per new lot thus created, except that, if the total 
combined area of such contiguous open lots under one ownership is 
more than 10,000, but less than 20,000 square feet, the Board of Appeals 
may permit the creation of, and issuance of building permits for, not 
more than two (2) new lots of less than 10,000 square feet in area each.” 


“4, Any lot on which more than one dwelling existed prior to 
May 3rd, 1926, may be divided and sold to separate owners after due 
notice and Public Hearing before the Board of Appeals. 


5. Any lot of 17,500 square feet or more shown on a plan duly 
recorded at the Registry of Deeds prior to Otcober 27, 1952, and any lot 
of 10,000 square feet or more so recorded prior to June 28, 1957, may 
be used without the necessity of applying to the Board of Appeals,” or 
act or do anything else in the matter. 

On petition of the Falmouth Planning Board. 

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation and said report was read to those assembled. The recommenda- 
tion was that Article 42, as printed in the Warrant, be amended by 
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striking out, in the second sentence of the proposed paragraph 3, all 
after the words “except that,’ and substituting therefor new wording, 
so that the said second sentence shall shen read as follows: 


“Tf there is such contiguous open lot (or lots) under the same own- 
ership, the Board of Appeals shall require that such lots be merged, so 
as to provide the maximum possible area up to 10,000 square feet per 
new lot thus created, except that, if the total combined area of such con- 
tinuous open lots under one ownership is more than 10,000 square feet, 
the Board of Appeals may permit the creation of, and issuance of build- 
ing permits for, a total number of lots less than 10,000 square feet equal 
to the number of 10,000 square foot lots, plus one, that could be laid 
out within the entire tract under one ownership. As used in this section, 
the word “contiguous” shall be interpreted to mean having a common 
boundary equal in length to at least one-half the total length of the 
longer boundary adjoining.” 

(This amendment is proposed because the original wording covered 
only groups of lots totaling up to 20,000 square feet, whereas the intent 
was to apply this principle to areas totaling any multiple of 10,000.) 


Planning Board then further recommends that Article 42 be adopted 
as so amended. 


Explanation: ‘This article proposes no change in the first and second 
paragraphs of the present Section 14 except to assign them numbers for 
easier reference, and makes no change in the meaning and intent of the 
present final paragraph (number 5, in the proposed new section) al- 
though the wording is revised to make it simpler and clearer. Para- 
graph 4 is identical to a provision of the present section. The sub- 
stantive change proposed is in the third paragraph, and is aimed at 
putting an end to the perpetuation of the development of individual, 
adjoining undersize lots and building on such lots or combinations of 
fractions of such lots having areas greatly below the minimum size 
now permitted by the zoning by-law. 


Section 7A of Chap. 40-A, Gen. Laws (Zoning Enabling Act) protects 
the status of unsold lots of record in subdivisions from subsequent 
changes of zoning (including increased lot size) for a period of five years 
after approval of the subdivision. It recognizes the principle of not per- 
petuating a non-conforming condition or use, and implies that, after 
such five year period of grace, if the minimum lot size required by zon- 
ing has been increased in the meantime, the unsold lots should no longer 
have protected non-conforming status under the zoning by-law, and 
should be redivided so as to conform to the then existing area require- 
ments. In various court actions in the past several years within the 
Commonwealth, the Courts have upheld denials of permissions to use 
open (unbuilt-upon) undersize lots of record where such lots adjoined 
other open, undersize lots under the same ownership. 


The Planning Board believes that it is contrary to the principles of 
zoning to permit building on grossly undersize lots where other adjoin- 
ing lots under the same ownership are also undeveloped. The change 
proposed here, as amended at the time of the hearing, would require 
that if two or more undeveloped, undersize, adjoining lots exist under 
one ownership, such lots must be merged so as to increase the- area of 
the new lot(s) thus created to as much as possible up to 10,000 square 
feet, or, under certain special conditions into a group of lots of essentially 
equal areas less than 10,000 square feet totaling a multiple of 10,000 plus 
one. 


Lots of 7,500 square feet or more recorded prior to Oct. 27, 1952 
(when 10,000 square foot minimum was adopted) and lots of 10,000 square 
feet or more recorded prior to June 28, 1957 (when 20,000 and 40,000 
square foot minimums were adopted in certain sections) are exempted 
from the merging requirement, and may be used “as is” without appeal 
or hearing, as at present, set forth in paragraph 5 under this article. 
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The Planning Board believes that this proposed change is reasonable, 
that it is in accord with the intent of the law and the principles of zon- 
ing, and that it will be beneficial to the Town and the various neighbor- 
hoods where its provisions would apply. 


Voted, on a motion duly made and seconded that the Planning 
Board’s recommended motion be amended by striking out 10,000 square 
feet in four places where it appears in the new paragraph 3, and insert 
in place thereof 7,200 square feet in such four places. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-law by numbering 
the first paragraph (“In residence .. .” etc.) of Section 14 thereof “1.” 
and by numbering the second paragraph (“Not more than .. .” etc.) of 
said Section 14 “2”, and further, by striking out, in their entirety, the 
third and fourth (next to last and last) paragraphs of said Section 14 
and substituting therefor the following new paragraphs, as amended: 


“3. Any lot shown on a plan duly recorded at the Registry of Deeds 
prior to May 3, 1926, and any lot of less than 7,500 square feet shown 
on a plan so recorded prior to October 27, 1952 may be used, after due 
notice and public hearing before the Board of Appeals, provided that 
there is no contiguous open lot (lot without dwelling) under the same 
ownership. If there is such contiguous open lot (or lots) under the 
same ownership, the Board of Appeals shall require that such lots be 
merged, so as to provide the maximum possible area up to 10,000 square 
feet per new lot thus created. If there is such contiguous open lot (or 
lots) under the same ownership, the Board of Appeals shall require that 
such lots be merged, so as to provide the maximum possible area up to 
7,200 square feet per new lot thus created, except that, if the total com- 
bined area of such continuous open lots under one ownership is more 
than 7,200 square feet, the Board of Appeals may permit the creation 
of, and issuance of building permits for, a total number of lots less than 
7,200 square feet equal to the number of 7,200 square foot lots, plus 
one, that could be be laid out within the entire tract under one owner- 
ship. As used in this section, the word “contiguous” shall be interpreted 
to mean having a common boundary equal in length to at least one- 
half the total length of the longer boundary adjoining.” 


“4. Any lot on which more than one dwelling existed prior to May 
3rd, 1926, may be divided and sold to separate owners after due notice 
and Public Hearing before the Board of Appeals. 


5. Any lot of 7,500 square feet or more shown on a plan duly re- 
corded at the Registry of Deeds prior to October 27, 1952, and any lot of 
10,000 square feet or more so recorded prior to June 28, 1957, may be 
used without the necessity of applying to the Board of Appeals.” 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


The time being 11:43 o’clock p.m. it was voted that the meeting be 
adjourned until the following evening, March 4, at 7:30 o’clock p.m, at 
the same place.

The Board is assured by the Selectmen that the proposed new (and 
simplified) wording will in no way affect or prejudice the right of any 
party aggrieved by any administrative decision made under the Zoning 
By-law to an ultimate appeal to the court, if he so wishes. 


Voted, that the Town does amend Section 26 of the Zoning By-law

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 44. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
Law and so record on the Zoning Map by changing from a Residential 
District to a Business District a certain parcel of land situated in that 
part of the Town of Falmouth, Barnstable County, Massachusetts called 
Teaticket, bounded and described as follows:—

SOUTHEASTERLY by Corte Real Avenue, One Hundred Two and 
48/100 (102.48) feet; and 

SOUTHERLY by a curve with 39.03 foot radius forming the street 
intersection, Sixty-one and 84/100 (61.84) feet. 

Containing 13,900 square feet according to said plan. 

By a counted vote, 1 vote in favor and 189 voted against, the motion 
was not passed because it lacked the necessary two-thirds vote. 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 


Article 48. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
Laws and so record on the Zoning Map by changing from a Residential 
District to a Business District that parcel of land bounded and described 
as follows:—

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
Laws by changing from a public use district to a business district and so 
record on the zoning by-law map a certain portion of that parcel of land 
located on the northwesterly side of the State Highway (Route #28) in 
that part of Falmouth called Teaticket and being commonly called the 
“Lawrence Park Tract”, said portion lying more than fifty (50) feet 
westerly of the State Highway and more than fifty (50) feet northerly 
of Jones Road so as to decrease the existing public use district from a 
present two hundred (200) feet public use district on the westerly side 
line of Route #28 to a fifty (50) foot public use district and to decrease 
the one hundred (100) foot public use district northerly of Jones Road 
to a fifty (50) feet public use district, or act or do anything else in the 
matter.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation and said report was read to those assembled. The recommenda- 
tion was for the indefinite postponement of Article 49 for the following 
reason: 


The subject Public Use District was created some five years ago by 
vote of Town Meeting in accord with the recommendation of the Plan- 
ning Board and with the knowledge and consent of the then owner, 
who had, at that time, plans for a shopping center on that part of the 
total tract which was voted as a Business District. The purpose of the 
wide Public Use District was, and is, to keep business structures and 
activities far back from the roadside at this busy intersection. The 
plans of the earlier owner never materialized, and the property was 
sold. In the past several years, unsuccessful attempts have been made 
to establish business activities, including a gasoline station, within the 
Public Use area. 


The Board feels that the original vote of Town Meeting creating 
the Business District with Public Use set back was reasonable; that the 
existing Business District would not have been voted (or recommended 
by the Planning Board) without such protection, that the Public Use 
District was created for a definite purpose and that it should not now 
be reduced in width. 


Voted, indefinitely postponed. 


Article 50. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
Law by changing and so noting on the Zoning By-Law Map from a 
Public Use District to a Business District a certain parcel of land de- 
scribed as follows: 


On the West side of Sandwich Road, at its intersection with Route 
151, being 500 feet in length on Sandwich Road and 500 feet in length on 
Route 151, and having a Public Use District of 100 feet set back to the 
Business District on Sandwich Road and Route 151. We are petitioning 
that this set-back be reduced from 100 foot setback to a 50 foot set-back 
and the remaining 50 feet to be changed to a Business District, or act or 
do anything else in the matter. 


On petition of Harvey G. Clauson Jr., and others. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation and said report was read to those assembled. The recommenda- 
tion was for the indefinite postponement of Article 50 for the following 
reason: 


The subject Public Use District was created several years ago by 
vote of Town Meeting in accord with the recommendation of the Plan- 
ning Board, and with the knowledge and consent of the owner, now the 
petitioner. Its purpose was, and is, to ensure a setback from the high- 
ways of the Business District created at the same time. 


The Board feels that this Public Use District should not now be 
reduced in width. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Law by changing 
and so noting on the Zoning By-Law Map from a Public Use District 
to a Business District a certain parcel of land described as follows: 


On the West side of Sandwich Road, at its intersection with Route 
151, being 500 feet in length on Sandwich Road and 500 feet in length 
on Route 151, and having a Public Use District of 100 feet setback to 
the Business District on Sandwich Road and Route 151. We are peti- 
tioning that this setback be reduced from 100 foot setback to a 50 foot 
setback and the remaining 50 feet to be changed to a Business District. 


By a counted vote, 21 voted in favor and 162 voted against, the 
motion was not passed because it lacked the necessary two-thirds vote. 


Voted, indefinitely postponed. 
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Article 51. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
law by adding and inserting, after Section 14 thereof, the following new 
section: 


“Section 14A. CLUSTER ZONING ’ 


A. Any provisions of Section 14 of this By-law to the contrary not- 
withstanding, when shown on a plan endorsed by the Planning Board 
“Approved for Cluster Zoning’. Lots of less than the minimum areas or 
widths specified in Section 14 may be laid out, and dwellings may be 
erected on such lots, but only in conformance with conditions set forth 
herein. 


B. Such endorsement by the Planning Board shall be given only 
when and if the plan meets the following minimum requirements and 
conditions: 

1. The total area of the tract covered by the plan shall be not less 
than 20 acres. 

2. The tract is located in a district where the normally permitted 
minimum lot area is 20,000 square feet or more. 

3. The minimum permitted lot size shall be not less than 15,000 square 
feet in a 20,000 square foot district, and not less than one-half the nor- 
mally permitted minimum area in districts requiring larger lots. 

4. The minimum average width of lots shall be not less than 75 feet 
in a 20,000 square foot district and not less than two-thirds of the nor- 
mally required minimum average width in districts requiring larger lots. 

5. The total number of lots for building purposes within the tract 
shown on the plan shall be not more than the number of times that the 
total area of the tract, in square feet, exclusive of roads, is wholly divis- 
ible by the minimum lot size, in square feet, normally required for the 
district in which the tract is located. 

6. The lots for building purposes shall be grouped in a cluster or 
clusters, and within each cluster the lots shall be contiguous. 

7. All the remaining land in the tract, not contained in the lots or 
within the road rights of-way, shall be contiguous, or if not contiguous, 
in parcels of not less than one acre each in area, and of such size, shape 
and condition as to be usable for recreation. The total area of such 
remaining land shall be not less than one acre for each 10 building lots 
within the tract. 

8. All such remaining land shall be permanently dedicated, by cove- 
nant or comparable legal instrument or instruments, to the community 
use of the owners of the lots within the development tract, for recre- 
ational purposes only, and shall not be further subdivided or used for 
building purposes, excepting structures incidental to such recreational 
use. (This shall not preclude such open area being given to or taken 
by the Town, should Town Meeting, at some future time, so vote, but in 
such case, the Town shall not use any such area for any purpose other 
than recreational or educational.) 


C. All dwellings and accessory buildings erected under the provi- 
sions of this section shall conform to all other provisions of this by-law, 
which shall not be varied except by the Board of Appeals, in the usual 
manner.” Or act or do anything else in the matter. 

On petition of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation and said report was read to those assembled. The recommenda- 
tion was for the adoption of Article 51 as printed in the Warrant for 
the following reason: 


The concept of cluster zoning (sometimes referred to as density 
zoning) is far from new, although it is perhaps new to this area. It has 
been used, with considerable success, in many communities. A nearby 
example of the cluster treatment is to be found in the New Seabury 
development in South Mashpee. 
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The purpose of cluster zoning is to permit more fluid use of land 
for developments, and to permit better planning and location of house 
lo*s with relation to the terrain, while providing for permanent open 
areas, without increasing the over-all density of building within the 
total development. 


The applicability of cluster zoning is necessarily limited to tracts 
of relatively large area. Some communities have put the minimum area 
to be considered for this treatment as high as fifty acres. The Planning 
Board believes that this principle can be used in Falmouth in subdivi- 
sion tracts as small as twenty acres, as specified in the article but in 
line with other communities using cluster zoning, believes that it should 
not be used on zoning districts where the minimum lot size is much less 
than one-half acre. The article would require that cluster zoning only 
be used in districts where the minimum lot size is 2,000 square feet or 
more. 


While the introduction of a decision of the Planning Board as a con- 
dition of the applicability of a section of the Zoning By-Law (as pro- 
posed by this article) is new, it is apparently permissible under the en- 
abling statute, and it is the opinion of the Planning Board that it is the 
administrative body best qualified to judge when and where the prin- 
ciple of cluster zoning should be applied to a subdivision. It is expected 
that, if this article is adopted, the Planning Board will normally not, 
on its own initiative, propose cluster zoning to a prospective developer, 
and would not so endorse a plan without the agreement of the developer. 
Such endorsement (for cluster zoning) would only be given when and 
if the Board considered that it would be beneficial to the Town, and 
only in conformance with the mandatory requirements set forth in Sec- 
tion 14-A as proposed in this article. 


If this proposed Section 14-A is adopted, the Planning Board will 
amend its Subdivision Regulations to cover actions taken under Sec- 
tion 14-A, and to set forth in detail, for the benefit of surveyors and 
developers the requirements for cluster zoning plans and the information 
to be included thereon. 


The Planning Board believes that the Zoning By-Law and subdivi- 
sion control, will be improved, modernized and made more flexible by 
the adoption of this article, that it will work to the benefit of the Town, 
and recommends that the Town give the matter serious consideration. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Law by adding 
and inserting, after Section 14 thereof, the following new section: 


“Section 144A. CLUSTER ZONING 


A. Any provisions of Section 14 of this By-Law to the contrary 
notwithstanding, when shown on a plan endorsed by the Planning Board 
“Approved for Cluster Zoning”. Lots of less than the minimum areas or 
widths specified in Section 14 may be laid out, and dwellings may be 
erected on such lots, but only in conformance with conditions set forth 
herein. 


B. Such endorsement by the Planning Board shall be given only 
when and if the plan meets the following minimum requirements and 
conditions: 

1. The total area of the tract covered by the plan shall be not less 
than 20 acres. 

2. The tract is located in a district where the normally permitted 
minimum lot area is 20,000 square feet or more. 

3. The minimum permitted lot size shall be not less than 15,000 
square feet in a 20,000 square foot district, and not less than one-half 
the normally permitted minimum area in districts requiring larger lots.

6. The lots for building purposes shall be grouped in a cluster or 
clusters, and within each cluster the lots shall be contiguous. 

7. All the remaining land in the tract, not contained in the lots or 
within the road rights-of-way, shall be contiguous, or if not contiguous, 
in parcels of not less than one acre each in area, and of such size, shape 
and condition as to be usable for recreation. The total area of such 
remaining land shall be not less than one acre for each 10 building 
lots within the tract. 

8. All such remaining land shall be permanently dedicated, by cove- 
nant or comparable legal instrument or instruments, to the community 
use of the owners of the lots within the development tract, for recre- 
ational purposes only, and shall not be further subdivided or used for 
building purposes, excepting structures incidental to such recreational 
use. (This shall not preclude such open area being given to or taken 
by the Town, should Town Meeting, at some future time, so vote, but 
in such case, the Town shall not use any such area for any purpose — 
other than recreational or educational.)

“B”, all land now zoned Agricultural, (AG), within the area bounded 
and described as follows: Land now zoned other than “AG” NOT to be 
changed.

This motion was passed. 
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Article 53. To see if the Town will vote to amend the zoning By- 
law, and so record on the Zoning Map, by changing from a Single Resi- 
dence District “B”, to an Agricultural District “B”, parcel of land in 
Hatchville, bounded and described as follows: 


Beginning at a bound on the East Side of the Meeting House Road 
at the Northwest corner of the property of William Labonte, thence 
Easterly by the Northerly property line of said William Labonte 928.45 
feet to the shore line of Coonamessett Pond, thence Southerly and 
Easterly by the shore line of Coonamessett Pond along the property 
of A. Robert Gunning and other property of said William Labonte to 
a bound on the North East corner of ‘the property of said Labonte, 
thence Southerly by the property line of said Labonte 2275 feet to a 
bound on the North side of Meeting House Road, thence North West- 
erly by the Meeting House Road to Turner Road, thence North West- 
erly by Turner Road approximately 900 feet to a bound on the FEast-

To see if the Town will vote to amend the zoning 
By-law, and so record on the Zoning Map, by changing from an Agri- 
cultural District (Agricultural District “C”) to an Agricultural District 
“B” all land now zoned Agricultural (AG) within the area bounded and 
described as follows: (Public Use and Single Residence “C” district 
within the area not to be changed.): 


Beginning at the junetion of the new State Highway, Route 28, 
with Thomas B. Landers Road; thence running Easterly by Thomas B. 
Landers Road to Sam Turner Road; thence running Southeasterly and

Passed by a unanimous vote. 

Voted, to continue this meeting after 11:00 o’clock p.m. 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 55. To see if the Town will vote to change that parcel of 
land on the easterly side of Route 28A in North Falmouth, to a light 
industrial district from an agricultural district into which the prop- 
erty is presently zoned, and so record on the master zoning plan or 
map of the Town, said parcel being bounded and described as follows: 


A certain parcel of land situated in that part of Falmouth, Barn- 
stable County, Massachusetts, known as North Falmouth, and more 
particularly bounded and described as follows: 

WESTERLY by the State Highway; 

NORTHERLY by land now or formerly of Henry L. Shurbet et al 
and land now or formerly of Asa L. Pattee, 2,400 feet more or less;

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation and said report was read to those assembled. The recommenda- 
tion was for the indefinite postponement of Article 55 for the following 
reason: 


This article is another of the recurring requests to change zoning 
based upon promises of beneficial use for unspecified purposes by a 
supposedly definite, but unidentified, organization (in this case allegedly 
an electronics firm). 


On various occasions in the past, the Town has voted zoning 
district changes based upon glowing descriptions of use and structures 
to be built, and on some of such occasions has had cause to regret its 
action when the advertised use did not materialize. 


The Board is not against industry, and indeed welcomes and en- 
courages any industrial activity which weuld not be offensive in 
nature. There are now areas in the Town zoned for industry which 
are not in use, however, and the Board is not persuaded that it would 
be a good idea to create a new Industrial District based upon vague 
promises of performance. The local community in the section of town 
affected appears to be opposed to the proposed change.

114 voted in favor and 75 voted against, the 
motion was not passed because it lacked the necessary two-thirds vote. 


Voted, that Article 55 be postoned to the next Town Meeting. 
This motion was passed. 


The time being 11:52 o’clock p.m., it was voted that the meeting 
adjourn until the following evening, Thursday, March 5, at 7:30 o’clock 
p.m., at the same place.

The meeting was called to order at 7:35 o’clock p.m. A count of the 
Town Meeting Members showed 180 present and a quorum was declared, 
the necessary number to constitute a quorum being 125. 


The invocation was offered by the Rev. J. M. Bettencourt Avila, 
Pastor of the St. Anthony’s Church, East Falmouth. 


Article 56. To see if the Town will vote to acquire as a school

In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members met at 
the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, Massachu- 
setts, on Monday, May 18, 1964 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act upon the 
Articles contained therein.

Mrs. Doris M. Weeks was sworn as stenographer for the duration 
of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:38 o’clock p.m, by the Moder- 
ator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members were counted with 161 announced 
present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to constitute a 
quorum for this meeting being 130. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Richard S. Crowell, Rector of 
the St. Barnabas Memorial Church, Falmouth. 


Articles Referred to next Town Meeting 
From Annual Town Meeting 
March 2, 3, 4, 5, 1964 


Article 1. To see if the Town will vote to change that parcel of 
land on the easterly side of Route 28A in North Falmouth, to a light 
industrial district from an agricultural district into which the property 
is presently zoned, and so record on the master zoning plan or map of 
the Town, said parcel being bounded and described as follows: 


A certain parcel of land situated in that part of Falmouth, Barn- 
stable County, Massachusetts, known as North Falmouth, and more par- 
ticularly bounded and described as follows:

To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Your Board of Selectmen is happy to again report im- 
provement in a number of areas that directly effect the 
Town. 


The problem of noisy parties continues to improve. Ad- 
ditional by-laws and regulations, along with a continued 
crack-down by the police have helped this situation a great 
deal. It is hoped that the publicity that goes along with the 
strict inforcement by the police will soon remedy this situa- 
tion. 


We now have a problem concerning junk cars in private 
yards that has become serious. Due to the drop in value of 
scrap metal, many people keep one or more junk cars in their 
yard. Your Board of Selectmen has been working, along 
with Selectmen from other towns, on this problem for the 
past few months, and we finally believe that we may be com- 
ing up with at least a partial solution to this problem. 


The financial status of the town continues to improve. 
For perhaps the third year in a row, we can show a definite 
improvement in this important segment of our government. 
Because of the large capital expenditures facing the town 
this year we probably will not be able to avoid borrowing, but 
we will be able to pay for more of our budget than ever 
before. 


We expect a serious parking and traffic problem on 
Scranton Avenue this summer, because of the Steamship 
Authority starting Hydrofoil operations from the Harbor to 
the Islands. We have met with various groups concerning 
this problem, but little progress has been made. We hope 
that cooperation by the police, Steamship Authority, and this 
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office will keep this problem at a minimum. We are request- 
ing a change in the zoning by-laws in connection with park- 
ing lots, that we hope will not allow a Situation such as this 
to occur in the future. 


In closing we wish to thank the various committees, 
officials, and the citizens of the Town for the cooperation 
that we have received for the past year.

A ceretificate of regis- 
tration. along with the Rules and Regulations were issued to 
each owner or agent.

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Report of the Finance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Our usual “thank you” to town officials, committees and 
departments for their cooperation is particularly sincere this 
year, for help from all sides has greatly aided the Finance 
committee in its efforts. Again the early submission of de- 
partmental budgets has enabled this committee to study 
requests thoroughly and make its recommendations without 
constantly working against a deadline. And in another way, 
department heads have shown their cooperation by willing- 
ness to accept deferment of certain items of equipment or 
personnel additions, in the interest of balancing the town’s 
outgo against its income. 


The tax rate went up another $1 per thousand in 1964, 
aS it had for the past two years. It would be preferable to 
hold the rate, but two per cent a year increase does not seem 
excessive if the town’s needs are being met. With that rela- 
tively small increase the town was in position to come up 
with $320,000 in cash, the estimated cost of a new town hall. 
It is unfortunate that construction bids were too high to 
permit the project to go forward. Hopefully, a small supple- 
mentary appropriation in 1965 will make possible construc- 
tion of a needed building. 


For the third straight year annual town meeting voted 
a substantial sum to the Stabilization fund, and for the third 
Straight year there was no long-term borrowing. Effect of 
this far-sighted approach to municipal finance is already 
apparent. The town’s bonded indebtedness has been reduced 
from $3,801,000 at the start of 1962 to $2,947,200. Cost of debt 
service, the principal payments plus interest, has declined 
from $391,912.50 in 1962 to $361,004.50 this coming year. 
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The Finance committee voted transfers aggregating 
$18,216.42 from the $20,000 Reserve fund in 1964. The bal- 
ance reverts to Excess & Deficiency account. The transfers 
are listed in the Town Accountant’s report. For 1965 we are 
recommending an increase to $30,000 in the Reserve fund. 
We were unable to provide funds for one well-justified re- 
quest in 1964, because the balance was too low, and a larger 
reserve might some time eliminate the need for a special 
town meeting. 


From its own budget the Finance committee has made 
the following payments: $157.50 for printing and forms, $25 
for Massachusetts Association of Finance Committees dues, 
and $712.50 for stenographic services and town meeting 
reports. 


The committee’s work was accomplished in 33 regular 
meetings during calendar 1964, with attendance averaging 
11.5 members, in addition to numerous subcommittee ses- 
sions both in budgets and on warrant articles.

Falmouth Finance Committee 
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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


During 1964, the Board held twelve regular and six 
Special meetings. There were twenty-one hearings on new 
Subdivision plans, three hearings on zoning matters and one 
on subdivision regulation amendment. One hundred and sev- 
enty-one other plans were presented to the Board for action. 
Members of the Board have also met with other civic and 
governmental groups on various occasions for various pur- 
poses. 


The Board is pleased to note that all of the changes in 
the text of the Zoning By-law proposed by the Board to the 
1964 Annual Town Meeting were adopted. Among the more 
significant of these were the provisions for residence district 
apartments and cluster zoning. One apartment complex un- 
der the new regulations is partially completed and occupied, 
and a large subdivision using the cluster treatment is in the 
planning stage. 


The Board has studied two changes in zoning districts 
proposed by citizens to increase the lot size in extensive 
areas, and is now prepared to recommend these changes to 
Town Meeting. It has added several further proposed 
changes of its own for consideration by the forthcoming 
Town Meeting. Further study is still needed on other poss- 
ible district changes, and the necessity to provide set-backs, 
along the highways, for business and industrial districts 
where such set-backs do not now exist. 


During the coming year, it is expected that the Board, 
in cooperation with other interested groups, will attempt to 
evolve an over-all sign ordinance for the regulation of the 
Size, appearance and location of all Signs, so as to preserve 
and enhance the appearance of the Town, in village as well 
as rural areas. 
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The Board notes with deep regret the resignation, and 
shortly thereafter, the passing of Sidney W. Lawrence, who 
had served on the Board continuously since 1942. A succes- 
sor, G. Campbell Lawrence, was appointed to serve until the 
annual election in March.

The first 
two projects of the five year Shore Erosion Protection Plan 
for the Town of Falmouth were submitted for completion in 
1965, namely Falmouth Heights Bluff and Beach and Acapes- 
ket retaining wall and Beach Area. 


As in previous years more applicants were turned away 
due to lack of berthing facilities in Falmouth Inner Harbor.

Marina was $15,432.75. This money was turned over to the 
Town Treasurer. Operating expenses, including salaries and 
wages was $7,765.00.

Waterways Committee 
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Report of the Shellfish Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report for 1964 dating from June 2, 
the date of my appointment, through December 31. 


A total of 10,192 miles were patrolled by me in both boat 
and car. In my daily patrols I logged twelve first offense 
violators while examining permit holders and their catches. 
Permits were examined and issued to the following: 

2,187 Family, Residents 
252 Family, Non-Residents 
121 Commercial

2,560 Total 


At this time I wish to report that there is a good set of 
seed scallops and seed clams showing in our more productive 
areas, Such as, Waquoit Bay, Eel Pond, West Falmouth Har- 
bor and Bay Shores in North Falmouth. Let us hope they 
Survive their predators and the cold winter months. The 
outlook for quahaugs doesn’t appear bright at this time as 
I have not found or heard of any heavily concentrated seed 
area. I shall continue the town’s policy of transplanting 
quahaugs for the purpose of propagation. 


I have started an oyster propagation program for which 
I have asked the Finance Board and the State Biologists to 
assist me. The first stages of this program will be difficult. 
A high rate of mortality is expected and poachers will also 
take their toll. I ask all citizens not to destroy oyster ex- 
periments and please leave all seed and parent oyster stock 
alone. 


The Town of Falmouth is conducting a shellfish pro- 
duction survey for which I have asked each permit holder 
to cooperate in giving his or her best report of. all shellfish 
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harvested and where taken from in 1964. I regret that I 
cannot give a total production figure at this time as the 
survey has not been completed because Commercial Permits 
expire on date of issue rather than March 31 of each year 
as the family resident and non-resident permits. However, 
here are the figures I compiled from the reports that have 
been completed and-returned: 


Clams ~~ 221 bushels 
Quahaugs 1,428 bushels 
Scallops 4,038 bushels 


I wish to thank the Waterways Committee which pro- 
vided $215.00 and the D.P.W. Commissioners for their contri- 
bution of $200.00 which was used for the dredging of the 
entrance to Bourne’s Pond in Menauhant to create greater 
water circulation in the pond. 


In closing, I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
Board of Selectmen and the citizens of Falmouth for their 
understanding of our shellfish problem and for their co- 
operation during the past seven months.

“Anchorage gave an outstanding exhibition of how to 
Survive a catastrophe,” a civil defense official in Washington 
Says. “Undoubtedly, the youth and pioneering character of 
Alaska residents had a lot to do with it. But the success of 
the recovery effort was primarily due to the fact that An- 
chorage — and the Many other ruined cities—had well- 
developed disaster programs.” 


This cannot be said of all American communities. If 
they were to be struck by disaster—even fairly minor dis- 
aster—many would take so long to swing into all-out recov- 
ery action that deaths, injuries, and property damage and 
loss would be greatly exaggerated. 


This prospect does not seem to bother many people, how- 
ever. One reason is that Americans have always felt that, 
when the chips are down, they will rise to the occasion and 
instinctively do the right thing; therefore, they reason, 
preparation for an emergency is a waste of time. A second 
reason for,the unconcern is the common belief that, in time 
of trouble, the local police, firemen, and medical people will 
“take care of everything.” A final reason is that most people 
are sure that disaster won’t strike them. 


The emptineses of such thinking, however, is evident. 
Can we rise to the occasion? History shows that we have 
done a pretty good job at it; and we may hopefully assume 
that we always shall. Nevertheless, to be overconfident of 
ourselves is to be shortsighted. 
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For one thing, we don’t always instinctively do the right 
thing in an emergency. Just consider how many accident 
victims have been permanently crippled because excited res- 
cuers moved them before anyone knew what was wrong with 
them. For another thing, we have rarely had to face truly 
overwhelming disasters such as Hiroshima or the sinking of 
the Titanic; therefore, we cannot be sure that we might not 
panic or be shocked into irrational activity or, worse yet, no 
activity at all. 


Can the police, ete., take care of everything? Without 
question, in sizable communities, the police, firemen, doctors, 
and nurses have the training and ability to meet most 
routine emergencies and many unusual ones too. But to ex- 
pect more of them is asking too much. For instance, when 
a barge carrying four tanks of deadly chlorine gas sank in 
the Mississippi River near Natchez, Army engineers and spe- 
cial salvage crews had to be brought in to locate and raise 
the tanks before they rusted through and blanketed the sur- 
rounding countryside with death. 


Can we be sure it won’t happen here? Obviously not. 
The United States has about 300 disasters a year. A look in 
the World Almanac, which lists only the larger disasters, 
shows that over the course of history these have been well 
distributed throughout the country. And they have been 
frightening in their diversity. They are too numerous to 
name but a few; 


“The devastating floods that struck six Northeastern 
states (in August, 1955) served to re-emphasize the urgency 
of disaster planning,” says the opening paragraph of a book- 
let, Readings in Disaster Planning for Hospitals, issued by 
the American Hospital Association. “The floods proved that 
no one, anywhere, can sit back complacently and say, ‘It 
can’t happen here.’ 


“The truth is that it can happen here—anywhere—not 
necessarily an atomic bomb, but a hurricane or a flood, as 
well we know, or any one of a dozen acts of God or man that 
can suddenly bring about a localized or widespread state of 
disaster’... 
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“Like the most famous flood of all, the deluge of 1955 
has a lesson to teach us: Tomorrow May be too late to start 
thinking about an emergency disaster plan.” 


Although these words are directed to hospital adminis- 
trators, you and I might well take them to heart too. For 
regardless of what we may or may not do about family fall- 
out shelters and other private preparations for nuclear at- 
tack, we should in our own Self-interest make sure that our 
communities can move Swiftly to protect life and property 
in the event of any kind of disaster. 


Many organizations prepare and carry out community 
disaster plans. Most, but not all, are local organizations. 
They include various departments of the town government: 
police and fire, hospitals, the Red Cross chapter, the Salva- 
tion Army unit, American Legion, Amvets and Veterans of 
Foreign Wars posts, school and church groups, the Civil Air 
Patrol, the state police, local National Guard units, and near- 
by installations of the Defense Department. In some areas, 
the state or U.S. Forest Service also take part. 


Only one organization, however, is concerned exclusively 
with disaster. It is civil defense. Unfortunately, although it 
Should be best prepared for trouble, it is often the worst. 
Many communities have no civil defense setup at all. 


Civil Defense is concerned with all disasters. Although 
civil defense officials today think and talk mainly about 
nuclear war or nuclear accident, civil defense organizations 
are ready to act in the event of everything from earthquakes 
to calamitous automobile accidents. (These are usually re- 
ferred to as “natural” disasters, although many are caused 
by man.) 


In the case of enemy attack, civil defense derives its 
authority from the President of the United States and as- 
sumes full responsibility for coping with the disaster. In case 
of a natural disaster, on the other hand, civil defense has no 
legal authority or responsibility to act unless requested to 
do so by the appropriate local, county, or state authority. 


During an emergency, civil defense provides know-how, 
leadership, manpower, and coordination. But it does not run 
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the show. That is the responsibility of the town mayor, 
board of selectmen, or county commissioner to whom the 
civil defense director reports. 


Civil defense’s first job is to prepare for the worst pos- 
sible disaster—the detonation of a nuclear bomb. Millions of 
Americans think this is a hopelessly foolish enterprise; but 
as CD officials point out, if we are ready for the worst we are 
ready for anything else that may happen. 


Soul-searching is an individual’s responsibility, and not 
necessarily the duty of public officials to continually prod its 
citizenry into assisting with the necessary preparations for 
their protection and probably ultimate survival. 


Lest we forget—let us be prepared: CD is for you and me. 


ACTIVITIES REPORT 1964 


Administration: As was requested at last town meeting, 
plans were drawn up for a new town hall. The request for 
the inclusion of a CD EOC (Emergency Operating Center), in 
the plans was approved. The estimate was approximately 
$40,000. the Federal Government guaranteeing half the cost. 
The total project estimate being too high, required the can- 
celling of the original bids and a resubmission of plans and 
specifications. CD personnel held meetings and conferred 
with the architects and went along with present plans to be 
submitted at next town meeting. It was also agreed that 
should the new present estimates and bids be more than 
the original request, ($40,000.00) a request on an amendment 
to the original request might be granted thereby giving Fal- 
mouth the necessary funds to complete this project and 
giving the Town a Civil Defense Center suitable for the job 
expected of it. 


Communications: The 2 Meter CD Races unit (Radio) 
held monthly meetings. Radio drills, communicating with 
CD Sector Hq. were conducted twice monthly. The Citizens 
Band Unit (Citizens Radio League) also held monthly meet- 
ings. They conducted two active mobile drills in conjunc- 
tion with the Falmouth Hospital disaster tests. 


Medical: This year Falmouth CD was the recipient of 
3,740 additional cu. ft. of medical gear for the emergency 
200 bed hospital, presently stored in the basement of the

Falmouth Post Office. This now extends the service time 
from a 5 to a 30 day operation, involving 728 cases of medi- 
cal items, and represents a $45,000.00 asset to the Town from 
the federal government. 


Mr. Arthur Rabesa has kindly lent storage facilities for 
the refrigerated items until suitable space can be found. My 
thanks to Mr. Rabesa. 


The Falmouth Hospital completed a disaster plan this 
year, tying it in with the over-all CD planning. Six disaster 
planning meetings were held and two operational drills were 
conducted. CD assisted with these drills and their operation. 
The first on 25 June, the second on 9 Sept., and involved 
personnel from CD, Fire, Police, and Citizen Band Radio who 
handled communications and transportation. These drills 
and disaster planning helped make possible the accredi- 
tation it received, placing the hospital in a commanding 
position. 


A shelter area for 915 people was stocked at the hospital 
this year. This represents an $1,849.00 asset from the federal 
government. This shelter and others are soon to be marked. 


A First Aid Station was also procured for the hospital. 
Falmouth now has two, one in the hospital and the second 
at CD Hq. Each station represents a $1,178.13 asset from the 
federal government. They also are to be used at the dis- 
cretion of the medical personnel. 


Radiological: Five radiological monitor stations were 
established this year. A student training kit is in the High 
School and a training-operational kit is in the CD Hq. Nine 
shelter radiological Survey kits are presently within desig- 
nated shelters. All told the radiological equipment repre- 
sents approximately a $950.00 asset from the federal govern- 
ment. 


Thirty-five students were also trained in a radiological 
monitor survey meter course. This cost the town $147.50 
teaching fees and the government reimbursed the town $73.75 
one half the cost. 


Education & Training: Classes and meetings on Civil 
Defense and specialized training have been held monthly by 
various units including the Police, and their auxiliary; the . 
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fire department; volunteer communications radio groups— 
2 Meter, Citizens CB League—and various volunteers in 
radiological units. A course in Medical Self Help is currently 
on the curriculum in the School Department for high school 
students. A night school course is due to start early next 
year for adults. Your Director attended many classes and 
monthly staff meetings throughout the year. 


Fire: The fire department cooperated most thoroughly 
with Civil Defense throughout the year. CD courses were 
taught personnel. Radiological etc. Close liason was con- 
stantly maintained with CD throughout the year. 


Police: Members of the auxiliary held monthly classes. 
The department was most cooperative throughout the year 
and close CD contact and liason were also constantly main- 
tained. 


Shelters: So far this year 15 Shelter areas were checked. 
Nine were approved and licensed. Six were disapproved. 
Work continues on the search for new locations for more 
shelters. Those approved are presently stocked and also con- 
tain radiological instruments. They are to be marked in the 
immediate future. They represent 3,311 spaces and a $7,007.91 
asset from the federal government. They include:

Surplus Property: Eight trips to Taunton Surplus Ware- 
house were made again this year. Since 1957 through Decem- 
ber 1964—all departments represented, Falmouth through 
CD has received $95,327.88 worth of property at a cost to the 
town of only $3,167.82. This is remarkable, and an asset to 
all departments involved. This almost makes participation 
worth while for this only.

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1964 Annual Report of Upper Cape Cod 
Regional Vocational -Technical School District 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The overwhelming vote given in Bourne, Falmouth, Mar- 
ion, Mattapoisett, Sandwich and Wareham at the special 
town meeting in September established the Upper Cape Cod 
Regional Vocational-Technical School District. The follow- 
ing members were appointed by the moderator from each 
town.

The following officers were elected by the newly formed 
committee. Dr. Arthur E. Greenberg, Chairman; Mr. Edgar 
Caron, Vice-Chairman; Mr. Arthur Sweetman, Secretary. 
Mr. John Jillson of Sandwich was appointed by the Commit- 
tee to serve as treasurer. Also appointed were Mr. John Mc- 
Coy of Bourne and Mr. Herbert Hunziker of Falmouth, co- 
counsels to the Committee. 


During the period from September through December, 
the regional school committee has met weekly and has been 
in frequent discussion and correspondence with the Massa- 
chusetts School Building Assistance Commission and the 
Massachusetts Department of Vocational Education as well 
as Other vocational educators. 


After interviewing seventeen architects and visiting four 
school on weekends, the Regional School Committee tenta- 
tively chose the firm of Warren H. Ashley of West Hartford, 
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Connecticut to design the Upper Cape Cod Regional Voca- 
tional-Technical High School. 


Mr. Ashley has had broad experience in secondary school 
construction which the committee hopes will result in a 
school of advanced educational planning, economy in con- 
struction, economy in maintenance and a distinctive char- 
acter. 


No decision has been made by the Committee as of this 
writing relative to the selection of a Director for the pro- 
posed school, although five candidates were interviewed. 


A meeting between the Selectmen, Finance Committee 
representatives, and regional school committee members 
from the six towns in the region was held at the Bourne 
Community Center in December. Mr. T. Richard Guinan, 
assistant vice-president of State Street Bank and Trust 
Company of Boston spoke on the method by which the 
regional school committee may incur debt for the purpose 
of hiring an architect and the purchasing of land. Discus- 
Sion also included the 1965 Operating Budget, the amount 
the Committee expects to incur debt for in 1965 and the 
revised estimated total cost of school construction (including 
site development and land costs)—$2,282,275.00. 


During this period minutes of our meetings were sent 
to the Superintendents, School and Finance Committee mem- 
bers as well as Selectmen of the six towns in the region so 
that they would be informed of the progress the regional 
school committee was making. 


A target date of September 1967 has been set for the 
school opening provided there are no unusual delays. 


PURPOSE OF THE SCHOOL 


1. The school should be planned and designed to provide 
occupational and technical skills to meet the immediate 
needs of the six town area with provisions for anticipated 
expansion. 


2. The dual or combination objective would be to provide 
the students with a high school diploma having equal status 
with existing academic schools plus a salable skill in a trade

or technical skill and a two year post high school education 
with or without an Associate in Applied Science degree de- 
pending upon course development. 


3. The school should develop post-graduate and evening 
courses in technical education, accept the responsibility for 
re-training of youth and adults in both day and evening 
short unit courses as the industrial patterns change and be 
flexible enough to serve any and all of the community’s 
training needs. 


4. To provide a “broad base” orientation to meet the needs 
of re-education and job change or job obsolescence. 


9. A summer school for high school graduates who have 
no specific skill and for those who are going on to engineer- 
ing colleges should be considered. 


6. Related instruction for apprentices should also be part 
of the program as well as providing opportunities for re- 
search. 


7. To provide programs in citizenship education to enable 
students to effectively perform their roles in a rapidly chang- 
ing society. 


8. To provide programs of a cultural nature to enable 
students to make maximum use of the increasing amount of 
leisure time.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Of its three town library facilities, most exciting has 
been progress of the East Falmouth branch. In its first full 
year of operation, this attractive room located in the East 
Falmouth Elementary School, has circulated as many books 
as did the Main library only ten years ago. 


On the projected new North Falmouth branch, bids were 
higher than the appropriation for construction. It is hoped 
an increased appropriation, followed by appropriate bids, 
will put this project under way as soon as possible. 


Most pressing needs now center on the Main Library. In 
eight years the circulation has tripled, and there has been 
a 50 per cent increase in the number of books in the library. 
With this 300 per cent increase in use and traffic, as well as 
a commensurate increase in books, there is. a considerable 
Strain on space. Seating in the reference room is frequently 
filled, and what should be a spacious uncluttered area for 
readers in the periodical room is often congested. Although 
this year’s budget provides for some comfortable lounge 
chairs, the premium on space will continue to increase. 


The library board has investigated various possibilities 
for increasing space and has had sketches prepared for ex- 
pansion of the library which it hopes can soon become a 
reality. 


Fortunately, due to the wise planning of the town, there 
is adequate space for enlarging the library in its present 
location which is ideal... in the center of town and on 
the edge of the school campus. 


Only unhappy note in this year’s report comes from the 
pre-Christmas vandalism on the premises. Trees in front of 
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the library were lighted to match those on the Green and 
Main Street. Over 180 bulbs were taken from the trees and 
smashed on the library steps and grounds. 


To end on a more cheerful note ... the success of the 
library has been enhanced by the fine cooperation of many 
other departments. We particularly appreciate the attrac- 
tive grounds and garden maintained by the Park Division of 
the DPW and the cooperation of the school department, par- 
ticularly East Falmouth.

Board of Library Trustees 
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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Continued growth and expansion of its services to the 
community is the aim of the public library. The effective- 
ness of its program is measured by the increased use of those 
services by the people of the community. The yearly com- 
piled statistics serve in part as a yardstick, but statistics do 
not record the number of people who visit the library daily 
or occasionally to read the newspapers and magazines to 
which the library either subscribes or receives as gifts—6 
newspapers and 87 magazines. They do not record those 
who come in to consult the Moody’s Investment Services, the 
tax guides, the Annotated Laws of Massachusetts, the dic- 
tionaries, encyclopedias, and other reference materials, or 
the personal and telephone reference services given by the 
Staff. They do not record the students—college, high school, 
and elementary school, who use the library’s resources for 
term papers and homework. 


The statistics which follow do indicate, however, the 
number of books taken out for home reading, the number 
of new books added to the collection, and the number of reg- 
istered borrowers. It will be noted that circulation of books 
has increased by 30.6% over 1963, 3,323 new books have been 
added, 307 of which were gifts, and 2,123 new borrowers have 
been registered. 


In the spring, the entire library staff benefited from a 
10-week course with “homework” on the use of reference 
sources. 


A new activity in 1964 is the once a month radio pro- 
gram consisting of book reviews, both adults’ and children’s 
books, and reports on library services. 


Again I wish to thank members of the Board of Trustees 
for the hours of time willingly given to library problems. 
Their enthusiastic cooperation and that of our dedicated 
Staff have made this continued growth possible.

The following report of the Committee’s activities is 
submitted for the calendar year, 1964: 


The regular maintenance of the Free Burying Ground 
area of the East End cemetery has been carried on satisfac- 
torily. Maintenance of grounds is now the primary concern 
of the Committee together with a continued regard for gen- 
eral overall appearance by re-setting of old memorials and 
the replacement of those which have been damaged or have 
deteriorated. 


An appropriation of $1200.00 was requested for the cal- 
endar year 1964 but only $1000.00 was approved. Such an 
amount is not sufficient to afford satisfactory maintenance 
of grounds and memorials. Due to the continued drought in 
the summer and fall there was less need for grass cutting 
and care of grounds, but a normal season would require the 
sum of almost $1000.00 for such maintenance alone. A re- 
quest for a $1200.00 allotment has been submitted for the 
calendar year, 1965.

(a) For maintenance of ground area—grass cutting, 
trimming, loaming, seeding, weed removal and

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Falmouth for the period from 
January 1, 1962, the date of the previous examination, to 
April 11, 1964, and report thereon as follows: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money for 
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the town or committing bills for collection, were examined, 
checked, and verified by comparison with the books of the 
accountant and the treasurer. 


The books and accounts in the office of the town ac- 
countant were examined and checked. The receipts, as 
recorded, were checked with the records of the departments 
making payments to the treasurer and with the treasurer’s 
books, while the payments were checked with the treasury 
warrants approved by the selectmen and with the treasurer’s 
cash book. The appropriations and transfers were checked 
with the town clerk’s records of town meetings and with the 
authorizations of the finance committee for transfers from 
the reserve fund. 


The town accountant’s ledgers were analyzed and a bal- 
ance sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared 
showing the financial condition of the town on April 11, 1964. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were com- 
pared with the records of payments to the treasurer by the 
several departments and with other sources from which the 
town received money, while the recorded payments were 
compared with the treasury warrants and the town account- 
ant’s books. 


The cash book was footed throughout for a period of 
the audit, and the cash balance on April 11, 1964 was proved 
by listing the cash memoranda in the office, by reconciliation 
of the bank balances with statements furnished by the banks 
in which town funds are deposited, by inspection of a savings 
bank book, and by verification of the United States Treasury 
bills held by a depository for safekeeping. 


The payments of maturing debt and interest were 
proved with the amounts falling due and were checked with 
the cancelled securities on file. The bond and coupon account 
was reconciled, the outstanding bonds and coupons being 
listed and compared with a statement received from the de- 
pository. 


The records of receipts from parking meter fees were 
examined and checked. The recorded collections by the 
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police department were checked with the treasurer’s recor- 
ded receipts and compared with the accountant’s ledger. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and checked. The amounts transferred by the tax title ac- 
count were compared with the collector’s records, the 
recorded redemptions and foreclosures were checked, and the 
tax titles an hand were listed, proved, and compared with the 
records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The records of tax possessions acquired by the town by 
foreclosure of tax titles were examined and checked, the 
sales of tax possessions were checked with the town treas- 
urer’s cash book, while the tax possessions on hand were 
listed and reconciled with the accountant’s ledger. 


The transactions of the trust, investment, and retire- 
ment funds in the custody of the town treasurer and the 
trustees were verified. The savings bank books and securities 
representing the investment of these funds were listed, the 
income was proved, and all transactions and balances were 
verified. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal 
and State taxes and group insurance were examined and 
proved with the accountant’s controlling accounts. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The taxes, excise, and assess- 
ments outstanding at the time of the previous examination, 
as well as all subsequent commitment lists, were audited and 
checked with the warrants issued for their collection. The 
recorded collections were compared with the payments to 
the treasurer, the recorded abatements were proved with the 
assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the outstand- 
ing accounts were listed and reconciled with the respective 
controlling accounts in the accountant’s ledger. 


The commitments of departmental and water accounts 
receivable were examined and checked. The recorded re- 
ceipts were checked with the payments to the treasurer, the 
abatements, as entered, were compared with the depart- 
mental records of abatements granted, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s 
ledger accounts. 
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Further verification of the outstanding tax, excise, 
assessment, departmental, and water accounts was made by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 


The assessors’ records of deferred assessments were ex- 
amined and checked. The amounts added to taxes and the 
payments in advance were verified, while the apportion- 
ments due in future years were listed and proved with the 
accountant’s ledger. 


The town clerk’s accounts pertaining to dog and sport- 
ing licenses issued, as well as to the collection of miscellan- 
eous fees, were examined and checked. The payments to the 
treasurer and to the State were verified, and the cash bal- 
ance on April 11, 1964 was proved by actual count of the cash 
in the office. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required by law 
to file them for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the building department for 
building, wiring, and plumbing permits were examined and 
checked. Considerable difficulty was experienced in recon- 
ciling the accounts and irregularities were noted, necessitat- 
ing a detailed comparison of the available applications with 
the available records of permits issued. In Many instances 
copies of applications for permits were found to have been 
altered and a proper accounting of receipts therefor had not 
been made. The final reconciliation of receipts from permits 
issued with the amounts paid to the treasurer shows a cash 
discrepancy due from the executive director of the building 
department in the sum of $5,480.00 as of April 11, 1964, the 
date of the audit, of which amount the sum of $2,722.00 was 
paid into the town treasury prior to the completion of the 
audit. 


In addition to the departments mentioned, the records of 
receipts of the selectmen and the sealer of weights and 
measures, and of police, fire, health, and school departments, 
as well as of all other departments collecting money for the 
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town or committing bills for collection, were examined and 
checked. The recorded collections were compared with the 
treasurer’s recorded receipts, and the cash on hand in the 
several departments was proved by actual count. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the 
balance sheet, tables showing reconciliations of the several 
cash accounts, summaries of the tax, excise, assessment, tax 
title, tax possession, departmental and water accounts, to- 
gether with schedules showing the condition and transac- 
tions of the trust, investment, and retirement funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was ex- 
tended by the town officials, for which, on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

Committee Meetings: 


Regular meetings were held in the Recreating Building 
on the first Monday of each month during the past year. 
Special meetings were called when necessary, and meetings 
were held by the various sub-committees. 


Personnel: 

Mr. Augustus Canty continues as an able Recreation 
Building Director, assisted by Mrs. John Radcliffe. A new cus- 
todian, Mr. Philip Furtado was hired on March 9, 1964 to 
replace Mr. Wilfred Luby who resigned. 


Use of Building: 

The program of the Building offered has continued, 
under Mr. Canty’s direction, to aim to meet the recreation 
needs of the youth of the Town as well as serving as a meet- 
ing place for many worthwhile groups and activities. 


Any public non-profit organization may use the Building 
free of charge. This includes youth groups and benefit shows 
and dances. 


There is a schedule of rents for adult clubs or organiza- 
tions with closed memberships who wish to use the whole 
Building or individual rooms and another schedule which 
applies to activities on a profit basis renting the whole Build- 
ing or individual rooms. There is a 20% rate reduction if the 
Building or any part thereof is used at least once per week 
for a period of at least three months. 
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Condition of the Buildings and Grounds: 


During the past year necessary work was accomplished 
to keep up the appearance of the Building. The old boiler 
was inspected and it was disclosed that the boiler was pitted 
and erosion was setting in. The inspector recommended a 
new boiler be installed. The Committee has requested 
$7000.00 for this purpose. 


A used television set and record player were donated 
to the Building, thus enlarging the recreational facilities 
available.

During the year a total of 685 permits for construction 
estimated to cost $3,674,470.00 were issued from this Office. 
These permits include all new dwellings, commercial build- 
ings, garages, and alterations. 


In accordance with applications filed in this Office, 
building construction in Falmouth for the past year is as 
follows:

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Public interest in the preservation of the Town’s natural 
resources has continued to increase. 


The Salt Pond Areas Bird Sanctuaries Inc., an organiza- 
tion of private residents, has cooperated closely with the 
Conservation Commission to this end. Their more than 400 
members have raised over $40,000 by individual subscriptions 
and have secured by gift or purchase over 80 acres of marsh 
and undeveloped upland in the Salt Pond and Sippewissett 
areas. It is now assured that more than half of the Great 
Sippewissett marsh will be preserved in a natural condition. 


For its part, the Commission has acquired for the Town 
more than 13 acres of land, principally marsh but including 
rights of way to great ponds. The acquisition of an addi- 
tional 20 acres of salt marsh and other areas and 30 acres of 
upland is under negotiation. We gratefully acknowledge 
gifts of land by Mrs. Charles R. Stowers, Mr. Donald R. Hatch, 
Mr. Thomas J. Keleher and Mrs. J. Harry Donald. 


The Town now owns a right of way which extends from 
Hatchville Road north about 800 feet to a point on the Coo- 
namessett River where it joins the Donald parcel. 


The right of way will be extended across the Donald, 
Keleher and Hatch parcels, parallel to the river, a distance of 
about 2,000 feet to the shore of the pond. 


The Commission has continued to publicize the require- 
ments of the Wetlands Regulations adopted by the Town and 
also Chapter 426 of the General Laws which controls dredg- 
ing and filling of salt marshes. At the request of the Select- 
men, of individual property owners and others, and on its 
own initiative, the Commission has inspected more than 
thirty projects during the year, has attended hearings, made 
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recommendations to local and State officials and has con- 
sulted with developers and others interested. 


In association with the Salt Pond Areas Bird Sanctuaries 
Inc. and the Falmouth Garden Club, the Commission held a 
public meeting an Conservation on May 21, 1964 at the St. 
Barnabas Parish Hall. Mr. Charles H. W. Foster, Commis- 
sioner of the Department of Natural Resources, spoke to a 
large and enthusiastic audience. Additional public meetings 
on conservation are planned for the future. 


The Commission has met each month during 1964. We 
acknowledge with appreciation the assistance received from 
your Board and from the Building Inspector, the Assessors 
office, the Town Engineer, the Board of Health Agent, the 
Town Accountant and Town Counsel as well as from other 
Town officers.

The baseball committee conducted monthly and special 
meetings during the year. 


As in the past few years, the following leagues and teams 
were assisted: 


Baseball—Little League, Babe Ruth League, Little League 
Minors and Falmouth Allstars. 


Softball—Falmouth Mens Softball League. 
Basketball—Little Basketball League and Senior League. 


Hockey—Bantam League, Pee Wee League and Town 
Team. 


The Little League played it’s regular schedule of two 
games a week and the Minor League played one game a week. 
The Little League Allstar team defeated the best teams on 
Cape to become the Cape Cod Little League Conference 
Champion. ; 


The Babe Ruth League had six entries and it played two 
games a week. 


The Allstars, under the management of Charles Hitch- 
cock, had a successful season in the Cape Cod League. Mana- 
ger Hitchcock was aided greatly by a local committee of in- 
terested people. It might be well to point out that the Cape 
League is in the process of being approved by the NCAA 
as one of four leagues in the county. This N C A A pro- 
gram is sponsored by big league baseball. 


The Little Basketball League played on Saturday morn- 
ings. The teams in this league were formed according to age 
groups. During the 1964-65 season the league has been ex- 
panded and games are being played at the Intermediate, 
East Falmouth and North Falmouth Schools as well as at the 
recreation building.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


I hereby submit my report as Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment for the year 1964. 


The past year shows about an average total amount of 
activity, with a smaller loss on buildings—but an increase in 
loss to contents in the buildings. The greater part of both of 
these losses occurred in two buildings, one that was occupied 
and one unoccupied but under a daily caretaker status. 
Causes of these two fires were in one case careless handling 
of smoking material, and in the other—unknown—possibly 
incendiary. This remains under investigation by the State 
Fire Marshal’s office and the Fire and Police Departments. 


A small increase in “unknown, possibly incendiary”, fires 
indicates one thing—that there is one person, or more, res- 
ponsible for the destruction of other persons’ property, which 
is a very serious offense. All unknown suspicious fires have 
been investigated and remain under investigation by the 
proper authorities. 


On January 11 at 7:35 P. M., the department was called 
to assist in a search for an 83 year old patient who had 
walked out of the Fraser Nursing Home unnoticed during the 
Supper hour. Emil Matson was found the next morning at 
10:35 A. M. by Building Inspector A. Jennings and his son 
along the railroad north of North Falmouth Railroad Sta- 
tion, after an all night search in very strong winds and bitter 
cold. Mr. Matson was alive when found and was removed to 
the Falmouth Hospital for treatment of frostbite, where he 
fully recovered. 


Manuel Santos, age 70, received second and third degree 
burns in a gas explosion and fire on February 1, at his home 
on Brick Kiln Road. Mr. Santos passed away ten weeks later 
at the Falmouth Hospital where he had been taken. 


Fire Fighter Leo Connors was admitted to the hospital 
for treatment of smoke inhalation while fighting a fire at 
Makepeace Bog House on Old Barnstable Road, East Fal- 
mouth on the morning of January 10, at 12:01 A. M. He was 
released the next day. 
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Captain Amaral and Lieutenant Engel were injured 
while fighting fire at the Paul Roderiques property, East Fal- 
mouth, on December 25 at 2:20 A. M. Lieutenant Engel is 
still on sick leave due to a back injury. Captain Amaral was 
burnt but remained on duty. 


Several false alarms were pulled during the year, three 
by children who were turned over to their parents for appro- 
priate action, another by an individual who was taken to 
court and found guilty and fined. 


The Junior Fire Marshal program was presented to the 
Intermediate School sixth Graders who showed a great deal 
of interest in this project. 


Several members of this department participated in a 
First Aid Instructors Course, at the Falmouth Hospital this 
year. Included were Deputy Fire Chiefs Goudreau and Howe, 
also Fire Fighters and Ambulance drivers Medeiros and Mar- 
shall. 


Local Civil Defense Director Herve Houde held a Radiac 
Course which was attended by Deputy Fire Chiefs Goudreau 
and Howe and Assistant Superintendent of Fire Alarm, 
DeMello. 


Two separate fire training sessions were held at the 
County Fire Training School—one three-day session held in 
September by the Massachusetts Institute of Fire Depart- 
ment Instructors, and one in October by the Cape and 
Island Drillmasters, of two days duration. Several members 
attended these two sessions, where additional knowledge 
and experience were gained by these men. This type of train- 
ing is most beneficial—not only to the individuals who parti- 
cipate, but to the Department and the Town. 


The Call Companies were drilled in the fundamentals of 
fire fighting, both in their respective areas and at the Fire 
Training School, under the direction of Deputy Fire Chiefs 
Rogers and Goudreau, Captain Amaral, and the Company 
Officers. 


Fire Drills were conducted in all schools as required, 
weather permitting, and also at the hospital. 


The hospital staff was trained on live fires in an area 
adjacent to the hospital in the proper use and handling of 


209 


extinguishers, under the direction and supervision of Deputy 
Rogers and Lieutenants Costa and Hewins. These staff mem- 
bers are to be congratulated on their ability and interest in 
this particular field. 


This type of training is available and these sessions will 
be held in the future from time to time for the hospital staff. 
I wish to thank Mr. McDonald and Miss Keith for their ex- 
cellent cooperation and interest. 


During the year, Deputy Chief John H. Howe resigned 
from the Department. Fire Fighter Russell Robbins was pro- 
moted to Captain after a competitive exam by Civil Service, 
and was transferred to the Woods Hole Station as Officer- 
in-Charge. 


An exam for Deputy Fire Chief will be held in the near 
future to fill the vacancy created by the above resignation. 


Several Fire Department organizations held meetings in 
Falmouth this year, at which the local members served as 
hosts. These included the Fire Apparatus Maintenance 
Association with Lawrence Palmer as host, The International 
Municipal Signal Association, Richard DeMello host, and the 
Fire Chief’s Club of Massachusetts which I attended as host 
chief, and at which 155 members were present. 


A demonstration was held on the D. P. W. grounds for 
the Fire Apparatus Maintenance Association, through the 
courtesy of the Bliss-Rockwood Company of Worcester, by 
Commander Albert Mullen of West Falmouth. 


In May of this year, after active association with the 
group, I had the honor of being elected President of the Fire 
Chief’s Club of Massachusetts, an organization which has 
been successful in revising state fire prevention laws by pres- 
enting to the legislature bills pertaining to same. 


I take this opportunity to thank the Selectmen and their 
staff, Colonel Clark and Chief Cahoon of Otis Air Base, Chief 
Peters of Mashpee, Chief Braley of Bourne, Lieutenants 
Shay and Killen of the State Fire Marshal’s Office, Chief 
Ferreira and members of his department and all other de- 
partment heads and their members, for any assistance 
rendered this organization during 1964. The cooperation has 
been most gratifying in all respects. 
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FIRE PREVENTION BUREAU 
This Bureau has had another active year, taking in the 
following permit applications: 


349 Oil 3 Gunpowder 
_ 22 Dynamite 2 Ammunition 
1 Flamable Liquids 


The amount of $188.50 was taken in on the above appli- 
cations and turned over to the Town Treasurer. Also, 185 In- 
cinerator applications were received, for which no fee is 
charged. 


Permits issued for the year showed 290 Oil Storage, 22 
Dynamite, 3 Gunpowder, 2 Ammunition, 1 Flammable Liq- 
uids, along with the 185 Incinerator. 


The required inspections of all schools, nursing homes, 
hotels and public buildings were made periodically; and fire 
exit drills were held, with time noted for total evacuation, 
in all schools in a most orderly manner. The period of time 
to clear the schools varies with the enrollment. The timing 
is remarkably supervised and timed by all the School Depart- 
ment personnel. 


Fire Prevention material was made available throughout 
the schools, and to the public through the courtesy of Stop 
and Shop which provided space in their store during Fire 
Prevention Week. It is suggested that if anyone has a prob- 
lem on fire prevention, contact be made with this department 
at any time and assistance will be forthcoming. It is through 
this procedure that many fires can be prevented, along with 
the saving of life and property. 


I am most appreciative for the sincerity, interest and 
efforts of this Bureau. Results of its activity are showing 
throughout the entire town, and I wish to extend my sincere 
thanks to the members of this department who are respons- 
ible for the operation, namely; Deputy Fire Chief Rogers, 
Officer-in Charge, assisted by Lieutenants Costa, Hewins 
and Engel.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit the report of the Forest Warden for the 
year 1964. 


It is gratifying to report that the number of fires this 
year shows a decrease, both in number and area burnt, which 
speaks for itself during one of the worst drought years ex- 
perienced in New England. 


The number of days on which dangerous and extremely 
dangerous conditions existed were numerous and continuous 
for days at a time, and this rendered the woodlands an al- 
most explosive condition. 


Woodlands were closed by the Governor due to these ex- 
treme conditions, but for only a short period of time. 


Of the 118 calls this year, 113 were in Falmouth, and 5 
were calls for out-of-town assistance. Three of the Out-of- 
Town calls were for the large forest fire that occurred in the 
towns of Carver, Plymouth, and Wareham in late May. This 
area had not recorded any rainfall for forty-five consecutive 
days, and along with drying winds and sun and warm 
weather, this section proved extremely dangerous, as the 
following estimates provided by authorities of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources will show. 


On the first day of the fire, May 23, 1,070 acres were 
burnt in five hours before the headfire was stopped. This 
shows about three and a half acres per minute average 
spread. 


On May 25, after a rekindle, an additional 4,500 acres 
were destroyed in about three hours, before the headfire was 
halted. Average spread, this day, showed up to thirty-three 
acres per minute. This department assisted for some forty 
hours on Mutual Aid. 
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Two men were treated for injuries received at this fire, 
Joseph Mulkerin and Caleb Fraser both being hit by a falling 
tree which snapped off while they were going through the 
woods on a brushbreaker. Mulkerin was confined to Tobey 
and Falmouth Hospitals for about a week for treatment and 
observation, and Caleb Fraser to the Falmouth Hospital for 
a week. 


I would like to commend all the officers and men who 
worked on this fire for an excellent job under the most ad- 
verse conditions. These men all took a severe beating from 
the heat and smoke, and I feel we were most fortunate that 
more men were not injured or affected by smoke and heat 
inhalation. 


From the above statistics, one can visualize the potent- 
ials that were facing the Town during some of the extremely 
high fire index days. 


Only an estimated eight and one-half acres of grass and 
five acres of brush were burnt in the Town during 1964, 
which was considerably less than 1963. 


The largest number of fires this year were caused by 
children and matches, closely followed by those of undeter- 
mined origin, of which I feel the greater number were caused 
by children. However, evidence could not be found, having 
been destroyed by the fire. 


Burning without permits is in violation of the law and is 
brought to the attention of the public. Any open air fire re- 
quires a permit, except a reasonable fire in an appropriate 
place, for cooking food only. 


The Department responded on nine different occasions 
to the Disposal Area. The majority of these calls indicated 
that some one or more persons has set the brush area inten- 
tionally and can expect to be punished as the law allows, if 
they are apprehended. Serious damage could be done to the 
Telephone Company’s cable that runs on their right-of-way 
which is in close proximity to this.area. 


I take this opportunity to thank all those who have as- 
sisted this Department this year, especially Mrs. Ida 
Sylvester, Tower Observer; Clyde Tripp, State Patrolman 
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Upper Cape Area; and the pilots who have flown the County 
Plane. 


I respectfully request all parents to be extremely alert 
to the danger of their children and others having matches 
and cigarette lighters in their possession. It is my very 
strong belief that every normal child will go through this 
cycle at some age, but we have knowledge only of those who 
are apprehended. We are sure there are others of whom we 
have no knowledge and who have been fortunate enough to 
have nothing serious happen while playing with such arti- 
cles: 


Some of the most logical places to observe will be places 
where a child could be hiding such as: closets, under stairs, 
in small rooms with doors closed, under beds, behind larger 
chairs and sofas, in cellars, garages, small buildings, un- 
der buildings, in wooded areas—especially where they can be 
concealed. These locations are offered so they may be ob- 
served frequently by the parents. Any assistance that might 
be needed can be obtained by advising this Department, and 
it will be gladly assigned.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


January 11,1965 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


There has been a fifty percent reduction in the total 
number of miles covered by ambulance service since 1962, 
due chiefly to having a local hospital facility. The number 
of trips remains almost constant, between four and five hun- 
dred each year. 


During this year, it was determined that extensive body 
rot in the old ambulance had advanced to a point where it 
was considered unsafe for use. This was verified by two auto 
body concerns, and the Committee therefor voted to dispose 
of service by this vehicle at this time to operate the depart- 
ment with only the one 1961 Miller-Meteor Ambulance. 
Taken into consideration was the fact that there is now a 
maximum number of short trips necessitated, because of 
having the local hospital. It was suggested that in case of 
emergency the Police rescue vehicle be called, and in extreme 
cases, through Mutual Aid, the Otis Air Force Ambulance be 
requested. 


At this time also, it was found that some body rust had 
rotted rocker panels on the 1961 vehicle, and it is believed 
that the chemicals used in the winter to keep the roads 
clear of snow and ice could be responsible for this deteriora- 
tion. In December, a thorough body overhaul repair and 
parts replacement project was completed on this 1961 Am- 
bulance. 


The Committee appreciates the several communications 
received each year from patients or their families expressing 
thanks for the excellent service and consideration shown by 
the drivers and their assistants in handling these cases. It 
is felt commendation is due these men who make every effort 
towards efficiency and care in adminstrating to the comfort 
of the patients and in their transfer. Through continued 
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attendance at first aid classes conducted from time to time 
by Civil Defense, Red Cross, and local physicians, the De- 
partment intends to continue this capable service.

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Report of the Barnstable County 
Health Department — 1964 


Board of Health, Chairman

Gentlemen: 


I wish to submit this report of the Barnstable County 
Health Department for the year 1964. 


The routine work of the Department has been carried 
out as usual, however, some special activities are worthy of 
comment. 


Poliovirus vaccine, Oral Trivalent (Sabin strains types, 
1, 2, and 3 in one dose) is available to all citizens in Barn- 
stable County through the purchase by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. This department is storing the 
vaccine in 10 dose vials and it is available at all boards of 
health and doctors on request. 


The part-time child psychiatric clinic was transferred 
to the Barnstable County Hospital grounds and under the 
direction of the Massachusetts Department of Mental Health 
on July 6, 1864. This program continues to be a cooperative 
project of the Massachusetts Department of Mental Health, 
County Commissioners through the Barnstable County Hos- 
pital and the Barnstable County Health Department, and the 
Barnstable County Mental Health Association. It is hoped 
the community will request services for our adult population 
and additional services for children. 


April 14, 1964 the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health under provision of Section 59 of Chapter 111 of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts dele- 
gated the authority to license Day Care services to Town 
Boards of Health with “the proviso that the Health Officer 
(or his duly authorized representative) shall in all cases have 
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the authority to act as the agent in conducting the pro- 
gram.” This department is responsible for the complete 
evaluating of each Known Day Care service and maxes the 
necessary recommendations in writing to the Town Boards 
of Health, who in turn collect the fee and issue the license to 
the applicant. 


This summer we participated in a special Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health Migrant Labor project. The 
project did draw to our attention the number of camps, the 
needs of the workers (and some with families) and gave 
some direct service to these workers. 


Members of the staff continue to take an active part in 
community health activities. Mr. Decoteau and Mr. Sturte- 
vant are secretary and treasurer respectively of the As- 
sociated Boards of Health. Mr. Tateosian has given leader- 
ship to a successful Yankee Conference, planned for the New 
England States Sanitarians. Mr. Dalzell is providing leader- 
ship in getting the dental hygienist in Barnstable County 
together. Miss Susich has been especially active on the new 
Homemaker Service and Alcoholism Clinic programs. These 
two programs have become a reality late in this year and 
we look forward to badly needed assistance for the many 
families requiring this kind of help. 


The staff program committee has planned educational 
programs for the monthly staff meetings. Special films were 
shared with the staffs of our three hospitals. 


September 16, 1964 Miss Ann P. Halliday retired as psy- 
Chiatric social worker after 10 years and 8 months of devoted 
service. 


December 1, 1964 Miss Esther G. Howes joined the staff 
as Director of Nursing.

Environmental Sanitation 


During 1964 the department continued the inspection of 
all eating and drinking establishments and carried out 
laboratory tests in conjunction with the inspections. The 
number of establishments continue to increase along with 
the growth of this resort area. 


Three more Articles of the Massachusetts State Sani- 
tary Code have become effective, i.e., Swimming Pools, 
Family Type Camp Grounds, and Rules and Regulations 
Relative to Eating and Drinking Establisments, all: enforce- 
able by the local Boards of Health. 


The Towns of Sandwich, Harwich, Dennis, Yarmouth, 
and Chatham are in various phases of making studies for 
municipal sewage treatment systems. In towns where the 
problem is not immediate, consideration should be given to 
sites and land acquisition for future use for sewage treat- 
ment facilities. 


The Town of Wellfleet has completed a water source sur- 
vey under a federal loan program. Two or more sites were 
located producing water of excellent quality. 


Towns should be aware that legislation has been filed 
for the elimination of open face dumps. If it is passed it will 
require towns to use the sanitary land fill method of which is 
of course more costly. However, the land fill method reduces 
fire hazards, use of the fire department, eliminates the rat 
problem, also air pollution, and is highly recommended by ail 
official health agencies. 


Other activities in environmental sanitation included 
supervision of Day Care Centers for children, inspection of all 
public schools, conducting sanitary surveys of harbors, rivers, 
and shellfish areas. 
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The Cape Cod Nursing Service directors committee has 
planned and carried out educational programs for the pro- 
fessional graduate and licensed practical nurses throughout 
the year. This is for nurses wherever they may be employed. 
The quality of the programs has been remarkable and the 
attendance exceptionally good. 


The Associated Boards of Health has appointed a special 
committee to study and present a procedure of recording 
and reporting the various health activities within their 
towns. 


Dental Hygiene Service 


This year the topical fluoride program was carried out in 
the elementary schools in the Towns of Truro, Mashpee, East 
Falmouth, Wellfleet, and Eastham. During the summer topi- 
cal fluoride clinics for children entering kindergarten were 
held in Orleans and Eastham. A screening was done in 
Mashpee for all grades and an Oral Hygiene Index and 
screening was completed in Sandwich. The O.H.I. is a new 
method of examination for the purpose of Classifying the 
oral hygiene status of the mouth. It is useful when assessing 
tooth brushing efficiency and when evaluating the dental 
health practices of a community. 


Much more educational work was done in school systems 
this year emphasizing the importance of a clean mouth and 
trying to motivate children to good health practices. Fre- 
quent and proper brushing, well balanced diets exclusive of 
Sugar as much as possible, visits to the dentist at least twice 
a year, are still the three basic practices for good dental 
health. Preventive methods such as topical fluoride treat- 
ments and the taking of fluoride tablets are excellent, but as 
they do not reach all our children, education and motivation 
of the three basics still remain our most important concern.

Set. Smith who has been working diligently with the 
Welfare Department concerning non-support cases has re- 
lieved the Taxpayers of a $15,409.00 commitment. In addi- 
tion, there were many more cases under the Uniform Deser- 
tion and Non-Support Act completed. 

Patrolmen Daniel Cunha and James Lino were assigned 
to the Investigation Section replacing Frank Souza, Jr. and 
Arthur Lawrence who returned to the uniform branch of 
the Department. 

Thomas R. DeCosta was appointed a permanent Patrol- 
man on August 25, 1964 and Michael P. Romiza was appointed 
on September 4, 1964. 

Officer Robert A. Raposa attended the State Police 
Academy at Framingham, Mass. on September 13, 1964 for 
six weeks. Officer Thomas R. DeCosta also attend the Fall 
session at the Academy on November 2, 1964 for the same 
period of time. Both men graduated with high marks. 

Deputy Antone Mogardo resigned on January 4, 1964 and 
Officer Reginald J. Campbell, Jr. resigned on July 18, 1964 
to enter private business. 

The Department has acquired a thoroughbred and high- 
ly trained German Shepherd Police dog which can be utilized 
in tracking and if necessary, crowd control. The dog is 
assigned to Patrolman Ahmed A. Mustafa. 

Total arrests for the year, 1,651, shows a decrease of 95 
over the previous year. This decrease can be attributed to 
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stringent enforcement over rowdyism. This policy is to be 
continued. Drunkenness again topped the list with 405 males 
and 13 females being arrested. 


One hundred seventy-eight arrests were made for aid- 
Ing and abetting in disturbing the peace and thirty-seven 
for keeping a noisy and disorderly house. 


Traffic accident summary for the year Showed that there 
were 135 accidents involving personal injury and damage to 
vehicles more than $200.00, a decrease of twenty-three over 
last year. Operating after drinking and speeding were the 
major causes. Personal injuries involved amounted to 212 
with 2 fatals. 


There were also eleven pedestrians injured, with one 
fatal which is included in the above total. Most of these 
injuries occured during the day time. 


There were 802 transient employees registered this past 
Summer with the Police Department. With this registration 
we were able to acquire copies of the individual’s crimina] 
record, if any. These records were helpful as an investi- 
gative aid. 

The House Inspection Division report shows that during 
the Winter months, 13,191 homes were inspected, an increase 
over last year. Over 2,325 postal cards were sent to property 
Owners notifying them as to the condition of their homes. 
Letters were sent to 425 owners of Summer properties where 
doors and windows were found open and other damage done 
by the weather. 

There are now over 2,500 index cards on file which bear 
both the Falmouth and home addresses of the owners and 
a record of the inspection dates. The aim is to check each 
house at least every 10 to 12 days. 

These inspections start the week after Labor Day and 
continue through May 15th of the following year. 

In closing, I wish to express my most sincere apprecia- 
tion for the cooperation and Support received by the Fal- 
mouth Police Department from the citizens of the Town of 
Falmouth.

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Report of the Beach Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The summer of 1964 left much to be desired as far as 
good beach weather was concerned. Financially, our income 
for the season was much lower than last year. However, other 
improvements were made which will aid the program in the 
future. 


Physically, the relocation of the road at Bristol Corner 
and the completion of the parking lot in that area improved 
the beach facilities in two ways. First of all, it created a 
fine parking lot, planned and finished by the selectmen and 
the Department of Public Works, which serves the residents 
and their guests. It also solved a very serious traffic hazard 
both for the parking patrons as well as the bathers. Now, 
no one needs to park on the road and there is no need for 
children to cross the road to get from their cars to the 
beach. One of our goals is to have all parking areas between 
the beach and the road. 

Policy-wise, we instituted some changes in the handling 
of the beach stickers for parking. Under the new set-up we 
issued 5394 permanent stickers and 2077 guest passes. The 
resident sticker will have to be renewed when it wears out 
or when the car is sold. We hope each permanent sticker 
will last at least 3 years. We hope this arrangement shall 
give us better control of our parking privileges. At the same 
time we hope to cut down the clerical time devoted to the 
issuance of stickers. We have also relocated the sticker 
booth in the Surf Drive bath house. Here we can have. it 
open seven days a week which is a necessity for good service 
to the residents and the other users of our beaches. 


The swimming instructions were carried out at the var- 
ious beaches in the following categories: Beginners, Ad- 
vanced Beginners, Intermediates, Swimmers, Advanced Swim- 
mers, Junior Life Saving and Senior Life Saving. The life 
guards tested 522 and of these 445 passed in their respective 
classes. For the 1964 season, we hired 5 boys who had passed 
their Senior Life Saving in our previous class. At the end of 


298 


the 1964 season we selected six boys who had passed to be 
hired in 1965. We hope that in the future we shall be able 
to provide all the necessary guards from our own classes. 


Our life guards were given weekly drills on their own 
time by Mr. John Tulis, Red Cross Safety Instructor. We 
appreciate his time and the time of the guards given for 
such necessary drills. 


At the end of July and August, swimming meets were 
held at the Seacoast Shores swimming pool. Both meets 
were very successful in relation to numbers and quality of 
the swimming. We wish to thank the Seacoast Associates 
for their cooperation in this venture. 


We had many days last summer that were not the best 
for bathing. As a result the receipts for the summer were 
off from last year. We experienced ten days with no income 
at all, seven days with less than $50.00, and eighteen days 
with income less than $200.00. With good weather, weekdays 
would bring in approximately $375.00 and double that on 
Saturday and Sunday. A comparison of this and last years’ 
finances shows the effect of the poor weather:

For the coming season, we have included in the budget 
a Sum of money to replace the storm damaged float at 
Menauhant. Also after seeing what kind of a job the beach 
cleaning machine can do, we are planning to hire one to 
observe its work at all the beaches for our pre-season clean- 
ing job. Purchase of such an expensive item for such a 
limited use demands careful consideration. 
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The Committee extends its thanks to the Selectmen, 
Police Department, Fire Department and the Department of 
Public Works for their assistance in carrying out our program. 


We of the Beach Committee were sorry that Mr. Robert 
Kendall decided to resign from the committee. However, we 
would like to recognize the years of faithful service that he 
did give to the town by serving on the Beach Committee. 

Finally, we commend the director, James J. Kelly, assist- 
ant director Fred Toran and all other members of the staff 
for a job well done.

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Report of Veterans’ Services

Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Veterans’ Service De- 
partment for the year 1964. 


During the year Veterans, Dependents, Dependent Par- 
ents, Widows of the Spanish War, World Wars One, Two, 
and the Korean Conflict were aided in accordance with 
Chapter 115 of the General Laws of Massachusetts and with 
the Laws of the Veterans’ Administration. 

Seven World War One, Three World War Two Veterans 
died during the year in Falmouth. The Widows and Depend- 
ent Parents were assisted in preparing the necessary forms 
for Pensions, burial assistance claims, Social Security claims 
and Government Head Stone Markers. Eleven Government 
Head Stones have been applied for. Nine have been received 
and emplaced. Twelve bronze flag markers were set or re- 
placed during the year. 


World War One Veterans over 65 years (average is 68 
years) who are seeking non-service connected pensions are 
required to have one disability ratable by the V.A. at 10% 
or more. This office assisted twelve W. W. I Veterans during 
the year in obtaining this pension. 

Reimbursement by the State Department to the E.&D. 
Fund is made for fifty percent of all approval expenditures 
except for administration. Veterans Laws are being con- 
Stantly revised and this office keeps the veterans concerned, 
notified of the changes applicable to each one. 


A summary of money expended for Veterans Services is 
listed and compiled by the Town Accountant and can be 
found in his report; therefore, it will not be repeated here.

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Report of the Dog Officer and Game Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my tenth annual report as Fish and 
Game Warden, also my fourth Annual report as Dog Officer 
for the year ending December 31, 1964. 

A total of one thousand, eight hundred and sixty hunt- 
ing, sporting, trapping and fishing licenses were examined 
by me. Hunting pressure in our town as well as surrounding 
towns has increased tremendously. 


Fifty-four abandoned house cats and twenty-one wood- 
chucks were disposed of. Four hundred and fifty cock 
pheasants and fifty hen pheasants were liberated prior to 
and during the hunting season. Mares, Ashumet, Deep and 
Grews ponds were stocked with trout prior to open season 
on fresh water fishing. A fall stocking of trout was also com- 
pleted in these four ponds. 


Fifteen adult Varying Hare were stocked for the seventh 
consecutive year. A new area was chosen for this release 
and at present the hare are doing extremely well. During 
the month of February an additional twenty five Varying 
Hare will be liberated in the same area. I feel that the Hare 
population will increase if more sportmen will give them a 
chance to get well established. 


A right of way to Coonamessett Pond has been roughly 
laid out and approved thanks to the generosity of a group of 
land owners. This pond will not be reclaimed, however, it 
will be managed. We also hope to have a legal right of way 
to Jenkins Pond. 

Six deer were killed by vehicles, four bucks and two does. 
The fawn crop was much better this year, however our deer 
population is in sad shape. Hunting pressure this year was 
very light and this will aid the fast dwindling herd. I would 
like to see a closed season on deer hunting for a period of 
five years. 
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Thirteen violations were recorded, all first offenders. 
Three hunters went to court for illegal deer hunting and 
were found guilty. Eighty-three investigations were com- 
pleted, forty-two legitimate complaints were answered. 


One class of 22 students 141% to 18 years of age com- 
pleted the firearms safety course and were graduated. This 
course is sponsored by the Division of Law Enforcement and 
conducted by me. Another class is scheduled for February 
of 1965. 


Kighteen lectures complete with movies on conservation 
were conducted for various organizations in our town which 
helps to keep our citizens up to date on conservation prob- 
lems, etc. 


Conservation wise we have had a very successful year in 
our town, we do have much to be thankful for and it is my 
hope that our great strides forward in conservation will be- 
come even greater. 


During the past twelve months I have picked up 64 stray 
dogs, 37 were destroyed and 27 were sold and the money 
turned over to the Town of Falmouth Clerk and Treasurer. 


326 dogs were returned to their owners. 

61 dogs were killed by automobiles. 

34 dogs were injured by automobiles. 

11 wild (stray) dogs were destroyed. 

113 dogs were turned over to the Massachusetts S.P.C.A. 
354 complaints were answered. 

A total of 16,211 miles were travelled, in answering com- 
plaints, dog pick-ups, wild dog patrols, investigations, deer 
dogging and jacking patrols, pheasant and hare releases, 
wildlife and waterfowl surveys, wild bird feeding and lec- 
tures. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board 
of Selectmen and the citizens of our town for their continued 
cooperation during the past year. Again, I wish to add that 
the sportsmen have been extremely cooperative during the 
past year and I am deeply grateful.

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Report of the Public Welfare Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We are pleased to report that there has been no marked 
change in any of the categories of assistance except for 
Medical Assistance for the Aged which has risen slightly in 
1964 and from all indication will continue on the up grade. 


During the year of 1963 the average monthly case load 
was 45 and during the year of 1964 the average case load 
was 49. 


A comparison of case loads of the categories of public 
assistance at the beginning and close of the year is as 
follows:

The salaries of the Director, Social Workers and Senior 
Clerk were increased in accordance with 47E of Chapter 31 
of the General Laws effective September 28, 1964. 


Transportation allowance to Old Age Assistance recipi- 
ents was increased from $5.00 to $6.00 monthly. 


The Statutory exemptions of married children were in- 
creased as follows: Married children are now exempted 
$6,000.00 annually, after Federal and State taxes have been 
deducted, instead of $4,700.00. The exemption for each de- 
pendent other than spouse was increased from $600.00 to 
$1,200.00. This eliminated practically all married children 
from liability for support of their parents. 


The cost of the visiting nurses fees has increased from 
$2.00 to $3.36, per visit. 
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Several of the hospitals per diem rates have been in- 
creased during 1964 and there will be another increase 
effective January 1, 1965. All hospital bills after January 1, 
1965 will be held in abeyance pending receipt of new per 
diem rates from the State Department. 


We also wish to call your attention to the fact that in 
our report of 1963 we stated that settlement had been abol- 
ished and that the town would receive 20% reimbursement 
on all General Relief cases. “Chapter 117 as amended pro- 
vides for State reimbursement at 20% for all assistance 
granted under this chapter. In addition Boards of Public 
Welfare who consider themselves eligible for a higher per- 
centage in accordance with Section 19A may have their 
percentage reconsidered by the Department by submitting 
information on a form for this purpose.” We submitted this 
form for a higher percentage in accordance with Chapter 
117, Section 19A and the Town of Falmouth was granted 
24.6% for all General Relief cases instead of 20%. 


In General Relief medicals increased from $6,091.28 paid 
in 1963 to $9,550.88 paid in 1964, an increase of 56.7%. 


The Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare, and the 
Director again wish to thank all personnel of the Welfare 
Department for their splendid cooperation. Special thanks 
to Dr. Nathaniel Faxon, our Medical Consultant, for his in- 
valuable advice and guidance on medical problems. The 
Town of Falmouth is very fortunate in having a doctor of 
his caliber and experience as a Medical Consultant.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


February 1, 1965 
To the Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 

The following is my report for the calendar year 1964 
of the Claims and Suits against the Town of Falmouth, con- 
taining the suits which have been disposed of up to the date 
of this report and those cases which remain pending with 
their present status. 


Executors u/w William G. Welsh vs. The Town of 
Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #27015 


This petition for assessment of land damages for the 
taking in Eminent Domain proceedings by the Falmouth 
Conservation Commission for conservation purposes was of 
the two parcels of rather low land located on the Northerly 
side of Surf Drive and extending to the Southerly edges of 
Salt Pond. 


This case was reached for trial on December 1, 1964, 
previous to which date, on November 26, 1964 Joseph H. 
Beecher, Esq. of Hyannis who was retained as trial attorney 
of this case, had spent considerable time together with the 
Town’s attorney studying and viewing at the site the two 
parcels taken and the surrounding properties, conferring 
about the facts involved and the plans and records of sales - 
and in general preparation. 


Settlement discussions took place with Chairman De- 
Mello and the Falmouth Selectmen. It was decided as better 
not to settle because of the large size of the figures submitted. 


A jury was empanelled December 1, 1964 and taken by 
bus to Surf Drive in Falmouth, where a jury view was taken 
of the land taken by the Town. Francis W. Keating, Esq. 
and his associate representing the Welsh Estate Executors 
and the Town’s attorney were of course present for the 
Town. 
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Trial before Judge Beaudreau and the jury took place at 
Barnstable on December 3rd and 4th. The jury awarded as 
damages to the Executor’s u/w of William G. Welsh the sum 
of $12,500 and in view of the fact that damages were set 
at $35,000 by both real estate experts who testified for the 
Executors of the Welsh Estate, this verdict was considered 
as quite favorable to the Town. 

The experts who testified for the Town were Camp- 
bell Lawrence of Falmouth and David Carey, a professional 
appraisor, of Boston. 


Celia White et als vs. Board of Selectmen et als 
Barnstable Superior Court #27530 


This case involved the use of a parcel of low land located 
between Palmer Avenue and the railroad location of the 
N.Y.N.H. & H.R.R. Co. in Falmouth. Albert M. Lawrence 
and his wife Marie Lawrence sought at a hearing before the 
Board of Selectmen to obtain approval of the use of their 
property for a public skating rink. 

The Selectmen after a public hearing approved such use 
of this property and ordered the issuance of a permit there- 
for by the Building Inspector. 


A petition for a Writ of Certiorari on behalf of the ob- 
jectors was filed in the Barnstable Superior Court. A “Re- 
turn” and also an “Answer” were filed on behalf of the Board 
of Selectmen. This case was transferred for trial to Suffolk 
County (Boston). Judge Pecce before whom the case came 
on for trial on January 27, 1964 declined to hear the case 
for the reason in his opinion that the case should have first 
been appealed to the Board of Appeals. The case was then 
returned to Barnstable Superior Court for further proceedings. 


On behalf of the Falmouth Board of Selectmen a Motion 
to Dismiss the case was filed, argued and allowed. An ex- 
ception was filed to the allowance of the Motion to Dismiss 
and later a Bill of Exceptions was filed but not presented 
for allowance. Finally Judgment was entered for the Defend- 
ants which terminated this case. 

George H. Greene vs. County of Barnstable 
Barnstable Superior Court #27048 

This was a petition for the assessment of land damages 

of the land owned by Dr. Greene and taken by the County 
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of Barnstable in its layout of that portion of the Katherine 
Lee Bates Road which extends from the present layout near 
the rear of the Eastman Block to Palmer Avenue. The legal- 
ity of this layout by the County of Barnstable had been 
challenged in a case which was tried at Barnstable before 
Judge Szarzi, and decided in favor of the County of Barn- 
Stable. That case had been appealed to the Supreme Judicial 
Court, where after argument before that Court it decided in 
favor of the County and the layout was held to be valid. 


The County of Barnstable then turned this case over to 
the Town of Falmouth. After conferences concerning settle- 
ment the figure of $2,000.00 was agreed upon, paid and this 
case was settled for that amount. 


Caesar Miranda vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #26225 and #27341 


These were two cases brought in the Barnstable Super- 
ior Court for assessment of land damages for three (3) 
parcels of land taken in the widening of Brick Kiln Road. 


After conferences between the Board of Selectmen and 
Counsel for the Petitioners and for the Town the sum of 
$3,800.00 was agreed upon in full settlement of these three 
(3) cases. This payment was approved by the Director of 
Accounts. The payment of $3,800.00 was then made. 


Mack Sherrod vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #27649 


Another case brought in the Barnstable Superior Court 
for land taken in the widening of Brick Kiln Road. After 
settlement conferences between the plaintiffs and their Coun- 
sels and the Defendant, Execution was obtained in the agreed 
upon sum of $325.00 and later after agreement paid said 
sum in full settlement. 


Joseph and Mary Cardoza vs. Inhabitants of 
Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #27368 


This is another case of owners seeking land damages for 
land taken for the widening of Brick Kiln Road. 


This case has been settled by payment of the agreed sum 
of $450.00. 
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Marguerite S. Weidener vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #26565 


This was an action brought by Marguerite S. Weidener 
for injuries she sustained when walking along the sidewalk 
at Woods Hole opposite #555 Woods Hole Road. At the time 
she, the wife of a Philadelphia lawyer, was walking on the 
sidewalk towards the wharf of the Steamship Authority. The 
injuries to her foot and ankle were severe and claimed to 
be permanent and her hospital and medical bills for treat- 
ment of her injuries sustained by her were substantial and 
it appeared that it would be good judgment to settle this 
case without risking a jury trial. The figure paid in settle- 
ment was $2,300.00. 


Albert Jennings, Building Inspector vs. 
Ellen D. Heilbrun } 
Barnstable Superior Court, Equity #27090 


This proceeding was brought for the purpose of com- 
pelling the defendant to remove a former school bus located 
on the Westerly side of School Street, Woods Hole, on the 
open lawn area and near the waters of Eel Pond and con- 
sidered an eye-sore to the neighborhood. 


The Master’s Report which was in favor of the Building 
Inspector was confirmed by the Court after hearing and a 
Final Decree entered and the former school bus was removed. 


Bernard J. Morris and Georgia Bruno vs. Inhabitants 
of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #27600 and #27899 


These owners have been affected by the takings neces- 
sary for the widening and drainage of Brick Kiln Road in 
three (3) different ways. The first way by the widening of 
Brick Kiln Road. This is their first case. The strip of land 
taken in this widening had already been very much reduced 
in land value because a previous owner had already encumb- 
ered this parcel of land by a 200 foot wide easement for an 
electric transmission pole line. 


This first land damage case brought by these owners is 
for the land taken for widening Brick Kiln Road which strip 
taken is encumbered by this electric transmission line ease- 
ment. 
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Their second case is for land taken as an outlet for the 
drainage of water from Brick Kiln Road. This parcel is also 
encumbered by an easement with poles and cable line of the 
New England Tel. & Tel. Co. 


The first above case was reached as next in order for 
trial at the October Jury Session at Barnstable when, after 
discussions with the Falmouth Selectmen and the petitioner 
and both Counsel a so-called “package” settlement was 
agreed upon which would include also a third parcel to be 
taken from these same petitioners because another outlet 
was deemed necessary for Brick Kiln Road drainage pur- 
poses. This agreement is now in the process of being com- 
pleted thus disposing of the two (2) pending court cases and 
of a third case about to be brought. 


Figures of settlement of the two taking cases and of the 
third taking and the legal papers ‘are expected to be com- 
pleted anytime now to put the settlement through as what 
might be called a “‘package” settlement. 


Arnold I. Anderson & Kathleen N. Anderson vs. 
Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #27649 and #27393 


These are two cases brought for the determination of 
land damages for Brick Kiln Road. The first case brought 
in 1963 arose out of the widening of Brick Kiln Road and is 
for damages for the land taken for that purpose. 


The second case brought in 1964 is for damages for an 
easement taken in certain additional land and for the fee 
taken in land as a water outlet from Brick Kiln Road. It 
is expected that these cases will be settled by agreement. 


William G. Hawkins and Annette Hawkins VS. 
Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #27392 and #27867 


The first case brought in 1961 is for the determination 
of damages to the plaintiffs as owners of land taken for the 
widening of Brick Kiln Road. 


The second case is brought by William G. Hawkins and 
Annette Hawkins as Trustees of the Country Club Real 
Estate Trust. This case brought in 1964 is for easement and 
land taken for a water outlet from said Brick Kiln Road. 
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These cases are among the Brick Kiln Road cases which, 
it is expected, may be settled by agreement. 


Herbert W. Graham et als vs. Falmouth Zoning 
Board of Appeals 
Barnstable Superior Court #27503 


This case involves a Zoning Appeal from a decision by 
the Zoning Board granted to Philomena Paine to use a room 
in her new dwelling at Woods Hole for a “beauty shop” to 
be conducted only by a person resident on the premises with- 
out signs or advertising; and that provision be made for 
parking of not more than three (3) cars and that there be 
no additional employment of other persons. 


State Street Bank & Trust Company, Trustees vs. 
The Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #27383 


This case involves the determination by the Court of the 
land damages for the land taken for Conservation purposes 
formerly of Edward N. Fenno now of the above Trustees 
under his Will. 


This parcel is of low land located between Surf 
Drive and Salt Pond and is the parcel of land located be- 
tween two parcels formerly of William G. Welsh the recent 
subject of the trial before the Barnstable County Jury. 


It is expected that efforts will be made to settle this 
case but if not it will probably be on the April trial list of 
the Superior Court at Barnstable. 


Cameron Smith et als vs. Falmouth Board of Appeals 
et al 
Barnstable Superior Court #25867 


This is a Zoning Appeal in which it appears that because 
of the change of the “Doll House” display location to Sand- 
wich there is now no desire to have a Court trial of this 
Appeal. 


John F. Ferreira vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 


Falmeuth 
Barnstable Superior Court #26634 


No action has been taken in this case against the Town 
of Falmouth for alleged damages to plaintiffs land by the 
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concrete wall built on the waterside of Menauhant. Mr. 
Ferreira’s severe injuries which he suffered as a pedestrian 
from being run into by an automobile and his recent hos- 
pitalization may well be the reason for no activity on this 
matter by him as the Petitioner. 


George W. Davis and Annie M. Davis vs. Building 
Inspector of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #27313 


This proceeding was for the purpose of preventing the 
Building Inspector of Falmouth from proceeding to remove 
the uninhabited house which for years has been considered 
aS a delapidated house. However the Court refused to dis- 
Solve the restraining order and extended the time allowing 
Davis to put his building into proper condition. A further 
attempt will be made before the Court, if necessary, at the 
April term of Court. 


Paul G. Swift vs. County of Barnstable 
Barnstable Superior Court #26225 


This is a land damage case brought against the County 
of Barnstable but referred by the County to the Town of 
Falmouth for trial or settlement and, of course, to make 
payment. 


Disposal of this case has been delayed because of the 
decease of Mr. Paul G. Swift and the necessity of the Pro- 
bate of his estate. 


John M. Cashman vs. Roger Blake, Joshua Murphy 
and Robert Raposa 
Barnstable Superior Court #27573 


This case is an action of Contract or tort in which the 
plaintiff has set his alleged damages at $25,000.00 for goods 
had and received or for conversion of his property which he 
claims was $20,000.00 in money. The defendants are Roger 
Blake, operator of the Gulf Station at the corner of Main 
Street and Scranton Avenue whose counsel is John W. Hol- 
land, Jr., Esquire, Joshua Murphy and Robert Raposa, who 
were at the time on duty as members of the Falmouth Police 
Department, who is therefore represented by the Town’s 
Attorney. 
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George C. Fontaine et als vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #27397 


This case was brought by a group, apparently as owners 
in common, of land taken for widening of Brick Kiln Road. 


It is expected that discussions for the purpose of settle- 
ment of this and all of the other cases of property taken for 
widening Brick Kiln Road, will take place following the ap- 
propriation of the money sought for under the land damage 
articles in the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting. 


Edward J. Thompson et al vs. Inhabitants of 
Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court 


This also is another case brought to recover damages 
for land taken for the purpose of the widening of Brick Kiln 
Road. Dependent on the appropriation of money for the 
settlement of this and other similar cases discussions will 
probably be held and the case settled. 


Elva C. Fay vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #27081 


This case was based on a claim for land damages alleged 
to have been caused by the overflow of drainage water from 
Main Street onto the lot of land owned by the Town and used 
as an outlet on the Northerly side of Main Street in Fal- 
mouth. Judge Beaudreau took a view in person accompanied 
by Counsel for both parties in January 1965. The case was 
then fully tried before him in the Superior Court at Barn- 
stable. In his decision rendered in January 1965 he declined 
to enter any restraining order against the Town from using 
the outlet of the drainage from Main Street in flowing onto 
the land of the Town and partly on land of the Petitioner 
and found in substance that he would retain jurisdiction for 
the period of two (2) years pending the carrying out by the 
Town of Falmouth of an already prepared plan for taking 
care of the Street drainage of all of this area under Chap- 
ter 90 funds so that said Street drainage would empty into 
Falmouth Harbor. 
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Clara Pacheco et al vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #27395 


This is a case brought for land damages for land taken 
in the widening of Brick Kiln Road. This case is among 
those Brick Kiln Road cases which, it is expected, may be 
settled by agreement. 


William G. Metcalf et als vs. Town of Falmouth 
Suffolk County Equity #69087—Supreme Judicial Crt. 


This case was commenced by numerous petitioners, in- 
cluding Nathaniel A. Denman and Lucille Denman, in the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court in Suffolk County. 
There were several hearings before a Single Justice of that 
Court. Petitioners claimed that the Selectmen were wrong 
in their written statement that because the Referendum 
negative vote was not as large as 20% of the town’s registered 
voters the negative vote was insufficient to overcome the 
vote of the Representative Town Meeting which had voted 
$30,000.00 to complete the Katherine Lee Bates Road. 


An attempt was made by counsel of both parties to pre- 
pare an Agreed Statement of Facts so as to expedite the 
appeal of this case to the Full Bench of the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court for its decision. 


After several conferences Counsel did arrive at an Agreed 
Statement of Facts but we were advised that one of the 
Petitioners would not agree to it. Petitioner’s counsel then 
withdrew. The case was sent by the Supreme Judicial 
Court to the Superior Court of Suffolk County. It was then 
removed to Barnstable for trial but because of precedence 
of other cases it was not reached for trial and once again 
it was moved back to the Suffolk County Superior Court for 
Trial. 


After many attempts in Suffolk County (Boston) to ex- 
pedite its trial this case was finally heard before Judge 
Jennie Loitman Barron at Boston on December 10, 1964. 
Briefs were filed by both parties on or before December 28, 
1964. As yet no decision has been rendered in this very im- 
portant case. 
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City of Boston vs. Town of Falmouth 
Suffolk Superior Court #595749 


Fourteen (14) claims, years 1961, 1962 and 1963, total 
claimed $4,767.00 for aid rendered to persons alleged to have 
settlements in Falmouth at the time such aid was rendered. 


It appears from the evidence that in 8 or 9 instances 
those aided did not at the times specified have settlement in 
Falmouth. 


Herman A. Koester vs. Albert Jennings and 
Joseph P. Rigoli 
Barnstable Superior Court #27761 


The owner Joseph P. Rigoli had sought a front and back 
yard variance. He is the owner of a Single lot on Lawrence 
Street, Maravista and claimed a hardship if forced to comply 
with a front and back yard setback requirement and because 
his was an under-sized lot of record he claimed he was en- 
titled to use his lot for dwelling purposes. 


The Board of Appeals granted variances by changing the 
front yard setback from Lawrence Street of ten (10) feet to 
thirteen (13) feet and the back yard from six (6) feet to 
three (3) feet setback. In constructing his dwelling he con- 
formed to these variances on the ground and first floors of 
the structure but on the second floor he extended the build- 
ing so that it no longer conforms to those setback require- 
ments. 


The abutting owner brought a Petition for Writ of 
Mandamus against the Building Inspector and the owner of 
the lot. 


Judge Beaudreau viewed the property and later the case 
was heard before him in the Superior Court at Barnstable. 
His decision was in favor of the Defendant Rigoli on the 
ground that he interpreted the law under the wording of 
the applicable sections of the By-Law to mean that the lines 
of the setback apply only to the front yard and side yard 
on the ground. In his opinion the Judge commented to the 
effect that if restrictions are intended in the Zoning By- 
Law they should be specific and clear. 
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The decision in this case was contrary to the general 
popular opinion. 


Lucien R. Authier vs. John R. Augusta et al, Board 
of Appeals of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court Equity #27810 


This is an appeal by Lucien R. Authier by Bill in Equity 
filed in the office of the Clerk of Falmouth on August 6, 1964. 


The Petitioner is the owner of property which adjoins 
other property owned by Clara R. Pacheco of which latter 
property a permit to construct a contractors work shop on 
Said land of Clara R. Pacheco, located in a residential area, 
was granted to Robert B. Pacheco by the Building Inspector 
of Falmouth; that at the request of petitioner work was 
stopped in the erection of the building being constructed by 
said Robert B. Pacheco. 


After a hearing before the Board of Appeals on June 18, 
1964 the Board of Appeals voted to sustain the decision of 
the Board of Selectmen. 


The appeal in this case to the Superior Court was filed 
aS aforesaid in August 1964. It has not as yet been on any 
trial list in the Superior Court and remains on the Superior 
Court docket subject to action to be taken by any of the 
parties involved. 


Arthur M. Handy & Margaret B. Handy vs. the 
Falmouth Planning Board 
Barnstable Superior Court Equity #27440 


The petitioners as owners of a cranberry bog which 
abutted the development land of Edwin L. Gray and Evelyn 
Gray called “Grayrocks” in North Falmouth claimed the un- 
qualified and unlimited right to remove sand from the 
premises of the Grays and the right to do other things as 
described in a deed to the petitioners predecessors in title. 


Petitioners requested the Court to annul the findings 
and rulings of the Planning Board in approving the sub- 
division plan of “Grayrocks,” and that the Planning Board be 
enjoined from acting on the subdivision application and 
endorsing its approval on said plan. 
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A demurrer was filed on behalf of the Falmouth Plan- 
ning Board which set forth seven (7) grounds of Demurrer 
which may be summed up that the Petitioners had no legal 
or equitable right as alleged against the Planning Board. 


The demurrer was argued at Barnstable before Judge 
Dewing of the Superior Court. Briefs were filed and on No- 
vember 23, 1964 an Interlocutary Decree was entered by 
Judge Dewing sustaining the Demurrer. The Planning Board 
then approved the subdivision plan. 


Later, under date of December 4, 1964, the above peti- 
tioners filed a Motion to amend by substituting a new Bill of 
Complaint attached to their motion. No hearing has yet been 
had on their motion. 


CONCLUSION: 


Again we find there are a considerable number of pend- 
ing cases against the Town of Falmouth, its Boards, Com- 
mittees and Officers. It is to be noted however, that there 
are many cases which are for land damages, resulting from 
the widening of Brick Kiln Road and that most, if not all of 
these, will be settled as soon as the appropriation for land 
damages is accessible if voted at the coming Annual Town 
Meeting; that several other cases will probably never be tried 
because the parties have changed their minds or the circum- 
stances have changed and that a few of the remaining cases 
will be settled. The probable result will be that in 1965 the 
number of cases actually tried in Court will be of about the 
same average as in the last few years. 


Cases having to do with Zoning are increasing in num- 
ber. Three of this type were tried and decided or otherwise 
disposed of at the January 1965 jury waived session of the 
Superior Court at Barnstable. 


The present requirements that Boards or Officers which 
take land or easements by eminent domain must, in making 
awards of damages, designate fair appraisal valuations of 
the damages of the land or easements in land so taken will no 
doubt lead to more settlements and fewer land damage cases. 
The former awards of $1.00 damages were not fair to the 
owners and resulted in the bringing of many land damage 
suits. 
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From the Claims and Suits appropriation settlements 
were made of several claims against the Town at moderate 
amounts. It is in my opinion a wise appropriation and pre- 
vents law suits of many accidents or other small claims.

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Report of the Falmouth Airport Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Town of Falmouth is still in litigation with the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts pertaining to the airport 
property. Since the Town is in litigation with the State, this 
Commission’s activities have been limited to the basic prob- 
lem of keeping the airport open until such time as the 
matter is settled. Another court session was held in Suffolk 
County Court at which time Town Counsel again presented 
the Town’s case against the State. The findings of the case 
have not been made. Town Counsel has again filed a bill in 
the Legislature asking that the Department of Fisheries & 
Game be allowed to turn the airport over to the Town. 


Members of this Commission made numerous trips to 
Boston in regard to airport business. 


The location of our airport at Coonamessett again proved 
its value when, on at least three different occasions in the 
past summer during inclement weather, it was the only civil- 
ian airport on the Cape and Islands open to air traffic.

Falmouth Airport Commission 
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Report of the Department of Public Works 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Falmouth 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Enclosed herewith is the fourth Annual Report of the 
Department of Public Works, covering the operations of the 
Department for the calendar year 1964. This report includes 
those of the Superintendent, Water and Sewer Division, 
Highway Division, Park Division, Forestry Division and 
Engineering Division. 

During the year, Richard J. Fish was re-elected to a 
three year term as a Commissioner of the Department. 


In 1964, considerable effort was placed on the needs of 
the Town in completing outstanding work of long standing 
and in attempting to gear the various Divisions of the De- 
partment to the explosive expansion of the Town. 

In the first instance, the Department was successful in 
completing or placing under contract all but one outstand- 
ing project, and that project is held up by litigation. In the 
second instance, a great amount of effort is yet necessary 
before certain of the Divisional segments can efficiently keep 
pace with the community’s growth. 


During 1964, the Town transferred to the Department 
of Public Works the Town Engineering Department. This 
Department, once reorganized into a well rounded Engineer- 
ing Division, should eventually form the nucleus of the 
Town’s Department of Public Works. 


The difficulty of operating the Park, Highway, Forestry 
and Water Divisions of the Department from four separate 
outmoded garages is still of serious concern to the Town. 
Deterioration of machinery stored out of doors under all 
weather conditions, inadequate facilities for the repair of 
equipment, difficult working conditions, inadequate facilities 
for the handling, purchasing and storage of tools and ma- 
terials, and difficulty of central control over personnel, all 
tend to handicap general improvements in efficiency of oper- 
ation and thereby increase costs to the taxpayers.

The Public Works Department needs new garages and 
storage facilities if the maximum in efficiency of overall 
operation is to be achieved. 


Effective January 23, 1964, this Department instituted 
new “Rules and Regulations Governing Minor Extensions of 
Water Mains, Extensions of Water Mains to Serve Sub- 
divisions, Replacement or Renewal of Existing Water Mains, 
and Water Main Extensions for Public Betterment.” 


The above “Rules and Regulations” are printed in a 
separate section of this report and were formulated to serve 
these four purposes as follows: 


1. To clarify the water policy of the Town and the De- 
partment of Public Works with regard to water main 
extensions. 


2. To standardize as much as possible the manner in 
which water mains are installed with regard to the cost 
to the petitioner. 


3. To increase the revenue to the Town from new water 
mains installed by the Town, without, at the same time, 
burdening existing water users with the additional costs 
of these new water mains from which they gain no direct 
value. 


4. To place upon the developer the initial cost of new 
water mains laid strictly for the benefit of new sub- 
divisions. 

The Board of Public Works feels that these new ‘Rules 
and Regulations will eventually prove of great benefit to the 
Town of Falmouth. Already, as of this writing, thousands of 
feet of water mains have been laid by developers at no cost 
to the taxpayers or to the water takers in general. 


The Board of Public Works wishes to take this opportun- 
ity to thank the Board of Selectmen, the various heads of 
other Town Departments and Committees and our own Public 
Works personnel for the cooperation and assistance gener- 
ously given us during the preceding year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT by Nathan S. Ellis, III 
To the Board of the Department of Public Works: 


Gentlemen: 


The Annual Report of the operations of the Department 
for the year 1964 and on the general conditions of the 
Works is respectfully submitted. 


Included as part of this report is a section on the High- 
way, Park, Forestry, Water and Sewer, and Engineering 
Divisions. 


Highways—The report of the Highway Division appears 
in a separate section of this report. 


As will be noted in the Highway statistics outlined here- 
in, a general increase in maintenance and construction of 
Streets, sidewalks and drainage during 1964 is evident. All 
of the maintenance and some of the construction work was 
done by Town personnel with much of the new construction 
work being accomplished under private contracts through 
advertised bid. 


Chapter 90 New Construction—During 1964, Brick Kiln 
Road was re-built between re-located Route 28 and Gifford 
Street—a distance of approximately 5,900 feet. 


A second section of Brick Kiln Road, between Gifford 
Street and Sandwich Road, has been delayed pending drain- 
age easements. These drainage easements required by the 
State D. P. W. Engineers appear in article form in the 1965 
Annual Town Meeting Warrant. 


Chapter 90 New Construction work should begin in the 
fall of 1965 on East Main Street drainage and re-construction. 
This project proposes to correct East Main Street’s drain- 
age problems and through re-surfacing and curbing should 
improve East Main Street’s appearance. 


Herring Rivers—As noted in the 1963 Annual Report of 
this Department, the greatest expense to the Town regard- 
ing herring rivers involves so-called Fresh River, which out- 
lets to the sea a large water shed area, including Shiverick’s 
and Siders Ponds. 
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Fresh River involves almost constant maintenance dur- 
ing the winter months to keep the water flowing properly 
and is therefore an unusual expense to the Town. 


The State Department of Public Works, as of this writing, 
is planning improvements to this river’s outlet to Vineyard 
Sound. If improvements are made in the near future, a long 
term saving to the Town will be realized. 


Bridges—Under a Chapter 90 Maintenance contract, the 
Woods Hole Drawbridge was chipped and re-painted during 
1964. Engineering and supervision on this project was sup- 
plied by the State Department of Public Works and the work 
was done by Ed-Mac-Inc. at a cost of $6,249.50. In conjunc- 
tion with this work, minor steel members rusted through by 
the action of the elements were replaced. 


The basic structure of the Woods Hole Drawbridge is 
once again in good condition and should remain so for a 
number of years. The mechanical apparatus of this Bridge, 
however, which raises and lowers the draw, should receive 
attention in the near future, as the bearings and shafts show 
considerable wear. 


Drainage—As will be noted in the Highway Division re- 
port, a considerable amount of drainage pipe and structures 
were installed in 1964. 


A program was also started to attempt to head off some 
of the future drainage problems by requesting the Town to 
take certain drainage easements and small land takings for 
street drainage by eminent domain before the particular lots 
involved are built upon and thus the existing street drain- 
age blocked. 


Every drainage problem that the Town can head off in 
this manner will save the Town of Falmouth a large amount 
of money. It is a good deal less costly to the Town to pay 
for some of these easements and takings now, rather than 
wait until the low areas in question are built upon and the 
problem compounded, thus necessitating long underground 
drainage systems. 


The Department of Public Works has submitted to the 
1965 Annual Town Meeting a few requests concerning ease- 
ments and takings for street drainage in order to bring some 
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of these problems to the attention of the Town. There is, 
of course, a great deal more to do in this field. 


Snow Removal—Park, Forestry and Highway Division 
personnel and equipment now all form an integrated part 
of snow plowing and removal operations. 


The Park Division attempts to keep clear Main Street 
sidewalks during and immediately after a storm and com- 
pletes all of the snow removal operations in the center of 
Woods Hole. 


The Forestry Division becomes an integral part of the 
Highway Division, effectively forming a pool of additional 
help to relieve the Highway Division personnel, thus enabling 
the Department to operate the snow plows and other equip- 
ment at an almost continuous pace when necessary without 
the need of the majority of the men working longer than 
twelve to fifteen hourse without relief. 


We feel that under this system the Town gets more 
service from its own equipment at a small increase in labor 
and repair costs and is able to return to norma! activities 
much faster after the storm abates. 


The Town of Falmouth spends considerable money dur- 
ing and after a severe snow storm to enable its citizens to 
continue “life as usual” with as little inconvenience and in- 
terruption as possible. During the severest part of a large 
storm, the cost to the Town exceeds $275.00 an hour and 
involves the operation of 28 truck plows, one road grader 
and miscellaneous small equipment. Before and after plow- 
ing operations, salt, sand, plow blades, equipment repairs 
and other connected repairs add additional costs to the over- 
all effort. 


A good portion of the over-all snow effort and there- 
fore snow costs, are directed to sidewalks. In Falmouth, the 
sidewalk plowing operation, for the most part, begins after 
the street plowing ends. Obviously, the sidewalks are plowed 
to enable pedestrians and particularly school children to 
walk along the roads without having to walk in the street. 


Many business establishments and unthinking home 
Owners are inclined to forget these sidewalks when clearing 
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their entrances and pile snow from their own removal 
operations across and onto the sidewalk areas. This practice 
defeats the efforts of the Town. 


The blocking of Town sidewalks with snow from private 
removal operations should be stopped by whatever means 
necessary, otherwise the Town’s money spent plowing these 
walks is wasted and pedestrians using the walks are exposed 
to needless hazards. 


Garage Facilities — The urgent need for centra’ garag- 
ing and storage facilities for the Town of Falmouth Depart- 
ment of Public Works has often been mentioned and little 
can be added except to say that neither a public works 
system nor any system of separate and individual depart- 
ments can operate efficiently under the handicap of ancient 
and almost non-existant repair and storage facilities. The 
deterioration of the Town’s machinery under existing condi- 
tions, particularly that equipment which in the winter must 
handle or work in conjunction with road salt, is at the very 
least an extravagent use of the Town’s money. 


Parks — The report of the Divisional Superintendent of 
the Park Division appears in a separate section of this report. 


This Division is expanding rapidly because of increased 
demands upon it for additional services to local and school 
athletic programs and rapidly increasing acreage of Town- 
owned school grounds. 


It is apparent to this Department that as new schools 
are added to the present school system, and as the present 
practice of including great expanses of lawns and planted 
areas around these new schools continues, park maintenance 
may eventually become secondary to school grounds main- 
tenance. 


In 1965 it is proposed that the costs to maintain the 
grounds belonging to the Park system be kept separate from 
costs pertaining to the school system; therefore, two separate 
budgets are submitted instead of the single combined budget 
of past years. 


In this manner, we hope to better inform the people of 
Falmouth how their Park Division’s budget money is ex- 
pended. Also, we hope to better be able to insure the proper 
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maintenance of Falmouth’s parks by reducing the proba- 
bility that increases in demands on the Park Division’s duties 
will not be carried on by substantially reducing maintenance 
of the Park system. 


Forestry — The report of the Divisional Superintendent 
of the Forestry Division appears in a separate section of this 
report. 


One of the problems facing this Division is the main- 
tenance of shade trees, the trunks of which are located just 
outside the limits of the street property lines and thus 
privately owned. 


In these instances, property owners should and usually 
do cause these trees to be maintained properiy by hiring the 
services of a qualified tree surgeon. 


In some instances, however, the property owners do not 
have their trees cared for properly and the effect is detract- 
ing from the Town’s appearance. 


This Department feels that some measures should be 
taken on behalf of trees located on private property, but over- 
hanging Town ways, particularly those large trees that fall 
into this catagory within the Historical and older sections of 
Town. 


An article has been presented to the 1965 Annual Town 
Meeting to bring this problem to the Town’s attention. If 
passed in its written form, it will allow the Board of Public 
Works to order tree surgery work on private roadside trees 
done by Forestry Division personnel if the tree over-hangs 
an accepted street. 


The intention here is not to assume general care of road- 
Side shade trees that fit into this category, but only those 
Shade trees which, in the opinion of the Board of Public 
Works, detract greatly from the appearance of the Town if 
not cared for properly and which for one reason or another, 
are being allowed to deteriorate or decay. 


Water—The report of the Divisional Superintendent of 
the Water and Sewer Divisions appears in a separate section 
of this report. 


Once again, substantial increases are noted in many of 
the normal activities of this Division. 
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Because of rapid building expansion and the resultant 
increase in water consumption, Falmouth’s water system is 
being taxed in some areas to the point that major costly 
improvements must be made if we are to continue to provide 
an adequate water supply for both domestic use and fire pro- 
tection. 


A report submitted to the Board of Public Works in 
December of 1964 by Whitman and Howard, Inc., Engineers, 
spells out in some detail certain major improvements that 
should be made to the Falmouth water system. All but one 
of the recommendations included in this report are necessary 
to improve the system to provide adequate water and fire 
protection to the existing consumers. One item involves the 
expansion of the system to the Hatchville area which is not 
now supplied with water. 


The Falmouth Board of Public Works has submitted a 
number of articles in the 1965 Annual Town Meeting Warrant 
to bring the recommendations and costs of the water im- 
provements as outlined in the Whitman and Howard report 
to the attention of the voters. 


It is apparent that because of the magnitude of the 
water improvements required, an increase in the Town’s 
water rates during 1965 is unavoidable. 


In the Board of Public Works report to the Selectmen 
preceding, new “Rules and Regulations” governing water 
- main extensions was mentioned. The following is a copy of 
the complete regulations as printed and effective January 23, 
1964. 


TOWN OF FALMOUTH 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
RULES & REGULATIONS GOVERNING Minor Extensions of 
Water Mains, Extensions of Water Mains to Serve Subdi- 


visions, Replacement or Renewal of Existing Water Mains, 
and Water Main Extensions for Public Betterment. 


Effective date — January 23, 1964 


Section A. Not Assessed: Water mains installed for public 
betterment as determined by the Board of the Department of 
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Public Works shall not be assessed against the abutting 
property owners under the guarantee system; however, the 
Board may establish a tap in charge, in addition to the 
service installation for any abutters wishing to gain service 
from a main falling under this category. 


Water main installations under this Section shall be as 
determined by the Board of the Department of Public Works, 
but in general, the following shall be included: 

1. Water mains to increase fire pressures to certain 

districts; 

2. Replacement or renewal of existing water mains; 

3. Main installations to improve pressure and water 

volume to large sections of the Town; 

4. New water mains (main trunk lines) to supply areas 

of the Town not presently supplied with Town water; 

5. Water mains not covered by the above, but adjudged 

by the Board of the Department of Public Works to be 
in general interest of the public. 


Section B. Water Mains to be Installed at Full Cost to the 
Owner: 


Water mains required to supply and located within new 
subdivisions or developments not finally approved by the 
Planning Board as of January 23, 1964. 

Water mains required within subdivisions existing or 
approved by the Planning Board prior to January 23, 1964 
shall be considered by the Town on an individual project 
basis under Section C. 

_ Water mains installed under this Section shall be at 
the expense of the owner of the subdivision and laid by a 
contractor of his choice, approved by the Town. Location 
and size of water mains, location of hydrants, materials used, 
and methods of installation, shall all be in accordance with 
the requirements of the Department of Public Works. 

The Town shall bear the expense of connecting the 
water main to which the proposed pipe to supply the sub- 
division is to be attached. The Town shall install the con- 
nection and enough pipe to reach the sideline of the street 
wherein the existing water main lies. The subdivider shall 
then be responsible for making the final connection to the 
internal water system. 
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Work done under this Section shall be in accordance 
with Paragraph I, Section 21 (Road Construction Require- 
ments) of the Subdivision Regulations as shown in the By 
Laws of the Town of Falmouth, 1961 edition, page 180, as 
follows: 


Wherever there is a Town water main in an 
existing way abutting the subdivision, the Board 
may require that water mains and fire hydrants 
be laid and installed in the ways within the sub- 
division in conformance with the specifications 
of the Department of Public Works. 


All water mains installed under this Section Shall, once 
accepted by the Water Divison of the Department of Public 
Works, become part of the water system owned by the Town 
of Falmouth. The Town shall then have the right, without 
the consent of the owner or developer of the project, to make 
repairs, tap, extend, tie in, or otherwise alter or replace water 
mains installed under this Section, without payment, re- 
payment or compensation, to the developer, owner, or their 
heirs, successors, or assignees. 


Section C. Water Main Extensions Installed by the Town 
Under the Guarantee System: 


All proposed water main installations not included in 
Sections A and B above, shall be included under this Section 
as follows: 


Water mains included in this Section may be installed 
by the Town under the guarantee system if so voted by the 
Town of Falmouth Town Meeting; or, in the case of so-called 
minor extensions not requiring Town Meeting vote, by ap- 
proval of the Board of the Department of Public Works. 


1. Water mains required within subdivisions ap- 
proved by the Planning Board before. 

2. Water mains within subdivisions which did not, 
at the time of the subdivision’s approval by the 
Planning Board, abut an existing way, having a 
Town water main, and to which the provisions 
of Paragraph I of Section 21 of the Subdivision 
Regulations were therefore not applicable. 
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3. Water mains required to supply buildings in 
existance on the effective date of these regula- 
tions but not presently supplied with water. 

4. Water mains required to supply existing, new, or 
proposed buildings on lots located on existing 
public or private street, within a limited distance 
of a water main (so-called minor extensions). 
A “limited distance” as referred to herein is the 
length of water main that can be installed in 
the area in question at a cost to the Town of not 
more than $1,000.00. 


As of January 23, 1964, all water mains installed by the 
Town under this Section shall be under a guarantee of 15 
per cent annual income for a period of ten years, unless the 
Town shall decide otherwise by a two-thirds vote at an An- 
nual Town Meeting. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION by Manuel Pacheco, Jr., Foreman 


During 1964 routine maintenance work, including street 
cleaning, patching highways and sidewalks, cleaning of catch 
basins and snow removal and sanding, have been carried on 
by the Highway Division. Part of the maintenance program 
includes mowing brush along the roadsides, painting and re- 
pairing fence railings, renewing and replacing street signs, 
repainting crosswalks and the maintenance of six herring 
rivers. 


An increase in the demand for street signs, traffic con- 
trol signs and crosswalks has been noted over the past few 
years. The increase has caused this Division to place less 
emphasis on center-line marking of streets than was true 
in the past. Continued expansion along the above will neces- 
sitate an increase in personnel and equipment or the con- 
tracting for center-line painting of streets.

Summary: 4,768 feet of concrete or metal pipe was installed 
in 1964, including 250’ of 30”, 1010’ of 24”, 425” 
of 18”, 655’ of 15”, 1780’ of 12”, 588’ of 10” and 
60’ of 8”. Structures included in this drainage 
were 8 manholes, 2 leaching basins, one gutter 
inlet and 7 catch basins. 


PARK DIVISION by Newcomb Cassick, Superintendent 
Normal maintenance and care has been continued on 
all areas under the control and supervision of the Park 
Division. 
Goodwill Park continues to be our most popular park. 
The attendance was well over 30,000 visitors this year, and

families have been recorded from all over the United States 
and abroad as well. 


Baseball fields were in constant use during the season 
with over 400 organized games played on the 15 fields under 
our supervision. 


School ground maintenance continues to grow as the 
School system expands. This Division now spends almost as 
many man hours on School properties as it spends on Park 
properties. 


The severe droughts of this year caused the irrigation 
system to be put into almost continuous use, principally at 
Fuller Field and the Intermediate School. 


The new seven-gang mowing tractor purchased for this 
Division has proven to be an invaluable piece of equipment. 
With it, our grass cutting chores are greatly facilitated. 


Snow removal and sidewalk plowing have been done by 
this Division in conjunction with the Highway Division as 
required. 


FORESTRY DIVISION by Joseph Figuerido, Superintendent 


1964 ended in a vein of accomplishment and Satisfaction. 
Many varied duties and projects were completed, each phase 
an integral part in up-grading the condition of Falmouth’s 
Shade trees. 


Pruning and sanitation work, the vital area in the con- 
trol of many tree diseases, has been pressed forward so that 
the majority of Town-owned shade trees have had some 
attention. Unfortunately, many of our finest shade trees 
adjacent to a public way are border-line cases and legally 
fall on private property. Present law does not permit our 
Division to work on these trees. It is the Department of 
Public Works’ contention that shade trees on private prop- 
erty over-hanging a public way should, in some cases, be- 
come the responsibility of the Tree Division and should be 
preserved to enhance our community. Therefor, the Depart- 
ment of Public Works has drafted an article to remedy this 
situation which is inserted in the 1965 Warrant for Town 
Meeting consideration. 
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The Pesticide Board of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, established in 1962 for the purpose of controlling, 
educating, and guiding all personnel handling or applying 
insecticides, has implemented many regulations this past 
year. A license is now required for anyone supervising or 
applying insecticides on public ways. 


Three members of the Tree Division have taken exam- 
inations for this license. The law requires that detailed 
records of all insecticide applications within a Town be re- 
tained for a period of five years. Penalties will be imposed 
for infractions of the regulations set forth by this Board. 


The Department of Natural Resources has undertaken 
major action to control the gypsy moth which reached 
epidemic proportions in 1964 on Cape Cod. Some towns were 
unable to cope with the problem. A survey by State officials 
was completed last fall and is presently being examined by 
the Department of Natural Resources. A request for an ap- 
propriation that will benefit all of the Cape will be submitted 
to the General Court to aid in abating this serious problem. 
Falmouth has not been spared; some infiltration has been 
evident along the northern section of our Town. 


Dutch Elm disease is a perrenial problem. Again we are 
pleased to report that Falmouth’s percentage remained less 
than one percent. Of the approximate eleven hundred elm 
trees, there were ten Dutch Elm disease cases confirmed. We 
firmly believe that the sanitation work, along with the one 
careful dormant spray application each spring, has contri- 
buted substantially to our good fortune. 


Tent caterpillars are on the rise again. The Department 
of Public Works urges residents to remove undesirable wild 
cherry, and other fruit bearing species of no consequence, 
on their property. These trees are the “host plant’ for the 
tent caterpillar. Close vigilence in early spring is advised; 
if tents are seen, an application of Sevin or DDT in accord- 
ance with instructions on the label, will destroy the tent. 


A brush chipper purchased last year has greatly facili- 
tated our roadside work. There is no doubt that the invest- 
ment in this machine was prudent and wise. 


The fall tree planting program is always a pleasant and 
rewarding task. Each year we try to plant areas void of 
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trees. Many individual requests are also processed and 
planted. Sixty-seven assorted shade and flowering trees 
were planted in 1964. 


The Tree Division wishes to thank the many citizens for 
their cooperation while work was being accomplished along 
their property. We also thank the Cape & Vineyard Electric 
Company for their assistance and the many other Town de- 
partments and personnel for all the help and cooperation 
given us in the past year. 


ENGINEER DIVISION by Charles A. White, Town Engineer 


Plans were prepared for the twenty-two roads that were 
laid out by the Selectmen. Duplicate tracings were made for 
the seventeen layouts accepted by Town Meeting. Field 
work was completed on the new layouts for Gifford Street, 
Thomas B. Landers Road, Turner Road and Moonakiss Road. 
Street lines were re-run and missing bounds replaced on 
Quissett Avenue, Little Island Road and Deacons Avenue. 


Taking plans for drainage easements were prepared for 
the continuation of Chapter 90 work on the Brick Kiln Road. 
A property line survey was made of the new Teaticket 
School site, together with a topographical survey. File plans 
were drawn for the Coonamessett River, or Dutchman’s 
Ditch, parcels conveyed to the Town for conservation pur- 
poses. Title work was started on the unknown areas of 
Great Sippewissett Marsh, where surveys will have to be 
made on the ground before the ownerships can be deter- 
mined. House numbers have been given out daily for new 
routes and new buildings on existing mail routes. 


Work was continued on the revision of the Assessors’ 
maps, with all available help working to complete the set 
that is to be published and distributed to the real estate 
agents. This set has taken a great deal of time to prepare 
because of the many new roads and subdivisions that have 
been laid out in the last five years. The old maps do not 
meet the standards of accuracy that are essential today and 
it takes too much time correcting the old work before the 
new work can be fitted on the sheets. New and larger scale 
maps are needed for the platted and active areas in the 
Town. 
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WATER & SEWER DIVISION by John W. Hughes, Supt. 


Receipts for the year amounted to $257,736.54, an in- 
crease of $26,003.03 over the previous year. This was suffi- 
cient to meet all of our operating and construction expenses, 
debt and interest payments with the exception of the 
$25,000.00 payment on the principal of the 1959 Water Mains 
Loan. Substantial increases were also noted in all other 
categories and it seems apparent this trend will continue. 


A total of 34,916 feet of water mains and 46 new hydrants 
were installed, and of this total 16,157 feet were installed by 
owners of new subdivisions at no cost to the Town. This 
was in accordance with the regulations adopted by the Board 
of Public Works, which requires the owner to pay the full 
cost of water mains installed in subdivisions approved by 
the Planning Board after January 23, 1964. Needless to say 
this has resulted in a substantial saving to the Town. The 
new regulations further provided that mains installed under 
the guaranty method are subject to a 15% annual guaranty. 


We installed a total of 355 new service connections, an 
increase of 104, and 24 services were renewed. Obviously, such 
a sizeable increase made it necessary to concentrate most 
of our efforts on service connections, and maintenance was 
limited to absolute essentials. 


The usual number of leaks were experienced and re- 
paired without difficulty; however, a serious leak developed 
in the 20” main in Brick Kiln Road. A longitudinal crack 
developed in a length of cast iron pipe and considerable 
water was lost before the main was shut down. We stock 
repair materials for this size pipe, but do not have power 
equipment for cutting, and the New Bedford Water Depart- 
ment graciously allowed us to hire the necessary equipment 
to complete the job. 


A contract was awarded late in the year for painting 
and repairing the West Falmouth tank, but weather con- 
ditions made it necessary to delay this project until Spring 
and funds were carried over to cover the cost of this contract. 


All vehicles were maintained in good condition. A new 
four-wheel drive truck was purchased late in the year and 
delivery is expected in early 1965. We expect this will be a 
valuable unit on construction work.

A total of 700,704,800 gallons of water were pumped, an 
increase of 30.4 million gallons and a new high was reached 
for the largest day when 4,951,200 were recorded. 


The average rainfall at Long Pond Pumping Station over 
an eight year period is 41.3 inches. 1962 was slightly over 
average, during which the pond water level varied from a 
gauge reading of 40% inches in April to a low of 10 inches 
in September. 


The years 1963 and 1964 were both considerably below 
normal, there being a rainfall deficiency of 4.9 inches in 1963 
and 5.4 inches in 1964. These two very dry years in suc- 
cession caused a draw-down of Long Pond from a high of 30% 
inches in May 1963 to minus 124% in May 1964, which is the 
lowest gauge reading since pond water level records were 
commenced in 1927. There was a gradual rise in water level 
from May to December 1964 of about 10 inches. Unless there 
is a very wet spring in 1965, the water level will probably 
not return to normal for another year. The increase in 
pumping between 1962 and 1964 of about 74 million gallons 
contributed slightly to the lowering of the pond level. 


At the low point in May 1964, there was available about 
seven feet of water over the 30” suction pipe so there is no 
danger of a deficiency in water supply. 


It is of interest to note that the ground water level at 
Waquoit Tank, with no pumping from the well field, dropped 
about six inches since 1962. 


Whitman & Howard were engaged to study the defi- 
ciencies of the system and to recommend improvement need- 
ed to cope with the constant expansion. This study was 
completed late in the year and several articles will appear 
in the next Town Meeting warrant requesting funds to cor- 
rect the most urgent deficiencies including storage, pumping 
equipment and feeder mains. 


On May 31st our Chief Engineer, Austin E. Perry, reached 
the maximum retirement age and retired after more than 
forty-one years of service. Mr. Perry was a faithful and 
competent employee and we extend our very best wishes to 
him in his retirement. 
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Receipts from sewer rental charges increased to $4,675.80. 
One new connection was installed and we now have a total 
of 118. The comminutor body was replaced and is now in 
good condition. All other equipment appears to be in satis- 


factory condition. 


I wish to express my appreciation to all of the officials, 
employees and others for the fine support and cooperation — 


received during the year.

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~ Report of the Personnel Board 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Falmouth Personnel Board met and held twelve 
regular meetings and six special meetings during 1964. A 
volume of requests for step-rate increases and job reclassi- 
fications were acted upon. Within the past year, the Board 
has also created the following positions: GENERAL FORE- 
MAN—Highway and TEMPORARY CLERK—Police. 


Only two employee grievances were brought to the 
Board’s attention during the year. One was the result of a 
desire to be reclassified and upgraded, and the other was 
the result of violation of the provisions of the Salary Admin- 
istration Plan on the part of the department head. One 
grievance was resolved, and the other, presented the latter 
part of the year, is expected to be resolved soon to the Satis- 
faction of all concerned. 


During the past year five positions were also reclassified 
aS a result of additional duties and responsibilities. 


Mr. Arthur T. Henderson was appointed a new member 
of the Board to fill the vacancy created by the expiration 
of the term of Dr. Arthur Nutt. 


The Board has submitted an article in the 1965 Annual 
Town Meeting warrant requesting formal amendment to the 
Plan to incorporate various changes and reclassifications 
which had occurred during the past year. The article also 
requests establishment of a uniform work week consisting of 
forty hours for the laboring groups and thirty-seven and 
one-half hours for the clerical groups. In addition, the article 
requests liberalization of the vacation and sick leave plan to 
allow such leave time to part-time permanent employees on 
a pro-rated basis. At the same time, the article requests 
provisions in the Plan for overtime pay for Department of 
Public Works personnel who must work overtime as a result 
of an unusual emergency situation. 
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The Board has also submitted another article in the 1965 
Annual Town Meeting warrant requesting a five percent in- 
crease in salaries for all employees and positions included 
under the Classification and Salary Schedules of the Fal- 
mouth Salary Administration Plan.

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Report of the Harbor Master 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


Vandalism to a limited degree became water borne this 
year, with the theft of the landing float in Megansett, de- 
struction of our channel markers by gunfire, physical force, 
and theft. Thirty-two violations were issued and turned over 
to the new State Motorboat division, (for reckless operation 
of boats), for prosecution. 


The Commander First Coast Guard District Boston, has 
approved the marking of Waquoit Bay channel with govern- 
ment buoys, all that is required now is Federal sanction. 
Congressman Hasting’s Keith is assisting the town in this 
respect, in Washington. 


It is noteworthy that at present every harbor in this 
town that has any depth of water is overcrowded and a 
potential hazard to vessels in case of a severe storm, due to 
their close proximity to each other, rather than a haven of 
refuge as it should be. A realistic view into the future should 
be taken with these facts in mind. Plans for the future 
should be formulated to either expand our present facilities, 
develop new ones, or limit and restrict our present ones. In 
this respect the town as a whole should show a keen interest, 
and support their Waterways Committee in their planning, 
because in spite of all things, Cape Cod’s economy is based on 
the tourist, and the attraction is our waterfront and beaches, 
and these should be adequate, and safe.

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


Your School Building Needs Committee has been con- 
cerned with two projects: the construction of the new 
elementary school in North Falmouth, and the development 
of preliminary plans and specifications for a proposed new 
school in the Teaticket area. The Committee has held 23 
regular and special meetings. 


The North Falmouth Elementary School 


Complete except for minor details, the new North Fal- 
mouth School was occupied by children and staff January 4, 
1965, and will be formally accepted and dedicated February 
7. The final cost will be within the Town appropriation. 


Enroliment Rises 


Falmouth school population continues to grow—at the 
rate of about 140 pupils a year. To provide room for this 
increasing enrollment, the school system needs to acquire five 
new classrooms a year. 


There has been, therefore, a rising army of children 
marking time, in a sense, in overcrowded, underequipped 
schools—waiting for new classrooms to be built. 


The accumulated pressure of this backlog has been re- 
lieved by the opening of the new North Falmouth School— 
and some space for growth has been provided in this area. 


But the growth goes on—and in September, 1965, the 
schools will be five or six elementary classrooms short. By 
September, 1967, the shortage will have risen to 14 classrooms. 


Teaticket School overcrowded. 


The effects of this overcrowding are intensified by the 
conditions and age of some of the elementary schools. Con- 
sidering the numbers of children involved, the poorest and 
least suited of the schools to a program of quality education 
is the Teaticket School. 
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The Teaticket School’s special defect is that the class- 
rooms are too small—hardly large enough for half the number 
of children they contain, with little but sitting room, and 
nothing else for other work space and equipment, which are 
the tools of modern teaching. 


Though the building could be remodeled (at consider- 
able expense and without State aid) to provide four full- 
sized classrooms, the need is for more than twenty class- 
rooms, together with gymnasium, health room and library. 


Your Committee feels that money for remodeling would 
be better used to provide the additional space in the proposed 
new school. 


Therefore: 
© To take care of the growing numbers of children in the 
area, 
e To relieve enrollment pressures in other schools, 
© To replace the obsolete undersized classrooms in the old 
Teaticket School, 


Your Committee Proposes: 

Construction of a new 23 room elementary school, on a 
15 acre site owned by the Town on Maravista Avenue 
Extension. 


The Architects 


The architects for the proposed school are Hugh Stub- 
bins and Associates, Inc., the designers of the Falmouth 
Intermediate School. 

Their comments about the proposed design follow: 


- The Building 
General Notes: 


1. The building has been situated on the site to take 
the best advantage of its topography. 


2. The building has been designed to be as compact as 
possible, with classrooms arranged around the two 
major elements, the Cafetorium and Playroom. The 
court between these two rooms serves as a sheltered 
outdoor play area. 
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3. Sloping roofs with wide overhangs at windows give 
good protection from the weather. The grouping of 
the various elements has been arranged to keep the 
overall building in scale with its surroundings. 


4. Service areas have been placed to one side of the 
building, and the general parking on the other side 
to minimize vehicular traffic at the main entrance 
and bus loading area. Play areas are to the rear of 
the site and separated for the various age groups. 


Construction Details 


Foundation Walls: Reinforced Concrete. 
Floor Slabs: Reinforced Concrete. 


Framing: Steel columns, laminated wood beams, ex- 
posed wood trusses over Cafetorium and Play- 
room. 


Roof Decking: Plywood sheathing on wood joists. 
Roofing: Asphalt shingles. 

Exterior Walls: Face bricks with masonry block backup. 
Windows: Metal sash, painted finish. 


Interior Partitions: Painted masonry block, plaster 
where necessary, ceramic tile in 
toilet rooms. 


Lighting: Fluorescent and incandescent. 


Heating: Unit ventilation and radiation circulating hot 
water system. Ventilation systems as required 
by State Regulations. 


Cost 


The architects estimate that the proposed complete pro- 


ject will cost $1,396,500.00 as shown: below.

The Commonwealth of Massachusetts will reimburse the 
Town 30% of this amount, or $419,000.00. 


It is hoped that upwards of $500,000.00 may be taken 
from available funds to finance the project. The rest would 
have to be bonded. The effect on the local real estate tax 
for this bonding will be about eighty cents per thousand 
dollars of valuation annually over the twenty year period.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 
I would speak to you about quality in education. 


If exposure to words makes one an expert, I qualify. I 
have heard endless talk about this subject—in school and 
out. I sometimes think that my presence in a social gather- 
ing is what triggers the explosion, but my friends tell me 
that the discussion rages when I am not there. 


Education, I am told, is a conversational gambit, pro- 
vocative as religion but, like the weather, safe. Every man, 
it seems, Knows the secret how he has gotten where he is 
and has a yen to share the secret in conversation for the 
world’s good. 


Even so, for me, the most revealing talk, occurs not in 
social gatherings, but rather in the occasional private con- 
versation in the office. Here, the speaker reveals himself only 
indirectly, and certainly not in commencement-type words 
about eternal verities. His subject is not the collective teen- 
ager of the headlines, but a living boy or girl—his child. 


Frequently, the conversation begins with the despondent 
query “Why doesn’t Joe do well in school?” From long ex- 
perience, I have come to recognize in this question a disarm- 
ing reversal of the real question in the speaker’s mind, “Why 
doesn’t the school do well in Joe?”’. 


As the dialogue continues in response to these two ques- 
tions, it becomes apparent that for this man, as for nearly 
every one else, the quality of the school is measured, not by 
the variety of languages it offers, nor even by the number of 
merit scholars it turns out, but rather by the effect the 
school has in arousing the interests and developing the ca- 
pacities of the boy or girl in this man’s life—his son or 
daughter or grandchild, as the case may be. 
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As for me, so long as this includes equally the desires 
of all people for each of their children, this is as good a 
criterion of quality as I know. It is not, however, an easy 
standard, because the range of differences is so great between 
the people we serve—the handicapped, the gifted, and all 
the varieties of others in between. 


Always dramatically in the forefront of our attention, of 
course, is the dismal catalogue of effects upon children: of 
social injustice, of immaturity and erratic discipline in some 
homes; and, in some cases, of the lack of any home at all; 
of the disparity between some parents’ aspirations and their 
children’s talents; and of the multitude of other supposed 
causes of perverse conduct. 


But the presence of these crippling hindrances to learn- 
ing are not cause for inaction. There is incontrovertible 
evidence from many places that conditions can exist in a 
school which can overcome even these. The extent to which 
a school provides these conditions is one measure of quality. 


At the other end of the problem scale are those who 
seem to learn without effort. Given only the scent, they 
seem to bird-dog the paths of learning on their own. Their 
good is so much better than most people’s best, that we are 
easily lulled into prideful satisfaction over their accomplish- 
ments. But this is error. As much as the retarded and the 
crippled, the gifted should have stimulation and special atten- 
tion, though of a vastly different but equally specialized kind. 
In fact, every child, not only the crippled and handicapped, 
needs our special attention; and the extent to which every 
child gets it is a measure of the quality of the school. 


No family’s children has a corner on any particular kind 
of need. Therefore, on a very personal level, the only way 
to assure quality conditions of learning for one’s own chil- 
dren is to secure them for all children. 


These conditions, I suggest, are not accidentally come 
by. They are a created product of interplay between purpose, 
people, and material things. 

Thus, if we desire for our children opportunity to develop 
their talents, if we want to minimize failure and all it im- 
plies, then there are certain conditions which we should work 
together to achieve. 
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The first of these conditions concerns the spirit. 


It is the conviction that the conditions of quality can 
be brought about, and the firm intention that they will be. 
If these attitudes are in the hearts of the top policy-making 
board, they will permeate through the school system and 
into the community. 


In this respect Falmouth is fortunate. 


The second condition concerns people. 


First, concerning people: we need teachers for all ages 
of children at all levels who “Know their stuff and how to 
put it over’. These school-boy words cover a multitude of 
virtues, which, together, mean quality—for Which, in our 
Society, you pay. 

Falmouth teachers and Falmouth Salary schedules 
have been better than average. Our neighbors and 
competitors have caught up, and some are going ahead. 


Secondly, concerning people: we need enough teachers 
So that classes may be kept small, in order that pupils may 
be dealt with as individuals according to their needs, and not 
as Masses or numbers. 


What is enough? 


The Willis Report—Quality Education for Massachu- 
chusetts proposes standards for elementary schools of 
40 classroom teachers per 1,000 children; and for sec- 
ondary schools, 60 classroom teachers per 1,000 pupils. 

In Falmouth, the average is now 32 classroom teach- 
ers per 1,000 children in the elementary schools; and 
53 classroom teachers per 1,000 pupils in the secondary 
school. 


Thirdly, concerning people: to back up these teachers, 
to provide overall leadership and give support in special 
areas, we need principals and special service personnel, like 
guidance counsellors, librarians, remedial Speech therapists 
and curriculum specialists in major fields of learning. 

What is the standard of quality in this regard? 

The Willis Report proposes 10 such professionals for 
each 1,000 children in the elementary schools, and 15 
for secondary schools. 

In Falmouth, the average is seven. 
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The third condition of quality concerns material things. 

We need to supply an environment of things to stimulate 
independent learning: laboratories, work space, audio-visual 
aids, and above all libraries, well stocked with books and 
adequately manned. 


The Standard? 


The Willis Report proposes a central library, not only 
in every junior and senior high school, but also in 
every elementary school of over 300 pupils. 


In Falmouth progress is being made toward realizing 
this ideal. Libraries are in full operation in the High 
School, the Intermediate School, and the East Fal- 
mouth Elementary School. Libraries are being designed 
into each new elementary school, and in the older 
elementary schools, rooms are being set aside for this 
purpose and equipped. A librarian is to be added to 
the elementary school staff. 


The fourth condition of quality concerns buildings. 

Without buildings to contain the classrooms to house the 
children and the equipment of the people who teach them, 
the other conditions of quality are impossible. That is why 
we sometimes seem to emphasize first things last. 


Aside from putting a roof over the program, the only 
other essential characteristic of the building is that it pro- 
vide for modern standards of public safety and sanitation. 


While progress in providing buildings in Falmouth 
has been notable, the continuing need is indicated in 
the report of the School Building Needs Committee. 


In treating of these problems of spirit and purpose, of 
people and of things, we are beset with rising enrollments, 
aging buildings, and spiralling costs. Even the standards rise. 
As a consequence, we stride forward four steps to advance 
one. 


This year, for example, we ask for a budget increase of 
13% or $205,000.00. Three fourths of this amount is simply 
to maintain our status-quo: to adjust salaries competitively 
to the levels of our neighbors, to provide additional staff and 
more rooms and equipment for additional pupils.

Only the remaining 25% of the increase is for improve- 
ment of the program: for smaller Classes, for improved spe- 
cial education for the handicapped and retarded, for special 
teachers in elementary science and reading, for extension 
of libraries in the elementary schools, for more adequate 
guidance service in high and intermediate schools. 


It is evident that we have a distance to go. But the 
direction is forward. 


The attached reports are remindful of reasons for 
optimism.

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ANNUAL REPORT FROM LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL 


We have completed our first year as a four year high 
school. As I read the end of year reports from the teachers 
I conclude that they have liked the arrangement and have 
had a good year. They speak of the good effects of the added 
space in each department, and all are enthusiastic about the 
improved physical set-up of the library and the new study 
hall. These have made possible the free use of the auditor- 
ium for dramatic groups, large lecture groups, and others 
who need to use stage facilities. 


This year we graduated the largest class (210) in the 
history of the School. 


This year we introduced the Royal McBee scheduling 
system, a punch card system, for programming the school. 


The department leaders have written brief reports cover- 
ing a few things that each feels is worthy of mention. 


American Field Service Program 


A project started in 1962 by the Student Council to bring 
a foreign student to our school has continued to flourish. Last 
year we had Neils Leirow, a German student, spent his senior 
year as a member of this school. This year our own Mary 
Hough has been selected to attend school in Australia. She 
will leave early in 1965. We are thrilled to be represented in 
Australia by such a fine young person as Miss Hough.

During the school year representatives of forty schools 
and colleges visited this school to talk with seniors. An 
average of twenty-one students met with each representative. 
Four special career and assembly programs for all students 
were presented. These programs were aimed at presenting 
information on vocational, business and military careers for 
young people. 

English 

This year we have established honors sections in English. 
The students in these sections are Spending much of their time 
in individualized study. They spend a great deal of time in the 
library, reading and doing research.. This experience, we feel, 
not only presents a challenge to the student, but gives them 
the kind of experience from which they will profit as they 
continue their education. 
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The English teachers have been doing “cross teaching” 
within the department and with teachers from other depart- 
ments. The program was arranged this year to allow for inter- 
change of teachers between classes and departments, and for 
limited use of the “team teaching” techniques. The English 
teachers feel that this arrangement has stimulated improved 
instruction and learning. 


Social Studies 


The Social Studies Department seeks to bring the students 
to an appreciation of the basic fundamentals of the rich 
cultural heritage of our civilization. To assist students in 
analyzing and understanding the problems and crises which 
threaten this heritage, present day issues and questions are 
discussed. The ulterior goal of this program is to prepare the 
student to undertake the duties and responsibilities of 
citizenship with intelligent comprehension. 


United States History and Contemporary Issues groups 
conducted an assembly in which the qualifications for Presi- 
dent were discussed before the student body. This was fol- 
lowed the next day with a student poll conducted in a manner 
as nearly as possible identical to procedure for national 
elections. 


World Cultures classes this year plan a special approach to 
Chinese and other eastern cultures. The more that students 
comprehend other cultural patterns than their own, the 
better will they be able to meet and overcome cultural 
conflicts. 


Additional enrichment and depth in this discipline is pro- 
vided for by History Club, which was organized this year. 
Membership is voluntary and faculty and students work to- 
gether on student interests. 


Mathematics 

The college requirements in mathematics are quite varied. 
As a result the college freshman courses are also quite dif- 
ferent in content. We have found that students have been 
fairly well prepared for any course if they have had our 
traditional four years of mathematics. However, those. anxi- 
ous to major in mathematics, physics and the sciences have 
felt the need for a course in calculus. Pupils intending science 
or mathematics majors frequently find themselves during first 
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year of college competing with students who have already had 
one year of calculus in high school. Therefore, several years 
ago, we Started a program to have qualified students take cal- 
culus in high school. These students who are now in college, 
report that the course has helped them. We have a class in 
calculus this year and hope to have a select group continue 
to take calculus each year. 
Language 

The Language Department is working with a full load of 
Students. About 395 are enrolled in one or more of our three 
languages, Latin, French and Spanish. We, in the department 
are quite pleased and are becoming happier each year with 
the scores which our students are obtaining on the C.E.E.B. 
tests. The steady upswing in board scores seems to reflect on 
our teaching, and we are pleased. 


Also, it should be noted that of our students who continue 
with study of language in college, many have received ad- 
vanced placement in their courses. For example, this year 
three students in Latin, one in Spanish, and one in French 
have been placed in advanced courses with advanced standing. 


We are quite happy to see our work resulting in better 
college board scores and more advanced standing for our 
students. 


Industrial Arts 


A well-rounded, comprehensive program of Industrial Arts 
is offered in Lawrence High School. Pupils have the opportu- 
nity to acquire a cluster of work skills which will meet the 
entrance requirements for a variety of occupations. The 
virtues of safety, neatness and proper personal attitudes are 
stressed throughout. In addition, pupils are taught the techni- 
cal vocabulary and the specific skills related to a number of 
fields: care and use of basic tools, operating and maintaining 
power tools, blueprinting, reading and making working plans, 
household maintenance, building construction and finishing, 
electrical and radio repairs, and machine shop practices, as 
well as maintenance and repairs to gasoline and diesel 
engines. 


Art 


The high school art program has an obligation to enhance 
every student’s life with as much creativity as possible. The 
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aim is to teach pupils to do creatively, and to appreciate and 
enjoy what others creatively do. Whatever we can do to build 
better citizens will always be the primary function of the Art 
Department. 


Toward this end, the school offers a four-year sequence of 
art instruction, given, as are other major subjects, five or ten 
periods a week. One hundred seventy-five pupils are currently 
“taking” art courses.. This means that nearly 50% of our 
pupils take some intensive art instruction during their course 
in high school, and a few take art for four years, developing 
higher levels of sophistication and skill in the field. 


Household Arts 


The Houeshold Arts Department is organized under the 
State Vocational Division. In these classes are enrolled 41 
girls under one teacher, who teaches a curriculum of ex- 
experiences of homaking and the related trades:- the prepara- 
tion, serving and distribution of foods; the design, construc- 
tion and distribution of clothing, etc. 


Investigation has been initiated to determine whether this 
program may be extended profitably through support of the 
newer Federal Vocational program. 


Science 

During this school year, 66% of our total school enroll- 
ment is studying some form of science. There are 176 students 
in General Science, 165 in Biology, 84 in Health, 20 in Physical 
Science, 58 in Chemistry, and 43 in Physics. 


In grade nine, five divisions are studying basic chemistry 
and physics in the General Science course. This is taught in 
order to give the students an early foundation in chemistry 
and physics, which will help them to better understand 
biology in Grade ten. 


Certain aspects of the BSCS, Biological Sciences Cur- 
riculum Study, are being adopted in our biology courses. 
Laboratory work is being extended throughout all biology 
courses. 


Our chemistry program includes two divisions studying 
CBA, Chemical Bond Approach, and one division in modern- 
ized form of traditional inorganic chemistry. 
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There are two physics divisions, one covering the sub- 
ject-matter of PSSC, Physical Sciences Study Committee, 
and the other division studying Dr. Harvey E. White’s tele- 
vision course which has been adopted for secondary schools. 


Our science seminar lectures are continuing again this 
year. The lectures are given monthly to our science students 
through the generous cooperation of the Woods Hole sci- 
entists and the Oceanographic Institution and the Marine 
Biological Laboratory. 


This year we are equipping one of our science rooms 
as a Special projects laboratory. It is being used by students 
for advanced experimentation in biology, chemistry and 
physics. The level of experimentation is that of the fresh- 
man year in college. These experiments are in addition to 
those of the regular science courses. Students work on the 
projects during study periods and after school. The students 
thus have opportunity to work on an experiment which re- 
quires several days to complete, and to apply writing skills in 
a laboratory report of their investigations. 


Driver Education 


Driver Education requirements are as follows: 30 hours 
of classroom work; 6 hours behind the wheel; 6 hours ob- 
serving in the car. 


One hundred thirty students met these requirements 
during the school year 1963-64: 60% from the Junior Class, 
25% from the Senior Class, 15% from the Sophomore Class. 


One hundred twenty-seven passed the examinations 
given by the Registry of Motor Vehicles and received their 
license and certificate. 


Three failed, and since the close of school one has been 
re-examined and passed. The other two plan to be re-ex- 
amined during the summer. 


Music 

Mr. Stevens reports that the Lawrence High School Band 
played for eleven football games, Seven parades, one concert 
at Otis Air Force Base, one Spring Concert, and two assembly 
programs.

In the Choral Group, forty musical compositions were 
studied and sung. The Group sang for the school Christmas 
Program and for the Spring Concert. 


Members of both groups and members of the School 
Orchestra, participated in the Cape Cod Music Festival and 
the New England Music Festival.

Annual Report 
FALMOUTH INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 


We think that progress has been made this year in help- 
ing children and teachers to identify themselves as respon- 
Sible citizens of the new Intermediate School. We have tried 
to lay out a challenging program of studies, supported by out- 
Side-of-classroom activities. 


In many ways we have tried to lay the groundwork for 
what we hope will become traditions of responsibility and 
excellence. 

Listed below are some of the highlights: 


1. Growth in pupil enrollment to 964. (The school was 
designed for about 950). 


2. Addition of a class for the emotionally disturbed. 


3. Development of part time guidance therapy for po- 
tential dropouts. 


4. Growth of Audio-Visual equipment and materials 
under Mr. Lafond’s direction. 

o. Continuance of varied groupings of students in sub- 
ject offerings. 

6. Development of expanded intramural sports program; 
football, 75; baseball, 70; basketball, 100. 

7. Development of an active School Council of Students 
with their many activities, such as a charity basket drive. 

8. Installation of the Roll of Honor plaque in school, 
given to the school by the class of 1964. 
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9. First graduation completed with 244 pupils promoted. 

10. Enhancement of the science program. Dr. Backus, 
WHOI, presenting insights to pupils. 

11. Drama offerings to pupils, presented by students. A 
new stage setting and riser were constructed. 


12. Music offerings in Band, Orchestra, and choral group 
for grades 5-8 have been expanded under the direction of 
Mr. Rossello, Mr. Stevens, Mr. Marotta, and Miss Brown. 

13. Development of a school mimeographed newspaper, 
The Jotter. 

14. Commencement of an Honor Society in school by Mr. 
d’Ombrain and Miss Lathrop. 

15. Movement of one 5th grade class to the new North Fal- 
mouth School. 

16. Development of improved systems for teaching: 

a. Developmental reading in grades 7 and 8. 

b. Extension and expansion of modern mathematics 
program in grades 5-8. 

c. Groupings in social studies, science, English, and 
Mathematics to provide opportunity for flexibility, 
for better individual and group instruction. 

17. The addition of a meaningful homeroom period with 
meaningful on-going activities, under the direction of a 
Homeroom Advisory Committee of teachers. 


18. Enlargement and collection of library books and im- 
provement of schedule for library use. 


Finally, with continued expansion of the program and 
with the hope of further strengthening the school’s offer- 
ings, it is recommended: 


1.To add two academic teachers to reduce present heavy 
teacher loads. 


2. To establish area leaders for coordinating depart- 
mental activities, and for developing team teaching. 


3. To add staff to Guidance.

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PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


The Physical Education Program has continued to ex- 
pand, what with the addition of three new teachers and the 
opening of the Intermediate School. There are presently six 
full-time teachers involved in the physical education pro- 
gram—one of these being Head of the Department—with 
another twenty-two teachers assisting in the intramural and 
interscholastic programs. 


Three thousand two hundred ninety boys and girls were 
participating in the physical education program from grades 
one through twelve, and of this group 890 people were in the 
intramural program. Six hundred sixty boys and girls went 
beyond the intramural level and participated in the in- 
terscholastic program, competing in four hundred fifteen 
contests. 


All boys and girls from grades six through twelve are 
now required to participate in the physical education pro- 
gram and to be properly attired in order to do so. The 
elementary school program is pretty much classroom-teacher 
oriented, with Mr. Harry Thomas as the supervisor. There 
is no lack of enthusiasm at this level, however. And there 
\ are. varied after-school programs which attract many boys 
and girls. 


With the opening of the Intermediate School, the pro- 
gram has become more complete and cohesive. All are work- 
ing toward the same end, “fitness through participation.” 
We have a well balanced program—one in which every boy 
and girl—regardless of ability—can take part.

Annual Report of the Operation of the Summer School 
for 1964. 


The second session of the Falmouth Summer School was 
even more successful than the first. We had 53 more stu- 
dents than in 1963, and we offered several new courses. We 
hired a few new teachers, although most of those from last 
Summer returned. 


We had several interesting projects. The Astronomy 
class again took a trip to the planetarium. A projected visit 
by the author of one of the novels used in the literature 
course had to be cancelled at the last minute because of ill- 
ness. All three of the Dramatics classes visited local theaters 
and made trips backstage. Each of these classes put on a 
dramatic presentation before an audience of about 150. The 
Gardening class made a trip to several local gardens. 


The one area which has not had much interest is social 
studies, and we should like to put some effort into this field 
for next summer, so that we may truly have a rounded pro- 
gram to offer. 


One suggestion which should be investigated is a course 
in early New England history, with an emphasis on Fal- 
mouth’s place in this story. Visits could be made to Plymouth 
and Mystic as an integral part of the course. One day a week 
might be devoted to the local angle. It might be possible 
to admit students to this part of the course who did not want 
to take the full course. 


We hope to be able to offer a more advanced course in 
Conversational French, in addition to the one held this 
summer. 


The accompanying charts indicate the expenses, receipts 
and enrollments and compare them with the same figures 
for last summer. We hope that a decision can be reached 
very soon as to whether or not there will continue to be a 
Summer school. (Ed. note. The decision has been made. It 
will be continued).

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ADULT EVENING SCHOOL 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The night school continued this year but the classes 
under University Extension were not as well attended as in 
previous years. This was in part the result of competition 
of four courses offered at Otis by Boston University during 
the second semester. 


The first semester started September 23 (Classes met two 
nights each week). There were 15 sessions of 22 College 
Level Courses with a total enrollment of 446; 12 sessions of 
0 High School Courses with an enrollment of 105; and 10 
sessions of 4 Non-Credit Courses with an enrollment of 101. 


Thirty-one courses were given with a total enrollment 
of 652. 


In the second semester there were 15 sessions of 11 Col- 
lege Level Courses with a total enrollment of 220 ; 12 sessions 
of 2 High School Courses with a total enrollment of 59; and 
10 sessions of 4 Non-Credit Courses with a total enrollment 
BY Be 


Seventeen courses were offered with a total enrollment 
of 352. 


For a twenty week period, 5 adult classes were in session 
one night a week under the State Vocational Education Divi- 
sion, with a total enrollment of 90 students. 


Although the enrollment figures were somewhat below 
previous years I feel that this program is important. Plans 
for the fall have not been formulated at the present time.

“Permanent position’, any position in the Town service which has 
required or which is likely to require the services of an incumbent without 
interruption for a period of more than six calendar months, either on a 
full-time or part-time employment basis; 


‘‘Permanent employee’, or ‘‘Permanent appointee’’, (1) any employee 
retained on a continuing basis in a permanent position, as defined above; 
(2) any employee holding a permanent appointment under the Civil Service 
Law to a position deemed permanent within the meaning of said law; 


‘Position’, an office or place of employment in the Town service with 
duties and responsibilities for the full-time or part-time employment of 
one person in the performance and exercise thereof; 


‘Promotion’, a change from a position of lower class and compensa- 
tion to a position of higher class and compensation and greater responsi- 
bility;

The proposed 
change would appear to benefit only the petitioner and, in the Board’s 
Opinion, will in no way serve the public welfare; it is therefore considered 
spot zoning. The Board considers expansion of a Business District to the 
North undersirable. The petitioner’s primary purpose has now already 
been accomplished by the granting of an exception for an antique shop 
on the subject parcel.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 73 for the following reason: 


In 1957, when the entire area surrounding this parcel was changed 
to Single Residence “A” (40,000 sq. ft.) the owner was successful in 
amending out his land, which remained Agriculture “C” (10,000 sq. ft.) 
on the ground that a change to Single Residence might interfere with 
his continued farming. In 1964, the Town established three classes of 
Agricultural districts (“A”, “B” and “C” — 40,000, 20,000 and 10,000 sq. 
ft. respectively). The Board feels that in the interest of the Town and 
the area land owners, the subject parcel of undeveloped but potentially 
developable prime land should be upgraded in permitted minimum lot 
size to match that of the entire surrounding area, which includes two 
large active 40,000 sq. ft. subdivisions, one on each side. The owner 
still objects to a “change in the present status” of the property, stating 
that it is his wish “to carry on and continue to work it as a farm.” 
This he can do, since the article proposes to make no change in the 
Agricultural status or in the permitted uses. The Board considers this 
objection without basis in fact. 
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Upon a motion duly presented, it was voted that the Town does 
adopt Article 73 so as to change it from its current Agricultural Dis- 
trict “C” to Agricultural District “B” or 20,000 square foot lots.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 

tion to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of Article 76 for the following 
reason: 


The area involved in this article includes a great deal of mighty 
desirable residential land, much of it as yet undeveloped. In the past 
year or two, several substantial subdivisions in the 20,000 sq. ft. class 
have come into being within it, as well as others with much smaller 
lots. The Board feels that this land is of such potential future value to 
the Town that further dense development (10,000 sq. ft.) should be dis- 
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couraged, and the minimum lot size increased to 20,000 sq. ft. At the 
same time, since the best use of the land will be for residential purposes, 
the Board proposes changing the area from Agricultural to Single Resi- 
dence. The change will in no way affect Business or Single Residence 
“C” land lying within the area described; only the Agricultural “C” 
land is involved. This will not interfere with continued operation of 
bogs or other agricultural activities which may now exist within the 
area affected. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Law, and so note 
on the Zoning Map, by changing from an Agricultural District ‘“C’” 
(AGC) to Single Residence District “B” (RB) all of the area now zoned 
AGC within the following described boundaries, but EXCLUDING 
therefrom, without change, the parcels lying within said boundaries now 
zoned as Business and Single Residence ‘“C”’. 


Beginning at the Northeasterly corner of the existing RB District 
in West Falmouth at the junction of Route #28 (new highway) and 
Thomas B. Landers Road; 


Thence running by many various courses, generally Westerly and 
Northerly by the boundary of the existing RB district to the Easterly 
shore of Wild Harbor; 


Thence running Northerly by the shore of Wild Harbor to the 
Southerly boundary of the existing RC district at New Silver Beach; 


Thence running Easterly by the said RC District boundary to Quaker 
Road; thence crossing Quaker Road and running Easterly again by the 
Northerly lines of John H. Head et ux, Winford Investments, Inc., and 
Einar Ruud (being mostly coincident with the Southerly line of Town 
of Falmouth — Elementary School site) to Old Main Road;

Article 77. To see if the Town will vote to change from general 
residence to public use zoning that section of the westerly side of Palmer 
Avenue, that is presently zoned general residence and is situated be- 
tween Palmer Avenue, and the light industrial district, or take any other 
action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. The 
recommendation was for indefinite postponement of Article 77 for the 
following reason: 


One of the uses (purposes) of a Public Use District is to provide a 
setback, or buffer, between a way and an adjacent Business (or Indus- 
trial) district, so that business activities and structures may not come 
closer than the depth of the set-back to the way. When so used, it has 
been interpreted that the (Public Use) set-back may be used for the 
parking of cars incidental to a permitted commercial use in the adjoin- 
ing Business or Industrial district. 

The existing General Residence district was provided, with the orig- 
inal adoption of zoning in 1926, as a buffer or set-back of the Industrial 
district paralleling the railroad. To that extent, an adequate set-back 
already exists, so the creation of a Public Use district for this purpose 
is unnecessary. 
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The question has been raised as to the legality of commercial cus- 
tomer parking in a General Residence district abutting an Industrial (or 
other less restricted district). The purpose of the article would appear to 
be to ensure the legality of such use of the land. 


Although a certain amount of commercial activity of one sort or 
another exists along Palmer Avenue (in a Business district, under ex- 
ceptions, etc.) much of its length is essentially residential, at least in 
appearance. The Board is not in favor of further commercialization of 
this street, which is the entrance to the village, and believes that nothing 
should be done which will detract further from its appearance. Hope- 
fully, its appearance should be improved. The Board is apprehensive 
that this proposed change, if adopted, will result in substantially increased 
numbers of cars parking just off the street in connection with rear-lying 
present or future commercial activities, and that the entrance to the vil- 
lage will thus be further damaged in appearance. 


Voted, that the Town does change from general residence to public 
use zoning that section of the westerly side of Palmer Avenue, that is 
presently zoned general residence and is situated between Palmer Avenue, 
and the light industrial district. 


By a counted vote, 4 voted in favor and 170 voted against, the 
motion did not prevail. 


Voted, indefinitely postponed. 


Article 78. To see if the Town will amend Section 21 of the Zoning 
By-Laws by adding in the first paragraph, “parking lots where a fee is 
to be charged,” so that any parking lot where a fee is to be charged will 
require a public hearing before the Selectmen, or take any other action 
in the matter.

The planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. The 
recommendation was that: 


To accomplish the purpose of Article 78, the Town vote to amend 
the Zoning By-Law by adding and inserting, in paragraph 9 of Section 
8 thereof, the phrase “and parking lots where a fee is to be charged, 
subject to the provisions of Section 21”, so that said paragraph 9 shall 
then read as follows: 


“9. Gasoline and oil stations, garages for storage, sales rooms for 
motor vehicles, and stables, subject to the provisions of Section 20 and 
21, and parking lots where a fee is to be charged, subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 21.” 


The intent of this Article, as originally written, was to provide a 
measure of control over commercial parking lots. Although the article 
does not so specify, the intent of the selectmen, who wrote the article, 
was to limit such commercial parking use to Business (or Industrial) 
districts. This being the case, the purpose of the article is best accom- 
plished by listing commercial parking lots as a permitted use in a Busi- 
ness district subject to a hearing and permit by Selectmen, which is 
thus already provided for by the existing language of Section 21. 

Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Law by adding 
and inserting, in paragraph 9 of Section 8 thereof, the phrase “and 
parking lots where a fee is to be charged, subject to the provisions of 
Section 21,” so that said paragraph 9 shall then read as follows: 

“9. Gasoline and oil stations, garages for storage, sales rooms for 
motor vehicles, and stables, subject to the provisions of Sections 20 and 
21, and parking lots where a fee is to be charged, subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 21.” 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present.

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Article 79. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
Law by inserting therein the following:— No Zoning ordinance or by-law 
in which it is sought to change the boundaries of an existing Zoning

The 
recommendation was for indefinite postponement of Article 79 for the 
following reasons: 

The intent of this article may be meritorious, but in the opinion of 
the Board the imposition of such a requirement would place an extreme- 
ly onerous burden on the petitioner(s), or on the Town, which could 
only be borne at potentially great expense and much delay. The in- 
validation feature of the proposal is extremely objectionable and dan- 
gerous. While the law (Chapter 40A, Chapter 41, G.L., etc.) requires 
individual notices to abuttors in matters coming before administrative 
bodies (Selectmen, Planning Board, Board of Appeals, etc.) for admin- 
istrative decision, it does NOT (and in the Planning Board opinion, 
rightly so) require such individual notice for zoning changes, which are 
legislative decisions made by vote of Town Meeting. 

The Planning Board is of the opinion that its present method of ad- 
vertising fully and publishing maps of broad zoning changes is fair, 
reasonable, workable, and generally greatly more informative than the 
notice actually required by law. 


Voted, that Section 30 of the Zoning By-Laws be amended by adding 
to the last sentence the following: 

“and also send notice by mail, postage prepaid, to the owners of all 
property deemed by the Planning Board to be affected thereby, as they 
appear on the most recent local tax list; such notice shall be given not 
less than fourteen (14) days before date of such hearing, and if the 
amendment is sought by petition, the petitioner shall pay the cost of 
mailing said notices.” 

By a counted vote, 183 voted in favor and 18 voted against, the 
motion prevailed by more than the necessary two-thirds vote, a quorum 
being present. 

Passed on Wednesday evening, March 38. 


Upon a motion duly presented on Thursday evening, March 4, it was 
voted to rescind the vote taken on Wednesday evening, March 3, under 
Article 79 so that a substitute motion could be adopted. 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Upon a motion duly presented it was voted that the Town does 
amend the Zoning By-Law by adding and inserting, at the end of para- 
graph 30 thereof, the following sentences: 

“In the case of an amendment to the Zoning Map, notice shall also 
be sent by mail, not less than fourteen days before the date of such 
hearing, to the owners of all property deemed by the Planning Board to 
be affected thereby, as they appear on the most recent tax list. If such 
amendment is sought by petition, the petitioner shall pay the cost of 
mailing such notices.” 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 

Passed on Thursday evening, March 4.

Article 80. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
Laws by extending the business district on the northerly side of Main 
Street from Smith’s Surrey Room to land owned by the Town of Fal- 
mouth and called the “Recreation Building” and so record on the Zoning 
By-Law Map as zoned for business (said land shown on Planning Board 
Map #430) or take any other action in this matter.

The petitioners’ reasons for proposing this article would seem to be 
dissatisfaction with past decisions of the Board of Appeals, and are not 
considered as valid complaints against the subject paragraph “h” itself. 
Said paragraph “h” was considerably modified by the Planning Board 
last year, at the request of the Board of Appeals, was voted by Town 
Meeting, and is thought now to be considerably improved over its original 
form.

In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members met at 
the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, Massachu- 
setts, on Wednesday, March 26, 1965 at 7:00 o’clock p.m., to act upon the 
Articles contained therein:

Mrs. Doris M. Weeks was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:14 o’clock p.m. by the Moder- 
ator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members were counted, with 156 announced 
present, and a quorum declared, the necessary number to constitute a 
quorum for the meeting being 130. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Richard S. Crowell, Pastor of 
St. Barnabas Church, Falmouth. 


During the meeting, the Moderator appointed Stanley O. Fisher and 
John R. Martin to serve on the Personnel Board for the term 1965 to 
1968. 


Articles Referred from Annual Town Meeting 
March 1, 2, 3, 4, 1965 to Next Town Meeting. 


Article 1. To see if the Town will vote to accept the doings of the 
Selectmen in laying out the following roads, under the Betterment Act 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of $25.00 for each, or take any 
other action in the matter.

L. Percival Road, from Trotting Park Road to Sandwich Road.

Voted, postponed to the next Annual Town Meeting. 
The motion prevailed. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Salary Admin- 
istration Plan by changing the Group Classifications of the permanent 
officers of the Falmouth Police Department to the following:

Hole, between MBL Street and Albatross Street, and authorize the Select- 
men to convey the Town’s rights in said land, at no cost, to the Marine 
Biological Laboratory, subject to completion of satisfactory easements 
for the water and sewer lines within the property. 

By a counted vote, 142 voted in favor and 5 voted against, the motion 
prevailed by the necessary two-thirds vote, a quorum being present.

“Boarding or Lodging House: A building arranged and/or used for 
the housing of paying guests, permanently or transiently, where over five, 
but not more than ten bedrooms are used for such purpose.” (Slightly

“Hotel or Inn: A building designed, erected and/or used for the hous- 
ing of paying guests, permanently or transiently, on a daily or monthly 
basis where over ten bedrooms are used for such purpose; access to such 
bedrooms shall be through a public lobby where an attendent shall be 
available at all reasonable times.” (New) 

“Apartment Hotel: A building designed, erected and/or used for the 
housing of paying guests, permanently or transiently, where over four 
apartments (of one or more rooms each) are used for such purpose; ac- 
cess to such apartments shall be through a common entry or lobby.” 
(New) 

“Motel: <A building designed, erected and/or used for the housing of 
paying guests, permanently or transiently, on a daily, weekly or monthly 
basis, where over five bedrooms are used for such purpose and access 
to such bedrooms is directly from the outside; (access from a lobby 
and/or inside corridor may also be provided;) an attendant in a lobby 
or office shall be available at all reasonable times.” (New) 

“Apartment Motel: Same as apartment hotel, except that access to 
each apartment is directly from the outside. (Access from a lobby and/or 
inside corridor may also be provided.)” (New) 

“Apartment House: A building designed, erected and/or used for the 
permanent housing of three or more families in apartments of one or 
more rooms each, where occupancy is on the basis of a lease. This shall 
be classed as a business use.” (New) 

“Restaurant: A building or structure designed, erected and/or used 
for the preparation and/or serving of food to the public generally, 
whether service is inside or outside, seated or standing. Dining facilities 
accessory to a hotel, inn or motel shall be classed as a restaurant if they 
exceed the maximum permitted seating capacities set forth in Section 
17.” (New) 

“Accessory Use: A use of land or buildings customarily incidental, 
but secondary to a permitted use.” (Revised) 

“Accessory Building: <A building, such as a garage or shed, located on 
the same lot with and accessory to the principle permitted use of the 
premises.” (Revised) 

“Non-conforming Use, Building or Structure: An existing use of land, 
or a building or structure or use thereof which does not conform to the 
regulations for the district in which it exists.” (Revised) 

“Automobile Repair Shop: A repair shop for motor vehicles utilizing 
power driven machinery, welding equipment, paint sprayers and other 
comparable activities.” (Revised) 

“Lot: A parcel of land under one ownership delineated by a solid, 
closed line and shown on a plan endorsed by the Planning Board or filed 
at the Land Court or the Registry of Deeds.” (Same) 

“Ice House: A building designed, erected and/or used for storage 
and/or manufacture of ice.’ (Revised) 

“Marina: A municipally or commercially operated landing and moor- 
ing place for yachts and other non-commercial boats and vessels, con- 
sisting of bulkheading and/or finger piers, and including facilities for 
the retail sale of fuel, lubricant, water and ice, shore telephone and 
power service, and the disposal of refuse in a manner approved by the 
Board of Health.” (Same) 
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“Sign: Any device, surface or framework on which words, symbols, 
or other designs are inscribed or displayed and designed to call attention 
thereto, including flags, banners and the like.” (Same) 

“Billboard: Any sign greater than ten (10) square feet in area.” (New) 

2. By striking out, in its entirety, paragraph 3 of Section 4 thereof, 
and substituting therefor the following new paragraph: 

“3. Boarding and lodging houses, hotels, inns, motels, apartment 
hotels and apartment motels, all subject to the provisions of Sections 
15B, 16 and 21.” 

3. By striking out, in paragraph 3a of Section 4 thereof the words 
“Apartment and cooperative apartment buildings” and substitute there- 
for the words “Rural Multiple Dwellings’, so that the said paragraph 3a 
shall then read as follows: 

“3a. Rural multiple dwellings, subject to the requirements of 

Section 15a.” 

4. By changing the title of Section 15A thereof from “Regulations 
for Apartment Buildings” to “REGULATIONS FOR RURAL MULTIPLE 
DWELLINGS”, and further by striking out, in paragraph A of Section 
15A thereof, the first words “Apartment and cooperative apartment 
buildings” and substituting therefor the words “Rural multiple dwell- 
ings” so that the said paragraph A shall then read as follows: 

“A. Rural multiple dwellings permitted under paragraph 3a of 
Section 4, and lots therefor, shall conform to the following require- 
ments and conditions.”

“Section 15B—HOTEL LOTS 

A. Except in business or industrial districts, lots for hotels, inns, 
motels, apartment hotels and apartment motels shall conform to the fol- 
lowing minimum space requirements.

C. Lots for all hotels, inns, motels, apartment hotels and apartment 
motels shall include improved parking space, exclusive of driveways, at 
the rate of 300 square feet for each unit in the structure permitted there- 
on.”

“e. Hotel Yards 

A hotel, inn, motel, apartment hotel or apartment motel contain-

The Board is also of the 
opinion that, in the face of such vociferous opposition, it would be a 
wasted effort to attempt to obtain adoption of the article in its present 
form, resulting only in long hours of unreasonable debate. 


The nature of the article is such that its many parts are largely 
interdependent, and extensive revisionary amendments which might be 
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adopted on the floor would almost certainly result in a confused and 
conflicting jumble of jerry-built provisions. 


Under the circumstances, it appears that the entire matter will re- 
quire further study and revisions, and perhaps a fresh approach, so that 
the interest of the Town and its inhabitants may be adequately protected 
without what the resort industry now considers unreasonable and im- 
proper requirements and restrictions. 


Voted, Article 9 was indefinitely postponed.

Held December 13, 1965 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members met at 
the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, Massachu- 
setts, on Monday, December 13, 1965, at 7:30 o’clock p.m., to act upon the 
Articles contained therein.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


As evidenced by the Annual Auditor’s Report, the finan- 
cial affairs of the Town are in good condition. All officials, 
department heads, employees and committees have cooper- 
ated to the fullest. 

During the year regular personnel appointments, under 
the Board’s jurisdiction, were made. In other instances, the 
Board offered it’s recommendations or a vote was cast. 

Annual Town Meeting was held and additional business 
warranted two special meetings. The first Special Meeting 
was May 26 and the second was December 13. 

We had an unusual amount of road layouts to act on 
this year. Presented to Town Meeting for vote, some were 
postponed to the next session and others were postponed in- 
definitely. Accepted were the following: 

Brockton Street from Maravista Ave. to Little Pond. 

Randolph Street from Little Pond to Maravista Ave. 

Carol, Irene and Gary Avenues, AcapeskKet. 

Wedgewood Drive, Pinecrest Beach. 

Shoreview Rd. from Emerson to Kilmer Rd., E. Falmouth. 

Alcott Rd. from Emerson Rd. to Kilmer Rd., E. Falmouth. 

Kilmer Rd. from Shoreview Rd. to Alcott Rd., E. Fal. 

Lucerne Ave. from its intersection with Alma Road. 

Lakewood Drive from Sandwich Rd. to Wedgewood Drive 

only. 

Boston St., Maravista, from Maravista Ave. to Little Pond. 

Lake Shore Drive North from end of existing road to 

Waite property. 

Spring Bars Road. 

Nursery Road, for street alignment. 

Summertime rowdyism continued to be curbed. New By- 
Law legislation and existing regulations were strictly en- 
forced with everyone concerned, co-operating. 

Also strictly enforced was the restraining order against 
dogs running-at-large. We supported and endorsed the dog 
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officer’s effort. The law protects not only property owners, 
but the animals themselves. 

Under Chapter 139 of the General Laws, Sec. 1, 2 and 3, 
five dilapidated, rundown buildings were demolished and re- 
moved. The buildings were located on Scranton Avenue, in 
Maravista, Silver Beach and Davisville. 

Legal matters, outstanding claims and suits in which 
the Town is involved, will be detailed in Report of the Town 
Counsel. 

The State Census completed this year listed 13,832 Fal- 
mouth inhabitants. By precincts, the count was: One—1,770; 
Two—2,510; Three—4,587; Four—2,940; and Five—2,025. 

With the assistance of committees, association members 
and citizens all probable solutions to traffic problems are be- 
ing explored. Tow-away, parking bans and one-way streets 
were effected at Falmouth Heights and Woods Hole. For the 
Teaticket area, by-pass proposals are being studied as well 
as intersectional improvements and possible widenings, The 
congestion near the East Falmouth Post Office, and several 
other locations, is not being over-looked. People in each area 
are aware of existing problems and their pros and cons are 
understandable. 

Work on the new Town Hall has progressed according 
to schedule and occupancy is expected in February, 1966. 

At Oak Grove Cemetery, the GAR Lot was rebuilt. Grad- 
ing, loaming and seeding have aitributed to it’s present im- 
proved appearance. 

In conclusion, we want to make mention of the many 
summer concerts that were presented by our Town Band in 
1965. Made possible by Town Meeting vote and the efforts 
of the energetic Band Parents’ Committee, Thursday evening 
performances were held weekly at the Marina Park. Solely 
for enjoyment by townspeople and visitors, these concerts 
were well-attended and it is recommended that this worth- 
while community attraction be continued.

A total of nineteen premature babies born alive were re- 
ported to this department in 1965. Financial assistance was 
given to four infants whose parents were unable to assume 
the responsibility for the hospitalization. 


All barns were inspected and the annual census of live- 
stock was completed in December and forwarded to the State 
Department of Public Health. 


A supply of serums and vaccines are kept in the office 
under refrigeration and are available to the doctors in town 
without cost. 


Regulations for the collection of refuse can be obtained 
at the Health Office. Householders and businessmen should 
see that the containers are covered at all times. 


Throughout the year, restaurants, stores and school cafe- 
terias were inspected several times by the County Sanitary 
Inspector and the local Health Officer. 
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Acting under the Sanitary Code, Article XI adopted in 
1962, this department issued 429 sewage permits. 


The testing of water supplies throughout the town this 
past year was four times greater than the previous year. This 
was caused mainly by the extensive program undertaken to 
determine the conditions of our fresh water ponds and tidal 
waters. Results of these tests were turned over to the sewage 
study committee for consideration and recommendations.

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Report of the Personnel Board

To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Falmouth Personnel Board met and held twelve 
regular meetings and five special sessions during 1965, at 
which time they acted upon many requests for step-rate 
increases and position reclassifications. 


Only one employee grievance was acted on during the 
year. The grievance had been presented to the Board during 
the latter part of the previous year, and the matter was re- 
Solved the earlier part of this past year. 


The Board obtained Organization Charts from various 
departments to enable them to maintain the proper relation- 
ship of one position to the remainder in the Plan. 


A thorough review was made of the positions within the 
Police and Fire Departments, resulting in substantial in- 
creases for personnel in those departments. After the Special 
Town Meeting of May 26, 1965, and as a result thereof, posi- 
tions within these departments were placed in a separate 
classification within the Plan. 


At the same time, a new edition of the Salary Adminis- 
tration Plan booklet was published and distributed. The 
new publication proved to be much in demand. Many re- 
quests for these booklets were received not only from em- 
ployees, but from interested taxpayers, businessmen in town, 
and many other towns and municipalities within the Com- 
monwealth. It is noteworthy that several towns, after re- 
viewing and studying the Falmouth Salary Administration 
Plan, extracted certain portions and incorporated these 
Within their own. 


Employee medical examination report forms were printed 
in order to implement the provisions of the Plan concerning 
new employees. A memorandum was distributed to all de- 
partment heads outlining instructions for the use of these 
forms, a supply of which will be maintained in the office of 
the Town Accountant. 
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Representatives of the Falmouth Personnel Board at- 
tended the Tenth Annual Membership Conference in Fram- 
ingham which proved to be most informative. 


It was found necessary to publish a memorandum con- 
cerning the abuse of sick leave benefits. 


The Board has submitted three articles in the 1966 An- 
nual Town Meeting Warrant. One article seeks an appropri- 
ation of funds for the purpose of conducting a professional 
review of positions within the Salary Administration Plan. 
Another article requested an appropriation to underwrite 
reclassification of six positions in the Department of Public 
Works as well as the Town Accountant. In addition, the 
Board submitted an article requesting formal amendment of 
the Plan to incorporate the various changes and reclassifi- 
cations which have occurred during the past year.

Falmouth Personnel Board 
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Report of the Waterways Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Extension of the jetties at Fresh River Outlet was ac- 
complished during the year by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Works so that the constant shoaling of the 
Outfall of Siders and Shivericks Pond has been corrected. 
At the time the State was ready to advertise this work for 
bids, County funds were not available. The Town supplied 
the necessary contributing funds to permit the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works to proceed, and this needed project 
was completed. Assurance has been given that the Town will 
be reimbursed for the County’s share of the cost when coun- 
ty funds are available. 


The State Department of Public Works has advised that 
a contract for rebuilding the inshore section of the Fisher- 
man’s Dock in Woods Hole will be advertised in January of 
1966. The Town’s share of the cost is available in the Town 
Treasury. 


Town funds are also available for shore protection work 
at Acapesket and for dredging of Menauhant Entrance. It 
is hoped that matching State and County funds will be made 
available for these projects during 1966. 


Bids for construction of the boat launching ramp at 
Megansett have not been requested as the Town has not yet 
received a license from the State Department of Public 
Works for the work. 


A new retaining wall was built at the Tides Bulkhead 
area this year. It is hoped that this wall will protect the 
parking area during winter storms and will also reduce the 
annual maintenance dredging necessary along the bulkhead. 
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Landing floats were installed at Megansett, West Fal- 
mouth, and Green Pond. A landing platform was constructed 
at the Tides Bulkhead. The Green Pond Pier with three slips 
and a boat launching ramp were completed and put to good 
use during the season. 


Lack of sufficient berthing facilities in Falmouth Inner 
Harbor was again a problem. Total income from the Marina 
was $19,125.74. These collections were turned over to the 
Town Treasurer. Operating expenses including salaries and 
wages, and repairs were $7,959.01. Rewiring the slips to ac- 
commodate the increased demand for electricity was accom- 
plished for half the slips. Funds to complete this work are 
included in the budget request for 1966. 


The resignation of Commander John M. Joseph, dock- 
master since the Marina was put in operation was accepted 
with regret by the Committee. Commander Joseph was high- 
ly regarded by patrons and guests of the Marina and was a 
large factor in the popularity and growth of the Town 
Marina. 


Milton R. Steele was appointed to fill the vacancy left 
by Commander Joseph’s resignation. He has carried on the 
work ably and maintained the policies and aims of the 
Marina. 


The Committee acknowledges with appreciation the fine 
cooperation received from the Board of Selectmen, the De- 
partment of Public Works, and all other departments of the 
Town.

“To see if the Town will vote to appoint a sewer 
study committee and raise and appropriate the sum 
of $500.00 for said committee for preliminary in- 
vestigation for the need of a system or systems of 
sewage in the Town of Falmouth. Said committee 
to be appointed by the Selectmen and to be in num- 
ber determined by the Selectmen.” 


Pursuant to the above Article, the undersigned Members 
were duly appointed and met on a regular monthly basis 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. Robert Neal for consideration 
of the problem. 


A matter of early concern to the Study Committee was 
the problem of the amount of raw sewage disposed of by 
local cesspool-cleaning contractors at the Falmouth Disposal 
Area. With the cooperation of Roland W. Scannell, the 
Health Agent, a system of reporting was developed, covering 
the summer months, showing the area from which sewage 
was collected, the number of truck loads and the gallons 
disposed of. 


The reports reflected that some 415 truck loads with a 
total of some 472,000 gallons of waste material were deposited 
at the Falmouth Disposal Area with little or no treatment 
during the period covered by the Reports. 


Again, with the cooperation of the Health Agent and the 
Barnstable County Health Department, more than one hun- 
dred individual samplings were taken in the ponds and 
waters surrounding the Town and were subjected to labora- 
tery examination. 
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Of the areas tested, approximately ninety (90%) per- 
cent were approved for all domestic purposes. Of the remain- 
ing ten (10%) percent, three areas were disapproved for 
Shellfishing; one for recreational purposes; and the balance 
disapproved because of bacteria “too numerous to count?” 
with some indicative of sewage contamination. 


Karly in their deliberations, the Committee believed that 
determination of whether or not a “need” existed for a sewer 
system in the Town of Falmouth would be based on securing 
appropriate answers to the following questions: 

1) Is there any immediate or short-range danger to our 
water supply? 

2) Is there any evidence of sickness, illness or disease di- 
rectly attributed to the lack of a system of sewers? 

3) Are the economic effects, at present, to the business 
community as a whole such as to require a system of 
sewers? 

4) Is there evidence of significant pollution of streams, 
rivers, ponds and harbors of the Town of Falmouth? 

o) Are there any other compelling factors which would 
make the early construction of a sewer necessary or 
desirable? 


No conclusive evidence was presented to the Committee 
by any of the individuals addressing the Group that the 
answers to the above questions were such as to require the 
construction of a system of sewers for the Town of Falmouth 
on anything resembling a “crash” basis. 


Admittedly, in the areas of drinking-water supply 
(wells); pollution of ponds and surrounding waters ; adverse 
economic impact on present and proposed businesses on Main 
Street of Falmouth; disposal methods by cesspool-cleaning 
contractors—some “soft” spots exist which would warrant 
the construction of a sewer if the required tax outlay were 
not so great and if other large priority expenditures were not 
required for schools, water mains, roads, etc. 


However, the Study Committee was impressed by medical 
testimony to the effect that disease and epidemics are no re- 
spectors of man-made time schedules. It was this area of 
potential danger, which could strike tomorrow, which con- 
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vinced Committee Members that to postpone to the indefi- 
nite future positive action to initiate the start of a system 
of sewage disposal would be reckless disregard of the well- 
being of the citizens of, and visitors to, the Town of Fal- 
mouth. The Study Committee is aware of the general apathy 
bestowed on potential danger due in part to a natural tend- 
ency to show little concern on matters not demanding im- 
mediate positive action. The Committee urges this particular 
potential danger be accorded the special attention it deserves. 


Since testimony before the Committee was generally to 
the effect that the supply and purity of our drinking water 
should be the area of primary concern, it was the consensus 
of the Committee that the balancing of expenditures required 
for a sewer should be placed with the same Town Officials 
responsible for control and expansion of the Town’s water 
system. 


Accordingly, it is recommended: 


1) That the Town of Falmouth initiate action for the 
construction of a system of sewers by the appropri- 
ation of $100,000.00 this year for deposit in a Reserve 
Fund specifically ear-marked for such purpose. 


2) That the Commissioners of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works in their dual capacity as Sewer Commis- 
Sioners be the recognized Town Officials charged 
with the responsibility for initiation of, and even- 
tual construction of, a system of sewers. 


3) That the present Sewer Study Committee be exten- 
ded until next Annual Town Meeting as an advisory 
committee to the Sewer Commissioners to investigate 
Federal and State financial assistance and any other 
types of grants or funding that may be available for 
preliminary studies, plans, construction, etc., of a 
system of sewers and/or pollution control and make 
report thereof to the next Annual Town Meeting. 


4) That this Study Committee in conjunction with the 
Sewer Commissioners investigate and make recom- 
mendations to the next Annual Town Meeting of the 
most advantageous type of sewer system including 
sewage treatment and disposal facilities taking into 
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consideration all aspects of the economy of the Town 
of Falmouth. 


The Committee wishes to extend its appreciation to the 
Board of Selectmen and to Mr. Scannell, the Health Agent, 
for their interest, efforts and conscientious attendance at 
each meeting of the Sewer Study Committee. Mr. Scannell 
particularly was most cooperative in devoting untold hours 
in testing and securing the results of tests of the waters and 
ponds surrounding the Town. 


The testimony and evidence presented by Dr. Alfred W. 
Senft; Mr. Paul Anderson of the State Department of Public 
Works; Dr. K. O. Emery; Miss Cornelia L. Carey; Charles D. 
Spohr, Registered Engineer; and by other officials and in- 
dividuals before the Committee, which led to the develop- 
ment of this Report, is similarly warmly appreciated.

Sewer Study Committee 
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Report of the Beach Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Falmouth Beach Committee is pleased to report a 
Successful season at all of the town beaches. Excellent 
weather throughout the entire summer enabled us to break 
all records in both beach attendance and the use of beach 
parking areas. Financially our income was also at a record 
high being approximately $11,000.00 over the previous year. 


Swimming classes, both regular and life saving, once 
again proved to be very popular with a total of 1195 enrolled. 
Competitive meets between the teams of various beaches were 
again held at the Seacoast Shores pool with the Megansett 
team winning the July meet and for the first time the win- 
ner in the August meet was the Menauhant Beach team. 


Large classes were conducted for Junior and Senior Life 
Saving. Eighteen were tested for Senior Life Guard positions 
from our swimming program. These classes provide us with 
our new life guards each year and the program has now 
reached a point where it is self sustaining. 


Once again we wish to thank John Tulis of the Hyannis 
Red Cross Chapter for his help in the Saturday morning 
lifeguard drill. Cooperation from the entire staff during the 
Summer was excellent and we would especially like to com- 
mend lifeguard Bruce Mogardo for his outstanding work in 
assisting the retarded children in their daily class at the 
Menauhant Beach. 


The parking situation at the beaches continues to be 2 
source of increasing concern. Considering the fact that there 
are over 6000 resident stickers alone now issued, and parking 
areas for only approximately 1600 cars, it becomes apparent 
that we must look for expansion of these facilities in the 
very near future. Old Silver Beach, Wood Neck, and for the 
first time this year Chapoquoit, were filled to overfiowing 
early in the day each weekend. 


Among our material accomplishments completed this 
year was the installation of a new raft at Menauhant Beach 
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and the introduction of a beach cleaning machine which 
cleaned all of the town beaches at the start of the season. 
After observing this operation the committee is of the opin- 
ion that it would not be advisable for the town to consider 
purchasing one of these machines due to the high cost of 
maintenance and original purchase price. We have included 
funds in our budget for next year to continue this beach 
cleaning operation strictly on a rental basis. 


It was necessary to do extensive rip rap work at Chapo- 
quoit due to undermining of the retaining wall and this work 
has now been completed. Also the concrete steps at Megan- 
sett had badly deteriorated and these have been reformed. 


Our car sticker program instituted last year has worked 
out very well and has allowed us to retain better control of 
the beaches and parking facilities.

Falmouth Beach Committee 
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Report of Committee to Study Systems of 
Centralized Town Purchasing 


—_. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


This report is made by the Committee assigned to the 
Study of systems of centralized municipal purchasing as they 
might apply to the Town of Falmouth, Mass. The Committee 
was appointed by the moderator pursuant to the vote of the 
1965 Annual Town Meeting on Article 41 of the Warrant. 


The Committee has studied many facets of Centralized 
Purchasing as it is utilized by and affects municipal govern- 
mental operations. It has enjoyed the cooperation of and a 
great deal of valuable assistance from men of outstanding 
reputations in the field of Purchasing. Among those, to name 
a few who have helped the Committee in their study of Cen- 
tralized Purchasing for municipalities are: Eliot P. Emer- 
son, Secretary, New England Purchasing Agents Association ; 
Richard Hart, Executive Secretary, Town of Westwood, Mass.; 
Paul Farrell, Editor in Chief, Purchasing Magazine; Albert 
H. Hall, Executive V.P., National Institute of Governmental 
Purchasing, Inc., Washington, D.C. We are grateful to them 
for their generous assistance. 


It is generally recognized that municipal cost reduction 
is accomplished by promoting competition in the purchase of 
equipment, materials and supplies. Competition among ven- 
dors will be increased by centralizing the buying power of 
all departments, establishing accurate and clear cut speci- 
. fications, widely distributing invitations to bid, and con- 
Sistently awarding the contract to the lowest responsible 
bidder. Centralized purchasing is merely the delegation to 
one department of the authority to make all purchases of 
materials, equipment and supplies required by the several 
departments of a municipality. 


Some of the advantages of such a system are: 
1. Lower unit costs. 
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2. Reduction in the overhead cost of buying through the 
‘reduction of personnel doing purchasing and the con- 
sequent release of the time consumed in purchasing by 
such personnel. 

3. Reduction in the volume of paper work. 

4. Simplification and standardization of purchasing pro- 
cedure. 

5. Centralized supervision and inspection of deliveries, 

storage and distribution of stock and inter-depart- 

mental transfers, trade in and sale of surplus and ob- 
solete materials or equipment. 

Closer accounting control over expenditures. 

The earning of cash discounts. 

Establishment of efficient buying techniques. 

The attraction of a greater number of vendors because 

of simplification of the system and increased volume 

of business. 


Quoting from “The Case for Cooperative or Centralized 
Purchasing” prepared by the National Association of County 
Officials, Information and Education Service Report #17— 
“Centralized purchasing helps the department heads do a 
better job by getting better supplies under better conditions 
at lower cost. For a department head to use the services of 
a centralized purchasing agency is similar to what he would 
do if he called in a consultant on architecture, engineering, 
medicine, law or any other specialty.” It is the opinion of 
the Committee that department heads working with a central 
purchasing system are relieved of responsibilities not direct- 
ly related to their primary function and can concentrate 
more effectively on their individual responsibilities. 


During 1964, total payments made by the Town of Fal- 
mouth exceeded $8,200,000 according to the town report. Af- 
ter giving due consideration to refunds, interest and matur- 
ing debt, welfare related expenditures, annuity and retire- 
ment expenditures and similar items, departmental expen- 
ditures aggregating in excess of $4,150,000 were reviewed on a 
test basis. On the basis of this preliminary but substantial 
test, it is the Committee’s opinion that $1,097,082 would con- 
stitute funds which could be purchased and contracted for 
by a centralized purchasing office. This amounts to 26.43% 
of eligible disbursements. 


© 9 ID 
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Estimates vary on how much can be saved through cen- 
tralized purchasing. However, we know of at least four Mas- 
sachusetts municipalities with central purchasing where sav- 
ings are known to range from 10% to 20%. Mr. Albert H. 
Hall, Ex. V.P. of the National Institute of Governmental 
Purchasing, Inc. says: “It is generally agreed throughout the 
profession, and has been substantiated many times that sav- 
ings average 15%.” Your Committee feels that a 10% saving 
through centralized purchasing should readily be obtained 
for the Town of Falmouth. On the basis of expenditures of 
$1,097,082 this would be a substantial sum. 


It is the unanimous opinion of the Committee that cen- 
tralized purchasing for the Town of Falmouth be recommen- 
ded. However, to determine the best possible system and the 
most practical way to implement it, will require a consider- 
able amount of additional work on the part of your com- 
mittee. It is particularly important that we have a clear 
picture of each department’s buying methods and procedures, 
aS well aS a comparison of costs between Falmouth’s pur- 
chases and those of other Massachusetts municipalities 
operating under central purchasing. With this and other 
additional data your Committee believes it can make a con- 
structive recommendation for centralized purchasing to- 
gether with suggestions for implementation of the psp) at 
the next Town Meeting. 


In conclusion, the Committee would like to express its 
appreciation and thanks to personnel in town departments 
and committees who so willingly gave of their time and ex- 
perience. Without their valuable support the work of the 
Committee would not have been possible.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


The records of the year 1965 show an increase in the 
number of responses to fire calls but a decided decrease in 
damage to buildings and contents. This I believe is due to 
improved up-dated fire apparatus which the Town is gradu- 
ally acquiring and the efficiency of the department personnel 
through fire fighting training programs and drills. 


The three major house fires of 1965 were at Wheeling 
Avenue, Belvidere Plains on June 14, Acapesket Road on July 
13, and Strawberry Hill Road on November 18. 


On May 11, an electrical storm started five fires in the 
Homestead Lane area of Teaticket, and one on Palmer 
Avenue. Also, it was later learned through a routine in- 
spection, that an unoccupied A frame house on Wood Neck 
Road had been hit by lightning, causing considerable damage 
to the structure. 


On October 31, several runs were necessitated due to fires 
set by malicious vandals. 


Claims for personal injury were kept at a minimum, 
with only the following men suffering injuries in the per- 
formance of duties assigned to them: — Privates Arthur 
Sabens, Walter S. Bennett, Jr., and Robert Marshall; and 
Callmen Ross Freeman, Milton R. Soares and Matthew T. 
Vadala. 


Several changes were made in personnel of the Depart- 
ment. On January 3, 1965 Edward A. DeMello was appointed 
Fire Fighter from a Civil Service list to fill a vacancy which 
resulted by the resignation of former John H. Howe from 
the Department in 1964. On June 19, 1965, the resignation of 
Russell F. Mohr, Fire Fighter was accepted, and on July 18, 
1965, Frank Nunes, Jr. was appointed Fire Fighter from a 
previously established Civil Service list. 


On August 29, 1965, Russell E. Robbins was promoted to 
Deputy Fire Chief as the result of a competitive Civil Service 
examination, and Ernest Motta was appointed Captain in 
charge of Station 2, Woods Hole. 


During Fire Prevention week, a display was exhibited at 
the request of the Stop and Shop in their store. An officer 
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was in attendance to answer questions and to distribute fire 
prevention material. 


All fire call companies attended the Barnstable County 
Training School twice this year, at a spring and a fall session; 
at which actual flammable liquid and simulated building 
fires were extinguished. The permanent men also attended 
these sessions and practiced the use of self contained breath- 
ing apparatus and the proper use of fire department ladders 
and other tools at fires. 


In addition to the drills at the County School, each call 
company had two drills in their company district, at which 
they were instructed in the use of pumps and the proper 
method of hose layouts. 


The annual hose tests were held in the fall, and all de- 
partment hose was tested at the required pressures. Hose not 
meeting these requirements was surveyed out as drill hose 
for routine pumping jobs and for drilling. 


Lieutenant James C. Engel, Fire Inspector, attended 
weekly sessions of classes starting March 23, conducted by 
the Oil Heat Institute in Hyannis. 


The need of continual and increased drilling cannot be 
stressed too strongly, as the efficiency gained thereby is the 
Town’s assurance of adequate fire protection by this Depart- 
ment. 


Special mention and commendation are due Captain 
Clifford B. Amaral for his rescue efforts under adverse condi- 
tions on April 15, at 7:49 P.M., when a car with occupant 
plunged into Falmouth Harbor. 


I extend sincere appreciation to all those who have as- 
sisted this Department during the past year and for the co- 
operation received from other town departments and out-of- 
town sources.

Required inspections of all schools, nursing homes, 
hotels, and public buildings were made regularly.

In addition to the required quarterly inspection of the 
Falmouth Hospital, an unannounced fire drill was called 
for the benefit of hospital personnel. 


Special inspections were made as the need arose, and 
advice on fire prevention was given to homeowners and busi- 
ness establishments. If at any time this department can 
help advise anyone on a fire prevention matter, it is most 
happy to cooperate. 


It is through the earnest efforts of this Department 
that many fires can be prevented, and its activities greatly 
contribute to the reduced damage as the result of fire. It is 
one of the most important operations of the Fire Depart- 
ment.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The year 1965 has been a costly one for this Department 
due to an increase in the number of fires in grass, brush, 
and woods, to which Falmouth responded — 180 in all. 


The total acreage burned in the Town of Falmouth was 
six and a half acres of grass and five of brush. 


Several responses were made on the Mutual Aid Plan 
to other towns, including the Otis Air Base and Sandwich 
areas, MacArthur Boulevard, Mashpee and Route 151 area 
and the Mashpee dump. 


The most serious of these was the Sandwich Otis area 
on May 1, to which sixty-four Falmouth permanent and call 
men responded during a period of about twenty consecutive 
hours, with three pieces of Falmouth apparatus and the 
County Brushbreaker. At this time an area of several hun- 
dred acres was burned. 


Again this year, the Department responded to numer- 
ous fires at the Town Disposal area — a total of twelve this 
year, with an additional several trips required to this area 
for investigation. This dump area has become a continually 
increasing problem to this Department, both as a costly 
condition and an inconvenience. Should any fire in this dis- 
posal area extend to the adjoining woods, a serious condi- 
tion could exist and extensive private property destroyed. 
Also, these repeated runs limit the man power available 
should fire occur in another area of the Town. The cost of 
manpower and wear to the vehicles, hose and other equip- 
ment must be considered too, in these repeated operations. 


An attractive float was prepared by the department for 
the Christmas parade, showing a section of forest with a 
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split rail fence and a camp fire, with all precautions taken 
for safety. Smokey, the Bear kept his eye on the whole pro- 
cedure. 


On behalf of the Department and myself, I extend sin- 
cere appreciation and thanks for the excellent job per- 
formed in the Falmouth State Fire Tower by Mrs. Ida Syl- 
vester of North Falmouth for these past many years. It was 
with regret that we learned of Mrs. Sylvester’s retirement 
in the spring of 1965 due to her health. All join in wishing 
her the very best of everything in the years ahead. 


Again, I respectfully caution parents to be alert in pre- 
venting children from having matches in their possession; 
and if this department can assist in any way in this matter, 
please notify us. Serious conditions can be avoided if 
matches are kept out of the hands of persons too young to 
realize the potential danger.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


January 10, 1966 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen. 


A recap of Ambulance service in 1965 shows a reduction 
in the number of trips to transport patients, and conse- 
quently in lower mileage covered. 


Operation of only one vehicle has at times been incon- 
venient, and requests for service had to be transferred to 
the Police Department and Otis Air Force Base Ambulance 
service when major repairs were required on the 1961 Miller- 
Meteor vehicle and when this vehicle was out of town. This 
ambulance has covered a total of 67,884 miles and consider- 
able repair work has been necessary this past year. The body 
is showing extensive deterioration and serious consideration 
should be given to securing a new vehicle in 1967. 


One of the assigned ambulance drivers, Robert E. Wil- 
liams, is attending an advanced first aid course conducted 
at the high school by the American Red Cross. 


A portable resuscitator has been purchased for the am- 
bulance this year, to provide continuous oxygen when neces- 
sary, when transferring a patient to or from the vehicle. 


At the request of the School Committee, the ambulance 
stood by at Fuller Field during the home football games.

Dear Sirs: 


This year proved to be an interesting one for this agency. 
Classes and training were constant throughout the year. 
Training covered the following fields: Radio, Communi- 
cations, Fire, Police, First Aid, Medical, Self Help, Shelter 
Management, Radiological, Administrative, and Rescue. This 
facet of Falmouth Civil Defense has now become routine 
procedure. 


Drills were conducted by Radio Mobile Units. Firefight- 
ing Units, at drill school, and by Police and Auxiliary Police 
specifically in Riot Control. 


A Communications Van was acquired and constructed 
this year, to be put to use in 1966. 


Members of Civil Defense took part in a search for a lost 
person, recovering same; assisted police in a search for an 
escaped fugitive. 


Civil Defense was activated and manned the Control 
Center under emergency power, on the night of the Great 
Eastern Blackout. Auxiliary Police were pressed into service, 
and the Mobile Radio Units were assigned on Stand-by while 
Communications were established with CD Headquarters 
throughout the State and the Eastern Seaboard. 


The new Town Hall encompassing the Civil Defense 
Emergency Operating Center is 90% complete. Some minor 
installations were omitted at the outset, but it is expected 
they will be included in the building before actual occupancy 
by this agency. 


The Falmouth Agency took part in the Annual Federal 
CD Exercises, specifically designed this year for technical 
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purposes; and also participated in two tests of the Early 
Alert Warning System, channeled through the Barnstable 
Police Radio net to CD headquarters. These achieved Satis- 
factory results. 


Individual activities are among the following: 


Communications: Monthly meetings were held by the 
2-Meter Races unit (CD Official Radio Communications), 
and the Citizens Band (Citizens Radio League) in keeping 
with the ever present CD Readiness Plan. 


Through the efforts of John Justason, a walk-in van 
(truck) was equipped as a Mobile Communications Van for 
Falmouth Disaster Control and is to be used as a Mobile 
Command Post, primarily for mobile field communications. 
This vehicle is to be equipped with radio communications for 
all departments. This unit wiil also double as a Mobile Can- 
teen. It is expected to be ready for use and in service early 
in 1966. 


The Citizens Radio League conducted two drills on their 
own early in the spring. This included some fifteen mobile 
units, one boat and one airplane. 


A body (dummy) was dropped in Salt Pond, and re- 
covered by Radio Units; and a simulated crash was staged 
near the West Falmouth Fire Tower. These exercises proved 
very fruitful to the unit’s training experience. 


Mobile units were again pressed into service to assist the 
Police in the recovery of a woman reported lost, and subse- 
quently located her in Waquoit. The following week they 
again assisted the Police on a weekend search for a Falmouth 
youth who escaped from the Barnstable House of Correction. 
Some twenty units assisted with the policing of the Hal- 
loween weekend, and they proved themselves to be quite an 
asset to the police and to Civil Defense. 


The Great Eastern black-out again found the CD Com- 
munications units, and the Citizens Radio League on duty 
manning communications in the activated CD Control Center 
and standing by with mobile units. Fortunately power was 
restored without mishaps. 
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My sincere thanks to all officers and members of the 
communications and radio units affiliated with Civil Defense. 
The Town is proud of you men. 


Medical: Classes in Medical Self Help were conducted 
as part of the High School curriculum this year. 


A course for adults was also held in the High School dur- 
ing the evenings. First Aid and Advanced First Aid adult 
classes were also held. These jointly sponsored with the Cape 
Cod Chapter American Red Cross, and taught locally. 


The Federal Government is constantly adding to and 
removing equipment from the Packaged Disaster Hospital, 
stored in the basement of the Falmouth Post Office, in their 
planning to have the unit in a constant readiness condition. 
Close liaison is constantly maintained with CD and the Fal- 
mouth Hospital. 


Fire: The Fire Department, as usual worked and co- 
operated with CD in very good and close harmony. 


It is planned to locate the CD Communications Van in 
the Fire Department area, where security and maintenance 
can be achieved by its members at all times. 


Police: Monthly classes were held by the Auxiliary 
Police. Two special courses on Riot Control were conducted 
for Regular and Auxiliaries in the Armory. Auxiliaries were 
summoned to assist the department in the search for a 
woman reported missing in Waquoit. They also assisted in 
the search for an escaped Barnstable fugitive. 


On the night of the Great Blackout, many members re- 
ported at the Police Station, on their own, and others were 
called. The men stayed on duty until almost midnight, when 
it was decided, danger no longer existed and the regular 
patrols could again resume their routine duties. 


Throughout the year, Auxiliaries were pressed into serv- 
ice from time to time whenever they were needed for duty. 


Surplus Property: The acquisition of Surplus Property 
for the Town of Falmouth through Civil Defense amounted 
to $5,478.81 for $372.85, all departments benefitting through 
this program. 
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All in all it could be said that this year’s activities were 
more or less routine—for the training under Civil Defense is 
aimed at making emergency operations a routine matter, 
and when these emergencies did occur, Civil Defense was 
there, trained, and they capably handled their disaster tasks. — 


Close liaison is always maintained with all town depart- 
ments, and this was evident in the past, in times of stress. 


Falmouth was fortunate, with no severe snow storms, 
and no hurricanes this year. The forest fire situation also 
did not get out of hand, for which we in CD are all thankful 
for. 


Your Director attended many meetings with CD Officials, 
and participated in many other functions throughout the 
year, and also assisted with and attended many classes and 
courses. 


We feel that one more year, we have been able to serve 
our community and assist it when it was in need. 


My thanks again to the Board of Selectmen, and all the 
Heads of all Departments, and their personnel, for their con- 
tinued cooperation throughout the year, and to all the volun- 
teers for their assistance and contributions to Civil Defense 
and the Town of Falmouth.

Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Veterans’ Service De- 
partment for the year 1965. 


During the year Veterans, Dependents, Dependent Par- 
ents, Widows of the Spanish War, World War One and Two 
and the Korean Conflict were aided in accordance with 
Chapter 115 of the General Laws of Massachusetts and with 
the Laws of the Veterans’ Administration. 


Seven World War One and Nine World War Two Veterans 
died during the year in Falmouth. One Veteran was killed 
in action in Viet Nam. The Widows and Dependent Parents 
were assisted in preparing the necessary forms for Pensions, 
burial assistance claims, Social Security claims and Govern- 
ment Head Stone Markers. Eleven Government Head Stones 
have been applied for. Nine have been received and em- 
placed. Twelve bronze flag markers were set or replaced dur- 
ing the year. 


World War One Veterans over 65 years (average is 68 
years) who are seeking non-service connected pensions are 
required to have one disability ratable by the V.A. at 10% 
or more. This office assisted fourteen W. W. I Veterans dur- 
ing the year in obtaining this pension. 

Reimbursement by the State Department to the E. & D. 
Fund is made for fifty percent of all approval expenditures 
except for Administration. Veterans Laws are being con- 
stantly revised and this office keeps the veterans concerned 
notified of the changes applicable to each one. 


A summary of money expended for Veterans Services is 
listed and compiled by the Town Accountant and can be 
found in his report; therefore, it will not be repeated here.

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Report of the Social Advisory Committee

Gentlemen: 


Following is the Annual Report of the Social Advisory 
Committee for the year 1965: 


Committee Meetings: 


Regular meetings were held in the Recreation Building 
on the first Monday of each month during the year. Several 
special meetings were held by the sub-committees. 


Personnel: 

Mr. Augustus Canty continues as the Recreation Building 
Director, assisted by Mrs. John Radcliffe. Mr. Philip Furtado 
is the custodian. 


Use of the Building: 


The building has been used by the youth of the Town for 
club meetings, basketball games and dances. 


Any public non-profit organization may use the Build- 
ing free of charge. This includes youth groups and benefit 
shows and dances. 


There is a schedule of rents for adult Clubs or organiza- 
tions with closed memberships who wish to use the whole 
Building or individual rooms and another schedule which 
applies to activities on a profit basis renting the whole 
Building or individual rooms. There is a 20% rate reduction 
if the Building or any part thereeof is used at least once per 
week for a period of at least three months. 


Condition of Building and Grounds: 


A new boiler was installed in the building in September. 
The Department of Public Works removed all dead trees and 
shrubbery in front of the Building in November. There are 
to be new shrubs planted in the spring. 
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A new front door was installed in the Building and minor 
repairs made throughout. The main lobby has been painted, 
also the kitchen. 


A new tile floor has been installed in the kitchen. 


The Social Advisory Committee urges all youth organi- 
zations in Town to benefit from the use of the facilities at 
the Recreation Building. 


Many adult clubs and organizations have taken advan- 
tage of the opportunity to use our Building for their meetings. 


Everyone is welcome.

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Report of the Shellfish Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


Gentlemen: , 
I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1965. 


A total of 17,436 miles were partolled by me in both boat 
and car. In my daily patrols I logged 17 first offense vio- 
lators while examining permit holders and their catches. 


Permits were examined and issued to the following: 


2,260 Family, Residents 
214 Family, Non Residents 
112. Commercial 


2,086 Total 


Project No. 1 — Quahaug Transplanting 

From April 1 through April 20, 1965, 91034 bushels of con- 
taminated quahaugs were dug from Falmouth Harbor and 
transplanted into West Falmouth Harbor. 


From September 13 through September 15, 1965, 243 
bushels of contaminated quahaugs were dug from Eel Pond, 
Woods Hole and transplanted into a Family Area at Wigwam 
Cove in Great Pond. 


Project No. 2 — Shellfish Survey 


My shellfish Survey report for 1965 has been completed. 
The following is a breakdown of it in bushels by known 
source:

Project No. 3 — Oyster Program 


During March, 1,077 wire culch bags were made and filled 
with scallop shells. On June 8, 807 culch bags were set in 
Wild Harbor River to collect oyster spat. There are signs of 
a light set in this area. On June 29, one truck load of shells 
was sent to Wellfieet. I sent 50 culch bags to Connecticut on 
July 1; 100 bags were picked up by the State and taken to 
New Hampshire on July 2. No culch bags were set in this area 
on either of the above dates. The State picked up and de- 
livered 120 bags to Wellfleet on July 5. They were returned 
to Falmouth waters on October 21 and are heavily laden with 
oyster spat. 


On April 22, 1965, 45 bushels of seed oysters were trans- 
planted in West Falmouth Harbor. By August 2, 90% mor- 
tality was found due to the oyster drill. 


Project No. 4 — Bourne’s Pond 


During the month of October a survey of Bourne’s Pond 
was made by the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries 
at the request of the Selectmen and myself. Their research 
shows that either the existing channel should be improved 
or construction of a new channel should be considered. If 
the existing channel were to be improved, jetties along the 
banks of the channel and jetties extending seaward from the 
mouth would be necessary. Dredging should be continued 
from the channel over the shallow southern portion of the 
pond into deeper water. An engineer should be consulted 
on the details. It is important that access to the pond be 
given to the fishermen. Rights of Way should be established 
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as soon as possible and in the most strategic locations avail- 
able. 


Project No. 5 — Great Pond 


I submitted a written request for a joint proposal be- 
tween the Waterways Committee and the Shellfish Depart- 
ment to relocate the channel in Great Pond on December 
14, 1965. 


Project No. 6 — Town Landings 


On December 3 signs for six Town Landings were asked 
of and made by the Falmouth Department of Public Works. 
Fishermen unfamiliar with the area may take advantage of 
their Public Rights of Ways. 


Project No. 7 — Pollution 


I have taken a stand to protect our fisheries from pollu- 
tion and also to clean up the areas which have been closed 
iby the State Public Health Department. Eel Pond in Woods 
Hole is the first area in which local and State Public Health 
Agents have been working along with me for the past year. 
Results are beginning to show in our favor. 


In closing, I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
Board of Selectmen, the various Town Departments and the 
citizens of Falmouth for their cooperation during the past 
year.

Gentlemen: 


Patrolling of our various harbors has greatly reduced 
complaints. Only four violations were issued throughout the 
summer season, and they were of minor nature. 


A complaint from the Steamship Authority was followed 
through with the Merchant Marine Safety Board, in regards 
to small sail boats hindering their steamers in the Woods 
Hole Harbor area. This problem was solved without regu- 
lations by the fine cooperation of the Woods Hole Yacht 
Club. 


Eel Pond channel is shoaling to such an extent that 
dredging must be forthcoming. Funds have been requested 
for this project. 


The new floating piers were put out at both North and 
West Falmouth and were a great help to all. I am sorry to 
Say that vandalism again caused damage to the North Fal- 
mouth floats. 


A channel line has been deliniated in Green Pond by 
establishing several channel markers, and the new wharf 
can be readily reached. Storing of boats in the Town Park- 
ing Area is now under orderly control by the issuance of 
permits by me, and the diligent enforcement of the rules by 
Assistant Harbormaster, Mr. Fraser. 


I am in total agreement with the Shellfish Warden in 
regards to dredging Great Pond. I feel that this would re- 
Sult in great benefit for the town, not only in the propagation 
of shellfish, but also in the use of the pond for boating.

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Report of the Recreation Study Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Following is the report of the Special Recreation Study 
Committee. 


Background Information: 

During recent years, the Town programs for recreation 
and public amusement have been handled by the Baseball 
Committee, Beach Committee, Social Advisory Committee, 
and Selectmen. Several different sports programs have re- 
ceived shares of our Public Amusement appropriation. No 
organized summer programs have been provided in our parks 
for several years, with the exception of a baseball clinic con- 
ducted in the different parts of town for six weeks during the 
summer of 1965. It became evident that the Town might 
well benefit from a survey of the entire recreation field. The 
committee authorized by the Annual Town Meeting of March, 
1965, to conduct this survey was composed of representatives 
of the Beach Committee, Baseball Committee, and Social Ad- 
visory Commitee, with Selectman John DeMello as Chairman. 


The Survey: 

In considering the matter, the Committee took into ac- 
count the facilities available for use, the recreation oppor- 
tunities currently being provided in the Town, and the cur- 
rent expenditure of Town funds for recreation. Several 
local persons involved in sports programs both in the schools 
and in the community at large were consulted. Other persons 
currently or recently involved in other communities, either 
as recreation director or as recreation commission members, 
were also consulted, as was Mr. Waldo R. Hainsworth, Dis- 
trict Representative of the National Recreation and Park 
Association. 


Findings of the Committee included: 
1. Falmouth is quite well off for a community of this size 
the facilities available for use. These include the Rec- 
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reation Building itself, several fields for baseball lo- 
cated in various parts of town, tennis courts in various 
parts of town, gyms for basketball in most of the 
schools, excellent beach supervision and swimming in- 
struction in all parts of town. There is an apparent 
need for more tennis courts in some areas of town to 
meet the demands of local and summer residents. 


if 


. Programming outside of school hours in Falmouth pro- 
vides reasonably well in some areas, such as baseball 
and softball for boys and men during the summer, bas- 
Ketball and hockey in the winter, the swimming in the 
summer. Some adults are involved in programs of their 
own, but there seems to be relatively little opportunity 
for many kinds of recreation for adults and girls. In 
fact, there is no opportunity for girls’ sports at the 
present time. Several of the sports programs in the 
Town provide much for the skillful athlete but little 
for the less talented though interested fellows who fail 
to “make the top team’. While we already have over 
1000 participants in our programs other than swim- 
ming, more provision for adults’ and girls’ recreation 
could well doubie this summer. 


. Manpower to handle a wide assortment of athletic pro- 
grams seems to be available within the town, but should 
not be expected on a volunteer basis only. 


. Town expenditures for recreation during the past year 
have included these approximate amounts: 


Baseball Committee $ 4,500 
Social Advisory Committee 20,000 
Town Band 1,500 
Hockey 2,000 

TOTAL $28,000 


According to Mr. Hainsworth, all other New England 
towns spend an average of $2 per capita on recreation. 
Considering that Falmouth’s population is over 14,000 
for 9 months with an influx of 30,000 in the summer, 
our expenditures now come to less than half the aver- 
age. 
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5. The Committee members agree that recreation and 
public amusement might be more efficiently handled 
by one Recreation Commission to supplant the separate 
committees now supervising the various programs, with 
the exception of the Beach Committee. It is agreed 
that the Beach Committee should continue as a sep- 
arate body supervising the swimming program. 


Suggested Town Action: 

The Recreation Study Committee suggests the Town 
consider two articles in the warrant. One article provides 
for the establishment of a seven-member Recreation Com- 
mission whose duties shall embrace those now performed by 
the Social Advisory Committee and overseeing all aspects of 
Public Amusement. The other article requests an additional 
$3,000 above the amounts already included in the budget for 
recreation and public amusement, this amount to provide 
for expansion of the present recreation programs during the 
summer and fall of 1966.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


In operation for sixty-three years, the main library in 
Falmouth needs to enlarge its building. Other buildings built 
at the turn of the century have been, or soon will be, demol- 
ished. The Memorial Library is strictly sound, well-located, 
and attractive. Architecturally the addition will enhance the 
traditional style of the original building and period, but take 
advantage of improved and more economical materials in 
the interior. 


Since the library was built, circulation has increased 1200 
percent, and there has been a 500 percent increase in number 
of volumes. Every year each department becomes more ac- 
tive. Perhaps the busiest section in the library is one that 
does not show in circulation statistics ... the continually 
improving research section ... which is often crowded. Wel- 
come as these increases are, they are making a once spacious 
building cramped and cluttered. | 


The proposed plans for the addition double the existing 
space, and include large flexible open areas that can be adap- 
ted at no expense to meet changing needs in the future. 


The East Falmouth Branch of the public library located 
in the elementary school continues to increase in activity and 
attractiveness. 


The new North Falmouth branch, handsomely trans- 
formed from a barracks building by the architect, William 
Irving Hathon, was officially opened January 9, 1966, with 
a tea honoring Mrs. Ida Small Sylvester, recently retired af- 
ter serving as librarian at North Falmouth for many years. 
Increased use of this branch library is anticipated with more 
parking space outside and a spacious interior with an expan- 
Sive view of the park at the back. 
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Falmouth has been evidently library conscious since the 
town in its wisdom chose such an ideal spot for a quality 
building sixty-five years ago. With a heritage of New Eng- 
land’s literary awareness, with an expanding scientific com- 
munity and a cosmopolitan summer population, with local 
students at the local elementary, high school, and Com- 
munity College, and with the continued population and in- 
formation explosion of this period, it is not surprising there 
is such continued increase in the use of the town’s central 
research center, the main library.

The Falmouth Public Library system continues to grow 
and to expand its services to the community. Day by day, 
week by week, month by month, we note more people in our 
reference room, in the adult periodical reading room, in the 
children’s department, and at the circulation desks with 
books to be checked out for enjoyment at home. 


The New Year is a time for taking stock, for recording 
Statistics, and for taking a look at ourselves. That look is 
taken this year with mixed emotions: pleasure at the re- 
sponse of Falmouth people to library services, both at the 
main library and at the two branches; concern at lack of 
space at the main library to accommodate people and books 
adequately. This problem becomes more acute week by week. 


The once a month radio program has continued to at- 
tract listeners. This program and the new book lists pub- 
lished by the newspaper inform readers of materials avail- 
able at their library. We wish to thank the radio station and 
the newspapers for their cooperation. 


Another convenience which many of our borrowers are 
using is the inter-library loan service. Through the Boston 
Public Library in its capacity as the Eastern Massachusetts 
Regional Library, non-fiction may be borrowed for a period 
of one month. This is particularly appreciated by teachers 
and students, or, in fact, by anyone wishing a book not in 
the local collection. 


Again I wish to thank members of the Board of Trustees 
and our loyal staff for their cooperation as we have worked 
together for another year of growth and library services to 
the community.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


The circulation of books at the Woods Hole Public Library 
is up over last year’s figure of 16,000 by several hundred. 


The capital improvements this year have been the re- 
pairing of the front doors which had become storm battered 
and weatherworn. The front windows have been repaired 
and storm windows were affixed to them. The Library is 
still waiting for further bids from contractors for the replac- 
ing of the rear windows, after which all the exterior wood 
work will be repainted. 


The Library is grateful to the Woods Hole Women’s Club, 
which donated and planted a permanent Christmas tree in 
the front yard of the Library. The Club also gave an auto- 
matic devise for the lights on the tree. 


The Board of Trustees would like to thank Mrs. John A. 
Gifford, who retired as a Trustee, after five years of devoted 
service, with especial thanks for her ten years of service as 
Committee Chairman for the summer benefit. 


Among special events in the Library in the year past, 
was a talk by Dr. Melbourne Carriker of M.B.L. during Na- 
tional Library Week, on “The Flora and Fauna of Cape Cod” 
and our summer benefit program in September at which Dr. 
John M. Bullitt of Harvard University spoke on “Underwater 
Archeology.” 


Beginning in April, the Library opened for four extra 
hours a week in order to be available to children in the 
Woods Hole School who are bus riders, as well as to the em- 
ployees of the Scientific Institutions. By opening the Library 
at noon on two days a week, we noted an increase in the 
book circulation.

town owned buildings presently provided for these veterans 
organizations, and recommend to the next Annual Town 
Meeting whatever changes, alternatives or consolidations may 
seem desirable. 


On the basis of the vote and the wishes of its proponents, 
the Finance Committee, the committee as directed was so 
chosen and has herein submitted its findings. 


The committee believed that it should begin with an 
examination of both buildings in order that a proper deter- 
mination could be made relative to their present repair, main- 
tenance and related conditions. 


After inspection and considerable discussion it was 
agreed that both buildings were badly in need of painting. 
The replacing of some window sash and exterior wall siding 
was evident at both the Legion and V.F.W. occupied build- 
ings as well as roof valleys and certain column bases and the 
cupola of the Legion building. 


The painting and repairs herein mentioned are obviously 
necessary to put these buildings in a protective condition. 


Relative to the uses that these buildings are being put, 
it was ascertained that the Legion Hall is being used primar- 
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ily as a meeting place and on occasion it is rented for a small 
fee covering the expense of heat and light. The V.F.W. occu- 
pied building is used for similar purposes including Boy 
Scouts, however; the basement area of this building is being 
utilized by the organization for the purpose of dispensing 
alcoholic beverages under the authority of a properly author- 
ized club license. 


Since it was your committee’s judgment that the town 
meeting vote implied that a determination should be made 
as to the ability of the organizations involved to sustain the 
costs of maintenance of these buildings accordingly, finan- 
cial statements were requested through the organizational 
representatives on this committee. The committee wishes to 
register its appreciation of the fine way in which the Ameri- 
can Legion and V.F.W. cooperated with it. 


In both instances it was found that income was not suf- 
ficient to adequately maintain these buildings. In the case of 
the V.F.W. a long standing agreement was cited wherein it 
was agreed with the Board of Selectmen that the interior 
would be maintained by the Veterans Post and the town 
would maintain the exterior. Over a ten year period it was 
estimated that the V.F.W. had expended in the average of 
$400 yearly for general maintenance. 


Principal income of the American Legion appears to be 
limited to the proceeds derived from a carnival sponsored 
once every three years. This income pro rated over a three 
year period averaged $300. 


Heating appeared to be a major factor in the area of ex- 
penditures for both organizations in spite of the fact that 
the V.F.W. had recently spent $500 to convert its heating sys- 
tem from steam to hot water. From information obtained it 
was also indicated that both buildings had experienced sew- 
age problems from time to time. 


There appeared to be little support or enthusiasm by 
organizational representatives to consolidate the meetings 
and various activities of these organizations into one build- 
ing. Your committee felt that consolidation would result in a 
request of the licensing board to transfer a club license to 
dispense alcoholic beverages. 
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There also appeared the problem as to whether or not 
the present sewage system at the Legion Hall could adequate- 
ly accommodate the increased activity that might be created 
by the operation of a bar. The idea of consolidation therefore 
was summarily dismissed since it was felt the Legion Build- 
ing was not conducive to this type of activity for obvious 
reasons. 


Your committee has delved somewhat into the history of 
Lawrence Academy, presently referred to as Legion Hall and 
feels that it should be maintained because of its value both 
architecturally and as a land mark indicating the early in- 
terest taken in education by the people of Falmouth. Your 
committee feels it also appropriate to identify this building 
with a proper sign bearing the name “Lawrence Academy” 
and the date ‘1834’, 


The building was erected as a private school in 1834 for 
$2,185, which was a large sum in those days. In 1835 the new 
building and its owners were incorporated as the Falmouth 
Academy. In 1842 a $10,000 legacy from Shubael Lawrence 
Stipulated that the name of the school would have to be 
changed to Lawrence Academy before the legacy would be- 
come effective. The directors of the Academy speedily con- 
formed to Shubael’s wishes, and from 1842 until today Fal- 
mouth’s high school bears the name of Lawrence. 


Rent at the privately operated Academy was fixed at $105 
a year at a directors’ meeting in 1835. This included $75 for 
the lower floor and $30 for the upper floor. These facilities 
were rented to private teachers, who conducted classes above 
the elementary level. In 1891 the incorporated Lawrence 
Academy was dissolved. 


The March 1896 town meeting voted to “grant the entire 
use of the old high school building to the P. F. Jones Post, 
Grand Army of the Republic, for a consideration of one 
dollar per year until a more convenient place is furnished.” 
As it turned out, a more convenient place than the Academy 
building was not found, and would be hard to find today. The 
grizzled Civil War veterans in the G.A.R., together with the 
Sons of Union Veterans and their auxiliary, the Women’s Re- 
lief Corps, continued to use the Academy until the 1930’s. 
During this period the building was called Grand Army Hall. 
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After the end of World War I another veterans’ group 
supplanted the G.A.R. in prominence. The American Legion, 
through its local unit, the W. W. Wood Post, has occupied the 
building since 1924. It was soon renamed Legion Hall. 


CONCLUSION 


From the facts gained in its review of the various aspects 
mentioned under the vote of Article 17 at the 1964 Annual 
Town Meeting, the committee recommends that both town 
owned buildings occupied by the V.F.W. and American Legion 
be put in a protective condition. Analysis of financial state- 
ments submitted by the V.F.W. and American Legion reveals 
that income is not sufficient to adequately maintain these 
buildings and therefore should be protected at the expense 
of the town out of necessity. Moreover the commmittee is 
further of the opinion that the expenditures incurred by these 
organizations have been appropriate and proper and were 
classified by your committee as typical of organizations of 
this type. 


In view of the fact that the committee believes that the 
proper protective maintenance should be performed on these 
buildings it has recommended to the Board of Selectmen that 
articles be submitted for consideration by the Annual Town 
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Meeting in order that the following maintenance and repairs 
might be accomplished: 


V.F.W. Hall: 
Painting $700 
Repair of roof valleys 100 


Replacement of window sash and walls 100 


Total $900 
Legion Hall: 
Painting $1,600 
Repair cupola 250 
Repair of column bases 60 
Repair of window and window sash 300 
Replacement of clapboard siding {ti 


If bottom of cupola has deteriorated 385 


Total $2,400 


The committee further recommends that the Selectmen 
appoint this committee to supervise, at no cost to the town, 
the work so to be performed since it is endowed with the 
diversified talents and knowledge related thereto. 


Finally your committee recommends that a more vigor- 
ous attempt be made by the American Legion and V.F.W. to 
increase their various revenue raising activities in order 
that increased sums might be allocated for the proper main- 
tenance of these buildings.

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Report of the Dog Officer and Game Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my eleventh annual report as Fish and 
Game Warden, also my fifth annual report as Dog Officer 
for the year ending December 31, 1965. 

A total of one thousand nine hundred and twenty hunt- 
ing, sporting, trapping and fishing licenses were examined by 
me. Again, as last year, I reiterate, hunting and fishing pres- 
sure in our town has increased tremendously. 

One hundred and twelve abandoned house cats and fifty- 
three woodchucks were disposed of. Four hundred and fifty 
cock pheasants and fifty hen pheasants were liberated prior 
to and during, the hunting season. Twenty-five adult Vary- 
ing Hare (snowshoe) were liberated in February, as part of 
our continual stocking program. Mares, Grews, Deep, Ashu- 
met and Little Ponds were stocked with trout, Brook, Brown 
and Rainbow trout, also, the Coonamessett and Moonakis 
Rivers. 

The right of way to Coonamessett Pond has been opened 
up considerably and it is hoped that we will be able to use 
it during the coming open season for fresh water fishing. 
Jenkins Pond will be reclaimed and stocked this coming year. 

Two deer were killed by vehicles, and four were drowned. 
The fawn crop was as expected. The deer herd has improved, 
however it still leaves much to be desired. Hunting pressure 
on the herd was very light and again this will help con- 
siderably. 

Twenty-one violations were recorded, all but two were 
first offenders. Two went to court, and one lost his shotgun 
for a violation. Sixty-five investigations were conducted. 
Ninety-six legitimate complaints were answered. 

One class of sixteen students fourteen and a half to eigh- 
teen years of age completed the firearms safety course spon- 
sored by the Division of Law Enforcement and conducted by 
me. Another class is scheduled for February 1966. 
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Sixteen lectures complete with movies on various con- 
servation subjects for different organizations in our town 
were conducted. This is a very important part of my job, 
and helps to keep our citizens up to date and informed on 
conservation projects, problems, etc. Conservation wise, 
again, we have had a most successful year in our town, and 
we do have so much to be thankful for. It is my continued 
hope that our great strides in conservation will become ever 
greater. 

During the past twelve months I have picked up 84 stray 
dogs, all were disposed of. 

1523 dogs were returned to their owners. 
74 dogs were killed by vehicles. 
46 dogs were injured by vehicles. 
9 wild (stray) dogs were destroyed. 
124 dogs were turned over to the Mass. S.P.C.A. 
1328 complaints were answered. 

A total of 18,778 miles were traveled, in answering com- 
plaints, dog pick-ups, wild dog patrols, investigations, deer 
dogging and jacking patrols, pheasant and hare releases, 
wildlife and waterfowl surveys, wild bird feeding and lectures. 

A total of 32 bird food patches were planted throughout 
the town and in the Salt Pond Sanctuary this is a continual 
process, and much depends on the weather. In spite of the 
drought our planting was a success. 

The new dog pound built for the town has proved very 
successful and since the 19th of September when it opened 
for business it hasn’t been empty one day. During the period 
19 September to 31 December the dog pound earned $390 for 
the town. An additional five dog pens are needed though and 
will be ordered before summer. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen and the citizens of our town for their splendid co- 
operation during the past year. Special thanks to Officer 
Paul Gonsalves who so ably assisted me this summer for 
three months. Again, I wish to add that the sportsmen have 
been extremely cooperative during the past year and I am 
very grateful.

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Report of the Public Amusement Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Public Amusement committee held monthly and 
special meetings during the year. 


The following leagues and teams were assisted in 1965: 


Baseball—Little League, Little League Minors, Pee Wee, 
Babe Ruth League and Falmouth Commodores. 


Softball—Falmouth Men’s Softball League. 


Basketball—Little League, Senior League and Falmouth 
Town Team. 


Hockey—Bantam League, Pee Wee League, Youth Hockey 
Program and Independent Town Team. 


The Little League played a schedule of two baseball 
games a week and the Minor League played a schedule of 
one game a week. Our Little League All-Star Team partici- 
pated in the Cape Cod Little League Conference champion- 
ship playoffs. 


The Falmouth entry in the Cape Cod League officially 
became the Commodores during the past season. Under the 
spirited leadership of William Livesy there was a renewed 
interest in the Town Team. Bill led the Commodores to 
second place in the Upper Cape Division. It may be noted 
that there was a general improvement in the player person- 
nel and that players from a number of New England colleges 
were represented on the Falmouth team. 


The Babe Ruth League had but four teams in the league 
this past season. It was difficult to secure proper manage- 
ment and as a consequence the program suffered. 


A baseball clinic was conducted under the guidance of 
Bill Livesy. The program lasted six weeks and the clinic was 
held on two days a week in the Intermediate School area 
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and on one day a week at Woods Hole, East Falmouth and 
North Falmouth. 


The Little Basketball League held regular sessions at the 
Recreation Building, East Falmouth School, North Falmouth 
School, Lawrence High School and the Intermediate School. 
Because of the availability of the school gymnasiums the 
program was greatly expanded. 


The Senior Basketball League was composed of eight 
teams and the games were played on Monday and Wednes- 
day nights. 


The committee assisted the Falmouth Town Team in get- 
ting started in the Cape Cod Basketball League. 


Again, the committees assisted the Bantam, Pee Wee and 
Independent Town Hockey teams. The committee sponsored 
an article in the Special Town Meeting for $2000.00 to pay 
for ice time for the Falmouth Youth Hockey program, thus 
allowing this group to expand to well over one hundred boys. 
At present there are Bantam and Pee Wee entries in the 
Cape leagues plus three organized teams and one farm team. 


The committee wishes to acknowledge, again, the splen- 
did cooperation it received from the Park Department in 
preparing, caring for and lining the fields for regularly 
scheduled and playoff games. 


The committee wishes to thank all of the managers of 
the various teams, the officials, the parents and the various 
league committees for their contribution to the programs. 
We are most grateful to the Falmouth School Department 
for the use of the physical facilities at the various schools 
that were made available to us.

Public Amusement Committee 
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Report of the Barnstable County 
Health Department - 1965 


To the Board of Health — Town of Falmouth 
Gentlemen: 


I wish to submit this report of the Barnstable County 
Health Department for the year 1965. 


This department in cooperation with the Barnstable 
County Associated Boards of Health, Barnstable District 
Medical Society, and the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health Vaccination Project has initiated a county-wide im- 
munization program against diseases for which reliable vac- 
cines are available. 


We are conducting an intensive educational program for 
the professions and the community. We are recommending 
every family see their family doctor and get the necessary 
protection for each family member. There have been meet- 
ings for the professionals; radio, newspaper publicity and 
distribution of special educational materials through the 
schools and our local supermarkets for the community. 
Starting in September most all schools have offered the 
necessary and recommended booster immunizations to the 
entering fifth and tenth grade children. Some towns have 
offered tetanus immunization to the adults. The next step 
is to get all the pre-school children adequately protected. The 
objective of the Barnstable County Immunization Committee 
is to make adequate immunization a part of each citizen’s 
medical health supervision. 


In December, the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health made available a limited supply of measles vaccine 
for needy children from 9 months through 5 years. The 
vaccine is stored in the Barnstable County Health Depart- 
ment and can be requested by the Boards of Health, Boards 
of Welfare, and Well Child Clinics for their needy children. 
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This department in cooperation with the Cape Cod Camp 
Fire Organization brought Dr. William Lynch, Boston, an 
authority on family education, to meet with parents. This 
was a highly successful conference attended by some 250 
parents from all over the County. 


The coordinated effort of the Barnstable County Hos- 
pital, Barnstable County Public Health Association, Boards 
of Health, Public Health Nurses, and this department, has 
resulted in a successful and workable follow-up program in 
Tuberculosis Control. 


Members of the staff continue to take an active part in 
community health activities. Mr. Decoteau and Mr. Tateosian 
have participated in the “Man Power Training” school for 
Cooks in Hyannis and special programs for cafeteria workers 
in the Bourne-Sandwich-Mashpee school union. Miss Howes 
is serving as Secretary to the Cape Cod Community Council. 
This is the organization recommended by the 1957-58 Har- 
vard Survey of Barnstable County Health needs. Miss Susich 
is especially active on the professional advisory boards of the 
Barnstable County Mental Health Association, Homemaker’s 
Service and Barnstable Council on Aging. 


In order to do a good job we believe professional growth 
is essential for each worker. To attain this, it is necessary 
to keep abreast of all changes in the field of public health 
practice. The workers in this department have attended 
their professional association meetings and seminars, Massa- 
chusetts Public Health Association programs, National As- 
sociation Conventions for sanitarians and Public Health. 


The county budget does not allow for out-of-state travel 
and the National Convention costs were taken care of by 
the individual staff members attending. Mr. Tateosian was 
privileged to attend a week’s seminar in Cincinnati, with all 
expenses paid by the Barnstable County Public Health As- 
sociation. Miss Susich attended a three-day seminar on 
“Communications in Public Health’ conducted by North- 
eastern University and sponsored by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health. 
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I would be remiss not to share with you a concern for 
some outstanding needs: 


1. The upgrading of salaries for all Nprateestenel and office 
staff. ‘The social worker vacancy has existed since 
August 1964 because of low salary. Qualified profes- 
sional workers are in short supply and an adequate 
Salary is an important requirement. 

2. The need to interpret that the estimated population in- 
creases in Barnstable County will necessitate more 
qualified professional workers and properly trained and 
Supervised aides in all phases of public health. 

3. The need for extended preventive psychiatric services 
for children and a program for adults. Our adults must 
still travel to Boston for limited out-patient treatment. 

4. The need for a social case work service for the family 
with social problems. 

5. The need to prepare the community for the new medi- 
care program for the senior citizens. We have much 
to learn and it is difficult to predict how we shall be 
affected.

Environmental Sanitation 

| During 1965 the department continued the inspection of 
all eating and drinking establishments and carried out 
laboratory tests in conjunction with the inspections. As pre- 
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dicted last year the number of eating establishments has in- 
creased and the work load is being felt by this department es- 
pecially during the summer months. 


The Cape along with the rest of New England felt the 
effects of the current drought. Several instances occurred 
where private wells went dry, and wells adjancent to salt 
water bays became saline. In most cases wells were either 
relocated or driven deeper in order to obtain water. Public 
water supplies experienced a shortage but in the most 
critical cases it was due to inadequate pumping and storage 
facilities. 


With the rapid growth of this resort area we are putting 
extreme demands on our national resourses. Motels, sub- 
divisions, restaurants and other facilities are ever increasing, 
all putting a demand on the land for water and sewage dis- 
posal. Boards of Health should become more and more active 
in the planning and control of this development in order to 
prevent future public health problems. Once again we urge 
all Towns to consider a well planned land acquisition pro- 
gram for future water supply, sewage disposal and refuse 
disposal use. 


Other activities in environmental sanitation included in- 
spection of Day Care Centers, Recreational Camps, Family 
Type Camp Grounds, shellfish areas, bathing beaches, and 
related laboratory tests. 


Nursing Service 

This year current data on the qualifications and person- 
nel practices for public health nurses in Barnstable County 
has been reviewed in line with the “Recommended Employ- 
ment Standards for Professional Nurses,” a guide newly 
published by the Massachusetts Nurses Association. Pro- 
posed increases in salary scales and re-affirmation of their 
plans to employ qualified staff were made by two public 
health nurse agencies and help has been given to those 
agencies which have done cost studies. 


Intensive orientation as to the role of the school nurse 
was given to two newly employed nurses who had not had 
previous preparation or experience. Contact has been made 
with three of the School Superintendents and with selectmen 
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from three towns, and letters sent to some others, with re- 
spect to the role of the public health nurse and the need 
for continued growth and education. 


Instruction has been given to public health nurses in the 
management of salmonellosis and in tuberculosis nursing. As 
a co-chairman of the Nursing Services Directors Committee 
of Barnstable County, the planning and conducting of pro- 
grams for registered nurses and for licensed practical nurses 
has centered on rehabilitation nursing and respiratory dis- 
eases. Through participation in Case Conferences, nurses in 
Kastham, Falmouth and Harwich are learning to strengthen 
their services and to work with other professional persons in 
complex family situations. 


Some direct services continue to be given to patients and 
their families. Applications, appointments, and transporta- 
tion arrangements, for the local clinic of the State Crippled 
Children’s Program are handled. Many inquiries are re- 
ceived indicating the need for help from a social or health 
agency, situations are cleared with local agencies, and re- 
ferrals made here and elsewhere. Home visits are made ac- 
cording to the need where there is no nursing service yet, 
such as in Brewster; these visits might be for premature 
home evaluations and for epidemiological follow-up. 


A new responsibility this year has been to share in ap- 
proving the Day Care Services; a part of this yearly inspec- 
tion includes the evaluation of plans for handling illness 
an emergencies and the protection of children. 


It is easy to see that many activities which are related to 
nursing consume a great deal of time. The direct supervision 
of school and town nurses needs to be developed in a more 
organized manner with provisions for adequate planning and 
evaluation. This whole service is difficult to implement be- 
cause of lack of direct line authority. 


As a whole, the community needs to have a better under- 
Standing of the functions of a public health nurse in commu- 
nity health services. 


Dental Hygiene Service 
The year of 1965 was a busy one including both direct 
service and educational work. Due to the fast growing 
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population of the schools, it was not possible to include quite 
as many of the towns in direct service. However, just as 
many children received the topical fluoride application as in 
the past years. 


The topical fluoride program was carried out in the towns 
of Orleans, Brewster, Chatham and Dennis. A toothbrushing 
pilot study was done in Barnstable in conjunction with the 
State Division of Dental Health and the Forsyth Dental 
Center. This consisted of concentrated toothbrushing effort 
on a selected group of children to improve toothbrushing 
practices and oral hygiene standards. The results were very 
eratifying and indicated that proper toothbrushing methods 
and education lowered the oral hygiene index considerably 
and might be one of the important methods of lowering the 
high caries incidence in children. 


During the summer months, fluoride clinics were held in 
the towns of Orleans and Eastham for pre-school children 
who would be entering school in the fall. Well child confer- 
ences were attended in Sandwich, Truro and Wellfleet. These 
clinics and conferences are important both from the educa- 
tional standpoint and direct service. They offer the opportu- 
nity to contact the parent and to impress upon the parent 
the importance of the child visiting the dentist at an early 
age and the importance of good oral hygiene practices. Also 
during the summer months we participated in the program 
Head Start in the Barnstable School System. 


Dental Health Week, February 7 through the 13th was 
devoted to dental health education of the public. It included 
radio interviews, newspaper articles, T.V. spot announce- 
ments and classroom and assembly programs. Much of this 
education was carried on through the year. 


In May of 1965, the hygienists on Cape Cod organized 
the Cape Cod District Hygienists’ Association for the purpose 
of the following: to assist in promoting the art and science 
of dental hygiene, elevate and sustain the professional 
character and education of dental hygienists, promote mu- 
tual improvement, disseminate knowledge of oral hygiene; 
enlighten and direct public opinion in relation to oral hy- 
giene and dental prophylaxis and to safeguard the common 
interest of the dental profession.

I. Condensed History of Committee operations and 
activities 
Commencing with its first meeting on January 6, a total 
of 24 meetings were held during the year 1965, with the fol- 
lowing accomplishments resulting: 
1. Voted to incur debt in the amount of $175,806.00 for 
the purpose of acquiring land and preparing plans for 
a school building or buildings. 
2. Engaged the architectural firm of Warren H. Ashley of 
West Hartford, Connecticut, to design the Upper Cape 
Cod Regional Vocational-Technical School. 
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Selected Mr. George F. Weaver as Superintendent- 
Director of the regional school district to aid in pre- 
paring educational and equipment specifications for 


the new school. Mr. Weaver indicated that he would 


not be available until September, 1965. 


At the architect’s expense the firm of Engelhardt, En- 
gelhardt & Leggett was employed to aid in drawing 
up the educational specifications of the school 


With the assistance of Senator Alan Jones and Repre- 
sentative Hastings Keith and the cooperation of many 
federal and state agencies, the committee obtained at 
no cost title to 28 acres of State land leased to the 
Otis Air Force Base. Because the government land was 
a long and narrow parcel, the committee voted to take 
by eminent domain land on either side of this tract to 
square up the property and to have sufficient room for 
athletic fields and future expansion of the school. 
Total acreage of the parcel will come to 70 acres.

Authorized appraisals of the property by William G. 
Bryden of Sandwich and Stephen Days of Bourne. 


Title examination and filing the necessary papers for 
eminent domain proceedings were made by Attorneys 
John F. McCoy of Bourne and Herbert Hunziker of 
Falmouth. 


After a thorough review of area needs, the School 
Committee has decided to offer the following programs:

The pupil program may be considered from the view- 


point of time at which classes meet. 


A. 


One part of the program will consist of morning and 
afternoon sessions with a lunch break between. Both 
undergraduates and pupils in Grade 13 will be involved 
in this program. Pupils will spend one week in shop 
and the next equally in related studies and general 
academic instruction. In plumbing, electricity, carpen- 
try, painting, and practical nursing, pupils will spend 
a considerable portion of their time off the school 
grounds gaining direct work experience. 


A second part of the program will be focused on high 
school graduates who are seeking full-time technical 
training. This portion of the program will begin about 
noon and end early in the evening. The theory por- 
tions of this program will be taught in the early after- 
noon, while the shop experiences will be gained in the 
late afternoon using shop spaces which would be free 
at this time. This program will include Electronics 
Technology, Electrical Technology, Civil Technology, 
and Mechanical Technology. 


The third part of the program will consist of evening 
courses for adults. 


In addition, the school facilities will be available for 
(a) short unit pre-apprentice program, (b) supple- 
mentary trade training evening programs, (c) part- 
time apprentice programs, (d) pretechnical institute 
programs, (e) Manpower Development and Training 
Act programs, and (f) other programs for which a 
need exists in the area. 
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10. Committee rented an office for our Director at 14B 
MacArthur Boulevard. 


11. Reviewed architect’s working drawings of the school. 
The committee is currently awaiting final Department 
of Vocational Education and Massachusetts School 
Building Assistance Commission approval of prelimin- 
ary drawings. 


12. Accepted estimate of the $3,264,000 as the total cost 
of equipment and the construction of the proposed 
school. 


13. Approved the Capital Budget for 1966 of $153,450 and 
1966 Operating Budget of $44,530. 


14. Committee favored the submission of a pilot proposal 
under the Vocational Act of 1963 to the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts and to the United States 
Office of Education for development of a Marine 
Technology Center which would be constructed and 
operated at no cost to the towns. 


A sub-committee working with a group of Woods Hole 
scientists, Oceanographic: firms and State Marine bi- 
ologists expect to submit prosposal in the early part 
of 1966. 


15. Although the committee had hoped to have the voca- 
tional-technical school operating by September, 1967, 
it now appears that the opening date will be Septem- 
ber, 1968. This new target date resulted principally 
from a seven months’ delay in obtaining title to the 
State land and to the desire of the school committee 
to minimize possible error by too speedy action. 


It should be pointed out that the success the Committee 
has had in the foregoing action involved a great many con- 
ferences, meetings, research, investigation on the part of the 
school committee, our director, treasurer with each other, 
the architect, our educational consultants, the Director of 
Vocational Education, its many departments, the Fiscal 
Agent, the School Building Assistance Commission, our vari- 
ous legislative representatives in both Boston and Washing- 
ton and other State, Federal, and local officials. 
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The cooperation given in the past by all persists and 
continues. Joint efforts bring concrete results and whatever 
our achievements may be can only be attributed to the team- 
work of all those involved. The committee men from all the 
member towns have demonstrated as in the past, devotion 
and dedication to their representative duties and responsibil- 
ities, actively participating to all business of the committee 
with a mind single to helping to make the school the best 
in the State and nation. And, again we cannot overlook or 
ignore the excellent coverage given to all meetings by the 
Cape Cod and New Bedford Standard-Times, Falmouth En- 
terprise, the Wareham Courier, and Sippican Shopper for an 
informed public supports that which is right and good.

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Report of the Public Welfare Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


During the year of 1965 the categories of Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children and Medical Assistance to the Aged 
have steadily increased. The rise in these categories repre- 
sented an increase of $40,000.00 over the amount spent in 
1964. 


The Aid to Families with Dependent Children continues 
on the up grade. 


On December 31, 1964, the case load was 73 cases, on 
December 31, 1965 the case load was 82 cases and our pres- 
ent case load is 90 cases. 


Cost of Hospitalization, Doctors, Drugs and nursing visits 
continue to rise. 


Hospitals and Nursing Home per diem rates were in- 
creased during the year. 


Leisure Time Activities Allowances were increased from 
$6.00 to $11.50 per month effective November 1, 1965 on all 
OAA cases. Total expenditures of all categories $480,429.61 
of this amount 40% or $192,128.27 was paid for medical 
expenses. 


We now have Home Makers Service on Cape Cod. This 
service is used only when a family is in need of a home maker 
to help them through a critical period. 


The charge for services are as follows: 
For 24 hour service $15.00 per day plus transportation 
at 10 cents a mile, plus meals. 


The service is provided as long as deemed necessary by 
the attending physician. 


Daytime rates Monday through Friday (minimum of 
three hours) $1.60 per hour plus transportation. 
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Nighttime, weekends and holidays, $1.75 per hour plus 
transportation.

The following report of the Committee’s activities for the 
calendar year 1965 is submitted: 


The regular maintenance of the Free Burying Ground 
area of the East End cemetery has been carried on satisfac- 
torily. Maintenance of grounds is now the primary concern 
of the Committee together with a continued regard for gen- 
eral overall appearance by re-setting of old memorials and 
the replacement of those which have been damaged or have 
deteriorated. 


An appropriation of $1200.00 was requested for the cal- 
endar year 1965 and was granted. It was barely enough to 
provide satisfactory maintenance of grounds and memorials. 
The continued drought during the past summer and fall 
provided a condition that required less maintenance of 
grounds than would normal weather conditions. 


A request for an appropriation of $1500.00 for the calen- 
dar year 1966 has been submitted to the Finance Committee 
for consideration. 


The 1965 appropriation was expended as follows: 


(a) Maintenance of ground area—loaming, seeding, fertiliz- 
ing, cutting grass, trimming of hedges, weed removal,

East End Cemetery Committee 
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Report of the Police Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is my fourth annual report as Chief 
of Police for the year ending December 31, 1965. 


Total arrests for the year show an increase over 1964 and 
the number of arrests is commensurate with this increase. 
This is due in large measure to the trend throughout the 
country and is not alien to the Town of Falmouth alone. 


Concentrated efforts to increase the effectiveness of the 
Department with reference to the control of mob and/or 
riot situations resulted in the establishment of a Mob and 
Riot Control School together with the State Police and Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation. This school was held in Fal- 
mouth and was attended by members of Police Departments 
ranging from Wareham to Provincetown and the off-shore 
islands. 


In conjunction with this endeavor, this Department has 
acquired a U-haul trailer which has been completely equip- 
ped with the most modern and effective equipment available 
to cope with any and all types of mob or riot situations. 


In addition, Advanced First Aid Classes were held to 
maintain our efforts to keep our patrolmen abreast of all 
the new techniques employed in dealing with emergency 
Situations. 


The in-service training program also incorporated the 
attendance of several personnel at the Narcotics School 
which was held in Provincetown. It is distressing to note 
that the number of narcotics cases in the area have in- 
creased. This Department continues to maintain a constant 
vigilance together with the State Police and other law en- 
forcement agencies to reduce the number of such crimes. 
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Patrolman William Perry was graduated on October 15, 
1965 at the State Police Academy with high grades. He also 
ranked third in his class on firearms. 


Five new permanent patrolmen were appointed during 
the year: John Teixeira, William Perry and Andras Nyari on 
May 28, 1965, Paul Poulicakos on August 2, 1965 and Henry 
Teixeira on August 9, 1965. 


Also acquired were two new policewomen. Mrs. Virginia 
Arthur was assigned to the North Falmouth School and Mrs. 
Ruby Shultz was assigned to the intersection at Jones Road 
and Gifford Street. This brings the complement of women 
school crossing supervisors to eight, with three assigned to 
the area adjacent to the Jones Road Intermediate School. 
The effectiveness of their efforts has resulted in the present 
effort to acquire one additional policewoman to cover the 
Woods Hole School. 


Patrolman Arthur Lawrence resigned from the Depart- 
ment on April 1, 1965 to go into business. 


Recently procured were two resuscitators which were in- 
stalled in the station wagons. These resuscitators have 
proven their worth on numerous occasions, and it is a source 
of gratification to the undersigned to know that the em- 
ployment of this equipment has had significant results. 


The number of juvenile arrests and crime reflects a de- 
crease of approximately fifty percent in all categories but 
one. The number of arrests for Aiding and Abetting and for 
Maintaining A Noisy and Disorderly House reflects a sizable 
decrease which is due largely to the cooperation of the citi- 
zenry in accepting and incorporating Article #33 to the Town 
By-Laws. This By-Law enables the police officer to more ef- 
fectively control the rowdyism. 


In cooperation with the Registry of Motor Vehicles, this 
Department now serves as agents in obtaining the registra- 
tion plates and certificates of delinquent excise tax payers. 
This has resulted in a substantial increase in the amount 
taken in by the Town Tax Collector for delinquent taxes. 


A Certificate of Commendation has been presented to the 
Town of Falmouth for its participation in the Massachusetts 
Safety Council Traffic Safety Program.

Traffic summary for the year showed a total of 132 ac- 
cidents, involving a total of 180 personal injuries, of which 
6 resulted in fatalities. The increase in the number of fatal- 
ities may be attributed to one accident in which a total of 
three persons lost their lives. 


Sgt. Smith continues to work with the Welfare Depart- 
ment with reference to non-support cases. His efforts have 
resulted in substantial savings to the tax payers of the Town 
of Falmouth. In addition, numerous cases under the Uniform 
Desertion and Non-Support Act have been processed through 
the District Court. 


The House Inspection Division reports a total of 400 new 
homes added bringing the total number of homes inspected 
during the winter months to 16,008. The total number of 
index cards on file has increased to 3000. The effectiveness 
of this inspection is evidenced by the number of personal 
comments and the correspondence received from property 
owners thanking the Department for its services. 


The Meter Department reports that the balance due on 
the meters installed in Falmouth Heights in 1963 from the 
Terrace Gables to the Yacht Club, on the beach side, was 
paid in full this year. The Town now owns a total of 485 
parking meters. 


Total parking meter fees increased $2,305.65 over last 
year. 


Mr. Charles J. Lamson replaced Mr. Thornton E. Davis 
who resigned on May 15, 1965. Mr. Lamson assists with the 
parking meters and the house inspection. 


During the summer months, Miss Delia Figuerido patrol- 
led the meters on Main Street. 


Meters in Falmouth center and Woods Hole went out of 
operation on November 1, 1965 for the winter months. They 
will resume operation on May 1, 1966 for the summer. 


Falmouth Heights meters will go into operation Memorial 
Day weekend, 1966.

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Report of the Finance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The year 1965 was a year of extraordinary spending by 
the Town, with a start made on a $1,400,000 Teaticket 
Elementary School and on major improvements to the water 
system. The stabilization fund proved its value. The Town 
was able to come up with half the cost of the school and 
$210,000 of the cost of the water mains and standpipe from 
available funds. ® 


As a result, the bonding required for the two major 
projects was held to $1.1 million. After three prior years in 
which no bonds at all were issued, this was not excessive. 
But this committee would not like to see further resort to 
borrowing until the Town’s present bonded indebtedness is 
reduced, and we feel a real effort should be made to replen- 
ish the stabilization fund. 


The tax rate stayed unchanged at $53 per thousand for 
the year. This is good, provided the Town’s needs are being 
met. For the past year we feel that, in the main, they were. 


Town meeting went along with this committee in in- 
creasing the Reserve Fund to $30,000. While not quite that 
whole amount was transferred to meet emergency or un- 
expected spending, we feel the same amount should be 
provided this year. The 1965 transfers are listed in the re- 
port of the Town Accountant. 


The committee lost a valuable member and the Town 
lost an outstanding citizen in the death by motor accident 
of Bradford C. Riley of Waquoit. He had contributed much 
to the work of this committee, and his loss is deeply felt 
personally by all its members. 
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The work of the committee was accomplished during 32 


regular meetings during 1965, with aggregate attendance of 
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, In addition ‘to many subcommittee meetings on the 


various town departments for budgets and special articles.

Town Advertising Committee 
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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


During 1965, the Board held twelve regular and five 
special meetings. There were thirty hearings on new sub- 
division plans and two hearings on zoning matters. One 
hundred and sixty-seven other plans were presented to the 
Board for action. Members of the Board have also met with 
other civic and governmental groups on various occasions 
for various purposes. 


After a number of years of delay, the Westerly section 
of Katharine Lee Bates Road is at last under construction, 
and should be open for traffic to relieve congestion before 
the forthcoming summer. 


The year saw the changing of extensive areas in the 
North - West Falmouth areas from 10,000 to 20,000 square 
foot lot minimum areas, parts being also upgraded from 
Agricultural to Residence. 


A sign code committee, appointed by the 1965 (May) 
Special Town Meeting, cf which the Board Chairman is a 
member, will propose to the coming Town Meeting an over- 
all sign code for inclusion in the Zoning By-law. 


The Board has studied, and is proposing to the next 
Town meeting, the upgrading, from Agricultural “C” to 
Residence “B” of certain territory in the North Falmouth 
area, and changing two smaller areas from Agricultural “C” 
to “B”. These are probably the last such proposals involving 
extensive areas to be made by the Board, since it seems 
obvious that there must remain substantial sections avail- 
able for lots of 10,000 square feet. 


An attempt was made to clarify and improve provisions 
of the Zoning By-law relating to hotels and the like. At the 
May Special Town Meeting, action was deferred, and the en- 
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tire matter has been under further study. After conference 
with representatives of the hotel industry, new proposals 
along these lines will be made to the Town Meeting.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Falmouth Conservation Commission has concluded 
a year of active and productive operation. Members of the 
Commission attended or participated in a variety of con- 
ferences and meetings, and attended public hearings as re- 
quired. Many on-the-site inspections were made of locations 
where dredging or filling of marshland has been proposed. 
Some of these inspections were requested by property owners 
who planned dredging or filling and wanted an informal 
review by and advice from the Commission before submitting 
plans and a request for license. 


The Commission has answered many inquiries from 
property owners about the laws governing dredging and fill- 
ing of marshland and the regulations pertaining thereto. 
They have conferred informally with property owners as a 
result of questions raised by abutters or others interested 
in or opposed to plans under development. 


Recommendations were made to the Board of Selectmen 
at public meetings called to consider plans and requests for 
licenses. 


The Town acquired an access to Jenkins Pond on recom- 
mendation of the Commission. This access and one previ- 
ously acquired at Deep Pond will be available for the Spring 
season fishing. 


The Commission has sponsored and urges approval of an 
article in the warrant of the forthcoming Annual Town 
Meeting to take by eminent domain a conservation area of 
approximately 16,000 square feet, to improve access to Coona- 
messett Pond. 


Among the pending transactions of the Commission 
(those awaiting formal applications, plans, legal, engineer- 
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ing or other procedures) are several which involve sub- 
stantial and important marsh areas. They emphasize the 
growing public interest in conservation matters. It is hoped 
that many of these transactions may be completed during 
the current year. 


In this relation, Chapter 768 of the General Laws “An 
Act Providing For the Protection of the Coastal Wetlands of 
the Commonwealth” approved Nov. 23, 1965 should prove ex- 
ceedingly helpful. The Act gives considerable power and 
authority to the Commissioner of Natural Resources and may 
directly apply to situations in our area. 


The Commission has met each month during 1965. We 
have continued our cordial working relations with the Salt 
Pond Areas Bird Sanctuaries, Inc. and are grateful for as- 
sistance received from all departments of the Town admin- 
istration.

Falmouth Conservation Commission 
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Report of the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard 
and Nantucket Steamship Authority 


By Falmouth Member, James H. Smith 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


1965 was a year of continued increasing traffic for the 
Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship 
Authority and I am happy to report that there will be no 
assessment against the taxpayers in 1966. 


During the year the Authority built the M/V UNCATENA 
and placed her in service at the end of July. The Authority 
also added to its facilities the operation of the parking lot 
at Woods Hole, formerly owned and operated by the New 
Haven Railroad. By removing the tracks and blacktopping 
the additional parking space thus created, the capacity of 
the lot was nearly doubled. Increased parking facilities at 
Woods Hole were insufficient to meet the demands and the 
Authority rented and opened an off-site parking lot off Pal- 
mer Avenue near the former railroad station in Falmouth 
and transported passengers to Woods Hole by bus. This has 
tended to reduce some of the parking congestion which has 
been common during the summer season. 


During 1965 the Authority devoted much time and effort 
to developing a long-range plan that would provide adequate 
facilities for the ever-increasing public demands. To this 
end the Authority has employed the engineering firm of Fay, 
Spofford & Thorndike, Inc. of Boston to study and make 
recommendations for future needs. We have worked closely 
with the Falmouth Selectmen in order to be certain that the 
Authority’s plans would be helpful in solving the many prob- 
lems that have arisen due to local growth and increased 
numbers of summer visitors. 


Although this sad event occurred after the end of the 
calendar year, the Authority could not let this opportunity 
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go by to express its very deep regret in the loss of Comman- 
der Roy A. Berg, a prominent citizen and an invaluable ad- 
visor to the Authority. 


We wish to thank the Selectmen and all other Town 
Departments who have assisted the Authority.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Dear Sirs: 


I respectfully submit the following as my report for the 
calendar year 1965 of the Claims and Suits against the Town 
of Falmouth which report contains a list of the suits which 
have been disposed of in 1965 and up to the date of this 
report, and those suits which remain pending with a brief 
statement of their present status. 


Arnold I. Anderson and Kathleen N. Anderson vs. 
Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth (two cases) 
Barnstable Superior Court #27649 and #27393 
* The first of these two cases is for the determination of 
damages for land taken in the widening of Brick Kiln Road. 


The second case is for the determination of damages for 
the taking of a permanent easement for drainage outlet of 
Brick Kiln Road as widened. The plaintiffs have stated that 
they prefer a settlement and these two cases may be settled. 


William G. Hawkins and Annette Hawkins vs. 

Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 

Barnstable Superior Court #27392 

The first above case was for the determination of the 
damages for the land taken in the widening of Brick Kiln 
Road and the second case is for damages for the land taken 
for permanent easement for drainage of said widened Brick 
Kiln Road. It is expected that these two cases may be settled. 


Herbert W. Graham et al vs. 

Falmouth Zoning Board of Appeals 

Barnstable Superior Court #27503 Equity 

This was an appeal from a decision of the Board of Ap- 
peals granted to Philomena Paine to use a room in her new 
dwelling at Woods Hole for a “Beauty Shop” to be conducted 
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only by a person resident on the premises, without advertis- 
ing signs or advertising and with provision for parking not 
more than three cars and no additional employees. 


The case was fully tried before the Superior Court at 
Barnstable and decision was in favor of the owner. No ap- 
peal was taken therefrom. Therefore the decision of the 
Board of Appeals stands. 


Bernard J. Morris and Georgia Bruno vs. 

Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 

Barnstable Superior Court #27600 & #27899 
These two land damage cases arising out of the widening 
of Brick Kiln Road and the taking of a third parcel of land 
as a drainage outlet for Brick Kiln Road have all been dis- 
posed of as so-called “package settlement” by the payment 
of $1700.00 by the Town of Falmouth. 


John F, Ferreira vs. 

Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 

Barnstable Superior Court #26634 

This owner claimed that by the erection of the concrete 
wall on the shore side of the Shore Road at Menauhant, the 
value of his remaining water-front land was almost totally 
destroyed because the solid wall of this type left his water- 
front having no access. The concrete water-front wall was 
constructed by the State. However, this is an instance where 
the State was protected by the general vote of the Town. 


It appeared advisable to settle this Claim and Suit at 
the figure of $1500.00 and this was done. 


George W. Davis and Annie M. Davis vs. 

The Building Inspector of the Town of Falmouth 

Barnstable Superior Court #27313 

The time set for the termination of the Restraining 
Order which had prevented the Town of Falmouth from act- 
ing to demolish this unoccupied, dilapidated building at Sil- 
ver Beach, had expired but it was decided that it was neces- 
sary to dispose of that case before it would be safe for the 
Town to demolish this building. 


This case therefore was marked for trial at Barnstable 
and was tried before Justice Guerdin who decided that the 
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Town had the right to take appropriate action and entered 
a finding to that effect. 


The Town complied with the further statutory require- 
ments and then had this dilapidated structure demolished to 
the level of the ground. 


Elva C. Fay vs. 

Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 

Barnstable Superior Court #27081 

This case was tried before Judge Beaudreau in 1965. It 
involved damages and a request for a Restraining Order 
against the Town (as) an outlet of Main Street drainage, 
partly on land of the town and partly on land of the peti- 
tioner. The Court declined to issue a Restraining Order and 
entered an Order retaining jurisdiction for two years to have 
the town take care of its street drainage under Chapter 90 
funds in the General Drainage Plan to take care of this area. 
In the meantime by agreement, the sum of $750.00 was paid 
by Defendant to Plaintiff. It is expected that the proposed 
General Drainage Plan will solve this drainage difficulty. 


John M. Cashman vs. 

Roger Blake, Joshua Murphy & Robert Raposa 

Barnstable Superior Court #27573 

This is an action of Contract or Tort. This plaintiff 
claims a conversion of money from him in the amount of 
$20,000.00 by the defendants who at the time were on duty 
as Falmouth Police Officers. Roger Blake, operator of the 
Gulf Gas Station is also named as defendant. This case is 
still pending. 


William G. Metcalf et als vs. 

Town of Falmouth, Suffolk County #69087 

This case was commenced in the Supreme Judicial Court 
of Suffolk County by about 29 petitioners and Nathaniel A. 
Denman and Lucille Denman. It is known as the “Referen- 
dum Case” because the contention of these petitioners is 
that the negative vote of those who voted on the Referendum 
was sufficient to overcome the vote of the Representative 
Town Meeting Members who voted $30,000.00 for the purpose 
of completing the construction of the Katharine Lee Bates 
Road. 
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It was agreed that the case be submitted to the Supreme 
Court on an Agreed Statement of Facts but when the Agreed 
Statement of Facts was arrived at by Counsel, the Counsel 
for the petitioners was not allowed to sign such an Agree- 
ment and he withdrew from the case in open Court. On the 
following date the Justice of the Supreme Court sent the 
case to the Superior Court of Suffolk County. 


The case was finally heard in Suffolk County before 
Judge Jennie Loitman Barron on December 10, 1964 and 
briefs were filed by both parties on or before December 28, 
1964. 


On May 22, 1965 Judge Barron decided the case to the 
effect that the vote on the Referendum did not reverse the 
vote of the Town Meeting Representatives which was chal- 
lenged by the Referendum. An appeal has been attempted 
to be taken by a petitioner from her findings to the Mass. 
Supreme Court. 


Also on December 14, 1965 an attempt was made at Salem 
before Judge Jennie Loitman Barron to obtain a Restraining 
Order against construction work on the Katharine Lee 
Bates Road but Judge Barron denied the motion to grant 
such a Restraining Order. This case therefor requires fur- 
ther delay in order to arrive at a final decision. 


Herman A. Koester vs. 

Albert Jennings, Building Inspector & Joseph Rigoli 

Barnstable Superior Court #27440 Eq. 

This Zoning case was an appeal from the Falmouth 
Board of Appeals which in substance granted the petitioner 
a change of the location of his house by changing the lot 
lines. 


The house which was built followed the changed dimen- 
sions at the ground level but on the second story protruded 
a few feet. 


The case was tried in the Superior Court in Barnstable 
and the Trial Judge decided that the owner was not entitled 
to have his building protrude this way at the second story. 
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City of Boston vs. 

Town of Falmouth Suffolk Superior Court #595748 

In this case the City of Boston is Claiming $4760.00 con- 
sisting of aid rendered during the years 1961, 1962 and 1963 
to persons alleged to have had settlement in Falmouth at the 
time such aid was rendered. An attempt to confirm and es- 
tablish the facts that in 8 or 9 instances those aided did not 
have settlements in Falmouth has failed up to present time 
It appears better to await Boston’s decision on the with- 
drawal of their claims for those not having Falmouth Set- 
tlements. 


Lucien A. Authier vs. 

John R. Augusta et al, Board of Appeals 

Barnstable County Superior Court #27810 

This decision by the Board of Appeals has not been 
brought for trial before the Superior Court. 


The Board of Appeals had, after hearing, granted the 
occupant a variance to make certain uses not otherwise per- 
missable in this particular zone. 


State Street Bank and Trust Co., Trustees vs. 

Town of Falmouth Barnstable Superior Court #27283 

This is a case for the purpose of determining the amount 
of the land damages to be paid for land located between Surf 
Drive and Salt Pond, formerly owned by the Trustees under 
the Fenno will. Further efforts will be made to settle this 
case. 


Paul G. Swift vs. 

County of Barnstable Barnstable #26225 

This iSa land damage case brought against the County 
of Barnstable. It was transferred for trial or settlement by 
the County to the Town of Falmouth because it concerned 
land damages for the Katherine Lee Bates Road. Settlement 
is expected but has been delayed by the decease of the owner 
and the necessity of Probate proceedings. 


George C. Fontaine et al vs. 

Town of Falmouth Barnstable #27397 

These owners are claiming land damages for land taken 
in the widening of Brick Kiln Road. It appears to be a case 
that will probably be settled provided funds are appropriated. 
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Edmund J. Thompson et al vs. 
Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth Barnstable 


This is another case seeking damages arising out of the 
widening of Brick Kiln Road and will probably be settled 
provided funds are appropriated. 


Clara Pacheco et al vs. 
Town of Falmouth Barnstable County #27395 


This is a pending case for land damages for the widen- 
ing of Brick Kiln Road. It is expected that this case may be 
settled by agreement. 


Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth et al vs. 
The Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Game 
et als (Airport case) Barnstable County # 


This is the Bill in Equity brought on behalf of the Town 
of Falmouth for the purpose of saving to the Town its Mu- 
nicipal Airport located in Hatchville in that section common- 
ly called Coonamessett. The case was tried before a Master 
then heard on the Master’s Report and Objections thereto 
and later a decision was rendered by Judge Coddaire to the 
effect that, as the title of the State was involved, he found 
against the right of the Town to prevail because of that rea- 
son. An appeal has been taken from his decision and the 
case will be heard before the Massachusetts Supreme Judi- 
cial Court in its order when reached on the cases to be argued 
before said Court, in 1966. 


The Board of Selectmen of Falmouth vs. 
Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steam- 
ship Authority Barnstable County # 


This is a Bill in Equity brought by the Santen of Fal- 
mouth against the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nan- 
tucket Steamship Authority based on the publicity which 
disclosed that two ships of the type called “Hydrofoils” were 
in the process of being purchased by said Authority for the 
purpose of transporting passengers between Falmouth Inner 
Harbor and Martha’s Vineyard. 


Also confirming these statements a large wooden sign 
has been erected on a parcel of land near the Marina owned 
by the Town on the Westerly side of Falmouth Inner Harbor. 
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This land was to be used for the passengers and as a dock- 
age for the Hydrofoils. 


In addition to the Authority, the Corporation which was 
apparently to own and operate the Hydrofoils, was another 
independent concern apparently planned to provide parking 
of automobiles and passengers to Martha’s Vineyard on these 
Hydrofoils, the name of which was Mats Inc, 


An association of owners of property in the Belvidere 
Associates sought to become a party respondent and filed a 
Motion to that effect, which Motion was opposed by the Town 
of Falmouth, heard by Judge Pillsbury in the Equity Motion 
Session in Barnstable and denied. 


Later this same matter was brought up in Barnstable at 
the Jury Waived sitting where again the Belvidere Plains As- 
sociation argued their Motion to be made a party respondent, 
and another Motion was argued to consolidate all the parties 
and have this case heard as one case. This Motion was al- 
lowed and the consolidated case assigned for trial as the first 
case on the January Jury Waived List, 1966. 


These consolidated cases were heard on J anuary 3rd and 
January 4th before Judge Ponte at Barnstable. No decision 
has as yet been announced. 


CONCLUSION: 


The number of cases brought against the Town of Fal- 
mouth, its Boards, Committees and Officers appears to in- 
crease each year. It is to be noted that cases having to do 
with Zoning and Appeals from Zoning decisions by the Board 
of Appeals accounts for almost all of this type of cases. Also 
it is to be noted that these cases are of the type that parties 
are not able or willing to make reasonable compromises 
where that is possible. 


Many of the other types of cases are for land damages 
because of Takings for road construction or for drainage of 
new roads. 


Because of the change in the laws of Takings of land 
by Eminent Domain, requiring that the Town or other Tak- 
ing authority must have at least one bona fide appraisal and 
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must have the funds available so that if the party whose 
land is being taken elects to accept the award made at the 
time of Taking, the Town or other Taking authority must be 
able to pay the award within 60 days of the Taking. 


As these two changes in the law of Eminent Domain are 
compulsory it would appear that if the appraisals made are 
fair, many of the owners will accept the awards and that 
this would substantially diminish law suits for land damages.

Enclosed herewith is the fifth Annual Report of the De- 
partment of Public Works, covering the operations of the De- 
partment for the calendar year 1965. This report includes 
those of the Superintendent, Water and Sewer Division, High- 
way Division, Park Division, Forestry Division and Engineer- 
ing Division. 

During the year Mr. Edward C. Picanso was re-elected to 
a three year term as Commissioner of the Department of 
Public Works. 


In 1965 all of the road projects voted by the Town during 
the year, or outstanding at the beginning of the year, were 
completed or under contract by December 31, 1965, including 
the controversial Katherine Lee Bates Road extension to 
Palmer Avenue. 


In addition, extensive improvements to the Water system 
were begun which, when completed, will benefit directly or 
indirectly the entire Town with more available water, better 
pressures, and improved fire flows. 


Unfortunately, the need for extensive capital improve- 
ments to the Water system made it necessary to increase the 
consumers’ water rates during the year. The new water rates 
are shown in another section of this report. 

Very little can be added to what has been previously said 
with regard to the repair and storage facilities of the Depart- 
ment. In 1966, this Board will submit an article in the annual 
Town Meeting requesting the Town replace these old, ineffi- 
cient and wasteful facilities. We trust the people will see 
merit in this proposal. 

The Board of Public Works wishes to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank the Board of Selectmen, the various heads of 
other Town Departments and Committees and our own Pub- 
lic Works Personnel for the cooperation and assistance given 
us during the preceding year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT by Nathan S. Ellis, III 
To the Board of the Department of Public Works: 
Gentlemen: 


The Annual Report of the operations of the Department 
for the year 1965, and on the general condition of the Works, 
is respectfully submitted. 


Included as part of this report is a section on the High- 
way, Park, Forestry, Water and Sewer, and Engineering Divi- 
sions. 


Highways — The report of the Highway Division appears 
in a separate section of this report. 


Extensive maintenance, including sealcoating and side- 
walk resurfacing, was continued as in 1964. 


The resurfacing with Bituminous Concrete of existing 
streets was continued at an increased rate. Along this line, it 
may be noted that six streets comprising a total length of 
just under two miles located in four sections of Town were 
repaired and resurfaced with $30,000. in funds transferred by 
the Town from State Bond Issue monies originally allocated 
to Katherine Lee Bates Road. 


As noted in 1964, all of the maintenance and some of the 
construction work was done by Town personnel with much 
of the new construction work being accomplished under 
private contracts, through advertised bids. | 


Chapter 90 New Construction — During 1965, Brick Kiln 
Road was rebuilt between Gifford Street and Sandwich Road, 
a distance of approximately 3,685 feet. 


At the end of the year, the contract for reconstruction of 
East Main Street had not been let to bid by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works. This important face lifting and drain- 
age correction problem for the center of the Town should be 
begun soon, or the contract work may not be completed prior 
to the June 15 deadline that this Department has requested 
the State of Massachusetts to adhere to for obvious summer 
business and traffic reasons. 


Herring Rivers — A noted improvement was made in the 
so-called Fresh River outlet to Vineyard Sound off Surf 
Drive, during 1965, by the State Division of Waterways. 


This improvement by the State in extending the Fresh 
River’s groins has so far caused the outlet to remain open 
with almost no maintenance by the Department. It appears 
at this time that a long term saving to the Town of Falmouth 
will be realized by the completion of this project, as money 
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and labor that in the past was expended here to keep this 
river open may now be diverted to other pursuits. 


Bridges — It was brought to the attention of this De- 
partment during 1965 that extensive repairs to the Menau- 
hant Road Bridge at Green Pond are necessary because of 
deterioration of the bridge’s supporting concrete piles and 
carrying beams. 


An investigation was made of this structure with the 
help of the State Department of Public Works Bridge Divi- 
sion and a conclusion was reached whereby estimated repair 
costs on this bridge in the amount of approximately $25,000.00 
will be necessary to return the structure to a sound condition. 


A number of citizens are in favor of replacing this bridge 
with one having a higher span to allow larger boats to use 
the upper areas of Green Pond. A new higher bridge has 
considerable merit, but it would appear that more time would 
be required to obtain funds, design, and complete such a 
structure than may be available to us. For the present, it 
would seem that some repairs should be made to the pile 
supporting this structure. 


The taxpayers must also consider in the near future, 
eventual replacement of the wooden bridge on Menauhant 
Road over Bourne Pond channel and a needed repair esti- 
mated at $20,000.00 to the Quaker Road Bridge, Old Silver 
Beach. 


Drainage — Progress in drainage construction during 
1965 will be noted in the Highway Division report. 


During 1965, a beginning was made on an overall Town 
drainage map. This map is being compiled on a transparent 
set of Town Assessors’ maps, which when completed will form 
the master drainage plans of the Town. 


This set of drainage plans showing the pipes, catch 
basins, man holes, outlets, easements and other drainage 
features will be years in completing, as the older drainage 
systems must be searched out in the field since many are 
not recorded on paper. 


Garage Facilities — In my 1964 Annual Report I reported 
that “The urgent need for central garaging and storage 
facilities for the Town of Falmouth Department of Public 
Works has often been mentioned and little can be added, 
except to say that neither a public works system nor any 
system of separate and individual departments can operate 
efficiently under the handicap of ancient and almost non- 
existent repair and storage facilities. The deterioration of 
the Town’s machinery under existing conditions, particularly 
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that equipment which in the winter must handle or work in 
conjunction with road salt, is, at the very least, an extrava- 
gant use.of the Town’s money.” 


Parks — The report of the Divisional Superintendent of 
the Park Division appears in a separate section of this report. 


An extremely dry 1965 caused much difficulty in main- 
taining attractive lawn areas around the various Town- 
owned properties. Irrigation, where possible, was carried on 
extensively. Particular emphasis was placed on Fuller Field, 
the new Intermediate School Grounds and the Village Green. 


Vandalism and theft of flowers, shrubbery, and park 
facilities seemed somewhat increased during 1965. 


Over the past few years, many improvements have been 
made at Goodwill Park for the benefit of visitors and Towns- 
people alike. 


These improvements have made it possible for hundreds 
of people to enjoy outings with their families in this most 
pleasant recreational area. 


Unfortunately, this attractive area has also drawn a 
humber of young people intent on using the Park for pur- 
poses not in the public interest, thereby causing it to become 
necessary to close the Park evenings and to install a police 
patrol during weekends. 


A regular summer police night patrol on weekends ap- 
pears to be required to prevent this particular problem from 
re-developing in the future. 


Forestry — The report of the Divisional Superintendent 
of the Forestry Division appears in a separate section of this 
report. 


During 1965, this Department made considerable effort 
in an attempt to cause the State Department of Public Works 
to better care for the roadside shade trees lining the State 
Highways in Falmouth. 


We requested that Route 28A in West Falmouth, Route 
28 in Teaticket and East Falmouth, and Locust Street re- 
ceive attention in order that the trees lining these streets 
not be lost to the Town. 


The local State Engineers, in charge of this type of work, 
are always helpful and cooperative within the limits of their 
resources, and some beneficial work has been scheduled for 
the future. It appears however, that very little money is pro- 
vided each year by the State of Massachusetts for tree care. 
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The widely heralded State and Federal roadside beautifi- 
cation program is apparently being directed almost entirely 
on newly constructed roads. 


Water — The report of the Divisional Superintendent of 
the Water and Sewer Division appears in a separate section 
of this report. 


During 1965, extensive improvements to Falmouth’s 
water system were begun. These capital outlays brought 
about by the Town’s rapid expansion, include basic improve- 
ments in pumping, storage, and distribution, and once com- 
pleted will improve water service and fire flows to the ma- 
jority of the Town’s water consumers. 


The major improvements now under way, the possibility 
of further capital outlays of a substantial nature due to con- 
tinued rapid growth of the Town, and steady increases in the 
cost of materials, made it necessary in 1965 to raise the water 
rates of the consumer.

Sewer rates, where applicable, were increased at the rate 
of 14 of the water rate increase. 


Engineering — The report of the Divisional Head of the 
Engineering Division appears in a separate section of this 
report. 


A good deal of effort by this Division’s two man outside 
crew is spent in gaining information for the new street ac- 
ceptances, locating street lines in preparation for street or 
drainage construction, and bounding existing or newly ac- 
cepted roads. In 1965, 220 concrete bounds were set or reset 
on highway property line corners, a number of drainage 
Studies were made, and inspection carried on as required for 
drainage and road projects under private contract. 
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As time permits, an effort is being made to check back 
over Town accepted streets to install bound points where 
missing and required, and to investigate and record existing 
street drainage features for the previously mentioned Town 
Drainage Map. 


WATER & SEWER DIVISION by John Hughes, Supt. 


I submit herewith a report of the Water & Sewer Divi- 
sion for the year 1965. 


The new rate established last spring increased our total 
receipts to $334,255.53. This is $76,518.99 over the previous 
year; however, because of the ambitious program of improve- 
ments and expansion undertaken, it is the first time in many 
years that this Department has not been self-supporting. No 
doubt the Town will continue to grow and the demands on 
the water system will be such that it will be necessary to 
finance improvements and future expansion by funds pro- 
vided by taxation. 


This has been an exceptionally busy year and some of 
the major projects voted by the Town will not be completed 
until late 1966 or early 1967. All of the short main line ex- 
tensions voted by the Town were completed, as well as major 
extensions in Shorewood Drive and Sandwich Road, and are 
in full operation. Contracts have been awarded for the new 
pumping equipment and this equipment should be in opera- 
tion by early spring. Replacement of the Quissett standpipe 
was started and is scheduled to be in operation by June. The 
feeder main from Pumping Station Road to the new Quissett 
standpipe has been delayed because of legal problems involv- 
ing easements across the Ter Heun Estate property; how- 
ever, it now appears that a satisfactory arrangement has 
been worked out, although there will be a delay of several 
months before the arrangements will be final. 


A total of ninety new hydrants and 57,996’ of water mains 
were installed, a substantial increase over the previous year. 
Mains laid in new subdivisions by the owners, at no cost to 
the Town other than the initial tap, totaled 20,816’. 


New services installed during the year amounted to 380, 
an increase of 25 and a total of 56 services were renewed. 


Maintenance was limited to essentials; about 70% of the 
hydrants were painted and we expect to complete this project 
next year. All hydrants were inspected regularly and appear 
in good condition. No serious leaks developed during the year. 


A new one-half ton pickup truck was purchased, and 
other equipment has been maintained in good condition with 
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the exception of the trenching machine. This unit required 
costly repairs during the year, and we will request funds for 
a new machine. 


The total amount of water pumped during the year in- 
creased 4.6 million gallons to 705,274,100 gallons. We did not 
place any drastic restrictions on the use of water; however, 
we requested water users to eliminate waste and unnecessary 
use. This was quite effective, and was no doubt the reason 
our total consumption was not considerably higher. For the 
third year rainfall was below average; a total of 25.2 inches 
were recorded and as a result the water level of Long Pond 
dropped to the lowest level on record, minus 23 inches on 
the gauge. Although there is about six feet of water over the 
suction pipe, it will no doubt be necessary to place more 
drastic restrictions on the use of water next year unless we 
have considerable rainfall. It will probably require several 
years of average rainfall to restore the Pond to a normal 
level. 


As the Town grows the demand on the water system will 
increase, and the Town should seek additional sources of 
supply to assure adequate water for the future. As more land 
is subdivided, there will be fewer suitable locations available 
and unless land is acquired in the near future, the Town 
could be faced with a serious problem when the demand ex- 
ceeds the capacity of Long Pond. 


Two new connections were made to the Woods Hole 
Sewer, and there is now a total of 120. Receipts for the year 
increased to $5,298.75. No major repairs were necessary, but 
the entire system should have a good cleaning and we have 
requested funds for this purpose in our budget.

PARK DIVISION by Newcomb Cassick, Superintendent 


Goodwill Park continues to be our most popular park 
with over 40,000 people in attendance this year. 


The new beach at Grews Pond in Goodwill Park was used 
extensively. Excellent fishing was also enjoyed by many. 
Trout up to 19 inches were taken. 


Unfortunately, many people commenced to use the park 
as a place to sleep on weekends and as a general gathering 
place for parties. This necessitated a uniformed police patrol 
on weekends, which was very effective. 


We have included in our budget for 1966 a request for 
funds to continue this police patrol on summer weekends. 


There can be little doubt that Goodwill Park and Grews 
Pond will continue to grow in popularity; therefore, in all 
conscience, the above patrol should be added to properly 
safeguard the public. 


Trash and rubbish collections in all our parks have in- 
creased alarmingly. Presently, we are spending over 5,000 
man hours in this effort. This, moneywise, amounts to the 
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very tidy figure of $12,000.00 spent in labor, gas and oil. This 
amount will increase as more people use our parks. 


It is with considerable pride that we can offer fifteen 
(15) Baseball Diamonds for the use of our various Town 
Baseball Teams, including Little League, Minor League, Soft- 
ball League, All Star League, etc. Many other groups use our 
parks for church picnics and various other outings. 


The Tennis Courts at Woods Hole and North Falmouth 
have been hard topped, much to the satisfaction of tennis 
enthusiasts. This improvement makes it possible to play in 
almost any kind of weather. 


The Park Division maintains all of the Town of Falmouth 
School properties. This includes mowing and trimming of 
grass, weeding of shrub beds and pruning of bushes and small 
trees, fertilizing, liming of turf and other related work. At 
the present our budget monies are spent at the rate of 40% 
for schools and 60% for parks. 


The new North Falmouth school grounds and the pro- 
jected new Teaticket and Woods Hole schools will necessarily 
require additional funds for personnel and material in our 
future budgets. 


The rapid development of free land areas in our Town 
has made our park system all the more important. We are 
fortunate that our forefathers provided us with the nucleus 
of our present parks. The future aims of this Division will be 
to add to this system as the need arises and to preserve what 
we now have. 


FORESTRY DIVISION by Joseph Figuerido, Divisional Supt. 


Nineteen sixty-five produced one of the most adverse 
climatic years of the last decade. Heavy winter snows not 
only produced limb injury, but slowed down tree work during 
the winter months. The summer drought, however, was of 
major concern. Scorch and wilting was evident in all sections 
of the Town; premature droppage of foliage and undoubtedly 
fiberous root damage resulting in poor growth, twig die back, 
and crown injury of trees. Full assessment of injuries will not 
be known until the spring of 1966. 


A heavy watering program was carried out by the Divi- 
sion. Newly planted young trees and badly wilted trees were 
treated weekly. The use of our 600-gallon sprayer tank, 
adapted with a pressurized needle nozzle applicator drove the 
water deeply and quickly with good results. 
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In compliance with adopted Commonwealth Pesticide 
Board Laws and regulations, the Tree Division has now two 
men with “Operation Licenses” and one man with “Super- 
visional License”. This broadens the scope and ability of the 
Division in the field of pesticide work. 


The purchase of a new chipper machine in 1965 proved 
of economic value. Previously, small limbs and brush had to 
be loaded onto a truck to be taken to the Town dump. Now 
these materials are ground up on the work site, thereby pro- 
ducing a useful mulching material, and labor and machinery 
time saved. 


Town Forest 


Forest practices continued as in the past. Road mainten- 
ance, nursery cultivation, fertilizing and irrigation were con- 
tinued at the Forest and Nursery. The nine-acre plot of mixed 
red pine and spruce was freed from weed encroachment on 
Route 28, West Falmouth. A three-acre plot of virgin white 
pine was released and thinned on the east side of Long Pond. 
Two thousand seedlings are healed in at the nursery ready 
for spring reforestation program. 


Tree Planting Program 


A total of 107 trees were planted in Falmouth in 1965. 
Many of the trees were of a larger diameter than are usually 
planted. Fourteen such trees were planted on Gifford Street. 
Eighteen mixed flowering trees were planted on Katharine 
Lee Bates Road, Falmouth Library and School grounds. Many 
requests for trees throughout Falmouth were made by prop- 
erty owners and have been processed and trees planted 
wherever possible. 


Dutch Elm 


Falmouth’s Dutch Elm disease tree percentage continued 
at less than one percent. Eight cases were confirmed as dis- 
eased in 1965, including five Town-owned trees. All of the 
diseased trees were properly disposed of. 


Bidrin, a new insecticide possessing a high degree of 
systematic activity in plants, was advertised throughout the 
United States early last year as a cure of Dutch Elm disease. 
It was produced by the Shell Chemica] Company of New 
York. The insecticide is known as “DiEthyl Phosphate”, high- 
ly toxic, and when injected on the tree bole with a series of 
controlled plastic injectors, enters the vascular system of the 
tree and kills any pest living on the bark or leaf structure. 


The Waltham experimental station was asked to test 
this insecticide before the Commonwealth placed it on the 
List of Registered Insecticides for public use. 
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Dr. William B. Becker, Assistant Professor of the Depart- 
ment of Entomology and Pathology at the University of 
Massachusetts, was assigned the task of establishing the 
emergence date of the beetle in all sections of Massachusetts. 
Fire stations were selected for the eastern shore line. 


The experiment included two barrels arranged with trap 
bottles; infected logs were placed in the barrels and as the 
Scolytus Multistratus beetles emerged, daily counts were 
registered and identification established. Pupae dates were 
recorded also. The experiment lasted all summer and con- 
cluded in the middle of September. 


In conjunction with this experiment, other field experi- 
ments on the elm were being conducted at Waltham. Late in 
the fall, a Dutch Elm Conference was called to assess the 
results. This conference was held at the Waltham Station. 


Conclusion 


(1) Experiments proved that the insecticide when ap- 
plied to the vascular system, allowed very little tolerance be- 
tween the injury of the tree and the kill of the pest. 

(2) That the insecticide would circulate faster on the 
sun side of the tree, resulting in a heavy concentration of 
insecticide on the warm side, which would in turn burn or 
cause crown injury where the dosage had accumulated. 

(3) The method of injection should be improved as the 
insecticide is toxic and dangerous for average lay-man use. 

(4) That the Bidrin Injection Method should not be 
abandoned totally and more work should be made on this 
type of control. 


State Aerial Spray 


A Gypsy Moth aerial spray program was conducted by 
the Department of Natural Resources on Cape Cod. Twenty- 
five thousand acres were sprayed with the mild insecticide 
called “Seven”. Falmouth acreage was approximately 4,900 
acres, including a good over-lay. A team of State personnel 
scouted for egg clusters in the fall, and present conclusion 
and reports are excellent with approximately 98% control. 


Falmouth’s local spray program consisted of: 
a. Elm bark beetle spray (dormant) and a spring 
spray for fruit trees and tent caterpillars. 
b. June — elm leaf beetle spray. 
c. Limited Japanese beetle spray and some minor 
poison ivy and obnoxious weed control. 


Complete records of the spray program are on file. 


The Tree Division wishes to acknowledge the assistance 
of the Cape & Vineyard Electric Company. Their cooperation 
on electric line works is appreciated. 
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ENGINEERING DIVISION by Charles White, Town Engineer 


Road layout plans and descriptions were prepared for 
Lake Shore Drive North, Brockton Street, Randolph Street, 
Carol, Irene and Gary Avenues, Greengate Road, Shoreview 
Road, Alcott Road, Kilmer Road, Lucerne Avenue, Boston 
Street, part of Nursery Road and part of Spring Bars Road. 
Layouts not completed in time for the annual town meeting, 
due to requiring extensive field work, were Edgewater Drive 
East, Metoxit Road, Lakewood Drive, Wedgewood Drive, 
Round Pond Drive and Percival Road. 


Field surveys were completed during the year for widen- 
ing Gifford Street from Dillingham Avenue northerly to the 
Brick Kiln Road, and for Widening the Brick Kiln Road, from 
the Sandwich Road easterly to Route 28. Surveys were made 
and plans completed for Lakewood Drive and Wedgewood 
Drive. Studies and sketches were made on several proposals 
for new layouts of roads to relieve the traffic congestion in 
the Teaticket Area. Topo plans were compiled from geologi- 
cal maps for studies on the Woods Hole School Site. 


The work of revising the assessors’ maps was expedited 
during the winter months and the completed sheets were 
sent to the printers in May. Forty sets were printed and dis- 
tributed to the agencies that use these maps in their work. 
House numbers, street line data, information on deeds, plans 
and boundaries was furnished as requested. — 


HIGHWAY DIVISION, Manuel Pacheco, Jr., Gen. Foreman 


During 1965, the routine highway maintenance work of 
the Department was continued with emphasis on sidewalk 
resurfacing, roadside maintenance, sealcoating and street 
painting. As has been noted in the past few years, the de- 
mand for new street signs and crosswalks continues at a 
rapid pace. 


The effort required by this Department to maintain the 
Town’s Herring Rivers were reduced considerably in 1965, 
due to improvements made to the Fresh River Outlet on Surf 
Drive. This improvement should prove a substantial long- 
term saving to the Town. The aid of the Town Waterways 
Committee in bringing about this improvement is greatly ap- 
preciated by this Department. 


During 1965, a great deal of work was done by this De- 
partment preparatory to street repaving and the grading of 
new construction projects prior to the actual pavement place- 
ment by private contract. 
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The practice of grading, graveling, and penetrating (with 
Bituminous Asphalt newly accepted streets) was continued. 
In conjunction with this work, the final grade of the new 
Street is established, the roadway centered and gravel applied 
wherever possible to avoid at a later time the need for re- 
grading prior to actual paving with Bituminous Concrete.

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


During the year, your School Building Needs Committee 
has worked on three projects: The North Falmouth School 
construction, the Teaticket School planning, and the Woods 
Hole site acquisition. 


The Committee voted final acceptance of the work under 
the several contracts on the North Falmouth School and 
Officially turned the building over to the School Committee. 
The cost of the project—building, furnishings and land- 
scaping—remained within the appropriation. 


Throughout the year, your Committee has conferred with 
the architect about the engineering details of the new Tea- 
ticket Elementary School. Final approval having been given, 
the job was bid and construction contracts signed in Novem- 
ber with Loranger Construction Corporation of New Bedford. 
The contract price—$1,199,341—is within the range of the 
architect’s estimate. Your Committee hopes that the build- 
ing will be ready for occupancy by spring, 1967. 


Made aware by the School Committee that a new school 
will ultimately be needed for Precinct 1, and persuaded that 
it would be to the Town’s interest to acquire a site at the 
earliest possible time, your Building Needs Committee has 
been evaluating available school sites in the area. 


The trustees of the Edwin P. Webster estate owned land 
east of Woods Hole Golf Course which the Committee be- 
lieved to be a most suitable location. After consultation first 
with Mrs. Webster and finally with representatives of the 
trustees of the Webster estate, agreement was reached that 
the Town, if it so voted, could purchase the desired 16 acres 
for $20,000. The Committee believes that this offer was a 
considerable concession to the Town’s interest. 
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At a special town meeting in December the Town voted 
to purchase the land.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


This has been a year of fulfillment and of hopeful new 
beginnings. Each according to his manner of speaking, the 
principals and supervisors say this in their annual reports, 
which I attach herewith as my report on the operation of 
schools. 


Enlarging School Plant 

Significant forward steps have been taken during this 
year to provide adequate school buildings. In January, a 
new 12-classroom elementary school in North Falmouth was 
occupied. In October construction began on the new 22-room 
elementary school in Teaticket. In December, a special town 
meeting appropriated $20,000.00 to purchase a site in Woods 
Hole for a future elementary school for Precinct One. 


Enrollments Rising 


As though to justify these actions, one hundred fifty 
more pupils registered in September than we had expected. 
Enrollments rose from 3,800 in September, 1964, to 4,150 in 
1965. This unexpected increase was distributed among all 
the grades but one in the school system, suggesting a general 
population rise. This has ominous implications. 


Temporary Adaptations 


Temporary expediencies were adopted, as described in 
the principals’ reports, to make up for limited space: bring- 
ing in teacher aides at East Falmouth, transporting pupils 
from Teaticket to North Falmouth, transfering a kinder- 
garten class to a room in Woods Hole Methodist Church. 
These practices will continue at least until the new Tea- 
ticket School has been completed. 


New Staff 

Forty seven new teachers were hired, thirty as replace- 
ments and seventeen to fill newly created positions. Many 
times this number of applications were processed. 
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Retirements 

There were six retirements: Howard F. Barrows, prin- 
cipal, East Falmouth, who had served in Falmouth forty 
years; Avis Edwards, Mullen School teacher, thirty-six years; 
Helen O. Lathrop, Intermediate School, thirty-seven years; 
Florence J. Zwicker, Intermediate School, thirty-eight years; 
Rachel D. Swift, Mullen School teacher, forthy-one years; 
and Gladys Browning Curtis, Lawrence High School, twenty- 
four years. 


The occasion was festive, prompting a flood of expres- 
Sions of gratitude and affection and conferring honor on the 
profession of teaching. As we searched for replacements, 
however, we were reminded also that six is too many of the 
wise to lose from an organization in a Single year. 


The National Education Act 

The event of national significance which has made the 
past twelve months especially noteworthy was the enactment 
of the most comprehensive Federal school legislation in 
United States history. The effects of two measures especially 
will be felt upon schools and colleges during the next ten 
years. 


The Elementary—Secondary Education Act of 1965, will 
bring millions of dollars to school districts, helping to pay 
for additional text books, teaching materials, services for 
impoverished children, bigger school libraries. 


The Higher Education Act of 1965 is expected to extend 
college offerings to more communities, increase the number 
of institutes for teachers, and hopefully, improve the per- 
formance of college instructors. 


Effects on Falmouth Schools 
Effects of these Congressional acts have already been 
felt in Falmouth. 


We applied for and received $9,400.00 to conduct a Head 
Start program during the summer of 1965. The program, 
which is described elsewhere in this report, enlisted support 
of parents and a multitude of volunteer workers to assist the 
professional staff provide vital pre-school experience for cer- 
tain disadvantaged children. In every respect, the project 
was an outstanding success. 
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We have made application under Title I of the Educa- 
tion Act—for nearly $60,000 to support a special program 
aimed at compensating for overcrowded conditions in cer- 
tain schools and at providing new, more stimulating condi- 
tions of learning for certain pupils who fail in school. In 
the upper grades the focus is upon those who are likely to 
become drop-outs. 


We have responded to what to us appears to be the 
challenge of Title III of the Education Act: “to propose 
creative and innovative programs for the improvement of 
instruction, which will bring to bear upon the schools the 
special and unique resources of the community.” 


Of all Falmouth’s many resources the one most nearly 
unique is the combination of purpose and place, of person 
and practice that is the Woods Hole Scientific Community. 
To find ways of bringing this resource to bear upon the prac- 
tice and attitudes in rudimentary science instruction in the 
local schools, to produce ways of teaching and to create new 
materials which will enrich science instruction will be the 
broad aim of our Title III proposal. 


The possibilities have been discussed with representa- 
tives of the scientific community and with teachers. Each 
group has expressed keen interest in trying to work out to- 
gether a proposal for submission to Federal authorities. 


Other Summer Programs 

By invitation, other exciting educational programs be- 
sides those of our own contriving have occurred in the schools 
during the summer. The Woods Hole Childrens Summer 
School of Science, a model of elementary science instruction, 
continued as in years past to occupy the Woods Hole School. 
For the third year the Illinois Elementary Science Project 
team used five rooms in the high school. Finally, the Na- 
tional Space Administration conducted in the high school 
a top level two-week conference, which brought together the 
ranking experts in the field of space exploration from 
throughout the nation. 


School Committee — Teacher Consultations 
The School Committee has reviewed with the teacher 
welfare committee teacher salary policies and related mat- 
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ters. In the end the Committee adopted a new schedule 
providing for beginning and maximum salaries which may 
be favorably compared with salaries of teachers in other 
towns in Massachusetts. In the new schedule a ratio is estab- 
lished between beginning and maximum salaries, and an an- 
ual increment rate is fixed at 4% of the beginning teacher’s 
salary. The teachers committee proposed a 5% increment 
schedule. 


In-Service Teacher Training 
In-Service Teacher Training programs have been con- 

ducted afternoons the first or second Thursday of each 
month throughout the school year. These have directed at- 
tention to major educational problems: 

Writing 

Creativity in the classroom 

The ungraded school 

Grouping for effective instruction 

Team teaching 

The Disadvantaged Child in School 

New instructional materials and equipment. 


Among the leaders who have come to direct these pro- 
grams are Dr. Thomas Hopkins, Professor of Education, re- 
tired, Columbia University; Dr. Robert Barnett, professor, 
Bridgewater State College; Miss Dorothy Ellis, head of the 
English Department, Brookline Public Schools; Dr. William 
Kvaraceus, professor, Lincoln Filene Center, Tufts University. 


The Center of Responsibility 

In the shifting human arrangements described in these 
reports, credit or blame may be implied, but the assignments 
are transcient. Not so, responsibility. Local responsibility is a 
permanent appointment — not, happily, to any individual 
citizen whatever — not even to individual school committee 
members — but rather to a legal entity, the School Commit- 
tee, acting in official session under the laws of the Common- 
wealth. | 


This elected body is at least three different things. When 
it articulates policy, it is legislature; when it evaluates per- 
Sons, it is court or judicial body; when it orders or confirms 
practice, it is executive. There are evenings when the Com- 
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mittee plays each role separately and occasionally all three 
concurrently. 


The School Committee’s concerns are diverse: clarifying 
purposes, exploring needs, evaluating effects, maintaining 
constructive dialogue between factions, representing com- 
munity to staff, interpreting school program to community. 
The powers of the School Committee are commensurate with 
the size of these responsibilities. 


The record reveals that in exercising these powers during 
the past year, you have met as a school committee twenty- 
seven times; that few of you have been absent; that your dis- 
cussions have been thoughtful, your meetings long, and the 
results of your deliberations productive. My fellow workers 
on the school staff would have me convey to you their ad- 
miration and their appreciation of your service.

During the school year assembly programs and talks by 
college representatives, representatives from the armed serv- 
ices, and career people have been invaluable in presenting 


information to our students. 


Night School 


Our Night School program continues to be popular. To 
date some 131 different people have completed their require- 


ments for a high school diploma. 


This represents thirty 
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states, and one from Cuba, one from Philippines, two from 
Ireland and three from Canada. This is impressive. Each 
one of the 131 were drop-outs from some school in some state. 


Mathematics Department 


The mathematics program offers various courses to meet 
the needs of all students. Students preparing for college are 
offered the usual courses of Algebra I, Algebra II, Plane Geo- 
metry and Advanced Math. Those with special mathematical 
aptitude and desire are encouraged to take two courses dur- 
ing their sophomore or junior year in order to take a college 
level course in Analytical Geometry and Calculus in their 
senior year. Those who need strengthening in math skills 
are encouraged to take a college review course in which 
Special emphasis is placed on materials to meet the demands 
of college board examinations. 


Social Studies Department 


Purpose of the social studies course is to develop intel- 
ligent and informed citizens. A wide range of content and 
approaches attempts to meet the needs of all students, more 
of whom elect courses in this department than in any other. 
Films are used in the classroom, and new audio-visual equip- 
ment has been purchased to increase the vitality of course 
material. Offered courses include: World Cultures I and iB 
U.S. History, World History, World Geography, Problems of 
Democracy, Community Living and Contemporary Issues. 


The department also sponsors the History Club which 
engages in discussions, makes field trips, and investigates 
problems related to man in society. 


Science Department 


The science department offers courses in general science 
and physical science in grade 9; biology, incorporating the 
new biological curriculum, as well as a health course in 
grade 10; two chemistry courses, one CBA and one modern 
chemistry, in grade 11; PSSC and modern physics in grade 
12. Laboratory work is emphasized. In physics and biology 
provision is made for 45 students to work on experiments 
at the freshman college level during study periods and after 
School five days a week. This experience provides motivation 
for the students who are thinking about a career in science. 
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Language Department 

Nearly 500 students are enrolled in French, Spanish and 
Latin courses this year. Of particular note are the numbers 
of students who continue in language study beyond the first 
year or two. 


In French the procedure of keeping students together 
who have taken the language in elementary and intermedi- 
ate grades has been successful. More oral instruction is 
possible, and better results are evident. 


There are four years of French and Latin and three of 
Spanish offered in the high school. College boards and re- 
ports of students in college, including 10 students placed in 
advance language courses in college, indicate progress of the 
department. 


English Department 

Because each student in high school is required to take 
English every year, a wide range of interests and abilities in 
each grade is inevitable. Classes are grouped according to 
needs and ability, and the curriculum for each group varies 
accordingly. 


For part of last year class lines were broken down. Sev- 
eral classes met together in the auditorium for practice in 
public speaking while small groups worked on research 
papers in the library. Pair-teaching, where teachers ex- 
change classes to concentrate on their specialties, and peri- 
odic lectures from teachers in other departments varied class 
procedure. 


Extra-curricular areas under the supervision of the Eng- 
lish department’s staff include the yearbook, The Lawrencian; 
the literary publication, The Clipper’s Log; the senior play 
and the Drama Club; and a trip to the Shakespeare Festival. 
Both publications won awards at the New England Conven- 
tion, and the senior play, Skin of Our Teeth, was a financial 
and artistic success. 


College board scores were gratifying. A perfect score of 
800 was achieved by a senior in English last year. 


Industrial Arts 
Initial instructions for entering technical occupations 
are offered in the industrial arts department. Skills are de- 
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veloped in the school shops in areas of: printing, reading 
and making work plans, blueprinting, care and use of basic 
tools, building construction, furniture construction, and fin- 
ishing, household maintenance, electrical and radio repairs, 


general machine shop work, as well as maintenance and re- 
pairs to gasoline and diesel engines. 


Besides work skills, technica] vocabulary is taught and 
safety procedures, neatness, and acceptable personal atti- 
tudes are stressed. 


Physical Education 


As the Falmouth school System grows, so too do the 
physical education and athletic offerings for its pupils. 


Every boy and girl in the System takes part in a well 
organized physical education program tailored to the needs 
and abilities of each age group. Nearly four thousand girls 
and boys each week engage in classes conducted or supervised 
by the seven physical education teachers at the high school, 
intermediate, and elementary levels. 


Beyond the physical education level required of all pupils, 
there is a well balanced voluntary sports program in which 
every boy and girl, regardless of athletic ability, may take 
part. In the elementary and intermediate Schools, 800 boys 
and girls participate in an intramural program after school. 
The interscholastic program, confined to the high school, 
provides healthful after-school activity for 450 boys and 
girls in a dozen sports. 


Addition of a new outdoor track has resulted in expan- 
sion of winter activities this year, and there has been added 
emphasis on the girl’s programs. 


A brochure of rules and regulations governing physical 
education and athletics was drafted in September 1965, re- 
viewed by the coaching staff and Subsequently accepted by 
the School Committee. This brochure sets down a code of 
behavior for students and teachers, rules of eligibility at the 
State and local level, standardization of antiquated award 
policies, official season limitations, and general rules and 
regulations concerning physical education, care and use of 
equipment, student injuries, and use of school buildings.

The most important feature is the formation of the Law- 
rence High School Athletic Council which shall have respon- 
sibility to make and administer local rules and regulations, 
tending to promote the highest purposes of the school relat- 
ing to eligibility, discipline and awards for pupils in inter- 
scholastic athletics. Membership includes a cross section of 
the teaching staff with representation of the students in the 
person of the president of the Student Council. 


The purpose of this council is to secure uniform rules 
and regulations in physical education and athletics and to be 
able to initiate action for the carrying out of these rules and 
regulations on a fair and consistent basis. 


Art Department 

The primary aim of the art department, in the high 
school, is to contribute to the total growth of the students; 
their intellectual, emotional, creative, social, physical and 
perceptual development. Chief value of the art experience 
is in creative and emotional growth. 


When the Worcester Art Museum sponsored a show for 
adolescents of all New England, Falmouth students took the 
top honors. More entries were accepted from Lawrence High 
than from any other school, a Falmouth student won highest 
recognition for the most creative approach, and the show’s 
top prize was won by a Falmouth senior. The curator of the 
Worcester museum felt that our school system could qualify 
for a show of its own. 


This was recognition from a highly qualified source that 
the art program here is of tremendous benefit both to those 
talented in art and the intellectually curious. The varied 
classes, using many media, help students develop good taste, 
as well as faith in their own creative ability. Another reward 
for students is the therapeutic value of the courses, which 
offer socially acceptable releases for their frustrations, and 
help create good citizens by giving them faith in their in- 
dividual abilities and worth. 


Library 

It is a moment of justifiable pride among librarians who 
serve high schools comparable to ours in size, when the ten 
thousandth book is added to the library shelves. Lawrence 
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High School Library has just accessioned its 10,285th book. 
In addition, an increasing number of paperbacks is provided. 
Extremely popular among student readers who appreciate 
their convenient size and lack of weight, we have added 
somewhat over 160 during the past year. 


Since January, 1965, 650 volumes have been accessioned, 
in addition to the paperbacks, a large number of new pamph- 
lets, and several items for our Print and Recording col- 
lections. We should like to mention the fine gift of Mrs. 
Herbert L. Ogden, comprising 194 books from her personal 
library. This represents, in quality and quantity, the finest 
gift yet made to our library. ! 


Our books about Cape Cod, and particularly Falmouth, 
have been substantially increased in the past year and the 
most impressive newcomer is, of course, the Freeman His- 
tory of Cape Cod. 


Student cooperation, both willing and competent, has 
made possible several interesting exhibits, the reorganization 
of various parts of the Library and a considerable amount 
of supervised clerical work. 


We note an ever-increasing use of the Library by teach- 
ers with their classes, by seminar groups and ‘special project’ 
classes. We are especially pleased at the interest developed 
in the past year in exploiting new possibilities in our Library 
Instruction periods via the follow-up application of research 
techniques. Much more can be done in this area, but we are 
making genuine progress. 


We are grateful for a very good 1965 and for the co- 
operation of all members of the school who helped us to 
make it so. 


Business Department 


The Business Department has enrolled 180 students in 
Typing I, 50 students in Typing II. These two courses are 
primarily for business-bound students. Personal typing is a 
half year course intended for students in the general or col- 
lege courses and teaches them the keyboard and letter set- 
up, so that typing is of important personal use to the 58 
students enrolled. 
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The aim of Shorthand I and II is to provide the knowl- 
edge to be able to take dictation at the rate of 80 words per 
minute and to type it out in acceptable form. There are 66 
students enrolled in Shorthand I and II. We encourage sen- 
iors going on to college to take Shorthand I if their time 
and schedule permits it. Ten seniors took Shorthand I last 
year. This course does enable them as college students to 
take more extensive lecture notes than would be the case 
with longhand. Twenty-four students are enrolled in Tran- 
scription, the class where office dictation is given, notes tran- 
scribed and letters typed. Here the student stenographer is 
taught to do the work well enough to pass the Civil Service 
examination given in May of each year. 


Office Practice is a laboratory type of class where 35 
students learn to blend all their previous teaching into pract- 
ical office situations. In this class business machines, cash 
registers, dictating machines are used to prepare the stu- 
dents for office work following graduation. 


Bookkeeping I is the introduction to accounting and the 
second year is to prepare a student to go into business. 


Household Arts Department 

There are now enrolled in the Household Arts Depart- 
ment fifty-one students: fourteen freshmen, six sophomores, 
nine juniors, eleven seniors, and eleven girls taking the elec- 
tive program. 


The elective group meet for a single period every day. 
The others meet for a double period five days a week. The 
Vocational I and II class started out this year on a unit of 
Art in Everyday Living. This dealt with the art principles 
as applied to the home and dress. The laboratory work was 
clothing. Each girl was required to make two simple projects 
plus a Christmas project. The next semester this group will 
go onto beginning foods—making separate foods then com- 
bining them into breakfasts and luncheons. Nutrition will 
be studied. The Vocational III and IV group have been 
working on foods. They have made a dinner as a specialty 
working with meats of various cuts, combining with this 
breads, vegetables, dessert to complete a whole meal. For 
Open House this group made about 1200 cookies which were 
frozen ahead of time and served that night with punch. 
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At Christmas time punch, sandwiches, and candy were 
made and served in the Principal’s Office, Superintendent’s 
Office and the Library. Cookies were also made for the A.FS. 
reception. A Thanksgiving dinner was prepared and served 
to thirty people. 


In clothing many of these girls will be doing advanced 
work, making suits, coats, graduation dresses and prom 
gowns. 


A fashion show will be held in May for a girls’ assembly 
program and the students will model their garments for all 
to see.

The thought that runs through this report is improve- 
ment. This is the challenge of working in education today; 
improvement in opportunity and improvement in the quality 
of education.

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During the year we have made progress in improving 
program, strengthening faculty, and providing more effective 
educational materials. 


_ Two teachers have been added to the faculty. We needed 
them to cope with rising enrollments. Their presence also 
made possible creation of a richer, more flexible school pro- 
gram. As a result, we have been enabled to experiment with 
cooperative teaching techniques in both formal and informal 
classes assembled, not according to some preconceived pat- 
tern, but to serve some known educational need. 


One of our science teachers, Mr. Thompson, became in- 
volved with his pupils, first informally, but in the end ina 
highly organized scientific way in the examination of pond 
and the swamp, which are part of the school property. He 
enlisted other members of the school staff as well as knowl- 
edgeable local people from the Woods Hole scientific com- 
munity. Their association led the pupils to levels of enthus- 
iasm for learning usually associated in our society only with 
participation in competitive sports. The project, we are 
proud to say, serves as a model in our application for Federal 
Funds for improvement of science instruction. 


Other advances are noteworthy. Time devoted to in- 
struction in French has been increased and standards im- 
proved; a program of remedial reading has been instituted; 
new elective activities have been included in the program: 
Theatre Arts, Girl’s Woodworking, Chef’s Class, Choral 
Reading, preparing creative assembly programs. The guid- 
ance counselling staff and service has increased by 50%. 


New textbooks have been added in science and social 
studies. The library has been strengthened by addition of 
more than 1,200 new books. 


Audio visual materials have been perfected and their 
use in classrooms made marvelously more effective under 
Mr. Lafond’s guidance. 
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Many of our teachers have taken graduate professional 
courses at Bridgewater State College and Boston University; 
and five have won Federal Scholarships for study: two in the 
field of science, two in Mathematics, and one in English. 


The continuing success of our school intramural pro- 
gram in football, basketball, baseball, and in the after-school 
program for grades 5 and 6 is shown by the number of par- 
ticipants in these athletic activities. In football, approxi- 
mately 90-100 boys in grades 7 and 8 participated. In basket- 
ball 60-70 boys played a regular scheduled program. Sixty 
boys were involved in baseball. The number of boys and 
girls in grade 6 reporting for after-school programs demon- 
strates the need for this program. 


Finally, we anticipate still further accomplishments for 
our school, with further developments in. the cooperative 
teaching project, the program for the educationally deprived, 
and the experimental, closed-circuit television project.

Concerning Improvement of Plant 


Exterior 
Blacktop was put on playground, which provides year- 
round use for play and better utilization of space for 
physical education and physical fitness program. 


Playground equipment painted. 


Interior 
Basement is in process of being painted. 
Two additional wall cabinets have been constructed in 
classrooms. 
One large storage cabinet is being built in the basement 
to contain Kindergarten equipment and general sup- 
plies. 


Concerning Improvement of Instruction 
Teacher Preparation 

Each teacher participated in both the New Mathematics 
In-Service Program and the T. V. Mathematics Pro- 
gram. 

University Extension evening courses are presently being 
taken by two of the members of the staff. 

Two teachers engaged in University Summer study. 

One teacher completed requirement for a Master’s De- 
gree in education. 

One faculty member is enrolled in Ballet Class. 
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One teacher is studying a foreign language—German. 

Each member of the faculty participated in Mr. Rapoza’s 
Art Workshop. 

Two teachers served as Art Leaders for the workshop. 


Teacher-Community Participation 

One teacher worked with the Highfield Theatre group. 

A weekly class in baton twirling is conducted by one 
teacher at the Community Hall. 

One teacher entered in the Christmas parade a march- 
ing unit she had trained. 

One teacher served on Head Start Staff during the sum- 
mer. 


Improvement of Library Facilities 

Children’s School of Science library is available to us— 
displayed on open book shelves in the hall. 

Parents organized a Committee to handle the Arrow 
Book Club, which gives bonus books to our library. 

School library books are made available to the whole 
school from display cases set up in the halls. These 
books can be checked out for individual use. 

Each classroom also has its own library.

TEATICKET SCHOOL 
Annual Report — 1965 


The challenge of increased enrollment at the school has 
been met by the transfer of the fourth graders to the North 
Falmouth School and additional teacher held at the Kinder- 
garten level. These measures have helped to temper the ef- 
fects of overcrowding. 


Some of the disadvantages of limited space have been, in 
some measure, compensated for by careful scheduling and 
making most of the non-classroom areas in the building. 


Some of the significant developments this past year are 

as follows: 

1. Establishment of a central library room in the school 
has encouraged children to read. The library has 
been set up, organized and administered by the school 
staff and parents. 

Children have already been given lessons on library 
care and have had time to browse and select books. 
Each of the sessions usually end in story-telling. 

2. Each year the materials and equipment available to 
teachers and students grows in depth and variety. 
Special materials like Cuisenaire rods (mathematics) 
and linguistic blocks (for reading, language instruc- 
tion) have been introduced into the lower grades. A 
wide selection of reading books has been put in each 
room, with new and exciting filmstrips and records.

3. With the added clerical help, we have been enabled 
to catalogue and record all of the audio/visual ma- 
terials such as tapes, records, filmstrips. This has 
helped to expedite the routing of equipment in the 
building. 

4. Continuing service from the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts and the Brewster Museum of Science has done 
much to reinforce and extend learnings with pictures 
and exhibit cases. Our membership in a State De- 
partment of Education film cooperative, has made 
high quality film accessible to the classroom teachers. 

). Thirty first and second grade children have respond- 
ed enthusiastically to a creative dance program given 
after school. The dance instructor, Mrs. Clara Koenig, 
has donated her time. 


The prospect of the new Teaticket school has generated 
high interest among the parents, teachers, and pupils.

NORTH FALMOUTH ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
Annual Report —1965 


The North Falmouth Elementary School opened its doors 
for the first time on January 4, 1965, with eleven teachers 
and two hundred and ninety-three children enrolled. Trans- 
fer of students from Mullen School was orderly, and a regu- 
lar classroom day was carried out. 


Formal dedication and Open House was held on Sunday, 
February 7, 1965, from 2:00 P.M. to 5:00 P.M. Those attend- 
ing registered approval of the building and site. 


Only one major structural problem developed: sound 
transmission through the ceilings. This subsequently was 
corrected by replacing ceiling tiles. 


Beyond our routine daily programs, we instituted two 
other programs which I consider noteworthy. Each attracted 
enthusiastic participation and aroused parent interest and 
approval. Both programs involved grades three through five. 


In the first program every child was given a chance of 
electing an activity he wished to participate in from a list 
which included drama, science, folk dancing, and a school 
newspaper. Of the activities, science and drama were by far 
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the most popular. Classes were held one day a week. During 
the spring the newspaper group published eight papers av- 
eraging fifteen pages each and ended the year with a tour of 
the Falmouth Enterprise plant. The drama and folk dancing 
groups presented two one-act plays to parents and class- 
mates, and in the end were taken on a tour of Highfield 
Theater. Later they enjoyed an informal lecture about 
theatrical life by Mr. Otis Stevens of the Charles Playhouse 
Players of Boston. The science groups performed experiments 
for the parents at an assembly and were taken on tours of 
the Woods Hole Aquarium and along a local beach by Mrs. 
Barbara Waters. 


In the second program we provided a half hour period 
a week for specialized instruction in music (both note-read- 
ing and a group singing), penmanship and creative writing. 
During this period also we provided special remedial reading 
and arithmetic instruction for small groups. 


Both programs were possible because of extra classroom 
space, departmentalization of teachers, and excellent coop- 
eration from the Art Department. They arranged to be in the 
building simultaneously and took all the children of grades 
three through five, thereby releasing the regular teachers of 
these grades for a weekly planning meeting with the prin- 
cipal. Without this released time, I feel this program would 
have been far less effective, perhaps impossible. 


The start of the school year 1965-1966 showed an enroll- 
ment increase over June, 1965, of seventy pupils, mainly the 
result of the transfer of fifty-five fourth grade students from 
an overcrowded Teaticket School. 


They were accommodated by converting a kindergarten 
classroom and increasing the existing fourth grade class- 
rooms by ten students each. A roving teacher was hired to 
assist the teachers of these enlarged classes. To accommo- 
date this teacher, we are using the library each morning as 
a classroom for grade four arithmetic and language arts 
groups. She also uses a portion of the Library in the after- 
noon for grades three and four remedial reading and arith- 
metic and a new literature program. 


In this literature program, at the present time, are en- 
rolled eight top students in grades three and four in a study 
of early Greek literature and civilization. Stress is put on 
skills of reading, research, pupil planning and creativity. 


Though our Library is used as a classroom a good part 
of the day, we are still able to make good use of our librarian 
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in the capacity for which she was hired. Although she lacks 
the necessary certification, she is doing an excelient job and 
providing teachers with a service that until now has been 
non-existent. 


We are hoping for a light winter and early spring so 
that the turf on the playground may be used for the first 
time.

Excellence in Education

opened, the Mullen School lost some wonderful parents and 
children. The new principal of the North Falmouth School, 
Mr. Douthart, is a former pupil and teacher of our school.

Space prevents our mentioning all the events of the 
year which suggest that the school is a pleasant and exciting 
place (the first requirement of excellence). A few typical 
ones come readily to mind. 


Miss Norris, Grade 2, opened a supermarket. Pupils ran 
a well stocked store, waiting on customers and making 
change—modern mathematics put into practice and enrich- 
ment at its best. 


Another classroom was converted into a Science Learn- 
ing Center. This room is a focal point for group and individu- 
alized science experiences. Through the understanding and 
cooperation of the School Committee, classes have made 
field trips to Otis Air Force Base Weather Station, the Bureau 
of Fisheries and the Oceanographic Buildings at Woods Hole. 


On display in the center are exhibits on loan from the 
Brewster Museum. Also on the center’s walls is a series of 
beautifully illustrated sea life, flora and fauna, the work of 
a former student and parent. Candid camera shots taken 
by an interested group from Boston who traveled here to ob- 
serve the center are also on display. These photographs of 
our children absorbed in basic realities, are perhaps the most 
valid testimony to the Science Learning Center’s enduring 
worth. 
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A tea in the cafeteria to introduce new teachers to par- 
ents as well as renew acquaintances, had a delightful re- 
sponse. Following the well attended annual Open House, con- 
ferences between parents and teachers began. The tradition 
of close cooperation among those most naturally concerned 
with the individual child’s welfare and total progress is thus 
maintained. 


We have been fortunate to have an art teacher for longer 
periods of time. Children’s work is displayed in all medias 
in the lunchroom and corridors. 


Did you ever make a puppet? “What a mess’ — paste, 
paint and paper—but the results are rewarding and the char- 
acters fantastic. Thanks for all this to the patience of the 
custodians and teachers. 


Mrs. Smith’s class wrote and produced a puppet show for 
the school. 


Our Physical Fitness program has been enriched by the 
enthusiasm of Mr. Brophy, our new physical education in- 
structor. 


A dream came true with the help of parents, teachers, 
and our new part time librarian, when the library in the 
school was opened with time scheduled to allow each class 
to enjoy the attractive room. Children using the library eag- 
erly and gravely accept responsibility for the books checked 
out. A procession of satisfied borrowers return their volumes 
before school or during allotted times. 


Excellence in Education can be obtained when parents, 
teachers and administrators operate effectively in modern 
facilities. The optimum conditions of this cherished dream 
may never be fully realized, yet it is the goal we strive for.

Annual Report 
The occasion of the annual report gives one cause for 
reflection on the past year’s work, its success and failure. 
First let us speak of accomplishments: 


1. The creation of a centralized Teacher Reference— 
Supplementary Library. 

2. Construction (using available space) of an Audio- 
visual Aids Projection Room. 
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3. Substantial increase in the number of reference 
books available in the central library. 

4. Continuation of the After School Gym Program. 

Do. The inception of a remedial arithmetic and reading 
program (suggested by the teachers) in the fifth 
grade. 


As to failures, some children are still unable to cope with 
the reading level required of this particular grade. Some are 
still inadequate in arithmetic and spelling. 


Suggestions designed to combat failure are offered as follows: 
1. Provide a remedial reading teacher to be permanent- 
ly based in the school. 
2. Make available services of a speech-therapist. 


The Henry W. Hall School is a busy house, continually 
striving to provide better educational opportunities for our 
children. We feel we have met with a measure of success 
through the years and this serves as a spur to move us to 
greater effort on behalf of our students.

EAST FALMOUTH ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
Annual Report 


Since I assumed the responsibility of principal of this 
school in September, 1965, this report will cover only the 
period from September to January, 1966. 


To cope with our large enrollment, several innovations 
were initiated to create a better teaching and learning situ- 
ation. Listed below in random order are the most important 
of these projects. 

1. While the French supervisor works with our fifth grade 
Students, other fifth grade students are attending 
either a music class, a science enrichment class or an 
activity period. We have used our art and physical 
education instructors one hour a week to help. 


2. We have added an assistant kindergarten teacher 
who works half a day using the custodian’s room for 
her class. This brought our kindergarten class down 
to an average of about 25 pupils per class in all ses- 
sions. Two sessions are held in our regular kinder- 
garten room, two in the gym and cafeteria, and one 
in the custodian’s room. 
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3. The third and fourth grades received help for their 
pupils of high potential and low grade level scores by 
adding a teacher who comes two hours daily and works 
with small groups in our library. 


4. The first grade also was aided by having a part-time 
teacher added to work with small groups in reading 
and handwriting. She uses the ample hallway outside 
the first grade area and the teacher’s dining room. 


5. We have started a program using fifth grade stu- 
dents to read to, and listen to first grade students. 
The cafeteria is used for this program. This allows 
Space enough for a pupil-to-pupil type of learning 
Situation. There is primary research evidence that re- 
markably good learning results to both parties of 
this kind of combination. Our own observations, so 
far, tend to support the research findings. Teachers 
and pupils of both grade levels have been enthusias- 
tic. If the advances thus far observed are maintained, 
I look forward to expanding this type of instruction. 


6. The traditional Christmas program was a_ school- 
wide project which was presented to parents and 
guests. Mr. Rapoza, our art instructor, was relieved 
from his regular classes to assist with this program. 
His work with the dances and costumes was most cre- 
ative. The performance was a success and highly en- 
tertaining. 


In addition to monthly class programs, we plan to have 
a spring program which will involve all grades. 


All of the above projects have been enthusiastically re- 
ceived and supported by the staff.

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OPERATION HEAD START 


This past summer a local action program, called Head 
Start, was initiated in the Town of Falmouth. This pre-school 
program lasted eight weeks and was designed to offer to the 
children a wide range of experiences that would better pre- 
pare them for kindergarten classes in the fall. 


The funding for the program came mainly from the 
Office of Economic Opportunity with contributions of space 
and equipment from the Town. 


The center of operations was the Teaticket School. This 
school provided a central location and all of the necessary 
facilities. 


Sixty children were registered, and they spent four hours 
each day in a variety of activities such as: art, storytelling, 
music, games and beach play. An important emphasis was 
placed on outdoor experiences, and many field trips were 
taken during the summer. Trips to Martha’s Vineyard, Mr. 
Dimmock’s farm and cranberry bog, the Aquarium at Woods 
Hole, Goodwill Park and the Town beaches opened up some 
new and exciting experiences for the children. 


One of the Key objectives was to place teachers in charge 
of the children who had professional training, experience 
and understanding for the needs of children this age. The 
summer program provided an opportunity to draw upon an 
ample source of qualified people that usually come to the 
Falmouth area. 


Some of the immediate program objectives were: 


(a) To give each child opportunities to succeed. 


(b) To expand the child’s range of experience, ob- 
servation, thought. 


(c) To create an atmosphere for encouraging confi- 
dence in the child. 


(d) To develop a familiarity with and liking for 
school. 


In addition to the paid personnel, there were some sixty 
other people who offered to help in clerical work, testing, as 
junior teacher aids, and as cafeteria workers. Notable among 
the aides were the thirty-six boys and girls who volunteered 
at various times during the summer. This was one of the 
most interesting and gratifying aspects of the program. 
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The Falmouth Nursing Association did a great deal of 
work in setting up examination periods, making home visits 
and performing other medical-dental functions in support 
of the program. Psychiatric services provided by the Barn- 
stable County Child Guidance Clinic, under the direction of 
Dr. Alice Fleming, provided opportunities for the staff to get 
professional guidance during the entire program. 


Some significant medical-dental findings were made: 


90% of the children had teeth deficiencies. 


24 children had blood deficiencies which required at- 
tention. 


Vision defects and hearing loss were uncovered, which, 
undetected, would prevent effective learning. 


Staff members, parents and volunteers felt that the pro- 
gram had achieved much, but that much more needed doing. 


As part of the follow-through procedure, all records were 
made available to the kindergarten teachers in the fall. The 
Falmouth Nursing Association, through dental clinics and 
home visits, is continuing the work started during the sum- 
mer. 


Possibilities for a year-round and summer program have 
been explored. Application has been made for financing of 
a continuing program to be conducted during the school year 
along the lines of the summer program . If approved, the 
classes would be held in the afternoons at the Woods Hole 
Child Center.

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CAMP HAPPY 


For the third summer, the Falmouth Public Schools, with 
assistance of the Cape Cod Association for the Advancement 
of Retarded Children, operated a day camp for retarded 
children. The camp was conducted in the kindergarten 
room and on the grounds of the East Falmouth School, Wed- 
nesdays from 10:00 A.M. to 3:00 P.M. throughout the summer. 


The objectives of the Camp are as follows: 

1. To provide recreational services for retarded children 
who can profit from such experiences. 

2. To help the child broaden his understandings and 
abilities in health habits, recreational interests, so- 
cialization and understanding of people. 

3. To improve family relationships by providing a pro- 
gram outside of the home which will permit the par- 
ents some freedom from the daily care of the child. 

4. To extend public awareness and knowledge of mental 
retardation by demonstrating that these children can 
function and learn in group situations. 

5. To enable the child to enjoy activities in a proper en- 
vironment. 


The 23 children registered in the Camp ranged in age 
from four to twenty-two, the average age being twelve. 


The professional staff consisted of a director and an as- 
sistant. They were assisted four mornings a week at Fal- 
mouth Beach by two lifeguards assigned by the Falmouth 
Beach Committee to give swimming instructions to the camp- 
ers. This ambitious program could never have been carried 
cut without the assistance of eleven volunteers who worked 
with the program without compensation during the summer. 


In addition to the daily instructional program, eighteen 
exciting special events were planned: an exchange visit with 
the children of Camp Holiday in Barnstable, a sight-seeing 
trip to the Vineyard, a trip to Castle Island, a family cook- 
cut at Goodwill Park, a day at the Wild Animal Farm in 
Brewster—to mention only a few. 


Everywhere we went, whomever we spoke to about the 
program, we were treated with generosity: free ferry rides, 
free sight-seeing buses, free ice cream and tonic, helpful as- 
Sistance in arranging access to private beaches and clubs, 
donated theatre tickets. The patrons to whom we are in- 
debted are legion. We have listed them in the full report of 
the project. 


Attendance at camp, though voluntary, was high (95%), 
eleven campers having records of perfect attendance. This 
is testimony to the success of the program.

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FALMOUTH SUMMER SCHOOL 


The Famouth Summer School continues to be a success; 
it has not grown in numbers since last year but there are 
several ways in which I would judge it was even more suc- 
cessful than in previous years. There were several ‘firsts’ 
which are significant. 


This was the first year in which we were able to use the 
library and it appears evident that it will receive even more 
use in future years. Shorthand was offered for the first time 
and will be offered again. The Falmouth Human Relations 
Association made scholarships available to seven students 
and the school is indebted to the Association for making 
this possible. We were able to reduce fees for multiple en- 
rollments in one family. 


For the first time the school made use of volunteer help 
and the reading class would not have been nearly the success 
it was without the help of the two full-time volunteers, Miss 
Carol Talcott of Quissett Avenue and Montclair, N. J. and 
Miss Margaret Benton of Gerard Avenue and Fitchburg. I 
Should like to commend them for a wonderful job. This was 
the first year, also, for the Volunteer Reading Program which 
is described more fully in a supplementary report. 


After three years of experience there are certain con- 
clusions that can make planning for next year very much 
easier although the school should never become so fixed that 
there will not be room for experimentation with new courses 
and techniques. Some of the present program should certain- 
ly be expanded. 


I should like to close this report by just mentioning the 
others educational endeavors in Falmouth during the sum- 
mer, Operation Headstart, the Science School in Woods Hole, 
Camp Happy at East Falmouth and, at a different level, the 
Illinois Science Project and the NASA Space Seminar. One 
would conclude that Summer Education in Falmouth is 
flourishing.

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MUSIC DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 
1965 


The major activity in which we are involved is the 
preparation for the New England Music Festival. This is a 
tremendous affair which will bring together for three days 
in Falmouth some five hundred top music students and their 
teachers from high schools throughout New England. In- 
volved are problems of housing, feeding, entertainment, and 
the building up of community interest to ensure financial 
support of the outstanding musical program. That the Fal- 
mouth Band Parents Club is giving its usual dynamic leader- 
ship to this project makes us optimistic about success. 

Though necessarily other activities must be subordinate 
to this effort, we still plan exchange concerts with other 
New England schools for chorus, band, and orchestra. These 
will be in addition to the traditional local concerts and par- 
ticipation in many other programs. 

The music department has expanded its musical organi- 
zations and their activities. 

For the first time we have had an exchange concert with 
an out-of-state orchestra. Our Lawrence High School band 
and chorus gave an outstanding concert commemorating the 
one hundredth anniversary of the close of the Civil War. In 
general, music of a higher level has been performed by our 
musical groups. Two seniors have decided to enter colleges 
to major in music. We have had a greater percentage of stu- 
dents who have won honors in music competitions and audi- 
tions. 

Bands have been organized in the elementary, inter- 
mediate, and high schools, with a combined total of 180 mem- 
bers. The instrumental program is now at a new high. Three 
hundred seventy-five students are taking instrumental les- 
sons in the schools. All classes from kindergarten to the sixth 
grade are visited weekly by a music specialist, and extra help 
is given as it is needed by individuals and groups. 

For our present purposes we now possess an adequate 
number of school-owned basic band and orchestra instru- 
ments.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL ADJUSTMENT COUNSELOR 
1965 


This has been a busy year for the School Adjustment 
Counselor. School personnel, seeming more aware of the 
service, have used it more than in the previous year. 


Some statistics will illustrate the size and complexity of 
the case load. 


Number of cases referred to the School Adjustment Coun- 
selor during 1965: 104. 


The sources of the referrals were as follows: 


School personnel 79 
Pupils 6 
Family 9 
Social agencies 10 

Total 104 

Reasons given for the referral were as follows:, 

School behavior or adjustment 71 
Academic difficulty 13 
Absence from school 1 
Home conditions 19 

Total 104 


Of course, the reason given for the referral does not 
always locate the source of this child’s difficulty. What is 
thought to be the effect of home condition turns out in some 
cases to be the child’s reaction to his poor school achieve- 
ment; and several of the so-called school adjustment prob- 
lems were the child’s response to divorce or separation of 
parents, or their excessive drinking. School behavior is a 
eatch-phrase covering many conditions: “acting out” aggres- 
sive feelings, withdrawal and depression, even school phobias; 
and these, we find, often are the effects of the child’s rela- 
tionship with parents in the home. 


In any case, it is one of the functions of the School Ad- 
justment Counselor to explore such problems, and, toward 
their solution, to try to keep a constructive dialogue going 
between home and school and serving agencies. 
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Of the 104 children referred, 79 were boys and 25 were 
girls. All were in the elementary schools, grades kindergarten 
through eight. 


During the year the School Adjustment Counselor held 
1,456 interviews, as follows: 


With children 958 
With teachers 206 
With parents 121 
With other school personnel 101 
With representatives of 
other agencies 70 
Total interviews 1,456 


The School Adjustment Counselor made seventy-six home 
visits to parents who had no transportation or were unable 
to leave small children at home unattended. 


The busiest month of the year was March, when the 
active case load was 54. The December case load was 46.

Despite the heavy case load, we feel that many changes 
for the better have been accomplished. Many formerly dis- 
turbed children are now in many degrees improved. Much 
more could be done for these and other children if there were 
more time and fewer problems.

Harold Baker, Jr. and Mrs. Elizabeth Lindtner resigned 
from the Commission and the Commission notes with regret 
the passing of Colonel Leo J. Griffin, a long time member 
of the Commission who had worked long and diligently to 
help Falmouth obtain a municipal airport.

FALMOUTH’S TOWN SEAL 


The seal of Falmouth was the result of a suggestion by 
the late Edward N. Fenno, of Boston, a summer resident for 
over 45 years whose family still lives there. While travelling 
in England in 1896, he visited old Falmouth, obtaining a col- 
lection of framed photographs of that town which he pre- 
sented to its namesake on Cape Cod. He also had procured a 
copy of the seal of the English town and suggested that there 
should be one for the Cape Cod Falmouth. As a result, the 
Official seal was adopted around 1897. It has a likeness of 
Nobska Lighthouse on top of the shield, with sea gulls flying 
around it. The upper part shows a plough cutting through 
sod, typifying the agricultural industry of the first settlers, 
with a whaling ship under full sail below, to commemorate 
the large fleet that sailed out of Falmouth and Woods Hole. 
Above the device is a ribbon bearing the words ‘“‘Suckanesset” 
and the date 1602 (this was the Indian name for the terri- 
tory when Bartholomew Gosnold visited it in that year). It 
is thought that Falmouth is so named because Gosnold sailed 
from Falmouth, England. In a white circle around the shield 
the words “Town of Falmouth” appear in the upper half, 
while separated by clusters of cranberries, a large native in- 
dustry, of course, is the word “Incorporated” and the date 
1686. Falmouth, which occupies the southwest corner of 
Cape Cod and of Barnstable County, assumes that everyone 
knows where it is for neither United States, Massachusetts, 
Barnstable County, nor Cape Cod, appears on the seal. 


The new town hall will have a replica of the town seal, 
finished in color, over its main entrance.
